The  Twenty-third  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  began  at  1:30  p.m.  with  The 
Service  of  Memorial  and  Holy  Communion  in  the  Physical  Education  Center  at  Centenary 
College,  Shreveport.

Bishop  Oden  then  introduced  Mr.  Kem  F.  Alexander  and  Ms.  Regina  L.  Wren  as  persons 
recommended  to  the  conference  by  the  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  to  be  recognized  as  new 
members  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  conference  voted  3approval  of  this  recommendation. 

Dr.  &  Mrs.  Carlos  Welch,  United  Theological  Seminary,  Bangalore,  India,  led  the  session  in 
a  closing  prayer.  The  clergy  moved  to  Brown  Chapel  for  the  Clergy  Session  and  the  laity 
remained  in  the  Gold  Dome  for  the  Laity  Session.

The  Clergy  Session  began  with  Dr.  Rod  Kennedy  announcing  upcoming  events  sponsored  by 
the  Pastoral  Effectiveness  Center. 

Rev.  Don  McDowell  presented  the  discussion  paper  on  Sexual  Harassment.  He  stated  that 
further  discussions  were  to  be  held  on  this  working  document  before  the  final  draft  is  to  be 
presented  next  year.  Each  district  will  have  a  workshop  on  this  matter  during  this  next 
conference  year.  After  several  questions  were  raised  from  the  floor,  Rev.  McDowell  asked  that 
all  questions  and  concerns  be  submitted  to  him  in  writing  so  that  they  may  be  presented  to  the 
committee. 

The  group  then  entered  into  The  Celebration  of  Servanthood  which  included  favorable 
acceptance  for  Probationary  Membership,  Deacons  to  be  Ordained,  Associate  Membership, 
Full  Connection  Membership  and  Elders  to  be  Ordained. 

With  the  continuation  of  the  celebration  the  following  classes  were  approved:  Certificate  of 
Candidacy  for  Ordained  Ministry,  those  who  have  completed  the  studies  for  licensed  local 
pastors  but  not  under  appointment,  Full-time  Local  Pastors,  Part-time  Local  Pastors,  Student 
Local  Pastors,  those  who  have  been  discontinued  as  Local  Pastors,  those  who  have  been 
reinstated  as  Local  Pastors,  and  those  approved  for  appointment  to  less  than  full-time  service. 
These  names  can  be  found  in  Section  VI.  Disciplinary  Questions  of  the  1993  Journal  along  with 
those  serving  other  Methodist  denominations,  other  Christian  denominations  and  those  of  our 
conference  serving  in  other  Annual  Conferences. 

Also  listed  in  Section  VI.  Disciplinary  Question  of  the  1993  Journal,  are  those  persons  in 
approved  schools  of  theology,  continuing  in  educational  requirements,  transfers  out, 
discontinued  probationary  membe rs,  readmission  into  full  connection,  those  granted  honorable 
location,  those  granted  leave  of  absence  and  those  granted  and  continuing  on  disability,  as  well 
as  the  approval  of  the  members  on  the  Committees  on  Investigation,  Joint  Review  and 
Administrative  Review. 

The  Laity  Session  began  with  a  greeting  from  Dr.  Anita  Crump,  Conference  Lay  Speaking 
Chairperson.  Judge  Carl  Stewart,  Conference  Lay  Leader,  then  presided  over  the  gathering. 

Judge  Stewart  introduced  the  guest  speaker  Dr.  David  White,  Assistant  General  Secretary  of 
the  General  Board  of  Discipleship.  He  spoke  on  "The  Primary  Task  of  the  Local  Church,  A 
Challenge  for  the  Laity." 

Mr.  Henry  Adcock,  Lake  Charles  District  Lay  Leader,  offered  a  prayer  for  the  Annual 
Conference. 

Judge  Carl  Stewart  highlighted  the  conference  laity  activities.  He  then  invited  both  laity  and 
clergy  to  the  Board  of  Laity  Breakfast,  a  time  of  fellowship  and  enrichment. 

Judge  Stewart  introduced  Dr.  Tom  Matheny,  President  of  the  United  Methodist  Church's 
Judicial  Council,  who  was  the  scheduled  speaker. 

Then  Judge  Stewart  called  attention  to  the  Reporting  Guide  of  the  Annual  Conference  session 
that  was  prepared  by  the  Board  of  Laity.  The  guide  was  designed  to  help  first  time  lay 
members  understand  the  acronyms  and  agencies  and  give  suggestions  on  how  to  report  on  the 
conference  to  their  local  churches.  Judge  Stewart  announced  that  the  Louisiana  Conference 
was  one  of  four  Annual  Conferences  that  would  receive  seed  grants.  The  Louisiana  grant 
would  provide  funds  for  the  first  Louisiana  Laity  Leadership  Conference  scheduled  for 
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Saturday,  November  13,  in  Alexandria.  The  conference  will  center  on  the  dynamics  of 
leadership.  Brochures  are  available  explaining  the  changes  in  the  Lay  Speaking  Ministry. 
Judge  Stewart  announced  that  Laity  Sunday  will  be  the  third  Sunday  in  October.  He  brought 
attention  to  the  theme  for  the  laity  gathering,  'Laity  Proclaiming  God's  Love  Through  Service."

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  convened  for  the  Evening  Worship  Service  at  First  United 
Methodist  Church.  The  Conference  Youth  Choir  provided  music  with  Mr.  Sidney  Montegudo 
and  Mrs.  Suzanne  B.  Cate  serving  as  co-directors  and  Mr.  McCoy  Ransom  and  Mrs.  Linda 
Manes  as  accompanists.  The  greeting  was  led  by  Rev.  Danny  Gleason.  Ms.  Kishia  Green  gave 
the  Opening  Prayer  of  Confession.  The  sermon  "The  Warning  Sign"  was  delivered  by  Dr. 
Leonard  Sweet  with  the  scripture  lesson  from  Ephesians  3:7-13.  The  service  concluded  with 
a  going  forth  delivered  by  Mrs.  Linda  Fox. 


Tuesday,  June  8,  1993 
Physical  Education  Center,  Centenary  College 

8:30  a.m. 

Rev.  Robert  Potter,  District  Superintendentof  the  Shreveport  District,  opened  the  session  with 
prayer  and  welcomed  the  conference  to  Centenary  College  and  Shreveport. 

Bishop  Oden  began  an  African  model  of  Bible  Study  developed  by  the  Lumko  Missiological 
Institute  of  South  Africa  via  the  base  communities  of  South  America  with  the  scripture  lesson 
from  John  15:1-12.   The  music  was  led  by  Rev.  Wesley  Williams. 

Dr.  Kenneth  L.  Schwab,  President  Centenary  College,  welcomed  the  conference  to  Centenary 
College.  He  recognized  the  Centenary  workers  and  the  courtesy  staff  and  thanked  them  for 
their  hard  work. 


The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Journal  was  made  by  Rev.  Freddie  Henderson  who  stated 
that  the  minutes  of  the  conference  were  in  order  and  moved  that  they  be  accepted.  The 
assembly  accepted  the  report. 

Bishop  Oden  gave  his  State  of  the  Church  Address.  He  referred  to  his  upcoming  5th 
anniversary  with  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Conference.  He  reminded  the  conference 
it  has  been  a  time  of  concern  with  itineracy,  lay/clergy  partnership,  and  the  appointment  system 
in  relation  to  the  church's  best  interest.  The  Bishop  presented  four  significant  matters:  1. 
Hurricane  Andrew;  2.  Conference  Center  Campaign;  3.  VISION  2000  and  4.  Church  Extension. 
He  noted  the  following:  eleven  new  churches  have  been  organized  in  the  past  four  years;  a 
new  church  will  be  organized  this  conference  year;  four  out  of  these  twelve  are  ethnic  churches; 
$1.6  million  has  been  utilized  to  establish  these  new  churches  (48%  of  which  went  to  ethnic 
churches);  apportionments  have  been  raised  only  7.8%;  local  church  giving  increased  21.5%  and 
pastor's  compensation  increased  16%.  Bishop  Oden  further  noted  there  is  still  a  decline  in 
church  membership  and  worship  attendance.  In  response  to  this  decline,  he  requested  the 
Board  of  Discipleship  sponsor  a  Confirmation  Emphasis  Program  and  announced  that  the 
Cabinet  is  planning  a  seminar  on  leadership.  He  urged  accelerating  evangelistic  efforts  (the 
North  Shore  and  the  Baton  Rouge  areas  being  significant  areas  of  concentration).    He 
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emphasized  the  need  for  community  prayer  and  Bible  study  in  the  churches  and  affirmation 
of  responding  to  the  pain  of  the  world  by  standing  with  those  who  suffer.  He  summarized  his 
concerns  with  two  questions:  "Can  we  all  live  together?"  and  "Who  Controls  life  and  death?" 
Bishop  Oden  closed  his  State  of  the  Church  Address  by  calling  us  to  celebrate  the  strengths 
of  the  conference. 

A  moment  of  personal  privilege  was  given  to  Rev.  James  Evans  who  presented  a  bag  of 
peaches  to  Bishop  Oden  from  the  Evans'  personal  orchid. 

The  United  Methodist  Church's  25th  Anniversary  Commemoration  was  given  by  Rev.  Jim 
Jones,  Commission  on  Archives  &  History  Chairperson.  A  video  was  shown  on  the  historic 
union  of  the  1968  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.  Six  of  the  original  twenty-eight 
delegates  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  were  present  and  recognized  by  the  conference.  The 
delegates  included  Rev.  Roy  E.  Mouser,  Bishop  W.  T.  Handy,  Dr.  George  F.  Pearce,  Judge 
John  A.  Dixon,  Dr.  Nancy  M.  Carruth  and  Dr.  Tom  H.  Matheny. 

Bishop  Oden  introduced  Rev.  Carl  E.  Rhoads  who  gave  the  report  on  VISION  2000.  Rev. 
Rhoads  reviewed  the  five  years  of  our  continuing  work  in  Vision  2000.  He  stated  that 
resourcing  continuesin  the  four  areas:  The  Inviting  Congregation, The  Nurturing  Congregation, 
The  Serving  Congregation  and  The  Celebrating  Congregation.  Rev.  Rhoads  asked  the 
assembly  to  recognize  the  VISION  2000  Task  Force  members  and  the  four  outstanding 
consultants.  A  video  on  training  with  local  church  response  was  shown.  In  addition  to  these 
reports,  Rev.  Willie  Jackson,  pastor  of  Faith  United  Methodist  Church  in  Shreveport,  Rev. 
Larry  Miller,  pastor  of  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Denham  Springs  and  Rev.  Michael 
McLaurin,  pastor  of  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Minden,  further  witnessed  to  the 
effectiveness  of  the  VISION  2000  training  in  their  churches'  experience.  Rev.  Rhoads  then 
announced  the  present  phase  of  VISION  2000  as  being  one  in  which  trained  district  consultants 
would  be  available  for  further  training  seminars.  These  36  district  consultants  were  presented 
to  the  conference  with  appropriate  words  of  recognition  and  appreciation.  Training  sessions 
are  scheduled  for  January  8, 1994  at  the  Cajun  Dome  in  Lafayette  and  on  January  22,  1994  at 
Centenary  College.  Both  sessions  will  run  from  9:30  a.m.-4:00  p.m.  This  fall,  congregations 
will  be  encouraged  to  select  a  second  area  of  emphasis.  The  Bishop  thanked  Rev.  Rhoads,  the 
committee  and  the  consultants  for  all  their  work  in  this  area. 

Mr.  C  A  "Hap"  Martin,  Chair  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  introduced  the  various 
ministries  under  the  council.  Youth  Serving  Ministries  was  presented  by  Mr.  Doug  Smith,  who 
in  turn,  recognized  the  Torch  Award  recipients,  Mr.  Ben  Mayfield  and  Mr.  Raymond  L.  Owens. 

Rev.  Tommy  Bergeron  presented  the  report  on  Town  and  Country  Ministies.  He  awarded  two 
memorial  plaques  in  memory  of  the  benefactor,  Dr.  Rex  Squyres,  to  Mrs.  Janie  Lee  Burch,  a 
family  member  of  Dr.  Squyres.  Rev.  Bergeron  stated  the  plaques  were  to  be  placed  in  an 
appropriate  place  at  Camp  Uskichitto. 

Rev.  Darryl  Tate  spoke  concerning  the  program  "NOW"  (Nurturing,  Outreach  and  Witness). 
He  urged  the  small  member  churches  to  look  at  the  administrative  council  to  rejuvenate  the 
church. 

Chairperson,  Dr.  Jack  O'Dell,  presented  his  report  on  The  Board  of  Church  Extension.  Bishop 
Oden  then  gave  Communion  sets  to  Grace  Community  UMC,  Shreveport  (pastor  Ron  Weber 
was  not  present  due  to  a  funeral)  and  Mt.  Zion  UMC,  Calhoun,  pastor  Martin  Corey.  The 
presentation  of  Rev.  Larry  Martin  as  pastor  of  a  new  congregation  in  South  Monroe  was 
delayed  to  another  time  during  the  conference  since  Rev.  Larry  Martin  was  not  present. 
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The  report  of  the  Commission  on  Archives  &  History  was  given  by  Dr.  Jim  Jones.  He  noted 
that  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  New  Iberia's  sanctuary  is  one  hundred  years  old.  He 
referred  the  conference  to  the  report  which  could  be  found  in  Section  XII.  Reports  of  the  1993 
Journal. 

The  Conference  Council  On  Ministries'  report  was  presented  in  the  form  of  the  game 
"Jeopardy".  The  assembly  was  invited  to  participate  while  predesignatedgame  guests  and  game 
leaders  shared  information  about  the  work  of  CCOM  through  video  and  oral  communication. 
Mr.  Hap  Martin  directed  the  conference's  attention  to  the  booths  displayed  around  the  floor 
of  the  Dome.  Bishop  Oden  asked  the  conference  to  take  advantage  of  the  twenty  booths  which 
explained  the  work  of  the  various  agencies  of  CCOM.  The  members  of  conference  were  then 
given  time  to  visit  the  various  booths. 

Following  the  ministry  fest,  Dr.  Stone  Caraway,  Conference  Secretary,  made  appropriate 
announcements  after  which  Bishop  Oden  called  upon  Rev.  Wesley  Williams  to  give  the  closing 
song  and  prayer  before  lunch. 


Tuesday,  June  8,  1993 
Physical  Education  Center,  Centenary  College 

2:00  p.m. 

Bishop  Oden  introduced  Rev.  Wesley  Williams,  the  song  leader  for  the  Conference.  He  is 
Executive  Director  of  United  Methodist  Urban  Services  in  the  greater  Boston  area. 

Dr.  Stone  Caraway  made  appropriate  announcements  and  shared  information  concerning 
absent  members.  Dr  Caraway  then  extended  thanks  on  behalf  of  the  conference  to  the  St. 
Luke's  Youth  Group  for  their  work  in  providing  concessions.  He  also  made  one  last  appeal 
on  behalf  of  the  Conference  Center  Campaign  Office  for  pledges  that  were  still  outstanding. 

Bishop  Oden  called  upon  Rev.  Don  Avery  for  a  moment  of  personal  privilege.  Rev.  Avery 
requested  a  courtesy  letter  be  sent  to:  Dr.  John  Fellers  who  is  ill  but  is  doing  well  and  is 
concerned  about  missing  conference;  Rev.  Roland  Friedrich  who  had  open  heart  surgery;  and 
to  Mrs.  Nora  Kellog,  widow  of  Mr.  Charles  Kellog,  former  Administrator  of  the  Kendall  Fund 
and  Lafon  Home. 

Dr.  Carole  Cotton-Winn  requested  a  courtesy  letter  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Marcella  Tatum  who  is 
recovering  from  surgery.  Also,  Rev.  George  Duerson  requested  a  courtesy  letter  be  sent  to 
Rev.  Alfred  Pollar  who  retires  this  conference  but  is  unable  to  attend  this  session  due  to  illness. 


Mr.  Hap  Martin  called  on  Rev.  Dick  Humphries  to  present  the  resolution  proposed  by  the 
Board  of  Church  and  Society  regarding  our  concern  for  the  people  in  Bosnia  and  further 
information  from  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society.  Rev.  Humphries  moved  the  resolution 
regarding  Bosnia  (see  Section  XII.  Reports  of  the  1993  Journal)  be  passed.  Bishop  Oden 
called  for  discussion  after  hearing  a  second  from  the  conference.  Rev.  Paul  Durbin  spoke  for 
the  resolution  including  his  concerns  that  the  United  States  should  avoid  ground  action. 
Bishop  Oden  called  for  a  vote  and  the  motion  passed. 

Bishop  Oden  announced  that  he  would  be  representing  the  United  Methodist  Church  in  a  visit 
to  Southern  and  Central  Europe  at  the  direction  of  the  Council  of  Bishops. 
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Rev.  Dick  Humphries  informed  the  conference  of  the  work  and  presence  of  Dr.  Carol  Walker 
from  Hong  Kong.  She  is  a  missionary  associated  with  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries. 
Rev.  Humphries  moved  that  the  Resolution  to  Observe  Peace  With  Justice  Sunday  as  found 
in  Section  XII.  Reports  of  the  1993  Journal,  be  accepted.  The  Bishop  called  for  the  vote  from 
the  conference  and  the  motion  was  approved. 

Rev.  Humphries  announced  that  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  will  soon  be  reviewing  the  status 
of  the  Houma  Indian  Nation  and  their  desire  to  be  recognized  federally  as  a  tribe.  At  the 
request  of  Rev.  Kirby  Verret  the  conference  members  were  urged  to  contact  their  congressmen 
in  regard  to  this  matter. 

Mr.  Hap  Martin  introduced  the  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  Chairperson,  Gloria  Lester-Hygh 
to  give  her  report.  She  presented  the  Bishop  and  Dr.  Don  Cottrill  with  a  certificate  and 
calendar.  Mr.  Terrel  DeVille,  Executive  Director  of  The  Methodist  Children's  Home,  then 
presented  the  Bishop  with  a  pin  on  behalf  of  the  Methodist  Chidlren's  Home  Board.  Mr. 
Deville  presented  his  report.  The  report  was  accepted  by  the  conference.  Mr.  Deville  then 
directed  the  conference's  attention  to  the  "Amended  and  Restated  Articles  of  Incorporation 
of  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Children  and  Family  Services,  Inc."  Mr.  Deville  explained  that 
the  present  articles  were  written  in  1906  and  needed  to  be  updated.  Bishop  Oden  asked  for 
discussion  and  called  for  the  vote.  The  motion  was  approved.  Mr.  Deville  directed  the 
conference's  attention  to  the  report  regarding  the  Louisiana  Affiliation  of  Methodist  Ministries. 
Bishop  Oden  asked  for  the  vote  to  accept  this  presentation  of  the  affiliation.  The  report  was 
accepted. 

The  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Willis  Dear, 
Chairperson.  He  directed  the  conference's  attention  to  the  board's  intent  to  make  three 
presentations  and  offer  the  opportunity  for  the  conference  to  vote  on  an  organization  for 
campus  ministry  in  the  Shreveport  area.  Rev.  Dear  then  invited  Dr.  Ted  Stanley  and  Dr. 
Nancy  Carruth  to  present  the  new  scholarship  awarded  by  the  United  Methodist  Foundation 
for  Christian  Higher  Education.  The  Foundation  intends  to  present  one  award  at  each  Annual 
Conference  to  a  United  Methodist  scholar  attending  a  United  Methodist  school.  The  first- 
time,  one-thousand  dollar  scholarship  was  awarded  to  Ms.  Jessica  Stringfield,  who  will  attend 
Centenary  College  as  a  freshman  this  fall.  Dr.  Ted  Standley  presented  a  merit  scholarship  to 
Rev.  Larry  Maddin  on  behalf  of  Jennifer  Reynolds  who  could  not  be  present.  Dr.  Standley 
presented  a  new  award  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  to 
honor  the  "Person  of  The  Year  in  Higher  Education."  The  award  is  to  be  known  as  the 
Francis-Asbury  Award.  Dr.  Clarence  Snelling  was  this  year's  recipient. 

Rev.  Dear  called  attention  to  the  proposal  for  a  new  campus  ministry  in  Shreveport/Bossier 
City.  After  reading  the  proposal  he  informed  the  conference  that  the  new  ministry  would  be 
funded  from  several  sources.  Bishop  Oden  called  for  discussion.  Rev.  Kathy  Clark-Dickens 
raised  the  concern  over  adequate  research,  such  as  a  feasibility  study  to  support  this  motion. 
Further  discussion  included  the  information  that  lay  people  who  had  been  appropriately  trained 
would  be  considered  for  the  job  of  director  of  the  campus  ministry.  Bishop  Oden  called  for 
a  vote  and  the  motion  carried. 


Mr.  Hap  Martin  made  the  following  motion  on  behalf  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries, 
"I  move  that  the  reports  of  the  various  boards,  commissions  and  committees  of 

the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  be  approved  En  Globo  as  presented  and  corrected  in  the 
Pre -Conference  Reports."    The  motion  was  seconded  and  the  reports  were  accepted. 
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Rev.  Charles  Langford,  Associate  Pastor  of  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Alexandria, 
moved  to  amend  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  by  removing  Paragraphs 
4-8.  A  discussion  followed  on  the  issue  of  racism  and  its  relation  to  power.  Dr.  George  Calvin 
moved  to  refer  this  matter  back  to  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  to  reconsider  the 
wording  of  this  report  and  resubmit  a  revised  report  at  the  next  Annual  Conference  session. 
This  motion  was  seconded.  The  motion  to  refer  was  voted  and  passed. 

Mr.  Martin  took  a  moment  of  personal  privilege  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Conference 
Council  On  Ministries  and  the  conference  staff. 

Bishop  Oden  called  on  Rev.  George  Duerson  for  a  moment  of  personal  privilege.  Rev. 
Duerson  announced  that  two  people  of  our  conference  had  received  very  high  honors.  From 
New  Orleans,  Rev.  Marta  Sanfiel,  Pastor  of  Messiah  United  Methodist  Church  and  Spanish 
Ministries,  has  been  selected  as  Editor  for  all  Spanish  publications  for  the  entire  United 
Methodist  Church.  Rev.  Erika  Jefferson  has  graduated  from  seminary  and  has  been  selected 
as  Chaplain  of  Wellesley  College  in  Massachusettes.  She  was  selected  from  one-  hundred 
applicants.  Rev.  Duerson  expressed  deep  appreciation  for  Rev.  Sanfiel  and  Rev.  Jefferson. 

Dr.  Nancy  Carruth,  Chairwoman  of  the  Committee  on  Episcopacy,  announced  that  Estelle 
Dameron  is  in  the  hospital  and  requested  a  courtesy  letter  be  sent  to  her.  Dr.  Carruth  then 
requested  that  Dr.  Chris  Andrews  and  Rev.  George  Duerson  assist  Mrs.  William  B.  Oden  and 
Mrs.  W.  T.  Handy  to  the  platform  to  be  recognized  by  the  Conference.  Dr.  Carruth  presented 
corsages  to  Mrs.  Oden  and  Mrs.  Handy  who  each  expressed  their  pride  and  gratitude  in  being 
associated  with  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 


Dr.  Carruth  reported  that  the  Committee  on  Episcopacy  continues  to  work  in  cooperation  with 
and  support  of  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Oden.  She  expressed  the  conference's  appreciation  for  the 
first  couple. 

The  Russia  Report  was  presented  by  Dr.  Dwight  Ramsey,  Mr.  James  Gillespie,  and  Dr.  Don 
Cottrill.  Attention  was  directed  to  a  brochure  describing  the  United  Methodist  work  in  Russia. 
The  speakers  outlined  the  conference's  participation  in  Russia.  It  was  noted  that  Dr.  Ramsey 
works  with  the  United  Methodist  Church  Development  in  Russia.  Mrs.  Marilyn  Oden  is 
providing  leadership  in  the  Russian  Initiative  assisting  with  relationships  with  Russia.  Dr. 
Ramsey  reported  that  new  United  Methodist  churches  are  being  formed  on  a  monthly  basis. 
He  brought  greetings  from  brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ  in  the  former  Soviet  Union.  They 
expressed  appreciation  for  the  love,  gifts,  and  material  necessities  provided  by  United 
Methodists.  Dr  Ramsey  expressed  appreciation  to  Bishop  Oden  and  Dr.  Don  Cottrill  for  their 
work  and  help.  Mr.  James  Gillespie  reported  that  he  accompanied  the  food  to  Russia  and 
witnessed  Russians  saying,  "I  am  a  believer"  upon  receiving  the  gifts.  Further  assistance  to  the 
new  Russian  Methodist  churches  will  be  provided  by  persons  selected  to  participate  in  a  trip 
to  Ekaterinburg.  The  purpose  is  to  train  leaders,  to  hold  and  conduct  a  Bible  school,  and  to 
provide  teacher-training  assistance.  Items  such  as  medical  supplies,  school  curriculum,  and 
Sunday  School  literature  will  be  provided.  A  video  was  shown  presenting  the  Russian  relief 
effort  and  work  in  Ekaterinburg  .  This  video  and  speakers  are  available  to  witness  to  local 
churches.  Mrs.  Oden  thanked  the  conference  members  for  their  participation  in  this  effort. 
She  directed  their  attention  toward  the  Russian  Relief  brochure  "Louisiana  Prime"  and  urged 
continued  support.  Rev.  Don  Cottrill  invited  everyone  to  Mrs.  Marilyn  Oden's  autograph  party 
for  her  new  book  Land  of  Sickles  and  Crosses. 


70  1993  LOUISIANA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 


Dr.  Harry  S.  Wright,  Jr.,  Director  of  Admissions,  Perkins  School  of  Theology,  brought  greetings 
on  behalf  of  all  our  United  Methodist  schools  of  theology  and  expressed  gratitude  for  the 
support  of  the  Louisiana  Conference.  He  then  referred  the  conference  to  his  report  which  can 
be  found  in  Section  XIII.  Reports  of  the  1993  Journal.  Dr.  Wright  noted  the  resignation  of 
Dean  James  E.  Kirby  and  announced  that  a  search  committee  has  been  appointed  to  find  a 
new  dean. 

The  Clergy  Housing  Report  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Kay  Irby,  Chairperson.  She  noted  changes 
in  their  report.  These  changes  have  been  made  in  the  task  force  report  in  Section  XII.  Reports 
of  the  1993  Journal.  She  requested  permission  for  the  Task  Force  to  function  one  more  year 
in  order  to  address  more  completely  the  issues  raised  in  surveys.  She  noted  that  it  has  been 
since  1978  that  any  updates  have  been  made  regarding  clergy  housing.  Bishop  Oden  asked  for 
any  discussion.  Rev.  McKinley  Franklin  asked  if  any  ethnic  minority  moving  companies  had 
been  contacted.  Mrs.  Irby  replied  that  she  would  be  happy  to  do  so  if  he  would  provide 
appropriate  information.  Ms.  Anna  Jackson,  layperson  from  Shreveport,  wished  to  know  how 
many  conferences  had  been  consulted  in  the  process  of  information  gathering.  Mrs.  Irby  said 
the  committee  had  contacted  about  twelve  conferences.  Further  discussion  included  questions 
regarding  policy  being  set  on  an  individual  local  church  basis  or  conference  wide.  Mrs.  Irby 
responded  that  the  intent  would  be  conference  standardization.  Rev.  Larry  Robertson  moved 
the  following  (the  proposal  can  be  found  in  Section  VII.  Reports  of  the  1993  Journal):  1) 
change  the  word  "all"  to  "one"  regarding  bedrooms  under  I.,  first  line  of  the  proposal;  2)  delete 
items  #2  and  #3  under  I.;  3)  Change  II.  B.  to  read  "The  parsonage  living  room,  dining  room 
and  bedroom  furniture  will  continue  to  be  provided  by  the  church/charge,  except  for  the  one 
bedroom."  The  motion  was  seconded.  Discussion  followed.  The  amendment  failed. 
Discussion  for  and  against  the  report  followed.  Bishop  Oden  called  for  a  vote.  The  motion 
to  approve  the  report  and  accept  the  guidelines  as  presented  by  the  Task  Force  was  voted  and 
approved.  Mrs.  Irby  gave  appreciation  to  her  committee  for  their  hard  work  and  expressed  the 
committee's  goal  to  provide  a  report  that  would  be  for  the  good  of  everyone. 

Dr.  Kenneth  L.  Schwab,  President  of  Centenary  College,  gave  his  report  and  expressed 
thankfulness  to  the  college  and  the  conference  for  the  good  relationship  between  the  two 
institutions.  He  then  referred  the  conference  to  his  report  which  can  be  found  in  Section  XII. 
Reports  of  the  1993  Journal. 

Dr.  Samuel  DuBois  Cook,  President  of  Dillard  University,  thanked  Bishop  Oden  for  support 
and  expressed  gratitude  to  Dr.  Gerald  Richardson  &  Rev.  Richard  Hoffpauir  for  the  help  these 
districts  give  in  providing  scholarship  assistance.  He  then  urged  everyone  to  read  his  report 
which  can  be  found  in  Section  XII.  Reports  of  the  1993  Journal. 

The  Committee  on  Rules  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Tim  Lawson.  Rev.  Lawson  read  the  rule 
change  for  Article  IV  which  can  be  found  in  Section  XII.  Reports  of  the  1993  Journal.  Rev. 
James  Poole  moved  an  amendment  to  add  the  words  "at  least"  in  reference  to  number  on  the 
district  council.  It  was  seconded.  Bishop  Oden  called  for  a  vote  and  it  was  passed.  Rev. 
Lawson  then  read  the  rule  change  and  gave  the  rationale  for  Article  VI.  The  conference  voted 
and  passed  the  report  as  amended. 

Bishop  Oden  called  upon  Rev.  Erika  Jefferson  to  address  the  conference  and  offer  the  closing 
prayer. 
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Tuesday,  June  8,  1993

7:30  p.m. 

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  convened  for  the  Service  of  Retirement  at  First  United 
Methodist  Church.  A  pre-service  musical  program  was  presented  by  the  Centenary  College 
Choir,  directed  by  Dr.  Will  K.  Andress  with  accompanists  Renee  Sneed  and  Cindy  Holton. 
The  instrumentalists  were  Lindsey  Johnson,  clarinet;  Trumon  Davis,  trombone;  and  Jason 
Jouett,  percussion.  Rev.  Jose'  Garcia  delivered  the  prayer  of  Thanksgiving.  The  Centenary 
College  Choir  with  Mr.  Ken  Goins,  soloist,  provided  the  music.  The  sermon  was  delivered  by 
Dr.  Leonard  Sweet  entitled,  "Are  You  Able,"  with  the  scripture  coming  from  Ephesians3: 14-21. 
Following  the  sermon,  Mr.  Welton  Brumfield  and  Bishop  Oden  presented  pins  and  certificates 
to  the  eighteen  retiring  clergy  and  the  one  diaconal  minister.  The  congregation  was  invited  to 
a  reception  honoring  the  retirees  in  Bain  Hall. 


Wednesday,  June  9,  1993 
Physical  Education  Center,  Centenary  College 

8:30  a.m. 


Bishop  Oden  began  the  morning  session  with  the  African  model  Bible  Study  focusing  on  Mark 
4:26-32.   Rev.  Wesley  Williams  led  the  assembly  in  corporate  singing. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Journal  was  given  by  Ms.  Lottie  Palazzo.  She  stated  that 
the  minutes  of  the  conference  were  in  order  and  moved  that  they  be  accepted.  The  report  was 
accepted. 

The  Conference  Center  Victory  Celebration  was  led  by  Dr.  Tom  Matheny,  Chair  of  the 
Conference  Center  Board.  Bishop  Oden  expressed  appreciation  for  the  hard  work  the 
conference  has  done  in  preparation  for  the  building  of  the  center.  He  called  upon  Dr.  Tom 
Matheny  to  present  the  report.  Dr.  Matheny  called  attention  to  several  matters  of  business: 
1)  the  importance  of  continuing  the  fund  drive  for  further  construction;  2)  requested  approval 
for  continued  negotiations  with  the  village  of  Woodworth  for  water  supply;  3)  requested 
approval  of  land  purchase.  He  expressed  appreciation  to  Bishop  Oden  for  all  his  work  and  to 
the  various  committee  chairpersons  and  others  involved  for  their  hard  work.  He  reported 
present  total  giving  pledged  to  be  $5,807,587.  Dr.  Matheny  was  positive  that  the  goal  for  the 
Center  would  be  met  urging  lay  and  clergy  to  do  two  things:  1)  read  and  study  the  distributed 
pledged  giving  report  to  see  how  local  churches  and  districts  have  done;  2)  he  then  challenged 
everyone  to  take  a  second  mile  step.  Rev.  Jim  Constable  was  mentioned  as  a  stewardship 
example.  The  conference  members  were  encouraged  to  give  an  additional  gift  to  the  campaign 
in  memory  of  a  minister  that  has  been  a  special  part  of  thier  life  or  in  honor  or  memory  of 
other  people  special  to  them. 

Rev.  Clifton  Conrad,  Rev.  Callie  Winn  and  Mr.  Fred  Loy  were  introduced  to  report  on  their 
successful  campaign  drives.  Dr.  Matheny  expressed  appreciation  to  Rev.  Callie  Winn  for  the 
donation  to  the  Center  of  the  furniture  from  the  former  Istrouma  Church  in  Baton  Rouge. 
He  then  recognized  the  board  members  and  the  various  people  involved  in  the  campaign.  He 
stated  that  it  has  been  a  successful  campaign.  He  called  upon  Dr.  Chris  Andrews  for  a  prayer 
of  thanksgiving  and  for  continued  success.  Following  the  prayer,  Dr.  Matheny  personally 
thanked  everyone  who  had  been  recognized.  He  then  moved  to  adopt  the  report.  Bishop 
Oden  reminded  the  conference  that  the  campaign  does  not  end  until  the  last  day  of  June,  1993. 
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Rev.  Alonzo  Campbell,  Slidell,  requested  that  the  board  consider  placing  a  sign  at  the  exit  off 
the  interstate  to  facilitate  visitors  coming  to  the  Center.  Rev.  McKinley  Franklin  expressed 
concerns  regarding  considering  ethnic  minority  companies  during  the  construction  of  the 
Center.  Dr.  Matheny  stated  that  the  Discipline  provided  for  this  considertion  and  the 
Discipline  would  be  followed.  The  report  was  voted  and  approved.  Bishop  Oden  jokingly 
presented  Dr.  Matheny  with  a  cowboy  bandanna  and  farmer's  hat  reminding  all  of  the 
"Conference  Center  Round-Up"  that  was  held  on  March  6,  1993.  Bishop  Oden  thanked  the 
clergy  for  pledging  over  $460,000.  He  then  thanked  the  laity  for  their  pledges.  He  recognized 
the  ethnic  churches'  pledges  as  inspiring.  He  stated  that  if  every  church  raised  their  goal,  the 
goal  amount  would  be  surpassed.  Bishop  Oden  upon  called  Louisiana  United  Methodists  to 
complete  this  task. 

Dr.  Harvey  Williamson  addressed  the  conference  and  shared  his  joy  of  getting  within  sight  of 
the  goal.  He  reported  that  the  work  was  moving  ahead  in  many  ways  including  design,  lake 
construction,  and  acquisition  of  the  recently  requested  sign  for  the  interstate  highway  exit.  Dr. 
Williamson  expressed  his  gratitude  for  everyone's  help  and  support  and  the  part  he  had  been 
given  in  this  project. 

The  report  of  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Foundation  was  delivered  by  Dr.  Kenneth  Reed 
who  was  presented  to  the  conference  to  make  the  report.  Dr.  Reed  expressed  his  concern  that 
the  Foundation  be  known  as  ready  and  willing  to  serve.  He  stated  that  together  we  can  be  a 
significant  factor  in  a  revitalized  United  Methodism  in  Louisiana.  The  trustees  of  the 
Foundation  were  recognized.  Dr.  Reed  stated  that  the  Foundation  has  been  blessed  for  the 
third  year  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Marcus  Wren  of  Minden.  Mr.  Wren  addressed  the 
conference  stating  that  the  Foundation  now  has  $25  million  in  assets.  He  suggested  that  if  10% 
of  United  Methodist  tithed  10%  of  their  estate,  the  Foundation  would  be  worth  over  $100,000 
million.  Mr.  Wren  shared  with  the  conference  that  he  and  his  wife  are  currently  investing  a 
gift  with  the  Foundation.  These  gifts  are  tax-exempt  and  are  not  involved  in  succession  when 
one  dies.  He  affirmed  his  belief  that  if  one  believes  in  United  Methodism  and  the  Bible  he/she 
will  do  it.  He  stated  that  we  are  also  priviliged  to  have  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  National 
Association  of  United  Methodist  Foundations  (NAUMF),  Dr.  Jimmie  Caraway  and  informed 
the  body  that  Dr.  Caraway  has  been  a  help  and  inspiration  to  the  Foundation. 

Dr.  Jimmie  Caraway  addressed  the  conference  confirming  the  previously  quoted  figure  of 
$100,000  milllion  in  growth  of  assets  of  the  United  Methodist  Foundations.  He  stated  that  we 
are  the  fourth  largest  in  the  nation  with  assets  under  management  and  that  we  are  just 
scratching  the  surface  of  planned  giving.  Dr.  Caraway  explained  the  stewardship  benefits  of 
planned  giving.  He  stated  that  it  has  made  a  large  impact  on  our  church  today  and  specifically 
in  the  Conference  Center  Campaign.  He  encouraged  the  conference  members  to  be  good 
stewards  and  do  more  in  planned  giving.  Dr.  Reed  introduced  the  Foundation's  Administrative 
Assistant,  Mrs.  Stacie  Schneider,  to  the  body.  The  Foundation  Report  was  voted  and  accepted 
by  the  conference. 


TTie  United  Methodist  Publishing  House  report  was  presented  by  Dr.  L.  Ray  Bran  ton, 
Executive  Director  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  and  Mr.  Bo  Fisher  a  Cokesbury 
representative.  Dr.  Branton  explained  that  the  United  Methodist  Publishing  House  now  has 
the  role  of  finding  authors  and  distributing  publications.  He  explained  that  this  is  a  changing 
business.  He  stated  that  the  publishing  house  had  over  436,000  phone  orders  last  year  with  200 
fewer  employees  this  year  than  last.  Dr.  Branton  informed  the  conference  that  every  local 
church  can  have  a  Cokesbury  store.  Among  some  of  the  advantages  of  having  a  Cokesbury 
store  within  the  church  are:  15%  discount  on  books;  the  churches  may  keep  profits;  and  the 
postage  is  paid.  Mr.  Bo  Fisher  presented  a  check  for  $14,658.57  for  our  clergy  pension  fund 
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to  Bishop  Oden  and  a  copy  of  The  Book  of  Worship.  He  expressed  appreciation  for  the 
conference's  support  and  loyalty  to  Cokesbury. 

Bishop  Oden  called  for  the  retirees  to  address  the  conference.  He  began  the  retirement 
celebration  by  calling  Rev.  Don  Ross  to  present  the  retirees  and  their  spouses.  After  the 
retirees' addresses,BishopOdeninfonned  the  conference  that  together  the  retirees  represented 
over  536  years  of  service  to  our  church. 

Bishop  Oden  invited  Dr.  Gerald  Richardson,  Acadiana  District  Superintendent,to  present  the 
report  on  Hurricane  Disaster  Relief.  Dr.  Richardson  reminded  all  of  the  state's  losses  due  to 
Hurricane  Andrew.  A  video  was  shown  informing  the  conference  of  the  disaster  relief  efforts 
and  rehabilitation. 


Mrs.  Sarah  Schoeffler  was  presented  to  the  conference.  She,  in  turn,  introduced  her  staff. 
They  included  the  following:  Sager  Brown -Baldwin  area  volunteers  Sarah  Schoeffler,  Director; 
Walter  and  Cathy  Parker,  Staff  Personnel;  Sue  Pugh,  Administrative  Asssistant;  Bettye 
Foulcard,  Administrative  Assistant;  Glenn  Druilhet,  Case  Worker;  Vanetta  Natto,  Case 
Worker;  Dee  Dee  Delasbour,  Housing  Supervisor;  Wanda  Scott  and  Gayle  Plidore,  Housing 
Maintenance;  Rev.  Don  Morgan,  Project  Supervisor  and  Summer  Interim  Director  of  Disaster 
Relief.  Dulac  area  volunteers  include:  Robert  "Rock"  Rothrock,  Project  Supervisor;  Rev. 
Kirby  Verret;  Kirby  Verret,  Jr.;  Rob  Thompson,  Dulac  Community  Center;  Alice  Rothrock, 
Administrative  Assistant;  and  Phillip  Verdin,  cook.  Mrs.  Schoeffler  presented  gifts  of 
appreciation  to  Dr.  Randolph  Nugent,  Dr.  Kenneth  Lutgen  and  Bishop  Oden.  She  gave  her 
reflections  on  the  disaster  of  Hurricane  Andrew  and  the  church's  response.  She  reported  that 
there  have  been  a  total  of  3,629  volunteers  so  far  representing  the  mighty  work  being  done. 
She  reported  that  the  Sager-Brown  Institute  is  now  open  again.  In  Dulac,  United  Methodism 
is  moving  forward  to  serve  the  community.  She  noted  the  work  of  UMCOR  which  enabled 
them  to  put  500  damaged  homes  back  together  thus  far.  She  reported  we  are  to  receive  $2.5 
million  dollars  in  relief  funds  through  the  Bishop's  appeal.  She  expressed  thanksgiving  to  God 
and  the  Louisiana  Conference  for  all  their  support. 

Dr.  Richardson  called  upon  Dr.  Kenneth  Lutgen  to  share  his  experiences  with  Disaster  Relief. 
Dr.  Lutgen,  Associate  General  Secretary  of  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries-UMCOR,  told 
of  his  pain  at  being  in  other  places  in  the  world  like  Bosnia  where  there  are  no  people  like 
United  Methodists  to  respond  to  God's  call  to  bring  the  world  together  as  did  this  conference 
in  response  to  the  Hurricane  Andrew  disaster.  He  expressed  thanksgiving  to  God  and  the 
conference  for  this  response. 

Bishop  Oden  presented  Dr.  Randolph  Nugent,  General  Secretary  of  the  General  Board  of 
Global  Ministries,  to  the  conference.  Dr.  Nugent  expressed  gratitude  to  the  conference  for  its 
global  commitment.  He  spoke  to  the  global  issue  of  Peace  With  Justice  noting  continuing 
world-wide  violence  and  its  senselessness.  He  suggested  United  Methodists  widen  their  focus 
to  other  Russian  cities  besides  Ekaterinburg  due  to  the  continuing  multiplication  of  Russian 
interest  in  United  Methodism.  He  mentioned  further  development  in  Euro-Asia  of  the 
Christian  faith  through  the  work  of  United  Methodists.  He  directed  everyone's  attention  to 
Africa  where  the  Gghting  in  Mozambique  ceased  and  said  that  our  work  can  now  continue  and 
escalate.  Dr.  Nugent  shared  powerful  and  poignant  stories  out  of  his  experiences  with  the  work 
of  the  church  world-wide.  He  again  set-forth  the  call  that  our  task  is  to  love  God's  people. 

Dr.  Richardson  expressed  his  appreciation  again  for  all  United  Methodists'  support  in  the  task 
of  hurricane  relief. 
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Dr.  Stone  Caraway  made  appropriate  announcements.    Bishop  Oden  closed  the  morning 
session  with  prayer. 


Wednesday,  June  9,  1993 
Physical  Education  Center,  Centenary  College 

2:00  p.m. 

Rev.  Tom  Howe  opened  the  afternoon  session  with  prayer. 

Mr.  Welton  Brumfield,  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Pensions,  invited  Rev.  Tom  Howe,  Chair  of  the 
Insurance  Committee,  to  speak  to  the  Conference  Health  Insurance  concerns.  Rev.  Howe 
highlighted  three  areas:  1)  Precertification  needs;  2)  He  announced  that  the  conference  joined 
the  Southeast  Medical  Alliance  discount  service  in  January.  Information  and  directories  have 
been  distributed  to  all  participants.  He  stated  that  when  used  the  SMA  program  has  saved 
42%.  However,  only  10%  of  the  claims  filed  are  SMA  He  urged  the  conference  to  use  the 
savings  of  SMA;  3)  He  also  pointed  out  that  COBRA,  a  federally  regulated  extended  insurance 
coverage  program,  is  available  to  those  who  have  been  terminated  in  employment  and/or 
certain  dependents  under  designated  circumstances.  There  is  a  premium  of  102%  of  current 
programs  to  be  enrolled.  Details  are  available  in  the  conference  office.  Rev.  Howe  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  a  new  insurance  plan  booklet  entitled,  "Employee  Benefits  Plan,"  was 
sent  this  year  to  all  participants.  He  stressed  that  everyone  needs  to  rely  on  the  booklet  when 
information  is  needed.  The  conference  Journal  only  outlines  the  plan  and  is  not 
comprehensive. 

Mr.  Brumfield  thanked  Rev.  Marie  Williams  for  the  work  she  had  done  in  perfecting  clergy 
service  records  (see  Section  XII.  Reports  of  the  1993  Journal).  He  then  informed  the 
conference  of  the  two  different  types  of  pension  plans  that  the  conference  is  currently  under: 
1)  that  which  preceding  1982,  a  defined  benefit  plan  referred  to  as  the  Minister's  Reserve 
Pensions  Fund  (MRPF);  2)  the  program  beginning  in  1982,  a  defined  contribution  plan, 
referred  as  the  Ministerial  Pension  Plan  (MPP).  Both  plans,  he  said,  are  explained  in  detail 
in  the  Pension  report  section  of  the  conference  Journal.  He  thanked  Mr.  Charles  Beard  and 
the  other  trustees  for  their  administration  of  the  Woolworth  Foundation.  Mr.  Brumfield  also 
explained  the  addendum,  Pension  Report  VI.  distributed  separately,  which  is  found  in  Section 
XII.  Reports  of  the  1993  Journal.  He  stated  this  Death  Benefit  Supplement  will  take  the  place 
of  our  current  Death  Benefit  Plus  Program.  He  outlined  the  program  by  explaining  who  it 
covered  and  the  benefit  amounts.  Dr.  Stone  Caraway  explained  that  the  increase  in  cost  for 
this  new  Death  Benefit  Supplement  results  from  a  fixed  benefit  rather  than  one  that  declines 
with  age.  The  new  program  also  provides  for  some  individuals  that  have  previously  not  been 
included  in  the  Death  Benefit.  Bishop  Oden  urged  individuals  to  speak  with  Dr.  Stone  W. 
Caraway,  Pensions  Officer,  in  regard  to  questions  about  the  Pension  Death  Benefit  program. 
Mr.  Brumfield  moved  the  approval  of  the  Pension  report.  The  assembly  voted  and  the  report 
was  approved. 

Bishop  Oden  presented  Mrs.  Sarah  Schoeffler  an  award  for  her  exemplary  work  in  Disaster 
Relief. 

After  Bishop  Oden  welcomed  Rev.  Greg  Ligon,  SMU  Campus  Ministry,  Dr.  Don  Cottrill 
invited  Rev.  Ligon  to  present  his  report.  Rev.  Ligon  then  reviewed  the  work  of  the  new  SMU 
Campus  Ministry.  He  announced  that  a  booklet  was  available  describing  the  ministry. 
Bishop  Oden  called  upon  the  new  President  of  Lydia  Patterson,    Ms.  Socorro  de  Anda,  to 
make  her  report.    She  expressed  gratitude  for  the  Louisiana  Conference's  support.    She 
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announced  that  Lydia  Patterson  graduated  fifty-one  seniors,  forty-seven  of  whom  have  already 
been  accepted  into  different  colleges  and  universities.  She  also  shared  with  the  assembly  that 
there  is  a  funding  campaign  for  $2,000,000  underway.  A  special  invitation  to  visit  Lydia 
Patterson  was  given  and  thanks  was  expressed  to  all  who  have  given  support  to  the  work. 

Bishop  Oden  presented  to  the  conference  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist  ministers  that  are 
appointed  beyond  the  local  church  (see  Section  VIII.  Appointments  of  the  1993  Journal). 

Next,  the  Bishop  recognized  ministers  coming  into  the  Louisiana  Conference  from  other 
conferences  (see  Section  VIII.  Appointments  of  the  1993  Journal). 

Bishop  Oden  called  on  Rev.  Ken  Irby,  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  Committee 
on  Training  and  Orders  to  present  those  to  be  ordained  (see  Section  VIII.  Appointments  of 
the  1993  Journal)  at  the  evening  worship  hour.  Rev.  Irby  shared  his  heartfelt  pride  in  the  new 
ordinands. 

Bishop  Oden  called  for  the  report  on  the  Committee  on  Nominations.  He  noted  a  change  in 
the  report  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  name  Rev.  Tommy  Dunbar  would  be  replaced  with 
that  of  Dr.  Jimmie  Caraway.  Dr.  Stone  Caraway  asked  the  Conference  to  write  "Board  of 
Pensions"  prior  to  the  listing  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  the  report.  Under  "Board  of 
Pensions"  write  "remove,  Cabinet  Liaison  George  Duerson"  and  add:  "Cabinet  Liaison 
Lawrence  Maddin."  Under  "Commmission  on  Archives  and  History"  remove  "Cabinet  Liaison 
George  Duerson"  and  add  "Cabinet  Liaison  Rev.  Lawrence  Maddin."  Under  "CUIC",  Diane 
Kane  will  remain  and  not  be  removed.  Delete  Gloria  McCain  and  add  Marci  Howard. 
Between  "CUIC"  and  "Commission  on  Religion  and  Race"  shall  be  added  "Commission  on 
Equitable  Compensation"  under  which  remove  "John  Gibbens,  Monroe,  Lay,  1992"  and  add 
"Buddy  Head,  Monroe,  Lay,  1992."  On  the  "Committee  on  Investigation"  remove  "Reserve 
Lawrence  Maddin"  and  add  "Reserve  James  Humphreys".  On  the  Louisiana  Conference 
United  Methodist  Men,  remove  "Vice  President  S.  West  Kenzey  Byerly"  and  eliminate  the 
position  of  Vice  President  S.  West.  Rev.  Bryan  Dauphin,  Broadmoor  Church  in  Shreveport, 
nominated  Rev.  Hulen  C.  Warren,  Jr.  to  replace  Rev.  Tommy  Dunbar  on  the  Louisiana 
Interchurch  Conference  Representatives.  The  report  as  amended  was  voted  and  accepted. 

Bishop  Oden  recognized  Mrs.  Judy  Stafford,  Director  of  Programming  of  ML  Sequoyah,  to  give 
the  jurisdictional  center  report.  Mrs.  Stafford  invited  everyone  to  Mt.  Sequoyah  for  a  spiritual 
renewal.  Mrs.  Stafford  reported  that  the  retreat  center  had  a  20%  increase  in  participation  in 
1993.  She  thanked  the  conference  for  their  100%  apportionment  giving.  She  also  reported 
that  Mt.  Sequoyah  is  in  the  midst  of  a  $2,000,000  capital  improvements  campaign  which  will 
result  in  significant  new  construction  and  renovation. 

Bishop  Oden  recognized  the  youth  delegates  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  who 
unanimously  and  enthusiastically  annonounced  the  recess. 

The  report  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  was  given  by  Dr.  L.  Ray  Branton.  Dr.  Branton 
reflected  on  four  dimensions  of  the  jurisdiction:  1)  the  jurisdiction's  structure;  2)  the  three 
South  Central  Jurisdictional  institutions;  3)  training  and  resourcing  leadership;  and  4)  special 
events  and  opportunities  for  Christian  mission  and  education.  He  urged  everyone  to  be  a  part 
of  Volunteers  in  Mission. 


Bishop  Oden  nominated  Mr.  Robert  L.  Roland  for  the  position  of  Conference  Chancellor.  He 
asked  the  conference  to  confirm  this  nomination  and  approve  as  Associate  Chancellors,  D. 
Ryan  Sartor,  Jr.,  Thomas  A  Harrell  and  J.  Jay  Caraway.  The  conference  so  accepted.  Bishop 
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Oden  offered  the  name  of  Rev.  James  Poole  as  our  Volunteer  In  Missions  Chair.  The 
conference  accepted  Rev.  Poole  as  chair. 

Bishop  Oden  called  for  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  to  be  given  by  Mr.  J. 
Sidney  Montegudo.  Mr.  Montegudo  asked  Rev.  James  McQelland  to  present  the  Diaconal 
Ministers  and  Diaconal  Ministry  candidates  for  renewal  and  acceptance.  Appropriate 
certificates  were  given  (see  Section  VIII.  Appointments  of  the  1993  Journal). 

Bishop  Oden  called  for  the  report  on  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  Administration.  Mr. 
Fred  Loy,  chair,  presented  the  report.  Mr.  Loy  explained  that  the  council  is  composed  of  eight 
lay  and  four  clergy.  In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  the  floor  last  year,  he  informed  the 
conference  that  CFA  has  deposited  monies  in  an  ethnic  bank  in  New  Orleans.  He  explained 
risk  management  to  the  conference  saying  that  each  local  church  needs  to  have  good  liability 
and  personnel  insurance  and  that  the  local  church  Board  of  Trustees  is  vested  with  this 
responsibility.  Mr.  Loy  informed  the  conference  that  Frank  B.  Hall  and  Company  of  New 
York  is  in  the  process  of  selecting  a  new  insurance  carrier  and  that  the  general  church 
insurance  program  will  be  fully  functional  again  by  September  1, 1993.  He  called  attention  to 
the  CFA  report  addendum  (see  Section  XII.  Reports  of  the  1993  Journal)  regarding  the  use 
of  designated  funds  and  the  General  Contingency  special  grants. 

Mr.  Loy  began  the  report  on  the  budget  listing  changes  that  have  been  made  in  1994  from 
1993.  He  noted  that  there  is  only  a  3.4%  budget  increase  for  1994.  Also,  he  noted  the  two 
changes  in  the  Sunday  Offering  dates:  Youth  Service  Fund  -  April  24, 1994;  Camping  Sunday - 
March  20,  1994.  He  thanked  Dr.  Stone  Caraway,  Mrs.  Nanci  Youngblood  and  Mrs.  Jamie 
Chavanne  for  their  hard  work  in  the  conference  office.  Questions  were  entertained.  Rev.  John 
Vining  offered  the  following  amendment:  replace  item  #7  with,  "the  receiving  church  shall  pay 
completely  for  the  moving  expenses  of  incoming  ministers.  The  ministers  shall,  as  good 
stewards,  do  all  within  their  physical  capabilities  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  move.  This  is  to  be 
effective  January  1, 1995."  The  amendment  was  seconded.  Speeches  were  made  for  and  against 
the  amendment.  Rev.  Ken  Irby  moved  to  refer  the  amendment  to  the  Joint  Committee  of 
CFA  and  Ordained  Ministry.   Rev.  Irby's  motion  to  refer  was  voted  and  accepted. 

Dr.  George  Calvin  moved  that  the  present  paragraph  which  reads  "Should  a  local  church  give 
additional  funds  to  a  Wesley  Foundation,  that  church  must  also  have  paid  100%  to  the  Wesley 
Foundation  the  previous  year."  should  be  changed  to  read  "Should  a  local  church  give 
additional  funds  to  a  Wesley  Foundation,  they  should  not  be  accepted  until  it  is  varified  that 
the  church  has  paid  100%  to  the  Wesley  Foundation  apportionment  the  previous  year."  Mr. 
Fred  Loy  accepted  this  change.  Questions  were  raised  again.  Rev.  Jim  Wilson  moved  to 
amend  the  report  to  its  previous  position  prior  to  Dr.  Calvin's  amendment.  Rev.  Wilson's 
motion  was  seconded.  Rev.  Wilson's  motion  was  voted  and  defeated.  Bishop  Oden  then 
declared,  "the  report  as  amended  and  accepted  by  the  chair  of  CFA  now  stands."  Dr.  Stone 
Caraway  said  that  his  office  would  make  available  to  the  campus  ministers  the  data  to  verify 
local  churches'  contributions  to  this  apportionment. 

In  response  to  questions  from  the  floor,  Rev.  Spiller  Milton  explained  the  increase  in  the 
budget  for  Equitable  Compensation.  He  explained  reserve  funds  that  were  previously  used  are 
now  exhausted.  He  also  announced  that  the  Program  Cabinet  had  donated  their  budgeted 
raises  to  the  Equitable  Compensation  Fund  for  1993.  The  present  proposed  budget  would  give 
each  participating  minister  a  5.5%  increase  in  compensation  and  allow  the  local  churches  with 
this  compensation  assistance  to  increase  their  pastor's  salaries.  He  explained  that  failure  to 
increase  this  fund  will  decrease  dramatically  the  salaries  of  pastors  receiving  equitable 
compensation.  The  Bishop  called  for  a  vote  for  the  CFA  report.  The  report  was  voted  and 
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accepted.  The  body  then  voted  and  accepted  Rev.  Milton's  motion  to  approve  the  report  on 
Equitable  Compensation. 

Dr.  Don  Cottrill  moved  to  extend  the  time  of  conference  in  order  to  receive  the  Consitutional 
Amendments  Report  and  the  Treasurer/Statisticians  Report. 

Bishop  Oden  asked  Dr.  Stone  Caraway  to  give  the  Conference  Treasurer/Statisticians  report. 
"On  our  Statistician's  Condensed  Report,  Table  I,  a  cause  of  great  concern  for  us  all  is  Line 
Item  #9,  'Total  Members  at  the  Close  of  This  Year",  which  shows  we  had  a  net  loss  in  1992 
of  1,237  people.  Line  Item  #10  indicates  we  also  had  a  net  decrease  of  469  in  attendance  at 
the  principle  worship  service.  These  are  indicators  of  something  that  I  know  we  all  want  to  see 
reversed  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Christ  of  our  faith  and  our  almost  600  churches  striving  to 
follow  His  example,  have  very  much  to  offer  to  a  broad  spectrum  of  our  society  that  find 
themselves  outside  of  a  loving  and  caring  fellowship. 

On  Table  I  we  do  see,  however,  some  bright  spots.  line  Item  #14  indicates  that  we  had  more 
persons  in  our  Confirmation  Classes  in  1992  than  we  had  in  1991.  Lines  #19  &  20  indicate 
we  had  more  people  in  our  Church  School  Membership  and  in  attendance  at  Church  School 
in  1992  than  we  had  in  1991.  Following  through  on  that,  on  Line  #28,  the  membership  in  our 
United  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  was  on  the  increase  in  1992.  These  are  all  encouraging 
and  give  us  reason  to  be  hopeful  and  excited  about  our  church's  future  in  Louisiana. 

Moving  to  Table  II:  The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  was  one  of  15  Conferences  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church  that  paid  95%  or  more  of  their  1992  World  Service  Apportionment. 
This  was  a  4%  increase  in  our  Conference's  giving  to  World  Service  over  the  previous  year. 
Our  Conference  went  from  90.4%  to  93.1%  paid  to  all  the  general  apportionment  funds,  a 
2.7%  increase.  Although  an  even  smaller  increase,  we  did  show  an  overall  increase  to  all  the 
apportioned  items,  moving  from  89.66%  to  89.69%.  This  was  only  .31/100ths  of  i%  from  the 
90%  mark.   Hopefully  we  can  move  beyond  the  90%  mark  in  1993. 

Our  Conference  has  had  a  tradition  of  paying  a  high  percentage  of  its  general,  jurisdictional 
and  conference  apportionments.  Conference  leaders  have  made  a  major  effort  to  help  people 
understand  that  this  money  runs  toward  people  and  programs,  and  when  it  is  not  paid, 
something  very  important  is  neglected  and  sometimes  lost."  Bishop  Oden  asked  for  all  who 
approve  the  Treasurer's  report  to  vote  affirmatively.   It  was  approved. 

Dr.  Caraway  then  presented  the  nineteen  Constitutional  Amendments  in  six  groupings  pointing 
out  purposes  of  recommended  changes.  The  Bishop  called  for  the  vote  on  the  Constitutional 
Amendments.  Questions  were  entertained  in  regard  to  the  meaning  of  the  word  "status"  found 
in  the  first  amendment.  A  standing  count  was  taken  by  conference  tellers.  In  regard  to 
Constitutional  Amendment  I,  a  recorded  vote  was  made  of  226,  yes;  159,  no.  In  regard  to 
Constitutional  Amendments  II-XDC,  a  recorded  vote  was  made  of  385,  yes;  0,  no. 

Mrs.  Gene  Oswalt  of  Lake  Providence  United  Methodsit  Church  requested  prayer  for  Rev. 
John  Downs  who  is  recovering  from  open  heart  surgery.  Dr.  Gerald  Richardson  requested  a 
courtesy  letter  for  Mr.  Wybra  Price,  a  lay  member  of  the  conference,  and  his  family  due  to  Mr. 
Price's  mother's  death.  He  also  requested  a  courtesy  letter  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Janelle 
McCammon,  a  surviving  spouse  in  Lafayette  who  is  ill  and  could  not  attend  conference. 

Bishop  Oden  called  upon  Rev.  Larry  Martin  to  give  the  afternoon's  closing  benediction. 
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Wednesday,  June  9,  1993

The  Service  of  Ordination  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  was  held  at  First  United 
Methodist  Church.  Pre-Service  music  was  presented  by  the  Dillard  University  Concert  Choir 
with  Mr.  Carver  Davenport  as  director  and  Mr.  Anthony  E.  Williams  as  organist.  Bishop  Oden 
officiated.  The  guest  speaker  was  Bishop  W.  T.  Handy  whose  sermon  was  entitled  "Messengers 
of  God,"  taking  his  text  from  Romans  1:1-6. 

Following  the  worship,  a  reception  honoring  the  new  ordinands,  Diaconal  Ministers,  and 
Bishop  and  Mrs.  W.  T.  Handy  was  given  in  Bain  Hall. 


Thursday,  June  10,  1993 
Physical  Education  Center,  Centenary  College 

8:30  a.m. 

Bishop  Oden  began  the  session  with  the  African  model  Bible  Study  with  the  scripture  lesson 
from  Isaiah  65:17-22.   Rev.  Wesley  Williams  directed  the  singing. 

The  Conference  Lay  Leader,  Judge  E.  Carl  Stewart,  offered  the  opening  prayer.  Rev.  Hulen 
Warren  gave  the  report  of  the  Journal  Committee  stating  that  the  minutes  of  the  conference 
were  in  order.  He  moved  that  they  be  accepted.  A  vote  was  taken  and  the  minutes  were 
accepted. 

Bishop  Oden  expressed  his  expectations  for  clergy  and  lay  to  remain  until  the  adjournment  of 
conference  for  the  appointment  reading.  He  said  he  would  like  to  have  clergy,  their  spouses 
and  lay  members  to  stand  when  their  respective  appointments  are  read. 

Judge  Carl  Stewart,  Conference  Lay  Leader,  presented  the  Board  of  Laity  Report.  He 
recognized  the  district  lay  leaders  and  the  board  members.  He  called  on  Mr.  Henry  Adcock, 
Lake  Charles  Lay  Leader  and  Chair  of  the  Nominations  Committee,  to  give  the  nominations 
report:  Fred  Loy,  Vice  Lay  Leader;  Nancy  Carruth,  Treasurer;  Willie  Packer,  Secretary;  Cecil 
Bland,  Bob  Lay  Memorial  1000  Club  Chairperson;  Anita  Crump,  Lay  Speaking  Chairperson; 
Jane  Blackwell  and  Ethel  Seagraves,  Daughenbaugh/Matheny  Scholarship  Co-Directors;  and 
Henry  Adcock,  Nominations  Chairperson.  Mr.  Adcock  then  placed  before  the  conference,  the 
name  of  Judge  Carl  E.  Stewart  as  their  nomination  for  his  second  year  as  Conference  Lay 
Leader.  Bishop  Oden  called  for  a  vote  by  a  standing  applause. 

Judge  Stewart  brought  the  conference's  attention  to  Pre-Conference  report  stating  that  the 
report  of  the  Bob  Lay  Memorial  1000  Club  was  omitted.  He  then  called  on  Mrs.  Jane 
Blackwell  to  present  the  Daughenbaugh-MathenyScholarshipgrants.  Thisyear  six  scholarships 
of  $900  are  to  be  given.  The  recipients  were:  Lynd  Matt,  Sophomore  from  Eunice;  Leigh  Ann 
Boston,  Senior  from  Lake  Charles,  Kasie  Robinson,  Freshman  from  Bethany;  Jessica 
Stringfield,  Freshman  from  Lake  Charles;  Samantha  Earl,  Sophomore  from  Lecompte;  and 
Keisha  Magee,  Freshman  from  Franklinton.  Ethel  Seagraves  was  introduced  as  the  new  Co- 
Director  of  the  Scholarship  Committee  working  with  Mrs.  Blackwell.  She  read  a  letter  received 
from  one  of  the  scholarship  recipients,  Freda  Hygh,  that  expressed  heartfelt  appreciation  for 
the  grants. 
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Mr.  Cecil  Bland,  the  Bob  Lay  Memorial  1000  Club  Director,  informed  the  conference  that 
Bishop  Oden  was  the  first  bishop  to  recognize  the  1000  Club  as  an  important  and  necessary 
part  of  the  conference.  He  commended  the  Louisiana  Conference  for  establishing  the  Board 
of  Church  Extension.  Mr.  Bland  thanked  the  loyal  1000  Club  members  for  their  continued 
support.  The  church  named  to  be  the  current  recipient  of  the  1000  Club  funds  is  the  Faith 
Church  of  Shreveport  in  the  Shreveport  District.  The  1993-94  calls  will  be  for  the  Memorial 
Church  in  Simsboro  in  the  Ruston  District.  The  year  1994-95,  the  1000  Club  will  raise  funds 
for  a  new  church  being  established  in  south  Monroe.  He  then  directed  the  conference's 
attention  to  a  flyer  that  defines  the  1000  Club  and  lists  the  district  directors.  He  urged  all 
members  of  the  conference  to  join  the  1000  Club.  The  1000  Club  has  helped  59  new  churches 
over  the  last  40  years. 

Dr.  Anita  Crump,  Chairperson  of  Lay  Speaking,  greeted  the  conference  with  an  exhilerating 
salutation.  She  announced  that  Lay  Speaking  has  a  new  focus  on  service  and  prison  ministry 
and  that  there  is  a  new  English  and  Spanish  Course  of  Study.  She  explained  requirements  for 
a  Certified  Lay  Speaker  and  the  various  resources  that  are  available.  She  informed  that 
guidelines  and  a  directory  are  being  developed  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Lay  Speaking. 
She  concluded  by  presenting  a  lay  speaking  packet  to  Bishop  &  Mrs.  Oden. 

Mr.  Ron  Sarver,  President  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Men,  stated  that 
UMM  continues  to  hold  evangelism,  mission  and  spiritual  growth  as  their  regular  programs  in 
the  conference.  He  called  upon  Mr.  Greg  Henry,  Lake  Charles  District  President,  to  present 
Ms.  Jessica  Stringfield  of  Lake  Charles  with  the  Bishops  Scholarship  Award.  Mr.  Sarver  gave 
the  late  Boyd  Baun,  past  UMM  President,  credit  for  bringing  this  endowed  program  to  its  high 
level  of  prominence  and  achievement.  Mr.  Sarver  presented  the  Outstanding  Layman  of  the 
Year  Award  to  Mr.  John  Davis,  Jr.,  New  Orleans,  and  said  that  Mr.  Davis'  name  will  be 
included  on  the  Charles  Goodgame  Plaque.  He  also  presented  Bishop  Oden  with  an 
automobile  license  tag  indicating  the  Bishop  is  a  United  Methodist  Man.  He  stated  that  the 
Louisiana  Conference  UMM  is  in  the  top  25%  of  United  Methodist  Men  among  all  the  United 
Methodist  Conferences. 

Mrs.  Norma  Winegeart,  President  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  gave 
their  report.  She  looked  ahead  stating  that  the  United  Methodist  Women  will  hold  their 
annual  School  of  Christian  Mission  on  the  Centenary  College  campus  July  15-18.  She  informed 
the  conference  that  among  the  outstanding  study  group  leaders  would  be  Bishop  and  Mrs. 
Oden.  Also,  she  told  the  conference  that  a  mother  and  daughter  from  the  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Ekaterinburg  would  be  attending  the  event.  A  special  Mission  Recognition 
certificate  and  pin  were  presented  to  Mrs.  Sarah  Schoeffler  in  appreciation  for  all  she  has  done 
in  alleviating  suffering  caused  by  Hurricane  Andrew. 

Ms.  Kishia  Green  was  called  upon  to  give  the  report  on  the  United  Methodist  Youth.  Mr.  John 
Wesley  Williams  highlighted  the  youth  calendar.  Ms.  Kristen  Hunt  encouraged  the  use  of  the 
Youth  Service  Fund  booklet.  Ms.  Julie  Betz  presented  the  Bishop  with  a  t-shirt  and  reported 
on  the  Youth  Happening  (youth  version  of  Cursillo).  Ms.  Green  then  presented  Mrs.  Carolyn 
Dove,  Conference  Youth  Coordinator,  with  a  gift  of  appreciation. 


Judge  Stewart  expressed  appreciation  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Laity  and  especially  the 
youth  stating  that  we  all  need  to  give  them  our  support.  He  called  attention  to  the  Board's 
written  report  and  expressed  that  this  year  has  been  a  challenge  and  joy.  He  noted  the  theme 
of  the  year  "God's  People  Sing  With  Joy".  He  expressed  appreication  to  Dr.  Tom  Matheny  for 
his  support  on  the  Board  and  for  his  many  years  as  Conference  Lay  Leader.  Looking  to  the 
future  he  noted  Laity  Sunday  has  been  set  on  the  third  Sunday  in  October.   He  emphasized 
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the  practical  help  available  in  the  new  reporting  guide  for  Annual  Conference.  He  stressed  the 
need  for  lay  members  to  complete  the  evaluation  guide  and  return  them.  He  offered  a  biblical 
challenge  to  the  laity,  "the  harvest  is  plentiful,  the  laborers  are  few." 

Bishop  Oden  called  on  Dr.  Tom  Matheny,  President  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of 
Trustees.  Dr.  Matheny  recognized  the  board  members.  He  said  that  much  of  the  work 
involved  the  Conference  Center  and  will  be  reported  by  the  Conference  Center  Board.  He 
requested  that  the  five  reports  dated  in  June  of  1992  and  the  eight  reports  dated  in  June  of 
1993  be  printed  in  the  1993  Journal  of  the  Conference.  After  reviewing  the  several  reports  he 
moved  the  complete  report  be  approved.  The  vote  was  called  for  and  the  report  was  approved. 

Bishop  Oden  called  for  the  report  on  Petitions.  Rev.  Larry  Norman,  Chair  of  the  Committee, 
stated  the  petition  before  the  conference  was  requesting  formation  of  a  task  force  to  study 
abortion  alternatives.  The  committee  voted  non-concurrence.  Discussion  followed.  Lori 
Bridges  moved  the  deletion  of  items  2  &  3  of  the  proposed  action  of  the  petition.  Concern  for 
a  lack  of  information  was  expressed  by  a  number  of  members  who  did  not  have  copies  of  the 
petition.  The  petition  had  been  passed  out  the  day  before  to  meet  the  24  hour  rule 
requirement.  Additional  copies  were  unavailable.  Dr.  George  Calvin  made  the  motion  to  table 
the  original  motion.   Vote  was  taken  and  motion  to  table  carried. 

Dr.  Don  Cottrill  called  upon  Rev.  Richard  Stark  to  report  on  the  United  Methodist  Reporter. 
He  extended  greetings  from  the  North  Texas  Annual  Conference.  He  also  extended 
sympathies  from  his  conference  to  Bishop  Oden  on  the  death  of  his  father.  He  announced  the 
Reporter  has  37,000  La.  readers.  The  Reporter  is  also  distributed  in  42  other  Annual 
Conferences.  Appreciation  was  given  to  Dr.  Don  Cottrill  and  Mrs.  Dotty  Bagbey  for  their  work 
with  the  U.  M.  Reporter  and  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist. 

Rev.  Don  Avery  took  a  moment  of  privilege  and  noted  that  the  Disaster  Relief  Coordinator 
for  the  conference,  Rev.  Scott  Adams,  had  been  omitted  in  the  report. 

Rev.  Richard  Humphries  reported  on  Peace  With  Justice.  He  presented  Dr.  Carol  Walker  who 
in  turn  presented  youth  from  the  conference  to  introduce  the  report  by  reading  excerpts  from 
newpapers  telling  of  violence.  Dr.  Walker  reminded  all  that  in  the  midst  of  the  good  news  of 
the  conference,  there  is  still  violence  in  the  world.  She  urged  us  not  to  look  away  from  reality 
and  said  the  good  news  is  still  that  we  have  the  bibilical  mandate  and  possibility  to  restore 
health  and  wholeness.  She  referred  to  the  awesome  responsiblity  to  be  the  Christian  witness 
to  peace  and  justice  in  an  un-christianized  world.  She  led  the  conference  in  singing  "Let  Peace 
Begin  With  Me." 

Dr.  Nancy  Carruth  reported  on  Africa  University.  She  presented  a  video  on  Africa  University. 
She  spoke  of  the  beginnings  of  Africa  University.  Dr.  Carruth  was  on  one  of  the  first  teams 
to  visit  Africa.  Fourteen  hundred  acres  of  land  were  donated  for  the  university.  Twenty 
million  dollars  was  sought  in  the  first  quadrennium  to  fund  the  university.  The  same  amount 
was  approved  for  the  next  quadrennium.  The  schools  of  theology  and  agriculture  along  with 
two  dorms,  the  cafeteria  and  the  student  union  building  opened  in  March  of  1993.  She  noted 
that  each  district  superintendent  has  a  copy  of  the  Africa  University  video.  Dr.  Carruth 
informed  the  conference  of  the  apportionment  amounts  and  stated  that  Louisiana  paid  its 
apportionment  in  full  each  of  the  last  five  years.  We  have  also  sent  in  the  funds  to  endow 
three  permanent  scholarships  in  the  amount  of  $65,000  each.  The  number  030188  should  be 
placed  on  the  world  service  special  gift  remittances.  She  asked  for  prayer  for  this  outstanding 
project. 
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Dr.  Cottrill  introduced  Rev.  Dana  Krutz,  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  Executive 
Director.  Rev.  Krutz  brought  greetings  from  twenty-two  various  Christian  communions  in 
Louisiana.  He  stressed  that  we  are  the  same  family  of  God  just  in  different  churches.  He 
announced  that  the  LIC  is  planning  to  write  a  new  mission  statement  that  stresses  the 
brotherhood  and  sisterhood  of  Christians.  On  the  basis  of  this  family  relationship,  he  spoke 
of  the  hope  of  joint  efforts  in  stewardship  and  evangelism. 

Bishop  Oden  noted  that  UMCOR  Disaster  Relief  is  working  ecumenically  with  several  other 
communions,  to  bring  relief  and  rehabilitation  in  the  aftermath  of  Hurricane  Andrew.  He 
commended  Rev.  Krutz  for  his  leadership  in  this  area.  Rev.  Krutz  responding  by  thanking  the 
Louisiana  Conference  and  its  leaders  for  their  work  in  disaster  relief. 

Mr.  Bob  Nash,  Alexandria  District  Lay  Leader,  reported  on  the  Louisiana  Moral  &  Civic 
Foundation.  He  expressed  appreciation  for  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Ken  Ward,  Executive 
Director  of  the  Foundation.  Mr.  Nash  referred  us  to  the  Pre-Conference  report  and  informed 
the  conference  of  the  LMCF  office  number  in  Baton  Rouge  (504)767-1908. 

The  announcement  was  made  by  Dr.  Don  Cottrill  that  the  Sojouner  Truth  Award  went  this 
year  to  Mrs.  Sarah  Schoeffler.  He  also  thanked  Rev.  Ron  Easterling  for  coordinating 
volunteers  in  disaster  relief  efforts;  recognized  Audio  Enterprises  for  the  taping  of  conference 
plenary  sessions;  and  the  Alternate  View  Network  for  taping  evening  worship  services  at  First 
Church. 


Bishop  Oden  called  for  the  report  of  the  Conference  Legislative  Committee.  Dr.  Chris 
Andrews  gave  this.  He  spoke  of  the  Bishop's  reception  given  in  honor  of  legislators  and  other 
elected  officials.  He  said  this  has  become  a  United  Methodist  tradition  on  the  opening  day  of 
the  legislative  session.  This  is  an  important  opportunity  for  our  religious  leaders  to  be  in 
dialogue  with  elected  officials. 

Bishop  Oden  announced  all  the  videos  that  have  been  shown  will  be  available  at  the  conference 
office.  He  also  announced  that  this  has  been  the  best  conference  of  the  last  five.  He 
commended  boards,  agencies  and  institutions  for  helping  to  make  it  such  a  great  conference. 

Rev.  Abraham  Davis  then  was  asked  to  give  the  Courtesy  Report.  He  stated:  "the  1993  session 
of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  is  extremely  grateful  for  the  blessings  of  almighty  God  in 
this  time  together.  We  gathered  again  to  seek  God's  blessings  on  a  new  Conference  Center. 
God  has  not  disappointed  us  as  we  make  plans  to  return  home  to  our  places  of  service.  Before 
we  close  this  session,  it  is  indeed  fitting  that  we  express  sincere  gratitude  for  what  has  been 
done  by  so  many  people  to  make  this  conference  session  both  possible  and  successful." 

Gracious  words  of  appreciation  were  expressed  to  our  Bishop,  William  B.  Oden,  to  a  host  of 
faithful  and  gifted  people  and  finally  "to  the  youth  who  were  like  a  breath  of  fresh  air  speaking 
to  us  of  new  beginnings  and  a  future  bright  with  the  promise  of  an  even  greater  tomorrow." 
He  offered  his  report  as  a  report  of  thanks.  The  report  was  received  and  approved  with  the 
gratitude  of  the  conference  members. 

Dr.  Kenneth  L.  Schwab  of  Centenary  College,  and  Dr.  Don  Webb  of  First  Church,  both 
extended  a  warm  invitation  on  behalf  of  the  college  and  the  church  to  allow  them  to  host  the 
1994  Annual  Conference  Session.  The  invitations  were  accepted  with  a  redounding  "Amen." 

Bishop  Oden  asked  for  Mr.  McCoy  Ransom  to  begin  the  Prelude  and  the  Service  of  Sending 
Forth.  Judge  Carl  Stewart  led  the  "Call  to  Celebration"  and  Rev.  Wesley  Williams  led  "Word 
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In  Music."  Bishop  Oden  delivered  the  "Word  Of  Witness"  entitled  "Sent  in  Mission,  Sent 
Through  Ministry"  with  the  scripture  lesson  coming  from  Matthew  10:5-16.  Bishop  Oden 
announced  that  94  pastors  will  be  moving  into  new  appointments  saying  that  this  was  the 
smallest  number  of  moves  since  he  has  been  Bishop  in  Louisiana.  He  continued  by  saying  that 
only  as  we  move  away  from  seeing  success  in  ministry  as  professional  advancement  and  begin 
seeing  ministry  as  missional  servanthood,  serving  where  we  have  been  sent,  only  then  will  we 
recover  the  spirit  of  true  itineracy  of  the  Methodist  movement.  Bishop  Oden  reflected  on  early 
Methodism  stating  that  Methodism  began  as  a  lay  movement  and  that  although  we  are  50% 
clergy  and  50%  laity,  we  are  still  learning  what  it  means  to  be  an  Annual  Conference  of  laity 
and  clergy  together.  As  we  learn  this,  we  become  more  fully  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ.  He 
said  the  real  issue  before  us  is  that  the  church's  mission  shapes  its  ministry,  our  ministry  does 
not  shape  our  mission.  That  means  that  we  must  be  clear  about  the  mission  of  the  church 
which  is  spelled  out  in  Paragraph  69  of  The  Book  of  Discipline:  "a  mission  of  announcing  good 
news,  of  proclaiming  the  Kingdom,  of  being  present  and  witnessing  to  the  good  news,  of 
evangelizing,  of  inviting  and  then  being  the  servant  church  in  the  world  dealing  with  all  the 
hurts  and  pain  and  sins  of  the  world."  That  is  our  mission!!  Bishop  Oden  urged  all  United 
Methodists  to  let  our  mission  determine  the  way  our  ministry  becomes  shaped  and  lived  out. 
All  present  were  challenged  to  return  to  their  homes  and  witness  as  lay  and  clergy  together. 

Bishop  Oden  asked  that  ministers,  their  spouses  and  families,  and  lay  members  stand  as  their 
appointments  are  read.  The  District  Superintendents'appointmentswere  announced  and  they 
read  the  appointments  of  their  respective  districts.  Bishop  Oden  then  read  the  special 
appointments. 

Bishop  Oden  delivered  the  Benediction  and  declared  the  twenty-third  session  of  the  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference,  adjourned.

ARTICLE  I:  CONFERENCE  BOARDS  AND  AGENCIES 

A.  BOARDS 

1.  Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society  elected  for  the  quad- 
rennium.  Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of: 

1.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large. 

2.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

3.  A  young  adult. 

4.  A  cabinet  liaison. 

5.  The  Coordinator  of  Christian  Social  Involvement  of  the  UMW. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  the  Board  shall  develop 
and  promote  programs  on  Christian  Social  Concerns  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Conference. 

2.  Conference  Board  of  Church  Extension 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Church  Extension  elected  for  the  quadren- 
nium.  Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of: 

1.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large;  one  member  shall 
be  designated  in  each  district  as  the  District  Chairperson  for  Church  Extension. 

2.  The  Conference  President  and  the  Conference  Treasurer  of  the  1000  Club. 

3.  Four  members-at-large,  two  of  whom  are  or  have  been  members  or  pastors  of 
newly-organized  congregations. 

4.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

5.  A  young  adult. 

6.  A  cabinet  liaison. 

The  Conference  Board  of  Church  Extension  shall  be  responsible  for  assisting  in 
the  planning  and  organizing  of  new  congregations,  merging  existing  congregations, 
and  assisting  in  the  development  of  transitional  congregations  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Such  responsibilities  will  include  the  coordination 
of  research  and  data  gathering  related  to  congregational  development,  the  oversight 
of  the  rental  or  purchase  of  land  or  buildings,  the  establishment  of  guidelines  for 
Church  Extension,  the  promotion  of  Church  Extension,  and  the  management  of 
funds  related  to  Church  Extension.  The  Board  will  cooperate  with  the  Bishop  and 
Cabinet,  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees,  and  other  Conference  agencies  related 
to  the  establishment  of  new  congregations.  A  Conference  Council  on  Ministries 
staff  person  will  be  assigned  to  work  with  this  Conference  Board. 

3.  Conference  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  elected  for  the  quad- 
rennium.  Membership  of  the  board  will  consist  of  not  less  than  nine  persons,  of 
whom  at  least  one-third  shall  be  in  diaconal  ministry  careers.  The  Board  shall  develop 
programs  and  concerns  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  related  to  the  intent 
and  purposes  of  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

4.  Conference  Board  of  Discipleship 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Discipleship  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 

Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of: 

1.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large. 
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2.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

3.  A  young  adult. 

4.  A  cabinet  liaison. 

5.  Six  members-at-large. 

Assigned  to  this  Board  shall  be  the  functions  of  education,  evangelism,  worship, 
camping,  and  the  area  of  youth  ministry.  The  primary  purpose  shall  be  that  purpose 
assigned  to  the  Board  of  Discipleship  by  the  Book  of  Discipline  of  assisting  districts 
and  local  churches  in  their  efforts  to  win  persons  as  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ  and 
to  help  these  persons  to  grow  in  their  understanding  of  God  that  they  may 
increasingly  identify  themselves  as  children  of  God  and  members  of  the  Christian 
community,  to  live  in  the  Spirit  of  God  in  every  relationship  and  to  fulfill  their 
common  discipleship  in  the  world. 

5.  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 
It  shall  represent  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  in  all  its  promotional 
activities  within  the  bounds  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  cooperation  with  the 
Conference  Council  on  Ministries.  Membership  shall  consist  of: 

1.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  designated  in  each  district  as  the  District  Coordinator  of  Global  Ministries. 

2.  Six  members-at-large,  including  one  young  adult  layperson  (18  to  30  years  of 
age). 

3.  A  liaison  from  other  Conference  Program  Boards. 

4.  A  person  18  years  of  age  or  younger  elected  by  the  Conference  Youth  Team. 

5.  A  college  student  chosen  by  the  state  student  organization. 

6.  Conference  lay  leader. 

7.  President  of  Conference  United  Methodist  Women. 

8.  Coordinator  of  Global  Concerns  of  Conference  UMW. 

In  addition  to  its  general  area  of  work  the  following  functions  shall  be  assigned 
to  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries:  United  Methodist  Committee  on  Relief,  Urban 
Ministries,  Town  and  Country  Ministries,  Economic  Development,  World  Hunger 
Concerns.  The  Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  although  autonomous,  shall 
maintain  a  relationship  with  the  Board  concerning  their  mutual  work  in  mission. 

6.  Conference  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries  elected  for 
the  quadrennium.  Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of: 

1.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large;  one  member  shall 
be  designated  in  each  district  as  the  District  Chairperson  for  Health  and  Welfare 
Ministries. 

2.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

3.  A  young  adult. 

4.  A  cabinet  liaison. 

5.  Three  members-at-large. 

6.  Ex-officio  without  vote:  a  representative  of  each  of  the  Conference  Health  and 
Welfare  agencies. 

The  Conference  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries  shall  be  responsible  for 
establishing  and  maintaining  the  relationship  between  the  Annual  Conference  and 
all  health  and  welfare  agencies  related  to  the  Conference.  It  shall  oversee  the  legal 
and  financial  responsibilities  between  the  agencies  and  the  Conference,  promote 
the  work  of  the  agencies  within  the  local  churches  of  the  Conference,  promote  the 
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support  of  the  agencies  within  the  Conference.  It  shall  assist  in  the  establishment 
of  and  maintenance  of  standards  of  quality  for  the  ministry  provided  by  these 
agencies,  in  keeping  with  such  standards  set  forth  by  the  state  and  federal  govern- 
ments and  The  United  Methodist  Church,  both  denominationally  and  within  the 
Annual  Conference.  In  addition,  it  shall  encourage  the  local  churches  to  develop 
ministries  to  respond  to  the  needs  of  their  communities  in  the  area  of  health  and 
welfare. 

7.  Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  &  Campus  Ministry 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry 
elected  for  the  quadrennium  which  shall  consist  of: 

1.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  designated  in  each  district  as  the  District  Director  of  Higher  Education  and 
Campus  Ministry. 

2.  One  representative,  the  president  or  someone  appointed,  from  each  of  the 
colleges  related  to  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

3.  Two  representatives  from  the  campus  ministers /directors  to  be  elected  by  the 
campus  ministry  staff. 

4.  Two  college  students  to  be  elected  by  the  state  United  Methodist  student 
organization. 

5.  One  representative  from  the  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministries  to  be  elected 
by  the  said  group. 

6.  A  cabinet  liaison  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

7.  The  Annual  Conference  Coordinator  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry. 

8.  The  Annual  Conference  member  of  the  General  Board  of  Higher  Education 
and  Ministry,  Division  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry. 

The  functions  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  Program  of  Campus  Ministry  within  the 
Conference  and  the  relationship  with  the  Conference  Institutions  of  Higher 
Education. 

8.  Conference  Board  of  Laity 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  the  Laity.  On  the  General  Church  level  the 
Board  shall  be  related  to  the  Division  of  Lay  Life  and  Work  of  the  General  Board 
of  Discipleship.  Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of: 

1.  Conference  Lay  Leader 

2.  Vice-Conference  Lay  Leader 

3.  Associate  Conference  Lay  Leaders  (2) 

4.  Secretary/Treasurer 

5.  Conference  Program  Directors 

6.  District  Lay  Leaders 

7.  Associate  District  Lay  Leaders 

8.  District  Program  Directors 

9.  Conference  President  United  Methodist  Women 

10.  Conference  President  United  Methodist  Men 

11.  Conference  Youth  Team  President 

12.  District  Presidents  United  Methodist  Women 

13.  District  Presidents  United  Methodist  Men 

14.  District  Youth  Team  Representative 

15.  Immediate  Past  Conference  President  United  Methodist  Women 

16.  Immediate  Past  Conference  United  Methodist  Men 

17.  Immediate  Past  Conference  Lay  Leader 

18.  Young  Adult  Representative 
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19.  Program  Director  Conference  Council  on  Ministries 

20.  Cabinet  Liaison 

Honorary  Members:  Former  Conference  Lay  Leaders,  Lay  Delegation  to

9.  Conference  Board  of  the  Ordained  Ministry 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  the  Ordained  Ministry  elected  for  the  quad- 
rennium,  consisting  of  not  fewer  than  six  ministers  in  full  connection  in  the 
Conference,  nominated  by  the  presiding  bishop  after  consultation  with  the  chair- 
person of  the  board  of  the  previous  quadrennium,  or  with  a  committee  of  the  board, 
and  with  the  Cabinet.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Conference  Commission  on  Higher 
Education  have  due  representation  and  that  at  least  two  thirds  of  the  members  be 
graduates  of  colleges  and  schools  of  theology  accredited  or  approved  by  the 
University  Senate.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  bishop  after  consultation  with 
the  chairperson  of  the  board. 

The  Board  of  the  Ordained  Ministry  shall  organize  and  fulfill  the  duties  assigned 
to  it  by  the  Book  of  Discipline.  The  duties  of  enlistment  shall  also  be  assigned  to 
this  Board. 

10.  Conference  Board  of  Pensions 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Board  of  Pensions,  auxiliary  to  the  General  Board 
of  Pensions,  which  shall  have  charge  of  the  interests  and  work  of  providing  for 
and  contributing  to  the  support,  relief,  assistance,  and  pensioning  of  ministers  and 
their  families,  other  church  workers,  and  lay  employees  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church,  its  institutions,  organizations,  and  agencies  within  the  Annual  Conference, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  the  General  Board. 

Membership  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twelve  members  not  indebted 
to  pension  and  benefit  funds,  plans,  and  programs  or  receiving  pensions  therefrom; 
one-third  shall  be  laywomen,  one-third  shall  be  laymen,  and  one-third  shall  be  clergy, 
elected  for  a  term  of  eight  years  and  arranged  in  classes  as  determined  by  the  Annual 
Conference;  in  addition  thereto,  any  ministerial  member  of  the  Conference  or  lay 
member  of  a  church  within  the  Conference  who  is  a  member  of  the  General  Board 
of  Pensions,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  the  Treasurer.  The  three 
directors  of  the  Wool  worth  Foundation  shall  be  members  ex-officio,  with  vote.  The 
Board  shall  have  the  duties  and  functions  as  provided  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

11.  Conference  Board  of  Trustees 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  twelve  members,  at  least  thirty 
years  of  age,  six  ministerial  members  and  six  lay  persons,  elected  in  classes  by  the 
Conference  for  alternating  terms  of  three  years  to  carry  out  the  functions  provided 
in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

B.  COMMISSIONS 

1.  Conference  Commission  on  Archives  and  History 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  elected  for  the 

quadrennium. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  nine  persons. 

The  functions  of  the  Commission  shall  be  those  contained  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

2.  Conference  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious 
Concerns  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 
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The  membership  shall  consist  of  one  layperson  from  each  district,  and  nine 
members-at-large. 

The  function  of  the  Commission  shall  be  that  contained  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

3.  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  The  membership  shall  consist  of: 

1.  One  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine  ministers-at-large. 

2.  A  youth  18  years  of  age  or  younger. 

3.  A  young  adult. 

4.  A  cabinet  liaison. 

The  functions  and  selection  of  members  of  the  Commission  shall  follow  the  general 
guidelines  and  structure  of  the  General  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  as 
specified  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

4.  Conference  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  and  Sustentation 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  and  Sustentation 
elected  for  the  quadrennium.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  nine  persons. 
The  function  of  the  Commission  shall  be  that  contained  in  the  Book  of  Discipline 
pertaining  to  equitable  salaries. 

5.  Conference  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  elected 
for  the  quadrennium. 

Membership  shall  consist  of  fifteen  persons,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  women, 
but  including  men,  clergy,  and  lay.  The  chairperson  shall  be  a  woman.  Selection 
of  commission  personnel  shall  include  representatives  of  ethnic  and  racial  miniorities, 
youth/young  adults,  persons  over  sixty  years  of  age,  and  various  lifestyles. 
The  commission  shall  develop  programs  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  as 
specified  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

C.  COMMITTEES 

1.  Conference  Committee  on  Administrative  Review 

There  will  be  an  Administrative  Review  Committee  composed  of  three  members 
and  one  alternate  in  full  connection  who  are  not  members  of  the  Cabinet,  Board 
of  Ordained  Ministry,  or  Joint  Review  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  bishop  and  elected  quadrennially  by  the  executive  session  of  clergy 
members  in  full  connection  with  the  Annual  Conference.  Its  purpose  shall  be  to 
ensure  that  the  Disciplinary  procedures  for  administrative  location  were  properly 
followed.  The  entire  process  leading  to  the  recommendation  for  administrative 
location  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  Administrative  Review  Committee  and  it  shall 
report  its  findings  to  the  executive  session  of  clergy  members  in  full  connection 
with  the  Annual  Conference. 

2.  Conference  Committee  on  Courtesies 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Courtesies  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  six  persons. 

The  function  of  the  Committee  shall  be  to  provide  courtesies  and  introductions 
for  visitors  to  the  Annual  Conference  sessions  and  to  prepare  written  expressions 
of  appreciation  for  those  who  assist  the  work  of  the  Conference. 
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3.  Conference  Committee  on  Investigation  for  Diaconal  Ministry 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Investigation  consisting  of  not  fewer  than  three 
(3)  diaconal  ministers  or  members  of  the  Church  who  are  not  members  of  the  Board 
of  Diaconal  Ministry  nominated  by  the  presiding  bishop  and  elected  by  the  Annual 
Conference.  Two  (2)  alternate  members  shall  be  elected. 

4.  Conference  Committee  on  Episcopacy 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Episcopacy  elected  quadrennially  by 
the  Annual  Conference. 

Membership  shall  consist  of  three  laywomen,  three  laymen,  three  clergy  persons, 
and  three  additional  persons  to  make  possible  the  representation  of  Racial  Ethnic 
Minority,  Youth,  and  Young  Adults,  and  three  additional  persons  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  provided  that  at  least  five  of  the  fifteen  persons  are  clergy. 

The  functions  of  this  committee  shall  be  that  contained  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

5.  Conference  Committee  on  Investigation 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Investigation  elected  annually,  upon 
nomination  of  the  bishop,  consisting  of  seven  elders,  and  three  reserve  elders,  to 
perform  the  functions  specified  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

6.  Conference  Committee  on  Journal 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Journal  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 

41  Membership  shall  consist  of  two  clerical  and  two  lay  members. 

The  Committee  on  Journal  shall  inspect  the  secretary's  record  of  each  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference  and  report  its  findings  to  the  Conference. 

7.  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  composed  of  the  following 
members: 

a.  Five  Members  by  virtue  of  their  office: 

1.  The  Bishop  of  The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference; 

2.  The  Conference  Lay  Leader; 

3.  The  President  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Women; 

4.  The  President  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Men; 

5.  The  President  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministry. 

b.  Nine  District  Representatives 
Each  District  Conference,  District  Council  on  Ministries,  or  District  Committee 
on  Nominations,  as  appropriate  in  the  respective  districts,  shall  elect  one  repre- 
sentative, lay  or  clergy,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Conference  Committee  on 
Nominations. 

c.  Six  Members -at -Large 
In  order  to  ensure  adequate  representation  of  racial  and  ethnic  persons,  youth, 
young  adults,  older  adults,  women  and  men,  clergy  and  laity,  persons  with  a 
handicapping  condition,  persons  from  small-membership  churches,  distribution 
by  geographic  area,  and  differing  theological  perspectives,  six  members -at -large 
shall  be  appointed  by  a  committee  composed  of  the  Bishop,  the  Conference  Lay 
Leader,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women, 
and  the  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race.

The  Bishop  shall  serve  as  the  chairperson  of  the  Committee.  Other  officers  may 
be  elected  by  the  Committee  as  the  Committee  deems  necessary.  The  Executive 
Director  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  shall  serve  as  a  consultant  to 
the  Committee. 

District  Representatives  and  Members-at-Large  shall  serve  quadrennial  (four-year) 
terms.  The  district  representatives  must  be  "attached"  to  a  local  congregation, 
institution,  or  agency  within  the  district  they  have  been  elected  to  represent  — 
relocation  outside  the  district  during  the  quadrennium  shall  require  that  a  new 
district  representative  be  elected. 

The  Committee  shall  nominate  to  the  Annual  Conference  such  officers  and  members 
of  Boards,  Councils,  Committees,  and  Commissions  as  the  law  of  the  Church  or 
the  Rules  of  the  Conference  require,  or  as  the  Conference  deems  necessary  to  its 
work. 

8.  Conference  Committee  on  Petitions 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Committee  on  Petitions  elected  for  the  quadrennium. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  five  persons. 

The  committee  shall  have  the  function  assigned  by  Conference  Rule  No.  8. 

9.  Conference  Rules  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Conference  Rules  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  no  more 
than  six  persons,  half  of  whom  shall  be  lay,  and  said  committee  to  be  appointed 
quadrennially. 

10.  Committee  on  Credentials 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Credentials  appointed  by  the  bishop  of  no  more 
than  three  persons,  and  said  committee  to  be  appointed  quadrennially.  The 
committee  shall  meet  once  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  number  of 
additional  lay  delegates  required  to  fulfill  the  purposes  of  Conference  Rule  No.  19. 

11.  Conference  Committee  on  Special  Ministries 

There  shall  be  a  conference  committee  on  special  ministries  with  the  responsibility 
of  developing  and  strengthening  Ethnic  Ministries  for  witness  and  mission. 

The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  eighteen  (18)  members,  one-third  of  whom 
shall  be  laymen,  one-third  of  whom  shall  be  laywomen,  and  one-third  of  whom 
shall  be  clergy;  50%  of  the  committee  shall  be  racially  ethnic  persons.  The  committee 
shall  also  include  representatives  from  the  Conference  Commission  on  Religion 
and  Race,  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women,  the  Board  of  Global 
Ministries,  the  Board  of  Discipleship,  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society,  the  Board 
of  the  Ordained  Ministry,  and  the  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious 
Concerns.  The  Conference  Executive  Director  of  the  Conference  Council  on 
Ministries,  the  Director  of  Special  Ministries,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Conference 
Council  on  Ministries,  and  a  Cabinet  Liaison  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the 
committee. 

The  committee  shall  implement  a  comprehensive  and  holistic  plan  in  conjunction 
with  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries.  It  shall  develop  criteria  for  the  evaluation 
of  programs  and  projects  to  be  used  in  its  report  to  the  COM;  and  shall  relate  to 
the  Director  of  Special  Ministries. 
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12.  Joint  Committee  on  Disability 

There  shall  be  a  Joint  Committee  on  Disability,  elected  for  the  quadrennium, 
composed  of  two  representatives  from  the  Conference  Board  of  the  Ordained 
Ministry,  two  representatives  from  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions,  and  a  district 
superintendent,  appointed  by  the  bishop.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall  be  those 
that  are  outlined  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

ARTICLE  II:  CONFERENCE  COUNCIL  ON 
FINANCE  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

A.  There  shall  be  a  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  elected  for  the 
quadrennium.  Nominations  shall  be  made  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations. 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  twelve  members,  Vi  of  whom  shall  be  clergy,  Vi  of 
whom  shall  be  laywomen  and  Vs  of  whom  shall  be  laymen. 

The  Council  shall  function  as  specified  in  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

B.  The  depository  of  funds  and  bookkeeping  functions  of  all  Conference  Councils,  Boards 
and  Agencies  shall  be  provided  by  the  Conference.  The  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  shall  initiate  a  system  of  vouchers  through  which  the  Conference  treasurer 
shall  reimburse  all  expenditures  authorized  by  the  chairpersons  of  the  boards  and  agencies 
for  funds  expended  within  their  budgets.  See  Conference  Rule  4. 

C.  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  BUDGET  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Conference  Council 
on  Finance  and  Administration  to  present  the  conference  benevolences  budget  recom- 
mendations to  the  Annual  Conference.  The  recommended  allocations  to  conference 
program  agencies  should  reflect  agreement  between  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  and  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries. 

D.  The  Council  shall  elect  an  Audit  Committee  of  no  more  than  twenty- five  members.  The 
Committee,  in  its  work,  shall  comply  with  the  Book  of  Discipline.  The  following  shall 
be  members  ex  officio  of  the  Audit  Committee:  the  Resident  Bishop,  the  Conference 
Executive  Director  of  Financial  Affairs,  the  Executive  Director  of  Council  on  Ministries, 
the  Chairperson  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries  and  the  Chairperson 
of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 


ARTICLE  III:  CONFERENCE  COUNCIL  ON  MINISTRIES 

.  There  shall  be  a  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  to  fulfill  the  purpose  assigned  to 
the  Council  by  the  Book  of  Discipline.  Before  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  in  which 
regular  sessions  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  are  held,  all  persons  who  have  been 
elected  or  designated  to  membership  on  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  shall  be 
convened  by  the  outgoing  Council  chairperson  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  and  electing 
officers.  The  Council  shall  have  a  chairperson,  vice  chairperson  and  recording  secretary 
elected  from  the  membership  of  the  Council  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  the  Conference 
Director  of  Financial  Affairs.  Officers  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  4  years  and  shall 
continue  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected. 

The  membership  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  shall  consist  of  the  following:

One  (1)  person  from  each  District  Council  on  Ministries  to  be  elected  by  the  District 
Council  on  Ministries  with  consideration  to  insure  that  ministers  and  lay  be 
adequately  represented 

Two  (2)  representatives  of  the  United  Methodist  Men,  one  (1)  of  whom  shall  be 
the  president 

Ex  Officio,  without  vote  —  Annual  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  Staff 
Ex  Officio,  without  vote  —  One  (1)  representative  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  —  Conference  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/ 
Treasurer 

Ex  Officio,  with  vote  —  such  members  of  general  church  agencies  as  are  elected 
from  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  and  the  Conference  member  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Council  on  Ministries 


In  the  selection  of  representatives  to  the  Council,  care  should  be  taken  to  provide  for 
a  proper  balance  of  lay  and  ministerial  members. 

The  officers  of  the  council  shall  be  a  chairperson,  a  vice-chairperson,  a  secretary,  and 
such  other  officers  as  the  council  shall  determine.  They  shall  be  elected  by  the  council. 

The  Council  on  Ministries  shall  meet  as  often  as  required  to  fulfill  its  purposes.  A  quorum 
shall  consist  of  those  who  are  in  attendance  after  a  proper  call  for  a  meeting  has  been  issued. 
A  proper  call  shall  consist  of  a  thirty  day  written  notice  except  for  emergency  session. 

The  Council  shall  have  these  committees: 


1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  the  Resident  Bishop,  the 
officers  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  and  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Council  on 
Ministries,  the  Dean  of  the  Cabinet,  two  other  members  of  the  Cabinet,  the  Conference 
Lay  Leader,  the  President  of  the  Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  and  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  who  shall  be 
a  non-voting  member.  The  president  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  the  Chair 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  may  act  for  the  Council  on 
Ministries  between  regular  sessions  of  the  Council  on  Ministries.  The  Bishop  and 
the  Council  Executive  Director  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  all  committees. 
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2.  The  Council  may  appoint  age-level  and  family  departments  as  it  deems  necessary 
to  the  performance  of  its  duties.  It  may  appoint  committees,  task  forces,  and  consul- 
tations as  may  be  deemed  essential  to  the  effective  discharging  of  its  responsibilities. 

B.  There  shall  be  a  staff  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  with  these  functions: 

1.  To  work  with  the  Bishop  and  Cabinet  in  the  planning,  coordination  and  implemen- 
tation of  programs  in  the  Conference. 

2.  To  provide  staff  assistance  to  enable  the  Council  on  Ministries  to  achieve  the 
relationships  and  functions  assigned  to  it  by  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

3.  To  maintain  a  Resource  Center  for  the  Conference  composed  of  those  program 
resources  used  by  local  churches  and  districts. 

4.  To  provide  staff  services  to  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies. 

5.  To  be  a  program  consultant  and  resource  person  to  the  districts  by  initiating  and 
providing  training  of  each  District  Council  on  Ministries  so  that  through  the  District 
Council  more  adequate  services  can  be  rendered  to  the  local  churches. 

6.  To  be  a  program  consultant  and  resource  person  to  the  local  churches  by  providing 
consultative  service  and  leadership  training. 

7.  To  make  available  to  the  Conference  certain  administrative  services,  such  as  office 
facilities  for  clerical  work  for  the  Conference  and  a  central  file  of  mailing  lists. 

8.  To  maintain  linkage  with  the  General  Church  by  being  a  channel  for  receiving 
information  from  the  General  Church  Agencies  and  to  interpret  the  needs  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  with  the  local  churches  of  this  state  to  the  General  Church 
agencies. 

9.  To  serve  as  a  clearing  house  and  coordinator  of  the  Conference  Calendar  under 
the  direction  of  the  Council  on  Ministries. 

10.  To  provide  staff  functions  for  certain  special  Conference  activities. 

C.  The  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  staff  shall  consist  of  a  director  and  such  associate 
director(s)  and  staff  associates  as  the  missional  needs  and  budgetary  capabilities  of  the 
Council  warrant.  The  director  and  any  associate  director(s)  or  staff  associates  shall  be 
chosen  in  accordance  with  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

The  secretaries  and  stenographers  provided  for  in  the  Council  budget  shall  be  employed 
by  the  Council  Director. 

All  staff  members  shall  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  and  shall 
be  assigned  duties  as  determined  by  the  Director  and  appropriate  committee.  The  place 
of  residence  of  staff  members  may  be  assigned  by  the  Council. 


ARTICLE  IV:  DISTRICTS 

There  shall  be  a  District  Committee  on  Nominations  with  the  following  members:  District 
Superintendent,  who  shall  be  chairperson;  District  Lay  Leader;  District  President  United 
Methodist  Women;  2  Laypersons  named  by  District  Board  of  Laity;  2  Laypersons,  named 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  District  United  Methodist  Women;  2  youth,  named 
by  the  District  Youth  Council;  4  ministers,  named  by  the  District  Superintendent;  2  young 
adults. 
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B.  There  shall  be  a  District  Council  on  Ministries  functioning  in  each  district  of  the  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference.  Membership  shall  include  the  following:  Coordinators  of  Children, 
Youth,  Young  Adults,  Adults  and  Family  Life  Ministries.  It  shall  also  include  Chair- 
persons of  the  following  program  areas:  Education,  Evangelism,  Ecumenical  Affairs, 
Missions,  Health  and  Welfare,  Stewardship,  Worship,  Religion  and  Race,  Publications 
and  Social  Concerns.  Membership  shall  also  include  District  Lay  Leader,  United 
Methodist  Women,  United  Methodist  Men,  Youth,  1000  Club,  etc.  It  is  recommended 
that  a  member  of  the  Annual  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  staff  be  included  on 
each  District  Council  on  Ministries.  We  further  recommend  that  membership  shall  be 
chosen  so  as  to  include  equitable  representation,  insofar  as  possible,  of  laity  as  well  as 
clergy,  minority  groups,  women,  youth,  and  young  adults.  Membership  in  the  District 
Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  taken  from  persons  interested  in  district  work  after 
consultation  (not  merely  last  minute  appointments).  Lay  people  should  be  considered 
for  all  positions  on  the  District  Council  on  Ministries.  District  Council  on  Ministries 
members  may  be  listed  with  their  names  and  addresses  in  the  Annual  Conference  Journal. 
The  Annual  Conference  shall  elect  the  membership  of  the  District  Council  on  Ministries 
for  the  ensuing  conference  year,  upon  recommendation  of  the  District  Committee  on 
Nominations. 

The  officers  of  the  District  Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  elected  from  the  membership 
of  the  Council  on  Ministries  and  such  other  officers  as  the  District  Council  deem 
necessary. 

The  District  Council  on  Ministries  shall  work  to  achieve  the  purpose  and  functions 
assigned  by  the  Book  of  Discipline.  The  District  Council  on  Ministries  may,  in  lieu  of 
the  District  Conference: 

1)  Elect  all  District  Boards,  Councils  and  Committees,  and  other  officers,  required  and 
necessary,  in  accordance  with  the  Discipline  and  Conference  Rules, 

2)  Receive  and  act  upon  recommendations  from  District  Boards,  Councils,  and 
Committees. 

The  District  Superintendent  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive  staff  officer. 

District  Councils  on  Ministries  shall  be  financed  by  the  district  budget,  except  for 
special  program  activities,  in  which  case  they  may  apply  to  the  Conference  Council 
on  Ministries  and  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  for  a  grant 
from  the  Conference  Program  Priorities  Fund. 

C.  Each  district  shall  establish  a  District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  composed 
of  at  least  four  laypersons  and  three  ministers.  The  District  Superintendent,  Conference, 
Jurisdictional,  and  General  Conference  members  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Admin- 
istration within  the  bounds  of  the  district  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  District 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  Every  consideration  should  be  given  to  ethnic 
minority  representation. 

D.  Each  district  should  provide  at  least  half-time  secretarial  help  for  the  district  superin- 
tendent from  funds  made  available  from  the  district  budget. 


ARTICLE  V:  PROGRAM  PLANNING  PROCESS 

A.  The  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  and  the  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies  shall 
develop  methods  in  the  program  planning  process  which  will  enable  the  local  churches 
of  the  Conference  to  communicate  recommendations  concerning  needs  and  goals  for 
the  design  of  programs  which  reflect  concerns  for  ministry  at  the  local  church  level.

B.  The  Charge  Conference  fulfilling  its  purpose  as  specified  in  the  Book  of  Discipline  shall 
be  used,  under  the  leadership  of  the  District  Superintendent,  to  receive  information  on 
the  needs  and  opportunities  which  exist  in  the  local  churches  that  should  be  taken  into 
account  in  program  planning  by  Conference  Agencies.  The  District  Superintendent  shall 
have  the  responsibility  for  communicating  this  information  to  the  Conference  Agencies. 

C.  The  District  Council  on  Ministries  shall  be  used  as  a  primary  program  planning,  develop- 
ment and  implementation  agency  for  enabling  local  churches  in  fulfillment  of  the  ministry. 


ARTICLE  VI:  CONFERENCE  RULES 

1.  APPORTIONMENTS:  All  Conference  apportionments  shall  be  made  annually  to  each 
local  church  through  the  application  of  a  decimal  to  be  derived  from  the  following  factors 
averaged  from  the  last  three  published  Journals  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

A.  Three-fourths  on  the  basis  of  the  following  financial  items: 
Pastor's  base  compensation 
Associate  pastor(s)'  base  compensation 
Utilities  Allowance 
Travel  Expense  Allowance 
Other  cash  allowances  paid  to  /for  pastors 
Diaconal  minister(s)'  total  compensation 
Other  staff  compensation 
Current  expenses  for  program 
Other  current  operating  expenses 

B.  One-fourth  on  the  basis  of  membership 
Total  full  members 

(Explanatory  Note:  In  the  Statistical  Tables  the  following  numbers  will  relate  to  the  items 
listed  above  (A)  64,  65,  66,  67,  68,  69,  70,  71  and  72,  (B)  9) 

2.  APPROPRIATIONS:  Any  legislation  requiring  appropriation  of  Conference  funds  or 
any  requests  for  Conference-wide  solicitation  of  funds  shall  first  be  presented  to  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  for  study  and  its  recommendations  before  being 
presented  to  the  Annual  Conference.  See  the  Book  of  Discipline. 

3.  FISCAL  AND  STATISTICAL  YEAR:  The  calendar  year  is  the  fiscal  and  statistical  year 
of  the  Conference.  All  remittances  for  the  preceding  year  shall  be  mailed  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer  not  later  than  the  Monday  after  the  first  Sunday  in  January;  and  the  pastor's 
report  No.  1  and  No.  2  shall  be  turned  in,  and  checked  by  auditors  at  District  meetings 
at  a  time  and  place  determined  by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  in 
consultation  with  members  of  the  Cabinet. 

4.  ADMINISTRATION  OF  FUNDS  FOR  CONFERENCE  BOARDS,  AGENCIES,  AND 
INSTITUTIONS: 

Local  Church  treasurers  shall  send  all  funds  for  Conference  Boards,  Agencies,  and 
Institutions  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  for  appropriate  distribution. 

All  financial  books  and  bookkeeping  and  funds  of  Conference  Councils,  Boards, 
Committees,  and  Commissions  shall  be  administered  and  unified  in  the  office  of  the 
Conference  Treasurer.  Disbursements  shall  be  made  through  a  voucher  system  to  be  super- 
vised by  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  shall  be  authorized  to  invest  the  surplus  funds  of  Conference  boards 
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and  agencies  when  the  surplus  exceeds  a  reasonable  amount  needed  as  carry-over  to 
begin  the  next  year.  Provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  institutions,  the  Board 
of  Pensions,  or  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries  and  Sustentation.  Investment 
income  generated  by  funds  of  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  shall  be  retained  in  that 
account. 

Each  board,  agency  and  institution  of  the  Conference  shall,  by  April  15  each  year,  submit 
to  the  Conference  Treasurer  a  financial  audit  report  of  its  most  recent  fiscal  year.  The 
financial  audit  report  shall  include  statements  of  assets,  liabilities,  revenues,  expenditures, 
investments  and  the  returns  therefrom.  The  Audit  Committee  shall  review  audit  reports 
within  sixty  days  of  receipt  and  report  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
compliance  or  lack  of  compliance.  A  listing  of  specific  deficiencies  in  the  Audit  Report, 
with  recommendation  for  compliance  shall  be  submitted  by  the  Audit  Committee  in 
its  report  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  shall  notify  boards,  agencies  and  institutions  individually  of  the  findings 
from  the  Audit  Committee.  Boards,  agencies  and  institutions  shall  within  thirty  days 
after  notification,  submit  a  response  and/or  plan  to  correct  any  noted  deficiencies  in 
the  Audit  Report. 

The  Executive  Director  of  Financial  Affairs  shall  not  remit  any  money  to  boards,  agencies, 
or  institutions  who  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  rule  within  the  specific 
time  limits. 

5.  DISTRICT  BUDGETS  AND  DISTRICT  FUNDS:  All  undesignated  monies  received 
should  be  distributed  on  an  exact  ratio  or  percentage  of  the  total  district  budget. 
Designated  funds  shall  be  directed  exclusively  to  the  program  or  item  to  which  they  are 
given  with  no  consequent  alteration  in  other  items  in  the  district  budget. 

6.  DISTRICT  SUPERINTENDENTS:  The  base  salary  of  each  District  Superintendent 
paid  by  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  percentage  of 
increase  or  decrease  of  the  Conference  average  salary.  The  base  salary  and  expenses  to 
be  paid  by  the  Annual  Conference  for  the  next  fiscal  year  will  be  determined  by  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  and  reported  in  the  Pre-Conference  Reports. 

The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  through  the  Conference  Treasurer,  shall 
be  the  sole  agent  of  disbursement  of  funds  to  these  expense  accounts.  There  shall  be 
no  additional  reimbursement  for  expenses  of  District  Superintendents  from  any  other 
source  within  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

7.  PRE-CONFERENCE  REPORTS:  All  Councils,  Boards,  Commissions,  and  Committees 
of  the  Louisiana  Conference  shall  send  their  Annual  Conference  reports,  resolutions, 
and  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Secretary  seventy-five  (75)  days  before  the 
opening  date  of  the  Annual  Conference  Session.  The  Conference  Secretary  shall  compile 
and  duplicate  these  reports  and  mail  a  copy  to  each  minister  and  each  lay  member  of 
the  Annual  Conference  thirty  (30)  days  before  the  Session  convenes.  Any  reports, 
resolutions  or  recommendations  not  included  in  the  pre-conference  reports  must  be 
duplicated  and  distributed  to  the  Annual  Conference  before  final  action  can  be  taken. 
This  rule  does  not  apply  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  the 
Ordained  Ministry. 

8.  COMMITTEE  ON  PETITIONS:  Any  petitions,  proposed  by  an  individual  member  or 
a  duly  elected  body  of  the  local  church  or  a  district,  shall  first  be  presented  to  the 
Committee  on  Petitions,  no  later  than  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  opening  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference.  The  Committee  shall  meet  to  review  the  petitions  and  assign 
them  to  the  proper  body  for  consideration  by  them  when  they  meet  on  the  opening  day 
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of  the  Conference.  These  bodies  shall  make  recommendations  for  concurrence  or  non- 
concurrence  when  they  make  their  report  to  the  Conference. 

9.  DATA  FOR  MEMOIRS:  The  District  Superintendents  in  whose  district  a  Conference 
member,  wife  or  widow  of  a  minister  dies,  shall  appoint  someone  to  secure,  in  advance 
of  the  next  Annual  Conference,  data  concerning  the  deceased. 

10.  SURVIVING  SPOUSES:  A  directory  of  spouses  of  deceased  Conference  members  shall 
be  published  in  the  Journal. 

11.  DISTRICT  CONFERENCES:  Each  District  Council  on  Ministries,  in  consultation  with 
the  Cabinet,  will  determine  whether  an  annual  District  Conference  will  be  held.  When 
the  Conference  is  to  be  held,  each  charge  shall  elect  five  (5)  lay  members,  and  at  least 
two  (2)  reserve  members,  provided,  however,  each  Church  shall  have  at  least  one  (1)  elected 
member. 

12.  CONFERENCE  NOMINATING  PROCESS 

The  Conference  nominating  process  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  Prior  to  January  1  of  the  year  preceding  each  new  quadrennium,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Annual  Conference  shall  give  each  District  Superintendent  a  list  of  all  offices  for 
which  nominations  will  be  made  for  the  ensuring  four  years. 

B.  Prior  to  January  15,  the  District  Superintendents  of  the  respective  districts  shall 
distribute  to  the  pastors  and  local  churches  Lay  Leaders  copies  of  the  list  of  all  offices 
for  which  nominations  will  be  made  at  the  ensuing  Annual  Conference  session.  Local 
church  Nominating  Committees  may  propose  nominees  for  the  listed  positions.  They 
shall  submit  with  each  nomination  the  following  information:  the  person's  address,  phone 
number,  name  and  membership  size  of  local  church,  a  brief  resume  (including  interests 
and  experience  in  specific  church  work),  and  vital  information  including  the  person's 
age,  sex,  ethnic  status  and  any  handicapping  condition. 

C.  Prior  to  February  10,  the  District  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  meet  to  nominate 
persons  for  the  offices  in  question.  The  Committee  shall  give  priority  to  names  submitted 
by  local  church  Nominating  Committees,  but  it  shall  not  be  limited  to  those  names. 
It  shall  not  be  required  to  nominate  a  person  for  every  vacancy,  but  shall  nominate  only 
those  persons  it  considers  adequate  to  the  task. 

D.  Prior  to  March  1,  the  District  Committees  on  Nominations  shall  submit  their  lists 
of  nominations  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference,  accompanied  by  the 
information  about  each  nominee  specified  in  "B"  above.  The  Conference  office  shall 
maintain  computer  records  of  current  and  prior  service  in  Conference  elective  offices 
and  shall  make  this  information  available  to  assist  The  Conference  Committee  on 
Nominations.  The  Conference  Secretary  shall  compile  and  circulate  nominations 
submitted  and  its  computer  records  of  prior  service  to  members  of  the  Conference 
Committee  on  Nominations  at  least  five  days  prior  to  its  initial  meeting. 

E.  Prior  to  April  1,  The  Conference  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  meet  and  make 
nominations  for  all  Conference  offices  which  must  be  filled  in  the  next  quadrennium. 
It  shall  give  priority  to  the  lists  of  names  submitted  by  the  Districts,  but  it  may  consider 
other  names.  The  nominations  shall  be  mailed  to  the  lay  and  clergy  members  of  the 
Annual  Conference  as  part  of  the  Pre- Conference  Reports. 

F.  All  persons  nominated  for  an  office  in  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  contacted 
by  the  District  or  Conference  committee  placing  their  names  in  nomination  to  determine 
whether  the  persons  so  nominated  are  willing  to  serve. 
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G.  Nominating  Committees  shall  examine  all  nominations  to  ensure  appropriate  represen- 
tation of  ethnic  minority  persons,  lay  and  clergy  women,  lay  and  clergy  men,  persons 
with  handicapping  conditions,  youth,  young  adults  and  older  adults. 

H.  Following  the  elections  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  quadrennium  the  newly  elected 
bodies  shall  meet  at  the  site  of  the  Annual  Conference  session.  The  District  Superin- 
tendents shall  convene  the  newly  elected  bodies  and  shall  call  for  the  election  of  a 
chairperson.  Each  body  shall  elect  its  chairperson  and  other  officers  upon  nomination 
from  the  floor. 

I.  When  vacancies  occur  during  a  quadrennium,  The  Conference  Committee  on  Nomina- 
tions shall  make  nominations  to  fill  the  vacancies  at  the  ensuing  session  of  the  Annual 
Conference.  The  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  retain  the  records  of  persons 
nominated  in  the  process  described  above.  The  Committee  shall  use  these  records  to 
assist  its  work.  It  shall  not  be  limited  to  persons  previously  nominated.  These  nominations 
shall  be  published  in  the  Pre-Conference  Reports. 

TERMS  OF  MEMBERSHIP:  The  terms  of  membership  on  all  Councils,  Boards, 
Commissions,  and  Committees,  except  the  Board  of  Trustees,  shall  be  limited  to  any 
number  of  years,  not  to  exceed  eight  (8),  served  in  two  consecutive  quadrennia.  When 
one  has  served  the  maximum  time  allowed,  then  reappointment  to  the  same  council, 
board,  commission  or  committee  shall  not  be  permitted  until  a  full  quadrennium  has 
lapsed.  This  shall  not  prohibit  service  on  other  councils,  boards,  commissions  and 
committees  in  the  following  quadrennia. 

CABINET  LIAISON:  There  shall  be  a  Cabinet  Liaison  appointed  by  the  presiding  Bishop 
to  each  Conference  Board  and  Agency.  Expenses  of  the  Cabinet  Liaison  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Board  or  Agency  involved. 


15.  CONFERENCE  BOARDS  AND  AGENCIES  MEMBERSHIP:  Conference  Boards  and 
Agencies  shall  not  be  limited  to  their  membership  in  the  appointment  of  committees 
and  task  forces.  Members  of  General  Boards  and  Agencies  shall  be  members  of 
corresponding  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies. 

16.  ALL  INSTITUTIONS  IN  THE  CONFERENCE:  All  institutions  in  the  Conference  shall 
be  incorporated  and  shall  review  their  corporate  charters  quadrennially  to  determine 
that  they  are  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  and  the  Book  of 
Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.  "The  names  of  those  nominated  to  serve 
as  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors /Trustees  of  conference  institutions  for  later  election 
by  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  submitted  to  the  appropriate  board  of  the  conference 
no  later  than  March  15th  each  year." 

17.  LAY  MEMBERS  OF  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE:  Each  Charge  Conference  shall  elect 
annually  the  lay  member(s)  to  the  Annual  Conference  and  one  or  more  alternates.  Each 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Wesley  Foundations  shall  elect  a  Methodist  student  member 
of  the  Wesley  Foundation  for  each  campus  minister  who  received  over  one-half  their 
salary  through  the  Wesley  Foundation.  The  District  Superintendent  shall  preside  at  this 
election. 

18.  ELECTION  OF  YOUTH  DELEGATES:  The  District  Council  on  Youth  Ministries  shall 
nominate  a  delegate  and  reserve  delegate  in  the  youth  category  (18  years  of  age  or  younger 
on  the  opening  date  of  the  Annual  Conference  for  which  they  are  elected)  after 
consultation  with  the  District  Superintendent,  local  church  youth  groups,  and  pastors 
in  that  district,  and  these  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the  District 
Conference. 
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The  District  Young  Adult  Coordinator  shall  nominate  a  delegate  and  reserve  delegate 
in  the  young  adult  category  (between  the  ages  of  19  and  25  on  the  opening  date  of  the 
Annual  Conference  for  which  they  are  elected)  after  consultation  with  a  young  adult 
task  force  composed  of  campus  ministers,  young  adult  leaders  in  local  churches,  two 
young  adults,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  student  and  one  a  non-student,  and  the  immediate 
past  young  adult  delegate  and  reserve  delegate  in  that  district  and  the  District  Superin- 
tendent. In  those  districts  where  there  is  no  young  adult  coordinator,  the  adult  coordinator 
shall  make  the  nominations  in  the  process  as  stated  above.  These  nominations  shall  be 
presented  to  the  District  Conference  for  their  election.  Additional  nominations  may  be 
made  from  the  floor  of  the  District  Conference. 

19.  LAY  AND  CLERGY  MEMBERS:  In  accordance  with  The  Book  of  Discipline  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church,  the  membership  of  the  annual  conference  shall  be  equally 
represented  by  clergy  and  lay.  The  clergy  membership  shall  consist  of  members  in  full 
connection,  probationary  members,  associate  members,  affiliate  members,  and  local 
pastors  under  full-time  appointment  to  a  pastoral  charge.  All  clergy  members  of  the 
annual  conference  shall  be  attached  to  one  of  the  districts.  The  Conference  Committee 
on  Credentials,  in  cooperation  with  the  district  superintendents,  shall  ascertain  the  number 
of  clergy  members  in  each  district  and  shall  ascertain  the  number  of  laypersons  in  each 
district  who  are  delegates  by  virtue  of  election  or  by  virtue  of  their  office.  Two  young 
persons  under  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  age  shall  be  elected  lay  members  by  each  District 
Conference  or  District  Council  on  Ministries,  as  outlined  in  Article  VI,  Rule  18  of  the 
Conference  Journal.  The  diaconal  ministers,  the  conference  president  of  United  Methodist 
Women,  the  conference  president  of  United  Methodist  Men,  the  conference  Lay  Leader, 
the  district  Lay  Leaders,  the  president  or  equivalent  officer  of  the  conference  young 
adult  organization,  if  applicable,  and  the  conference  president  of  United  Methodist  Youth 
shall  be  counted  as  members  of  the  annual  conference  from  the  districts  in  which  they 
reside.  The  Conference  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  then  ascertain  the  number  of 
additional  lay  members  needed  to  equalize  the  lay  and  clergy  membership  of  the  annual 
conference.  The  total  number  of  additional  lay  member  slots  will  then  be  prorated  to 
the  districts  based  upon  the  church  membership  of  the  districts  as  reported  in  the  most 
recently  published  edition  of  the  Conference  Journal.  These  additional  at-large  lay 
members  shall  then  be  elected  by  the  respective  District  Conference  or  District  Council 
on  Ministries  upon  nomination  by  the  District  Committee  on  Nominations.  Additional 
nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the  District  Conference  or  the  District 
Council  on  Ministries. 

20.  LOCAL  CHURCH  COMMITTEE  ON  WILLS:  Each  local  church  shall  have  a 
committee  of  one  or  more  members  on  wills,  trusts  and  special  gifts. 

21.  CHANGE  IN  RULES:  Any  recommendation  for  Rule  changes  shall  be  presented  to 
the  Chair  of  the  Rules  Committee  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  February.  The  Rules 
Committee  shall  consider  and  make  its  recommendations  in  time  to  be  included  in  the 
Pre-Conference  Report. 

Amendments  to  proposals  to  change  the  Conference  Structure  and  Rules  which  have 
been  presented  to  the  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  the  Pre-Conference  Report 
may  be  considered  by  the  Annual  Conference  session  and  shall  require  a  2A  (two-thirds) 
majority  vote  for  approval.  Proposals  to  change  the  Conference  Structure  and  Rules 
shall  require  a  2A  (two-thirds)  vote  for  adoption. 

22.  CALENDAR:  In  order  to  coordinate  the  calendar  of  the  Conference  and  to  be  better 
stewards  of  money  and  time,  no  conference  event  may  be  held  unless  it  has  first  been 
cleared  through  the  COM  Executive  Committee  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  event. 
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The  CCOM  Executive  Committee  shall  make  necessary  changes  so  that  there  will  be 
no  duplication  of  major  events.  Items  to  be  calendared  are  programs,  board  meetings, 
conference  events,  any  scheduled  event  which  involves  the  Conference,  etc.  In  case  of 
unusual  circumstances  a  meeting  could  be  put  on  the  calendar  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

23.  ITINERATION:  The  Conference  Year  is  from  June  1  to  May  31.  When  a  minister  moves 
to  a  new  appointment  at  Annual  Conference  he/she  is  to  receive  compensation  and 
expenses  from  June  1.  When  a  minister  leaves  an  appointment  at  Annual  Conference, 
he/she  will  receive  compensation  and  expenses  only  through  May  31.  If  the  minister 
lives  in  a  parsonage,  he/she  is  responsible  for  paying  the  utilities  for  the  month  of  May 
and  for  leaving  the  parsonage  in  good  condition.  The  chairperson  of  the  Pastor-Parish 
Relations  Committee  is  to  certify  to  the  District  Superintendent  on  the  form  provided 
by  the  District  Superintendent  that  the  provisions  of  this  rule  have  been  met  by  the 
minister  before  leaving  the  charge.  If  a  minister  is  given  a  housing  allowance,  the  chair- 
person of  the  Pastor-Parish  Relations  Committee  is  to  give  to  the  District  Superintendent 
a  copy  of  the  contract  for  period  of  time  to  be  covered  by  the  housing  allowance.  This 
form,  which  is  to  be  provided  by  the  District  Superintendent,  is  to  be  sent  to  the  District 
Office  at  the  beginning  of  the  appointment. 


ARTICLE  VII:  RULES  OF  ORDER 
FOR  CONFERENCE  SESSIONS 

RULE  1.  SCHEDULE  OF  MEETINGS 

Morning  —  Opening  Prayer  or  Devotional  Service 

Conference  Business  with  a  mid-morning  recess 
Afternoon  —  Conference  Business 
Evening  —  Programs  as  planned. 

RULE  2.  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS:  After  devotional  service  the  daily  sessions  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  conducted  as  follows: 

1.  Report  of  Committee  on  Journal  of  the  previous  meeting  or  meetings. 

2.  Report  of  Committee  on  Courtesies. 

3.  Report  of  other  standing  administrative  and  special  committees. 

4.  Calendar. 

5.  Miscellaneous  business. 

RULE  3.  AUTHORITY  OF  THE  CHAIR:  The  presiding  Bishop,  or  a  person  designated 
by  the  Bishop,  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Annual  Conference.  They  shall  decide 
points  of  order  raised  or  not  raised  by  the  members,  as  they  deem  necessary  to  conform 
to  these  rules  of  order;  subject,  in  both  cases  to  an  appeal  to  the  Conference  by  any 
member  without  debate;  except  that  the  chairperson  and  the  appellant,  in  the  order  named 
here,  shall  each  have  five  minutes  for  a  statement  in  support  of  their  respective  positions. 
A  tie  vote  in  the  case  of  appeal  shall  sustain  the  chair.  When  any  member  raises  a  point 
of  order  they  shall  cite,  by  number,  the  rule  they  judge  to  have  been  violated.  The  presiding 
Bishop  shall  have  the  right  to  recess  a  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  at  any  time 
at  his/her  discretion  and  to  reconvene  at  such  time  as  he/she  shall  announce,  with  only 
delegates,  authorized  personnel  and  authorized  guests  permitted  to  attend  such  a  session 
following  recess. 

RULE  4.  CALLING  THE  CONFERENCE  TO  ORDER:  When  the  chairperson  stands  in 
his/her  place  and  calls  the  Conference  to  order,  no  member  shall  speak,  address  the 
chair,  or  stand,  while  the  chairperson  stands. 
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RULE  5.  ATTENDANCE  AND  SEATING  RESERVES:  No  member,  unless  hindered  by 
sickness  or  otherwise  from  being  present,  shall  be  absent  from  the  sessions  of  the 
Conference  without  permission  of  the  Conference;  and  all  absentees  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Chairperson. 

RULE  6.  DIRECTIONS  FOR  SECURING  THE  FLOOR:  When  a  member  desires  to  speak 
to  the  Conference,  he/she  shall  arise  at  his/her  designated  seat,  respectfully  address 
the  presiding  officer,  using  the  term,  "Mr. /Madame  Chairperson,"  and  after  recognition, 
proceed  to  a  microphone  and  announce  the  Church  or  Charge  which  he/she  represents; 
which,  in  turn,  the  Chairperson  shall  then  announce  to  the  Conference. 

RULE  7.  INTERRUPTING  THE  SPEAKER:  No  member  who  has  the  floor  may  be 
interrupted  except  for  a  breach  of  order,  or  a  misrepresentation,  or  to  direct  the  attention 
of  the  Conference  to  the  fact  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  a  special  order,  or  to  raise 
a  very  urgent  question  of  high  privilege. 

RULE  8.  SPEAKING  MORE  THAN  ONCE;  LENGTH  OF  SPEECH:  No  member  shall 
speak  a  second  time  on  the  same  question  if  any  member  who  has  not  spoken  desires 
the  floor,  no  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  under  the  same  motion,  no  longer 
than  ten  minutes  unless  their  time  shall  be  extended  by  the  Conference.  This  ten  minute 
limit  may  be  reduced  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Conference  at  any  time,  and  for  any 
period  duration. 

RULE  9.  QUESTION  OF  HIGH  PRIVILEGE:  A  member  claiming  the  floor  at  any  time 
for  what  he/she  believes  is  a  very  urgent  question  of  high  privilege  shall  be  allowed 
to  indicate  briefly  the  nature  of  the  question  and  if  it  be  adjudged  by  the  chair  to  be 
such,  he/she  may  proceed  at  his/her  pleasure  or  until  the  chairperson  judges  that  he/she 
has  exhausted  their  privilege. 

RULE  10.  VOTING  AREA  OF  CONFERENCE:  Only  members  within  the  area  of  the 
Conference  when  the  vote  is  taken  shall  be  entitled  to  vote.  All  members  within  the  area 
at  the  time  a  question  is  put  shall  vote,  except  such  as  shall  have  been  excused  for  special 
reasons  by  the  Conference. 

RULE  11.  VOTING  PROCEDURES:  Voting  shall  be  by  a  show  of  hands  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Conference.  An  "aye"  or  "nay"  vote,  if  taken,  shall  be  by  signed  ballot. 
An  "aye"  and  "nay"  vote  by  secret  ballot  may  be  ordered  on  call  of  any  member, 
supported  by  one-third  (lA)  of  the  members  present  and  voting.  A  count  vote  may  be 
ordered  on  call  of  any  member  supported  by  one-third  (Vi)  of  the  members  present  and 
voting,  in  which  case  the  members  shall  rise  from  their  seats  and  stand  until  counted. 

No  other  business  shall  be  in  order  when  a  vote  is  being  taken  or  when  the  previous 
question  has  been  called,  until  the  process  is  completed,  except  such  as  relates  to  the 
vote  itself,  or  that  which  can  be  appropriately  fitted  into  the  time  while  waiting  for  the 
report  of  the  secretaries  on  a  count  vote,  or  any  "aye"  or  "nay"  vote.  The  count  shall 
be  made  by  the  Committee  of  Tellers. 

RULE  12.  DIVISION  OF  QUESTION:  Before  a  vote  is  taken  any  member  shall  have  the 
right  to  call  for  a  division  of  any  question,  if  it  is  subject  to  such  division  as  they  indicate. 
If  no  delegate  objects,  the  division  shall  be  made;  but  if  there  is  objection,  the  chair 
shall  put  the  question  of  division  to  vote,  not  waiting  for  a  second. 

RULE  13.  VOTE  BY  ORDER:  The  ministerial  and  lay  members  shall  deliberate  as  one  body; 
but  upon  a  call,  by  motion  of  any  member,  seconded  by  another  member  of  the  same 
order  and  supported  by  one-third  (Vi)  of  the  members  of  that  order  voting,  the  ministerial

and  lay  members  shall  vote  separately.  But  when  the  Conference  votes  by  orders,  no 
measure  shall  be  passed  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  classes  of 
members.  In  cases  of  such  a  vote  the  order  calling  for  it  shall  vote  first;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Conference  may  not  vote  by  orders  on  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution. Discipline  (pp.  64-66) 

RULE  14.  MOTION  FOR  ADOPTION  OF  REPORTS  AND  RESOLUTIONS  UNNECES- 
SARY: Whenever  a  report  of  a  committee  signed  by  the  chairperson  and  secretary  thereof, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Conference  for  its  action,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  proper  order 
for  consideration  by  the  Conference  without  the  formality  of  a  motion  to  adopt,  and 
a  second  thereto. 

RULE  15.  REQUIRED  FORMS  FOR  REPORTS,  RESOLUTIONS,  MOTIONS  AND 
AMENDMENTS:  All  resolutions  and  committee  reports  shall  be  presented  in  triplicate; 
and,  when  requested  by  the  secretary,  motions,  including  amendments,  shall  be  presented 
in  writing. 

RULE  16.  ALTERATIONS  OF  MOTIONS,  ETC.:  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded, 
or  a  resolution  is  introduced  and  seconded,  or  a  committee  report  is  read,  it  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Conference,  and  may  not  be  altered  except  by  action 
of  the  Conference. 

RULE  17.  UNDEBATABLE  MOTIONS:  The  following  motions  shall  be  acted  upon  without 
debate: 

1.  To  adjourn,  when  unqualified,  except  to  adjourn  the  Conference  finally. 

2.  To  suspend  the  rules. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  take  from  the  table. 

5.  To  call  for  the  previous  question. 

6.  To  reconsider  a  non-debatable  motion. 

7.  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate. 

8.  To  call  for  the  orders  of  the  day. 

RULE  18.  RIGHTS  OF  THE  MAIN  QUESTION:  The  main  question  may  be  opened  to 
debate  under  the  following  motions:  to  adopt,  to  amend,  to  commit  or  refer,  to  substitute, 
to  postpone,  and  to  reconsider.  No  new  motion,  resolution,  or  subject  shall  be  entertained 
until  the  one  under  consideration  shall  have  been  disposed  of.  The  foregoing  does  not 
apply  to  secondary  motions  if  otherwise  allowable  in  the  existing  parliamentary  situation. 

RULE  19.  PRECEDENCE  OF  SECONDARY  MOTIONS:  If  any  one  or  more  of  the 
following  motions  shall  be  made  when  one  or  more  other  motions  are  pending,  the  order 
of  their  precedence  in  relation  to  one  another  shall  be  the  same  as  the  order  of  their 
listing  below: 

1.  To  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall  adjourn.  (This  motion  is  subject  to 
amendment,  or  it  may  be  laid  on  the  table). 

2.  To  adjourn. 

3.  To  take  recess. 

4.  To  order  the  previous  question. 

5.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

6.  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate. 

7.  To  postpone  to  a  given  time. 

8.  To  commit  or  refer. 

9.  To  amend  or  to  substitute  (one  amendment  being  allowed  to  an  amendment.) 
10.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 
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RULE  20.  TABLING  RELATED  MOTIONS:  No  motion  which  adheres  to  another  motion, 
or  has  another  motion  adhering  to  it,  can  be  laid  on  the  table  by  itself.  Such  motions, 
if  laid  on  the  table,  carry  with  them  the  motions  to  which  they  respectively  adhere,  or 
which  adhere  to  them. 

RULE  21.  REFERRING  REPORTS,  ETC.:  It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  Conference  to  refer 
to  a  committee  a  section  or  a  part  of  a  report  or  resolution  which  is  before  the  Conference 
for  consideration,  or  any  amendment  offered  thereto. 

RULE  22.  PROCEDURE  FOR  CONSIDERATION  OF  SUBSTITUTES:  When  a  resolution 
or  committee  report  is  properly  before  the  Conference  for  consideration  and  action, 
even  if  amendments  thereto  are  pending,  a  substitute  therefore  may  be  offered  by  any 
member  moving  that  the  same  be  substituted  for  the  report  or  resolution  under 
consideration.  The  Conference  shall  then  proceed  first  to  perfect  the  original  report  or 
resolution,  including  consideration  and  action  upon  any  amendments  which  may  be 
offered  to  it.  The  same  perfecting  process  shall  then  be  followed  with  respect  to  the 
substitute.  The  question  shall  then  be  put  first  on  the  motion  to  substitute,  followed 
by  the  motion  to  adopt  the  report  or  resolution;  provided,  however,  that  the  motion 
for  the  previous  question  shall  not  be  in  order  on  the  adoption  of  the  report  or 
recommendation  or  on  making  the  proposed  substitution  until  opportunity  has  been 
given  for  at  least  two  (2)  members  to  speak  on  each  side  of  the  question  of  substitution 
or  adoption. 

RULE  23.  PREVIOUS  QUESTION:  When  any  member  moves  the  previous  question  (that 
is,  that  the  vote  be  now  taken  on  the  motion  or  motions  pending),  they  shall  indicate 
to  what  they  intend  it  to  apply,  if  any  secondary  motion  or  motions  are  also  pending. 
If  he/she  does  not  so  indicate,  it  shall  be  regarded  as  applying  only  to  the  immediately 
pending  question.  This  motion  shall  be  taken  without  debate,  and  shall  require  a  two- 
thirds  (2A)  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  for  its  adoption;  and  if  it  is  accepted,  the 
vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  motion  or  motions  to  which  it  applies  without  further  debate. 

RULE  24.  MOTION  AFTER  SPEECH:  It  shall  not  be  in  order  for  a  member  immediately 
after  discussing  a  pending  question,  and  before  relinquishing  the  floor,  to  make  a  motion 
whose  adoption  would  limit  or  stop  debate. 

RULE  25.  EXCEPTIONS  TO  MAJORITY  VOTE:  A  majority  of  those  voting,  a  quorum 
being  present,  shall  decide  all  questions  with  the  following  exceptions: 

1.  One-third  (lA)  of  those  present  and  voting  shall  suffice  to  sustain  a  call  for  a  count 
vote  in  case  the  decision  of  the  chair  is  doubted.  A  tie  vote  sustains  the  chair. 

2.  A  call  for  a  vote  by  orders  shall  prevail  if  sustained  by  one-third  (Vi)  of  the  members 
of  the  order  from  which  the  call  came,  present  and  voting. 

3.  A  two-thirds  (2A)  vote  shall  be  required  to  sustain  a  motion  to  suspend  or  amend 
the  rules;  to  sustain  a  motion  for  the  previous  question;  to  set  aside  a  special  order; 
to  consider  a  special  order  before  the  time  set  therefor;  to  sustain  the  request  of  the 
Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges  for  the  presentation  of  any  person  on  the 
final  day  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

RULE  26.  RECONSIDERATION:  A  motion  to  reconsider  an  action  of  the  Conference  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time  if  offered  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side.  If 
the  motion  proposed  for  reconsideration  is  non-debatable,  the  motion  to  reconsider  may 
not  be  debated. 
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RULE  27.  CALENDARS,  REGULAR  AND  NON-CONCURRENCE:  The  Secretary  shall 
keep  a  chronological  record  of  orders  of  the  day  and  of  reports  of  committees,  which 
record  shall  be  called  the  Calendar,  and  the  matter  of  business  placed  on  it  shall  be 
considered  as  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Agenda  (the  Cabinet)  to  the 
Conference,  unless  by  a  two-thirds  (2A)  vote  of  the  Conference  an  item  is  taken  up  out 
of  its  order. 

When  committee  presents  a  report  on  a  given  subject,  as  part  of  its  report,  it  must  also 
list  the  numbers  of  all  petitions  relating  to  this  subject  on  which  the  committee  voted 
non-concurrence. 

RULE  28.  MOTION  TO  ADJOURN  IN  ORDER  EXCEPT:  The  motion  to  adjourn  when 
unqualified,  shall  be  taken  without  debate,  and  shall  always  be  in  order,  except: 

1.  When  a  member  has  the  floor. 

2.  When  a  question  is  actually  put,  or  a  vote  is  being  taken,  and  before  it  is  finally 
decided. 

3.  When  the  previous  question  has  been  ordered  and  action  there  under  is  pending. 

4.  When  a  motion  to  adjourn  has  been  lost,  and  no  business  or  debate  has  intervened. 

5.  When  the  motion  to  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall  adjourn  is  pending. 

The  foregoing  does  not  apply  to  a  motion  for  final  adjournment  of  the  Conference. 

RULE  29.  SPEAKERS  FOR  AND  AGAINST  When  the  report  of  a  subject  is  under 
consideration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  ascertain,  when  he/she 
recognizes  a  member  of  the  Conference,  on  which  side  he/she  proposes  to  speak;  and 
he/she  shall  not  assign  the  floor  to  any  member  proposing  to  speak  on  the  same  side 
of  the  pending  question  as  the  speaker  immediately  preceding  if  any  member  desire  to 
speak  on  the  other  side  thereof. 

Except  for  undebatable  motions,  no  motion  shall  be  adopted  or  question  relating  to 
the  same  decided  without  opportunity  having  been  given  for  at  least  two  speeches  for 
and  two  against  the  said  proposal,  provided  that  right  is  claimed  before  the  chairperson 
or  duly  authorized  member  representing  the  committee's  report  or  the  minority  report, 
if  there  be  such,  is  presented  to  close  the  debate. 

When  all  have  spoken  who  desire  to  do  so,  or  when  (and  after)  the  previous  question 
has  been  ordered,  the  chairperson  or /and  duly  authorized  member  or  members  presenting 
a  committee's  report  (and  a  minority  report  if  there  be  one)  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
before  the  vote  is  taken. 

This  right  of  the  chairperson  and  /or  other  member  or  members  to  close  the  debate  shall 
prevail  in  like  manner  to  a  limit  of  five  minutes  when  a  vote  is  about  to  be  taken  on 
a  motion  to  amend,  to  substitute,  to  postpone,  to  refer,  or  to  lay  on  the  table  or  any 
other  motion  whose  adoption  would  vitally  affect  the  report  under  consideration; 
provided,  that  this  five  minute  limit  shall  not  apply  to  a  motion  to  substitute  a  minority 
report  for  a  regular  (majority)  report  of  a  committee. 

RULE  30.  EFFECTIVE  DATE:  All  actions  of  the  Annual  Conference  everywhere  shall 
become  effective  upon  the  final  adjournment  of  the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference 
at  which  they  are  enacted,  unless  otherwise  specified,  except  as  provided  otherwise  in 
the  Discipline. 

RULE  31.  SUSPENSION  OF  RULES:  The  operation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  Rules 
of  Order  may  be  suspended  at  any  time  by  a  two-thirds  (2A)  vote  of  the  Conference. 
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RULE  32.  ROBERT'S  RULES  OF  ORDER  SUPPLEMENTAL  AUTHORITY:  In  any 

parliamentary  situation  not  clearly  covered  by  these  Rules  of  Order,  the  Annual 
Conference  shall  be  governed  by  the  current  edition  of  Robert's  Rules.

JOSEPHINE  MARGUERITE  GONZALES  ANDREWS  (MRS.  BENJAMIN  H.) 

(1892  -  1993) 

Josephine  Marguerite  Gonzales  Andrews,  "Ms.  Joe",  died  January  29,  1993.  She  was  100 
years  old,  having  been  born  August  25, 1892.  Her  death  was  a  quiet  release.  For  several  years 
her  mind  and  spirit  had  faded  and  she  could  no  longer  relate  to  family  and  friends. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  meet  "Ms.  Joe"  in  1987  after  being  appointed  to  Gonzales  United 
Methodist  Church.  At  that  time,  her  mind  was  clear  and  her  spirit  was  strong.  She  was  eager 
to  share  from  her  vast  experiences  in  parsonages  and  churches  throughout  Louisiana.  She  and 
her  late  husband,  The  Reverend  Benjamin  Harris  Andrews,  Sr.,  served  appointments  in 
Zachary/Slaughter,  Amite,  Houma/French  Mission,  Ponchatoula, New  Iberia,  Haynesville,  and 
the  Lake  Charles  District.  She  was  clear  that  wherever  she  and  Ben  were  appointed,  that  was 
the  place  God  wanted  them  to  be  and  where  God  called  them  to  serve. 

From  time  to  time,  most  of  us  in  ministry  find  ourselves  as  recipients  of  grace  from  those 
we  are  called  to  serve.  As  the  worship  of  the  previous  Sunday  was  shared  with  "Ms.  Joe",  she 
began  with  questions  about  the  welfare  of  the  church  and  individual  members  of  the 
congregation.  Very  special  thoughts  were  with  her  friends  in  the  "Day  Radiance"  prayer  and 
study  group  that  she  had  been  a  part  of.  She  enjoyed  the  visits  from  a  few  special  friends  who 
could  converse  with  her  in  "Cajun  French."  She  also  asked  frequently  about  my  wife,  Shirley. 
"Ms.  Joe"  had  insight  into  the  challenges  of  Ministry  from  the  perspective  of  one  she  had  been 
there.  There  were  many  times  when  I  was  convinced  that  no  one  in  the  congregation 
understood  as  well  as  "Ms.  Jo"  both  the  joys  and  the  frustrations  of  ministry.  She  always 
wanted  to  know  how  I  was  doing  personally.  Her  love  and  concern  became  a  source  of 
strength  and  inspiration  for  me  and  others. 

"Ms.  Joe"  is  remembered  with  love  by  her  church  family  at  Gonzales.  It  is  appropriate  that 
she  be  remembered  at  this  session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  God's  love  has  been 
expressed  with  great  clarity  to  us  through  the  life  of  a  really  good  person.

WYATT  DAVID  BODDIE 

(1915  -  1993) 

Wyatt  David  Boddie  (W.  D.)  was  born  in  the  parsonage  family  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  D.  B. 
Boddie  in  1915,  and  his  call  to  the  United  Methodist  ministry  was  nourished  in  this  loving 
ambiance.  He  graduated  from  Centenary  College  in  1937  and  received  the  B.D.  degree  from 
Duke  University  in  1941  and  was  admitted  to  the  Louisiana  Conference  that  year.  His  first 
appointment  was  Felicity  Church  in  New  Orleans  in  1941  followed  by  the  Lisbon  Circuit, 
Springhill,Bunkie,  Rayville,  Crowley,  the  Monroe  District,  First  Church,  Monroe,  and  the  New 
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Orleans-Slidell  District.  After  his  retirement  in  1983  he  accepted  an  appointment  as  Associate 
Minister  of  Visitation  at  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Shreveport.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1993,  he  had  served  a  total  of  52  years  in  the  United  Methodist  ministry. 

In  his  many  years  as  a  United  Methodist  minister,  he  emphasized  evangelism  is  his 
preaching  and  was  outstanding  in  pastoral  visitation.  He  was  elected  chairman  of  the 
Conference  Board  of  Evangelism,  a  delegate  to  numerous  national  Conferences  on  Evangelism, 
a  delegate  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  and  other  positions  of  leadership  in  the  Louisiana 
Conference.   Centenary  College  bestowed  upon  him  the  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  in  1971. 

While  at  Duke  University,  he  met  and  married  Margaret  Smith,  the  daughter  of  a  United 
Methodist  minister,  who  not  only  was  his  devoted  spouse  but  also  a  strong  leader  and  church 
worker  in  her  own  right.  They  are  the  parents  of  two  daughters,  Linda  and  Susan,  and  one 
son,  David,  and  the  grandparents  of  four  grandchildren. 

Although  his  achievements  as  a  minister  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  are  noteworthy,  the 
essence  of  the  man  W.  D.  Boddie  is  to  be  found  in  the  quality  of  his  inner  selfhood.  True 
righteousness  was  uppermost  in  all  his  relationships,  his  family,  his  friends,  his  colleagues,  his 
churches,  and  all  aspects  of  the  world  in  which  he  lived. 

His  attitude  toward  people,  the  church  and  current  history  was  always  positive  and 
optimistic.   No  doubt  these  qualities  sustained  him  in  his  long  and  severe  illness. 

Perhaps  a  more  fitting  requiem  for  W.  D.  Boddie  is  found  in  the  poetic  words  of  Charles 
Wesley  in  the  United  Methodist  Hymnal: 

"Forth  in  thy  name,  O  Lord,  I  go,  my  daily  labor  to  pursue; 

Thee,  only  thee,  resolved  to  know  in  all  I  think,  or  speak  or  do. 

The  task  thy  wisdom  hath  assigned,  O  let  me  cheerfully  fulfill; 

In  all  my  works  thy  presence  find,  and  prove  thy  good  and  perfect  will."

ABE  M.  CONERLY 

(1916  -  1992) 

Not  all  ministers  decide  for  the  ministry  early  in  life.  Abe  decided  later,  pursuing  other 
professions  earlier.  For  a  while,  he  was  the  owner  of  a  restaurant  and  an  auto  parts  salesman, 
then  he  decided  for  the  ministry. 

Abe  did  not  decide  to  take  a  short-cut  into  ministry.  He  took  the  training  necessary 
including  going  to  Southern  Methodist  University  where  he  took  the  courses  of  study  to  be  an 
effective  United  Methodist  minister.  Abe  began  serving  his  home  church,  the  small  Holly 
Grove  congregation.  Here,  he  was  a  minister  to  family  and  friends  going  back  to  childhood. 

It  must  be  said  early  on  that  family  plays  a  large  part  in  a  man  becoming  a  minister  after 
he  is  well  located  in  another  vocation.  Abe  could  not  have  been  more  fortunate.  Melonea 
supported  him  in  every  way.  It  takes  a  lot  of  genuine  religion  to  answer  the  call  of  someone 
else.  Melonea  did  not  feel  the  call  to  the  ministry  but  Abe  did  and  strongly.  However, 
Melonea  stood  behind  him  all  the  way  and  willingly  took  whatever  hardships  came  along  with 
the  job. 
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During  the  years  of  Abe's  ministry,  he  served  all  types  of  churches.  Some  of  his  works  were 
tiny  and  discouraging.  Some  were  fin  and  satisfying,  such  as  Oakdale,  Crowley  and  Calhoun. 
When  he  came  to  the  end  of  his  journey,  he  was  serving  Provencal  and  Weaver. 

One  night  when  he  and  his  beloved  wife  were  alone  at  their  little  retirement  home,  the 
Angels  came  and  took  Abe  away.  We  miss  him  so  much.  Abe  had  become  a  very  able 
preacher  and  his  spirit  was  unmatched  anywhere.  I  am  sure  he  heard  his  Lord  say,  "Well  done 
thou  good  and  faithful  servant.  You  have  been  faithful  in  little  things.  I  am  going  to  make  you 
ruler  over  great  things.  Enter  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord."

JAMES  EMORY  CONSTABLE 

(1929  -  1993) 

James  Emory  Constable  died  as  he  had  lived  -  "about  his  Father's  business."  On  February 
7,  1993,  on  the  way  to  conduct  his  Sunday  morning  worship  service,  he  went  home  to  be  with 
God. 

Jim,  as  we  affectionately  called  him,  was  born  April  24, 1927,  to  Theo  and  Ethel  Constable 
in  Locust  Grove,  Oklahoma.  Later  the  family  moved  to  Dumas,  Arkansas,  where  Jim  finished 
high  school,  attended  Hendrick  College  in  Conway,  Arkansas,  then  transferred  to  the 
University  of  Arkansas  at  Monticello. 

While  still  in  college,  Jim  began  serving  United  Methodist  churches  as  a  student  pastor. 
In  1959,  he  was  ordained  deacon,  and  in  1971,  came  into  the  Louisiana  Conference  in  Full 
Connection. 


Jim  was  a  young,  single  preacher  when  he  was  assigned  to  the  Fitzgerald-Waldheim  charge. 
There  was  no  parsonage,  so  a  very  nice  one  was  built  during  Jim's  ministry.  That  proved  to 
be  a  good  thing,  for  it  was  at  Fitzgerald  that  Jim  met,  and  married,  Mildred  Sharp,  and  the  new 
parsonage  became  their  first  home! 

Working  with  children  and  youth  was  one  of  the  major  facets  of  the  ministry  of  Jim  and 
Mildred.  Having  no  children  of  their  own,  they  "took  in"  the  children  of  the  congregations  they 
served,  giving  of  themselves  to  help,  to  teach,  and  to  encourage.  The  folks  at  Fitzgerald  and 
Waldheim  speak  with  fondness  of  the  many  times  Jim  would  'load"  the  youth  into  his  old 
Volkswagen  and  head  for  the  swimming  hole,  or  some  other  camping  trip  or  outing. 

Jim  was  a  loving  husband  to  Mildred,  a  dear  foster  son  to  Rose  and  Kenneth  Carithers,  a 
good  friend  to  all  of  us.  Above  all,  he  was  a  faithful  minister  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  We  will 
miss  him  but  our  loss  is  Heaven's  gain,  and  we  know  that  he  is  at  home  with  God. 

"Life's  sun  for  him  has  set  --  but  oh,  the  glow 
That  long  will  linger  o'er  this  world  of  woe, 
Because  he  lived  and  labored  here  below!

Rev.  Ester  L.  Hammond 
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DANA  DAWSON,  JR. 

(1917  -  1993) 

A  career  in  medicine,  an  air-force  officer... these  were  ideas  that  Dana  Dawson,  Jr.,  had  for 
his  life's  work.  But  God  had  other  plans.  As  Dana  told  it,  his  call  to  ministry  came  while 
hiking  in  the  Colorado  Rockies:  "I  was  sitting  there  resting,  all  was  quiet  around  me,  when 
suddenly  I  felt  someone  else  with  me,  a  Presence.  Somehow  I  knew  it  was  the  Presence  of 
God  and  it  seemed  He  said  to  me,  'Dana,  I  want  you  to  be  a  preacher.'" 

Dana's  response  to  that  call  took  him  to  Centenary  College,  Duke  Divinity  School  and  later 
to  Yale. 


In  1942,  he  married  his  childhood  sweetheart,  Betty  Howe,  of  Fort  Smith,  Arkansas.  Their 
life  together  would  be  blessed  by  two  daughters,  Elizabeth  and  Linda. 

Dana's  ministry,  with  the  exception  of  student  appointments  in  North  Carolina,  was  carried 
out  in  three  Methodist  Churches  in  Louisiana.  His  first  appointment  was  the  Eighth  Street 
Methodist  Church  in  the  Irish  Channel  of  New  Orleans.  The  street  in  front  of  the  church  and 
parsonage  was  paved  with  oyster  shells  and  the  saying  in  the  neighborhood  was  "You  can  smell 
your  way  to  Eighth  Street." 

After  four  years  at  Eighth  Street,  the  Dawsons  moved  to  Munholland  Memorial  Methodist 
Church  on  Metairie  Road.  In  the  eight  years  that  he  was  pastor,  Munholland  grew  from  a 
mission  church  of  250  members  to  the  largest  church  in  the  New  Orleans  District. 

In  1955,  Bishop  Paul  E.  Martin  appointed  Dana  as  the  Senior  Pastor  at  First  Methodist 
Church  in  Baton  Rouge.  For  the  next  20  years,  Dr.  Dawson's  dynamic  leadership  made  First 
Methodist  Church  one  of  the  outstanding  churches  in  Louisiana  Methodism.  Among  the 
highlights  of  his  tenure  were:  the  organization  of  the  XYZ  Program,  a  pioneering  ministry  with 
older  adults;  the  development  of  mission  projects  to  Haiti,  Mexico,  South  America,  India, 
Liberia  and  South  Africa;  building  an  Adult  Center. 

In  1974,  Dana  took  medical  disability.  Upon  being  granted  this  status,  the  Administrative 
Board  voted  unanimously  to  name  him  Pastor  Emeritus.  Though  greatly  limited  by  health 
problems,  Dana  continued  to  be  involved  in  the  life  of  First  Methodist  and  the  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference  for  nineteen  years  of  his  retirement.  He  was  often  a  compassionate  and 
wise  counselor  to  the  present  pastors  at  First  United  Methodist. 

On  April  20,  1993,  a  full  sanctuary  stood  to  sing  "A  Mighty  Fortress  Is  our  God"  as  the 
memorial  service  for  Dr.  Dawson  began.  It  seemed  a  fitting  affirmation  for  one  who  had 
trusted  his  way  to  the  Lord  and  had  followed  Him  faithfully  in  a  ministry  of  distinguished  and 
dedicated  service. 


Dr.  Chris  Andrews 
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ROBERT  C.  EAKER 

(1907  -  1992) 

Robert  C.  Eaker  was  born  November  26,  1907.  After  a  long  illness  and  a  full  life,  he  was 
called  to  God's  presence  on  September  9,  1992. 

Rev.  Eaker  was  ordained  in  the  California  Conference  as  a  missionary  in  1939.  Before 
being  ordained,  he  started  his  labor  in  the  fields  of  the  Lord  in  1932.  He  served  as  a 
missionary  in  Costa  Rica  and  Cuba  until  1960. 

He  was  appointed  to  the  Inner  City  ministry  in  1965.  Being  fluent  in  Spanish,  he  started 
to  serve  the  Spanish  Community  in  New  Orleans.  While  he  was  in  charge  of  the  Inner  City 
ministry  and  pastor  of  Felicity  United  Methodist  Church,  he  organized  the  Spanish  Ministry 
in  New  Orleans.  During  the  following  fourteen  years,  Robert  spent  his  life  serving  the  Spanish 
Community.  Even  after  his  retirement  in  1976,  he  continued  pastoring  the  Spanish  Ministry 
until  1979. 

Robert  Eaker  is  remembered  for  his  compassion  and  untiring  desire  to  provide  care  and 
support  to  the  needy.  He  was  an  outstanding  musician,  and  with  his  music  he  praised  God  and 
called  many  souls  to  Christ. 

Robert  is  survived  by  his  wife  Ila  Mae,  five  daughters  and  one  son.  He  is  no  longer  with 
us  but  his  legacy  of  love  will  be  remembered  and  it  is  an  inspiration  for  many  of  us  who  had 
the  privilege  to  work  with  him  and  to  meet  him.  Of  him  we  can  say,  "Happy  are  those  who 
from  now  on  die  in  the  service  of  the  Lord!.... they  will  enjoy  rest  from  their  hard  work,  because 
the  results  of  their  service  go  with  them."

AGATHA  B.  FLOWERS  (MRS.  IRA  W.) 

(1905  -  1993) 

Agatha  Brewer  Flowers  was  born  in  LeCompte,  Louisiana  on  May  7, 1905.  She  died  at  Live 
Oak  Retirement  Community  in  Shreveport,  Louisiana  on  March  31,  1993. 

Agatha's  involvement  with  the  United  Methodist  Church  started  early  in  the  LeCompte 
United  Methodist  Church  where  her  grandparents  were  charter  members.  Later  in  her  college 
years  (Mansfield  Female  College  and  after,  she  was  very  active  in  Epworth  League  work.  It 
was  there  that  she  met  a  young  preacher  named  Ira  Flowers.  They  were  married  on  November 
16,  1931,  and  served  as  a  "team"  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  for  41  years.  They  served 
pastorates  in  Belcher,  Covington,  Gilbert,  Franklinton,  Hammond,  Minden  (First),  Shreveport 
(Mangum  Memorial),  Baton  Rouge  (Istrouma),  and  Monroe  (Memorial).  One  of  Agatha's 
special  contributions  was  starting  or  improving  a  number  of  church  libraries  and  in  the  process, 
motivating  many  people  to  read  good  books  that  literally  changed  their  lives.  Besides  libraries 
and  talking  to  people,  she  loved  to  cook  and  many  people—even  bishops—didn't  think  it  was 
Christmas  without  her  fruitcake. 

Her  beloved,  Ira,  preceded  her  in  death  and  she  is  survived  by  her  son,  Jack  Flowers  of 
Alexandria,  VA.;  her  daughter,  Jean  Clarke  of  Phoenix,  AZ.;  their  spouses  Beck  and  Dick  and 
two  grandchildren,  Ron  Clark  of  Phoenix  and  Laura  Clarke  Harrald  of  Seattle.

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ROBERT  ROY  GRANT 

(1907  -  1992) 

Roy  Grant  was  born  in  Eros,  La.,  in  1907.  He  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  and  on  April 
28,  1928,  married  Anna  McGee.  Their  marriage  produced  a  son,  Robert  B.  Grant.  He  was 
ordained  a  Deacon  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  in  1951,  and  Elder  in  1953.  He  completed  the 
requirements  and  became  an  Associate  member  of  the  Conference.  Roy  and  Anna  served  five 
churches  on  the  Choudrant  charge  and  then  in  successive  appointments  served  Bernice  and 
Ringgold,  organized  the  Faith  Church  in  Ruston  and  then  the  Dubach  charge  before  retiring 
in  1975. 

In  celebrating  the  life  and  ministry  of  Roy  Grant,  one  must  recall  the  effectiveness  of  his 
preaching.  This  was  attested  by  the  number  of  times  he  was  sought  to  preach  revivals  in  many 
and  varied  congregations.  His  pastoral  heart  reached  out  to  people  in  every  circumstance  in 
life,  and  he  probably  was  requested  to  conduct  as  many  funeral  services  as  any  minister  in  the 
connection.  Dedication  to  ministry  consumed  the  life  of  Roy  Grant,  and  he  pursued  his  calling 
as  long  as  physical  strength  allowed.  His  life  and  work  made  Christianity  real  to  countless 
people  to  whom  other  ministers  were  not  able  to  communicate.  Genuine  love  of  people, 
warmth  of  spirit  and  an  unshakable  faith  in  God  characterized  the  living  of  his  every  day. 

My  personal  association  with  Roy  Grant  crosses  more  than  sixty  years.  He  was  literally  my 
idol  as  a  boy.  He  was  my  neighbor  when  he  was  at  Choudrant  and  I  in  Downsville.  He  was 
my  faithful  helper  in  revivals  in  at  least  three  of  my  congregations  at  various  times.  He  was 
my  friend  through  the  decades,  and  he  honored  me  beyond  deserving  when  he  directed  that 
I  should  conduct  the  memorial  service  at  the  time  of  his  death.  This  service  I  conducted  on 
November  18, 1992,  in  his  well-loved  West  Monroe.  Anna,  Robert  and  I  commend  him  to  God 
through  the  Christ  in  whose  holy  name  he  lived  and  moved  and  served  for  some  forty-five 
years.   In  the  name  of  the  Father,  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  AMEN.

In  her  quiet  and  unassuming  way  Evelyn  was  the  constant  supporter  of  her  husband,  Dr.

META  PERSIS  MEANS  (MRS.  HENRY  L.) 

(1901  -  1993) 

Meta  Persis  Means  was  born  October  17, 1901,  in  Ida,  Louisiana,  to  James  Taylor  Means, 
II  and  Delle  Bonner  Means.  She  credited  her  father  with  the  resolve— unusual  in  that  day— that 
even  young  women  should  receive  a  college  education.  So  at  the  age  of  thirteen  Persis  made 
the  trip  south  to  Baton  Rouge,  to  live  with  an  aunt,  Stella  Bonner,  while  she  attended  Baton 
Rouge  High  School  and  Louisiana  State  University. 

Henry  LeRoy  Johns  and  Persis  married  on  June  14,  1921,  shortly  after  Persis'  graduation 
from  LSU  (where  she  had  won  the  gold  medal  in  piano)  and  began  the  years  of  united, 
dedicated  service  to  the  United  Methodist  Church.  Rev.  Johns'  appointments  included  Cedar 
Grove,  Natchitoches,  Ruston,  Lake  Charles,  Carrolton  and  Rayne  Memorial  in  New  Orleans. 
He  was  presiding  elder  of  the  Monroe  District  and  later  District  Superintendent  of  Missions, 
then  situated  in  Philadelphia  in  1953.  In  1966,  the  couple  retired  to  Monroe,  where  he  was 
Pastor  Emeritus  at  First  Church. 

They  had  three  children:  Persis,  Roy  and  Hope,  as  well  as  son,  David  who  died  in  infancy. 
Rev.  Johns  died  in  1985.  At  the  time  of  her  death,  Persis  was  survived  by  two  brothers,  three 
sisters,  her  children,  ten  grandchildren  and  seventeen  great-grandchildren. 

Persis  Johns  loved  scholarship  and  the  arts,  especially  music.  She  played  classical  piano  well 
into  her  eighties.  She  applied  high  standards  to  all  her  pursuits,  was  exacting  about  formality 
that  balanced  her  husband's  more  flamboyant  manner.  Her  hospitality,  expressed  in  delicious 
meals  and  a  calmly  inviting  living  room,  reflected  not  only  dignity  but  also  the  genuine  warmth 
and  interest  she  felt  toward  people.  In  some  sense,  she  was  the  very  embodiment  of  the  old 
fashioned  preacher's  wife.  Her  career— indeed,  her  vocation— was  supporting  and  extending  her 
husband's  ministry  and  being  primarily  responsible  for  their  active  household.  She  did  this 
capably,  graciously,  wisely,  frugally  and  with  a  dash  of  humor.  As  Bishop  Ben  Oliphint  pointed 
out  at  her  funeral,  she  was  always  able  to  move  on  short  notice.  Even  in  death,  Persis  Johns 
knew  how  to  move.  She  died  in  bed,  on  a  stormy  spring  evening,  April  7,  1993,  between  the 
praying  of  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  reading  of  a  Psalm. 

A  friend  who  wrote  the  family  after  her  death  noted,  "You  knew  where  her  feet  were 
planted.  We  need  more  like  her  today,  to  take  a  firm  stand."

He  works  hard  to  make  money  for  us  to 
have  nice  things!  He  makes  us  work  but  we  know  its  good  for  us!  We  love  him  very

"My  stepfather  is  better  than  most  real  fathers.  He  gives  us  things  we  really  want.  Like 
the  time  we  found  an  abandoned  cat  in  our  car.  My  mother  would  not  let  us  keep  it, 
buy  my  father  did.  Every  holiday  he  will  take  us  out  to  get  presents.  He  yells  at  us 
sometimes  but  we  know  we  need  it  and  that  he  still  loves  us.  He  jokes  and  laughs  with 
us.  I  like  to  listen  to  his  storys.  My  dad  has  a  favorite  chair.  My  cat  had  her  kittens  on 
it  on  Easter  Sunday  morning.  He  made  a  bed  for  them.  My  cat  hurt  her  foot  before 
she  had  her  kittens  and  my  dad  took  care  of  her.  He  calls  her  his  little  girl  and  thats 
why  dad  should  be  chosen  as  Father  of  the  Year.  We  know  he  is  the  best  because  we 
picked  him"  by  Stacie  MacDonald  (11  years  old) 

Eighteen  years  have  passed  since  those  letter  were  written.  Since  that  time,  Don  loved  and 
guided  my  three  children  in  their  lives  making  them  educated,  self-sufficient,  sensitive  and 
caring  adults.  Don's  life  was  dedicated  to  his  family,  but  more  than  that,  he  felt  that  because 
of  his  educational  background  and  work  experiences,  he  owed  the  world  the  knowledge  he  had 
gained. 

He  felt  that  his  50  years  of  being  a  Christian  connected  with  the  church  had  given  him  the 
expertise  needed  to  meet  the  needs  he  would  encounter  in  the  church  community.  It  was  his 
feeling  that  the  quality  years  spent  would  help  make  up  for  the  quantity  of  years,  and  that  he 
did!

VIRGIL  DIXON  MORRIS 

(1907  -  1992) 

Virgil  was  born  July  4,  1907,  the  son  of  Luther  and  Hattie  Morris.  He  attended  the  public 
schools  of  Arkansas  and  Hendrix  College  from  which  he  received  an  AB.  degree.  In  1929,  he 
went  to  Southern  Methodist  University  in  Dallas  and  received  a  B.D.  degree.  Later,  this 
degree  was  to  become  a  Master  of  Sacred  Theology.  While  he  was  in  college,  he  served 
churches  in  the  Arkansas  and  Texas  Conferences.  After  retirement,  he  spent  a  year  preaching 
in  Australia.   Most  of  his  life  was  spent  in  Louisiana. 


How  did  he  happen  to  come  to  Louisiana?  This  is  an  interesting  story  in  itself.  Rev.  C.  K 
Smith  was  sent  to  Europe  to  attend  a  Rotary  Convention.  He  wanted  a  young  man  from 
S.M.U.  to  serve  his  church  during  that  period.  Virgil  had  finished,  so  he  took  the  assignment. 
When  Brother  Smith  returned,  Virgil  went  to  New  Orleans  where  he  served  as  pastor  of 
Gentilly  and  Chalmette. 

He  not  only  was  pastor  of  leading  churches  in  Louisiana,  but  he  was  Conference  Missionary 
Secretary.  During  this  period  the  church  purchased  a  large  tract  of  land  to  be  used  by  the 
people  of  the  Dulac  Community.  When  he  was  pastor  of  First  Church  Alexandria,  Virgil 
suggested  to  some  friends  that  they  publish  a  paper  called  the  Louisiana  Methodist.  This  was 
done  and  continues  to  this  present  time. 

A  large  portion  of  his  ministry  was  spent  in  the  office  of  Executive  Secretary  of  the  South 
Central  Jurisdiction.  He  lived  in  Oklahoma  during  this  period. 

He  was  one  of  the  brightest  minds  ever  to  come  to  our  Conference.  Virgil  went  into 
everything  with  tremendous  enthusiasm.  His  great  ambition  was  to  do  things  for  the  United 
Methodist  Church  and  for  the  Louisiana  Conference.  He  always  thought  in  the  largest  terms. 

A  memorial  service  in  the  form  of  a  celebration  of  his  life  was  conducted  by  his  pastor,  Rev. 
Brad  Mann  and  his  District  Superintendent,  Rev.  T.  J.  Little.  This  was  a  fitting  conclusion  to 
a  lovely  life. 

Virgil  and  I  have  been  very  close  friends  for  more  than  half  a  century.  He  had  one  of  the 
loveliest  spirits  of  any  one  I  ever  knew.   God  bless  his  memory.

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MARGARET  JOHNSON  SNELLING 

(1919  -  1992) 

Margaret  was  born  on  May  27, 1919  in  Lakeland,  Florida  as  the  third  child  of  Nora  Key  and 
Wilbur  Fiske  Johnson.  She  attended  Wesleyan  College  in  Macon,  Georgia  where  she  was 
active  in  the  United  Methodist  Student  Movement  and  the  Student  YWCA.  While  working 
at  Blue  Ridge  during  the  summer,  she  met  social  workers  and  YWCA  staff  who  inspired  her 
to  enter  that  field.  She  served  as  the  High  School  Program  Director  at  Chattanooga,  TN.  and 
as  Camp  Director  in  Louisville,  KY.,  before  coming  to  New  Orleans  for  an  MSW  degree  at 
Tulane  School  of  Social  Work.  The  Rev.  James  Ailor  recruited  her  as  the  adoption  worker  for 
the  United  Methodist  Home-Hospital  shortly  after  her  graduation.  She  volunteered  to  serve 
in  a  summer  camp  of  which  Clarence  H.  Snelling  was  the  director.  After  two  years  of 
professional  association,  he  finally  asked  for  a  date.  They  were  engaged  after  the  third  date 
and  married  in  May  of  1953. 

During  his  tenure  as  pastor  of  the  Eighth  Street  Methodist  Church  and  as  Campus  Minister 
at  Tulane,  she  worked  part-time  at  the  Jewish  Community  Center.  When  her  husband  received 
a  Danforth  Grant  to  attend  Drew  University,  she  directed  the  Girl  Scout  Camp  for  Morris 
County,  New  Jersey  and  taught  neurologically  impaired  children  in  Boonton  Township. 

Dr.  Snelling  was  appointed  to  the  faculty  of  the  Iliff  School  of  Theology  in  1964.  She 
became  a  Group  Worker  in  the  Department  of  Social  Services  in  Denver,  establishing  the  first 
Parenting  Classes  in  the  country  for  court-referred  parents  in  child  abuse  situations.  After  20 
years  with  the  Department,  she  retired  to  follow  her  interests  in  art,  weaving,  and  writing.  She 
served  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Child  Care  Center  of  their  local  United  Methodist 
Church  and  two  terms  on  the  Board  of  the  YWCA  of  Metropolitan  Denver. 

Mrs.  Snelling  is  survived  by  her  husband,  Dr.  Clarence  H.  Snelling,  Jr.,  a  retiring  member 
of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  two  sons,  Dr.  David  F.  Snelling  of  Leichester,  England, 
and  Benjamin  K  Snelling  of  Denver;  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Claire  Ruth  Nord,  a  student  at  the 
Iliff  School  of  Theology,  and  three  grandchildren. 

She  died  on  December  12,  1992  after  suffering  a  cardiac  arrest  while  driving  to  a  meeting 
in  Denver.  Several  years  ago,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Snelling  gave  a  planned  gift  of  $  100,000  to  Iliff  for 
its  scholarship  program  and  for  faculty  development.  The  school  has  now  named  that 
endowment  the  Margaret  Johnson  and  Clarence  Haas  Snelling  Scholarship  Fund. 

In  1985,  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  members  who  are  alumni  of  Iliff  established  the 
Clarence  H.  Snelling-Louisiana  Scholarship  Fund.  Memorial  gifts  from  Louisiana  friends  and 
retirement  recognition  gifts  in  honor  of  her  husband  have  been  added  to  that  fund  and  its 
name  also  changed  to  the  Margaret  Clarence  Snelling  Louisiana  Scholarship  Fund.

REX  SQUYRES 

(1908  -  1992) 

On  Wednesday,  October  14,  1992,  Rex  Squyres  fell  into  that  dream  sleep  to  enter  into  his 
eternal  rest. 

Brother  Rex's  favorite  passage  was  Isaiah  40:31:  "but  those  who  wait  for  the  Lord  shall 
renew  their  strength,  they  shall  mount  up  with  wings  like  eagles,  they  shall  run  and  not  be 
weary,  they  shall  walk  and  not  faint." 

Rex  started  his  journey  on  June  14,  1908,  at  Clear  Creek  near  Pollock,  Louisiana.  He  was 
the  fifth  child  of  thirteen  born  to  Haywood  and  Sarah  Squyres.

Rex  and  Bertha  started  their  ministry  together  with  the  Tehuacana  charge  in  the  Texas 
Methodist  Protestant  Conference.  In  the  Louisiana  Conference,  they  served:  Grayson,  Sibley, 
Oil  City,  Hall  Summit,  Houma  Heights,  Westlake,  Kinder  and  Moss  Bluff. 

On  May  23,  1971,  Rex  was  awarded  the  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  from  Centenary  College 
of  Louisiana. 

Dr.  Squyres  served  15  years  as  Executive  Secretary  of  Non -Metropolitan  Ministries  and  was 
elected  as  delegate  to  both  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences.  He  was  on  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions  and  played  a  major  part  in  the  merger  of 
Conferences  A  and  B. 

To  quote  Dr.  Squyres,  "I  never  got  a  large  salary,  but  always  went  wherever  I  was  sent,  and 
I  always  did  what  I  was  told.  I  feel  that  everything  that  I  have  and  everything  that  I  was,  was 
a  product  of  the  United  Methodist  Church." 

Dr.  Squyres  helped  to  organize  and  build  many  churches  and  parsonages  across  our 
conference.  The  church  in  Ragley  was  named  after  him,  Squyres  United  Methodist  Church. 
He  served  as  Pastor  Emeritus  at  First  United  Methodist  Church  of  Kinder  until  the  time  of  his 
death. 

Our  deepest  sympathy  goes  to  the  Squyres  family.  We  feel  very  honored  to  have  had  him 
and  Mrs.  Bertha  be  part  of  our  conference  and  our  lives.

ALTA  GARFIELD  TAYLOR 

(1913  -  1993) 

A.  G.  Taylor  was  born  in  the  Point  Community  in  North  Central  Louisiana  on  January  13, 
1913.  After  graduating  from  Downsville  High  School,  he  enrolled  in  Louisiana  Tech  in  1936, 
received  his  B.A  degree  in  1940  and  his  B.D.  degree  from  Perkins  School  of  Theology,  SMU, 
in  1943. 
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A  G.  Taylor  and  Inda  Mae  Wright  of  Ruston  were  married  on  June  6,  1942.  Three  fine 
sons  were  born  to  them:  The  Rev.  John  Roddy  Taylor,  a  member  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference;  Jack  Henry  Taylor,  an  executive  in  Ruston  State  Bank;  and  Robert  Edward  Taylor 
PhD,  a  nuclear  chemist  in  Woodlands,  TX. 

In  1940,  Rev.  Taylor  was  admitted  into  the  Louisiana  Conference  on  probation  and  was 
ordained  a  Deacon.  Admitted  into  Full  Connection  in  1943,  he  was  ordained  an  Elder  in  1944 
and  served  continuously  and  faithfully  until  his  retirement  in  1980.  He  and  Inda  Mae  lived  in 
their  retirement  home  in  Gibsland  until  the  time  of  his  death  just  one  month  after  his  eightieth 
birthday. 

A  memorial  service  was  conducted  for  A  G.  in  Ruston  on  Thursday,  March  4,  1993,  with 
burial  in  the  Longstraw  Cemetery  afterward.  The  memorial  message  made  reference  to  the 
well-loved  hymn  "Must  Jesus  Bear  The  Cross  Along?"  A  burden  is  that  which  is  thrust  upon 
us  without  consent.  A  cross  is  that  which  we  take  upon  ourselves  voluntarily.  Jesus  took  the 
cross  upon  himself,  and  never  bore  it  alone  as  long  as  A.  G.  Taylor  lived.  The  call  to  the 
ministry  was  a  matter  of  pride  and  gratitude  for  A.  G.,  and  he  carried  that  responsibility  with 
joyful  dedication  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  and  Inda  Mae  served  congregations  from  one  end 
of  Louisiana  to  the  other  and  made  constructive  contributions  in  every  appointment  regardless 
of  the  number  or  size  of  churches  under  their  care.  His  ministry  involved  a  sense  of  humor 
that  reflected  the  deep  joy  in  his  soul.  His  was  a  courage  born  of  unshakable  faith  that  enabled 
him  to  seek  and  achieve  education  despite  a  crippled  leg  and  few  financial  resources  in  his 
early  endeavors.  His  sharing  of  the  cross  of  Christ  was  the  result  of  a  commitment  without 
condition  or  limit,  and  is  best  described  in  Thomas  Shepherd's  closing  words: 

"The  consecrated  cross  I'll  bear  Till  death  shall  set  me  free;  And  then  go  home  my 
crown  to  wear,  for  there's  a  crown  for  me."  Amen

(1945  -  1992) 

A  friend,  a  brother,  a  fellow  yokeman  in  the  gospel.  My  memories  of  Ed  Thomas  both 
sadden  and  inspire  me,  because  it  appears  that  he  was  taken  from  our  midst  before  he  could 
complete  his  life's  mission.  But,  I  think  of  our  Lord's  ministry  that  lasted  only  three  years,  yet, 
he  accomplished  all  that  the  Father  had  purposed  for  his  life  here  on  earth,  the  salvation  of 
mankind.  These  words  from  I  Chronicles  the  twenty-eighth  chapter  and  the  twentieth  verse 
give  me  great  comfort  and  hope,  "And  David  said  to  Solomon  his  son,  'Be  strong  and  of  good 
courage,  and  fear  not,  nor  be  dismayed,  for  the  Lord  God,  even  my  God,  will  be  with  thee.

His  never  say  die  attitude 
and  never  give  up  spirit  inspire  me  and  others  to  stay  in  the  battle  until  the  victory  is  won. 

Ed  in  now  resting  from  his  labors  and  has  joined  that  great  cloud  of  witnesses  that  cheer 
us  on  to  stay  in  the  race  until  we  cross  the  finish  line  and  win  a  crown  of  eternal  life.

CONFERENCE  COUNCIL  ON  FINANCE  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

The  Council  is  appreciative  of  the  389  local  churches  that  paid  their  apportionments  in 
full  and  the  other  churches  who  placed  the  Wider  Mission  of  the  Church  among  their  highest 
priorities.  This  past  year  the  money  given  by  United  Methodist  Churches  in  Louisiana  to  all 
causes  was  a  6.2%  increase  over  the  previous  year.  We  also  showed  an  increase,  although 
small,  still  an  increase  in  the  percentage  of  giving  to  Conference  apportionments. 

Once  again  this  year,  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  is  trying  to  be  faithful 
and  fair  by  providing  needed  increases  and  yet  having  an  overall  increase  of  only  3.49%.  We 
ask  your  continued  prayerful  and  loving  response  that  together  we  may  accomplish  great  things 
for  the  mission  of  Christ  in  a  needy  world.

2.  The  Council  recommends  a  continued  emphasis  by  all  churches  on  Advance  Specials,  both 
General  Advance  and  Conference  specials.  It  requests,  however,  that  all  churches  pay  in  full 
the  World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolences  apportionmentbefore  appropriatingfunds  for 
second-mile  projects. 

3.  Each  pastoral  charge  is  asked  to  continue  support  of  Western  Methodist  Assembly  at  Mt. 
Sequoyah,  Arkansas,  with  a  goal  of  $35  per  pastoral  charge.  Each  district  is  to  raise  the 
amount  based  on  the  total  number  of  charges  in  the  district  and  mail  it  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer. 
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4.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Hancock  Bank,  Baton  Rouge  Bank,  Gty  National  Bank  and 
Premier  Bank  be  designated  as  the  principal  depositories  for  funds  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference.  Other  financial  institutions  across  the  state  are  to  be  used  for  interest-bearing 
accounts.  Authority  to  open  accounts  is  given  to  the  Conference  Executive  Director  of 
Administrative  Services/Treasurer  and  the  President  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  of  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Authorized  signatures  on  the  accounts  and 
deposit  boxes  are  to  be:  Conference  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer, 
a  designated  representative  of  the  C.F.A.,  and  the  Senior  Minister  of  First  UMC,  Baton  Rouge. 

5.  The  Council  has  contracted  with  Reginald  H.  Pulliam,  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  the 
firm  Reginald  H.  Pulliam  of  Baton  Rouge,  to  audit  the  books  of  the  Executive  Director  of 
Administrative  Services/Treasurer.  The  Council  expects  to  receive  from  the  accountant  an 
audit  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1992,  before  the  June,  1993,  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  pastoral  charge  consider  an  amount  of  $5,100  for  Pastor's  Travel 
and  $3,300  for  utilities/housing  expense  for  each  minister. 

7.  We  recommend  that  the  local  churches  pay  an  amount  up  to  $2,000  on  the  moving  expense 
of  each  minister  by  the  new  church  to  which  the  minister  is  appointed. 

8.  We  remind  the  ministers  of  the  Annual  Conference  who  will  move  to  another  charge  that 
they  are  to  accept  salary  and  expense  only  through  May  31,  1993,  from  the  charge  they  are 
presently  serving.   The  June  salary  and  expenses  will  be  paid  by  the  new  charge. 

9.  In  order  to  comply  with  the  federal  income  tax  regulations,  we  recommend  that  the  utilities 
and  other  housing  expenses  on  the  Conference  Directors'  residences  and  the  district  parsonages 
be  considered  a  part  of  their  salaries  as  "Housing  Allowance."

2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  serve  as  the  Editor  of  the  Conference 
Journal.  The  Editor  is  authorized  to  eliminate  detailed  financial  and  audit  reports  from  the 
Journal,  including  instead  a  statement  indicating  where  the  detailed  report  is  filed,  and  to 
condense  all  reports  wherever  possible. 

3.  The  Annual  Conference  grants  permission  to  Centenary  College  and  Dillard  University  to 
make  an  appeal  for  every  church  in  the  conference  to  send  a  "paid  student"  to  the  institutions. 

4.  The  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay  $14,000 
from  the  District  Superintendents' Fund  for  expenses  of  Cabinet  Meetings  and  up  to  $1,000 
for  telephone  calls  involving  appointments.  The  Executive  Director  of  Administrative 
Services/Treasurer  of  the  Conference  is  authorized  to  pay  from  the  District  Superintendents' 
Fund  to  the  Pension  Fund  an  amount  for  each  District  Superintendent  to  meet  the  General 
Board  of  Pensions  requirement. 

5.  We  recommend  that  each  district  provide  at  least  half-time  secretarial  help  for  the  District 
Superintendent  from  district  budget  funds.  The  Annual  Conference  requires  that  copies  of  the 
annual  budget  and  audit  for  each  district  be  mailed  to  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative 
Services/Treasurer  for  the  Council  not  later  than  April  15  following  the  fiscal  year. 

6.  The  compensation  of  all  the  District  Superintendents  shall  be  equal  throughout  the 
Conference.  Since  District  Superintendents  are  appointed  by  the  Bishop  as  officers  of  the 
Conference,  their  salary,  travel  allowance,  utilities  allowance,  professional  expenses,  and  the 
Conference  insurance  premium  shall  be  paid  by  the  Annual  Conference.  We  recommend  the 
following  income  to  be  paid  the  District  Superintendents  from  the  District  Superintendents' 
Fund:  Base  Compensation  for  1994,  $56,482  (see  Conference  Rules  for  the  rule  concerning 
salary):  utilities  allowance  -  $3,300;  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $2,400  to  be  drawn  by  voucher 
and  used  for  professional  expenses  to  cover  the  expense  of  Ministers'  School,  Ministers'  Week, 
Bishops'  Week,  Annual  Conference,  ContinuingEducation  and  other  expenses  that  the  District 
Superintendent  incurs  in  carrying  out  the  responsibilities  of  the  office.  The  Council  shall 
provide  an  automobile  travel  expense  to  be  drawn  by  voucher  within  a  budgeted  amount  of 
$6,900  for  each  District  Superintendent. 

7.  Each  Council,  Board,  Commission,  Committee,  etc.  of  the  Conference  receiving  funding 
from  the  Conference  shall  designate  one  person,  other  than  the  chairperson,  as  the  Finance 
Officer.  The  Finance  Officer  shall  keep  for  that  board  or  agency  a  current  record  of  financial 
transactions  involving  the  budget  receipts  and  expenditures  for  that  body. 

The  Finance  Officer  shall  receive  all  vouchers  from  members  and  shall  approve  and  submit 
same  to  the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer.  The  vouchers  must  be 
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specific,  in  detail,  accompanied  by  the  appropriate  receipts,  and  must  bear  the  signed  approval 
of  the  Finance  Officer.  The  Finance  Officer  shall  in  turn  submit  them  to  the  Conference 
Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  within  three  weeks.  In  order  to  assist 
the  Executive  Director  of  Administrative  Services/Treasurer  to  close  out  the  books  and  set  up 
books  for  a  new  fiscal  year,  all  Finance  Officers  shall  submit  final  vouchers  of  said  board  and 
agency  by  December  21,  1993. 

Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Official  Voucher  Policy  for  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies: 
Travel 

Within  the  State  of  Louisiana  -  Travel  Expense  for  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies  is  set 
at  a  maximum  of  15  cents  per  mile.  When  three  or  more  members  are  traveling  together, 
a  maximum  of  18  cents  per  mile  will  be  paid.  Regardless  of  the  mode  of  travel  used,  the 
maximum  of  15  cents  per  mile  will  still  apply.  Beyond  the  state,  the  most  economical 
mode  of  travel  must  be  used.   Air  travel  must  be  supported  by  the  air  ticket  stub. 

Lodging  and  Meals 

Reimbursement  for  lodging  expenses  will  be  made  for  the  actual  amount  of  expenses 
incurred.  Moderately  priced  hotel  or  motel  accommodations  are  suggested.  An  itemized 
bill  must  accompany  the  request  for  reimbursement.  Reimbursement  will  be  made  for 
meals  for  the  actual  expense  incurred,  but  not  for  entertainment  or  room  service.  Any 
meals  exceeding  $5  must  be  supported  by  receipts.  The  maximum  per  diem  for  lodging 
and  meals  will  be  $60.  Exceptions  to  the  policy  may  be  made  only  by  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  C.F.  A 

8.  All  institutions  and  agencies  receiving  funds  from  the  Annual  Conference  are  required  to 
submit  a  financial  statement  at  the  end  of  each  calendar  year.  (See  Conference  Rules  for  Rule 
on  Annual  Audits) 

9.  A  balance  at  the  close  of  the  year  in  the  Conference  Benevolence  Budget  of  any 
Conference  Board  or  Agency  will  be  placed  in  the  Conference  Benevolences  Budget  for  the 
next  year.  The  Annual  Conference  shall  continue  to  place  in  the  Contingency  Fund  of  the 
Annual  Conference  all  interest  from  the  invested  funds  of  the  different  Conference  Boards  and 
Agencies.  The  Council  shall  use  the  Investment  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  United  Methodist 
Foundation  to  assist  in  the  investment  of  Conference  Funds.  The  Executive  Director  of 
Administration/Treasurer  and  the  President  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  shall  continue  to  serve  on  the  Investment  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  United 
Methodist  Foundation.  Local  churches  and  Conference  Institutions  shall  consider  using  the 
Foundation  for  the  investment  of  their  funds. 


10.  We  recommend  that  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Wesley  Foundations  be  given  basic 
support  by  a  decimal  item  to  be  apportioned  to  the  churches  of  the  Conference.  Amounts  of 
the  funds  to  be  given  to  each  Wesley  Foundation  will  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  and  Campus  Ministry.  With  approval  of  the  appropriate  District  Superintendents 
and  District  Councils  on  Finance  and  Administration,  local  Wesley  Foundations  may  solicit 
additional  funding  from  churches  within  the  District(s)  nearest  their  geographic  location. 
Should  a  local  church  give  additional  funds  to  the  Wesley  Foundation,  they  should  not  be 
accepted  until  it  is  verified  that  the  church  has  paid  100%  to  the  Wesley  Foundation 
apportionment  the  previous  year.  Otherwise,  the  Wesley  Foundation  must  give  those  funds  to 
the  Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry  as  payment  toward  that 
church's  apportionment.  The  Conference  Treasurer  will  send  to  the  campus  ministers  at  the 
beginning  of  each  new  year  data  showing  each  local  church's  fiancial  record  in  their  district  for 
the  previous  year.     A  report  must  be  made  by  the  Wesley  Foundation  to  the  District 
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Superintendent  and  the  District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  of  any  churches  giving 
such  funds  so  as  to  assure  100%  payment  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  apportionments  of  the 
local  church. 

11.  The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  reminds  all  persons,  clergy  and  lay,  handling 
funds  in  local  churches  to  adhere  to  Paragraph  270.4E  of  the  1992  Book  of  Discipline  which 
states: 

Contributions  designated  for  specific  causes  and  objects  shall  be  promptly  forwarded 
according  to  the  intent  of  the  donor  and  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

This  reminder  is  made  by  CFA  although  local  churches  and  institutions  are  presently  and  have 
always  been  responsible  for  the  proper  use  of  funds.

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BOARD  OF  PENSIONS 
REPORT  NO.  I 

I.  MINISTERS  RESERVE  PENSION  FUND  (MRPF) 

We  recommend: 

A.  That  the  funded  annuity  rate  for  1994  be  $310.00  per  service  year.  Benefits  to 
surviving  spouses  of  ministers  shall  be  75%  of  the  annuity  rate. 

B.  That  $750,000  be  apportioned  to  the  charges  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

C.  Total  past  service  liability  (prior  to  1982)  is  $9,966,437.  Our  1994  payment,  based  on 
a  eight  year  annual  deposit,  is  $1,604,953  to  be  funded  as  follows: 

Conference  Apportionments    $750,000 

Interest  income  from  Woolworth  Foundation, 

Pension  Crusade  Funds, 

and  other  sources    $854,953 

D.  Payments  made  to  the  pension  apportionment  shall  be  exactly  proportional  to  the 
amount  paid  on  the  clergy  salary  or  salaries  of  a  given  charge.  See  Paragraph  719, 
THE  BOOK  OF  DISCIPLINE. 

II.  THE  MINISTERIAL  PENSION  PLAN  (MPP) 

We  recommend: 

A.  That  participants  shall  be  all  ministerial  members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  and  local  pastors  under  episcopal  appointment  to  a  charge. 

B.  That  Participants  Plan  Compensation  is  the  sum  of:  Cash  Salary  (including  tax 
deferred  annuities)  received  from  church-related  sources;  Housing  Allowance,  or 
when  a  parsonage  is  provided,  24%  (for  1994)  of  the  cash  salary  as  the  approximate 
value  of  that  parsonage. 

C.  That  the  church's  contribution  base  be  set  at  12%  of  the  Denominational  Average 
Compensation  (DAC)  as  determined  annually  by  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  (the 
1994  DAC  is  $33,017.00).  However,  if  a  participant's  compensation  falls  below  the 
DAC,  the  participant's  salary  paying  unit  may  pay  12%  of  actual  compensation  and 
the  CPP  will  make  a  special  allocation  so  that  the  contribution  credits  will  be  based 
on  the  DAC. 

D.  Contributions  for  each  participant  shall  be  paid  directly  by  the  paying  unit  to  the 
General  Board  of  Pensions,  1200  Davis  Street,  Evanston,  EL  60201. 


Any  local  church  that  becomes  delinquent  in  payment  will  have  until  September  20th 
of  the  following  year  to  make  payments. 

Participants  shall  contribute  3%  of  Plan  Compensation  to  the  MPP  on  a  regular 
basis  with  remittances  made  directly  to  the  General  Board  of  Pensions.  This  may  be 
done  in  either  of  two  ways: 

a.      The  minister  may  send  his/her  personal  check  with  the   General  Board 
remittance  form. 
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b.  The  minister  may  have  his/her  employer  make  direct  deposit  into  a  salary 
reduction  account,  in  accordance  with  Federal  Government  regulations  (further 
information  concerning  the  tax-deferred  deposit  plan  may  be  obtained  from  The 
General  Board  of  Pensions,  1200  Davis  Street,  Evanston,  IL  60201). 

III.  THE  COMPREHENSIVE  PROTECTION  PLAN  (CPP) 

We  recommend: 

A  That  participants  shall  all  be  ministerial  members  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference,  and  full-time  local  pastors  under  episcopal  appointment, who  have  a  plan 
compensation  of  not  less  than  60%  of  the  DAC.  Part-time  ministers,  probationary 
members  appointed  to  attend  school,  and  certain  members  on  sabbatical  leave,  or 
leave  of  absence  may  become  participants  under  special  arrangements. 

B.  That  the  churches  contribute,  on  behalf  of  each  participant,  an  amount  equal  to  4.4% 
of  the  actual  compensation  plus  23%  housing  factor  for  1993  up  to  a  DAC  maximum. 
Remittances  are  made  directly  to  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  in  conjunction  with 
MPP  payments. 

C.  Disability  benefits: 

1.  A  monthly  disability  benefit  equal  to  40%  of  the  DAC  in  the  year  the 
participant  is  granted  disability  leave  will  be  paid. 

2.  The  church  contribution  to  the  MPP  on  behalf  of  the  participants  shall  be 
continued  from  the  CPP. 

D.  The  Death  Benefit  Program  (DBP)  Plan  C  shall  be  continued  with  funds  from  the 
Conference  Pension  Program.  This  supplement  to  the  CPP  provides  the  following 
benefits: 

1.  Minister  -  The  benefit  is  225%  of  the  DAC  ($70,920.00  for  1993)  if  death  occurs 
before  age  47.  It  decreases  annually  to  no  less  than  60%  of  the  DAC  at  age  70. 
At  retirement  the  benefit  becomes  30%  of  DAC  ($9,448.12  for  1993.) 

2.  Spouse  -  Benefits  upon  the  death  of  a  spouse  (minister  surviving)  is  15%  of  the 
DAC  ($4,728.00  for  1993.)  This  applies  to  both  active  and  retired.  Benefit 
upon  the  death  of  a  surviving  spouse  is  10%  of  the  DAC  ($3,152.00  for  1993.) 

3.  Children  -  Benefit  upon  the  death  of  a  child  who  is  less  than  19  years  is  $1,500. 

4.  Other  dependentbenefits-  Information  for  children'seducationand/ordisability 
benefits  may  be  obtained  from  Dr.  Stone  Caraway,  Conference  Executive

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REPORT  NO.  II 

I.  MEDICAL  AND  HEALTH  CARE  PROGRAMS 

A.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  is  authorized  to  act  for  the  Louisiana  Conference 
to  provide  comprehensive  major  medical  expense  and  a  dental  care  group  insurance 
for  the  ministers,  surviving  spouses,  dependents  and  lay  (full-time)  employees  of  the 
churches  and  institutions. 

B.  Between  sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference  the  Board  may  make  changes  in  the 
program  or  the  carrier  with  approval  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
and  the  Cabinet. 

C.  Effective  June  1984:  Participation  in  Conference  medical  and  health  care  benefit 
programs  is  required  of  all  ministers  who  are  under  episcopal  appointment. 
Enrollment  must  be  accomplished  within  15  days  following  the  effective  date  of 
ministers  appointments  or  the  hiring  of  lay  employees. 

D.  The  Conference  liaison  with  the  Board  of  Pensions  for  insurance  matters  is  the 
Reverend  Thomas  L.  Howe. 

II.  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  SELF-FUNDED  INSURANCE  PLAN  GROUP  -  1108 

A.  A  comprehensive  major  medical  program  for  clergy  serving  in  an  effective 
relationship  and/or  full  time  lay  employees.  The  following  is  only  a  brief  synopsis  of 
our  plan,  and  gives  the  highlights  only.  Each  participant  must  refer  to  the  benefit 
booklet  for  details  of  the  plan. 

B.  Medical  and  Hospitalization  Program 

1.  A  $250  annual  deductible  is  applicable  to  both  medical  and  hospital  charges. 
When  three  (3)  covered  persons  within  a  family  unit  have  satisfied  their 
individual  deductible  for  a  calendar  year  within  that  calendar  year,  or  if  the 
family  as  a  unit  has  incurred  $750  of  covered  expenses  within  a  calendar  year 
which  were  applied  toward  the  satisfaction  of  the  deductible  amount,  no  other 
covered  persons  within  that  family  unit  will  be  required  to  satisfy  an  individual 
deductible  for  that  calendar  year. 

2.  Following  the  deductible:  80%  of  the  first  $5,000  of  eligible  medical,  hospital 
and  prescription  drug  claims  will  be  paid.  Some  expenses  are  paid  at  either  90% 
or  50%  as  referenced  in  the  following  articles.  However,  if  two  or  more 
members  of  a  family  are  injured  in  the  same  accident,  only  one  person's 
deductible  must  be  met.  After  the  deductible  has  been  met,  generic  drugs  will 
be  paid  at  100%  with  the  proper  labeling  "generic"  clearly  indicated  by  the 
pharmacist. 

3.  When  a  participant's  covered  expenses  reach  $5,000,  then  100%  of  such  medical 
expenses  covered  by  the  policy  will  be  paid. 

4.  Fifty  percent  (50%)  of  allowable  expenses  for  mental  and  nervous  disorders  are 
covered.   Payment  is  limited  to  $5,000  in  one  calendar  year. 


5.      Ninety  percent  (90%)  of  allowable  expenses  for  in-patient  hospital  charges  in  a 
SoutheastMedical  Alliance  approved  hospital,  and  one-hundredpercent  (100%) 
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of  allowable  charges  over  the  $  15.00  deductible  for  visits  to  a  Southeast  Medical 
Alliance  approved  physician. 

6.  Treatment  for  alcoholism  and  drug  abuse  will  be  provided  up  to  a  maximum 
benefit  of  $10,000  per  lifetime.  The  maximum  benefit  per  approved  course  of 
treatment  for  alcoholism  and  drug  abuse  is  $2,000.  The  maximum  lifetime 
benefit  payable  for  expenses  incurred  as  a  result  of  out-patient  rehabilitation 
care  for  alcoholism  and  drug  abuse  is  $4,000. 

7.  The  maximum  medical  benefit  payable  with  respect  to  a  covered  person  or  a 
covered  person's  dependents  during  a  covered  person's  lifetime  is  $1,000,000. 

8.  Waiting  period:  A  participant  will  be  eligible  for  benefits  for  pre-existing 
conditions  only  after  six  months  from  the  effective  date  of  coverage.  (Three 
months  for  dental). 

9.  Eligible  medical  expenses  will  include  charges  for  voluntary  sterilization, 
including  the  surgical  procedure,  necessary  medical  care  and  treatment,  and 
confinement. 

10.  The  maximum  annual  benefit  for  spinal  manipulative  therapy  is  $1,000  per 
covered  person. 

11.  Following  the  deductible,  a  routine  baseline  mammogram  will  be  paid  at  80%. 
Guidelines  of  how  frequent  a  participant  may  have  this  are  as  follows: 

-  One  baseline  mammogram  for  individuals  between  35  through  39  years  of  age; 

-  One  mammogram  every  24  months  for  individuals  between  40  through  49 
years  of  age,  or  more  frequently  if  recommended  by  a  physician; 

-  One  mammogram  every  12  months  for  individuals  50  years  of  age  or  older. 

12.  Following  the  deductible,  routine  annual  pap  tests  for  cervical  cancer  will  be 
paid  at  80%. 

13.  Restorative/Rehabilitative  speech  therapy  paid  at  fifty  percent  (50%)  to  a  $  1,000 
calendar  year  maximum. 

Managed  Care  Program 

1.  Pre-certification:  All  in-patient  admissions  for  non-emergency,  non-maternity 
cases  must  be  pre-certified.  Failure  to  apply  for  pre-certification  will  result  in 
a  penalty  of  $300  in  the  benefits  that  would  otherwise  be  payable;  this  penalty, 
which  you  would  have  to  pay,  would  be  in  addition  to  your  deductible  if  not 
already  satisfied.  If  certification  is  denied,  NO  BENEFITS  WILL  BE  PAID. 
If  admission  is  necessary  on  an  emergency  basis,  authorization  is  required 
within  48  hours  or  on  the  first  business  day  following  weekend  or  holiday 
admissions. 

2.  Continued  Stay  Review:  Following  the  procedure  outlined  above,  a  specific 
number  of  in-patient  days  will  be  allotted  at  the  time  admission  is  approved.  If 
the  patient  remains  in  the  hospital  for  longer  than  the  approved  number  of  days, 
unless  the  additional  days  are  medically  necessary,  the  Plan  benefits  will  be 
reduced  to  50%  of  covered  hospital  charges  for  all  non-approved  days  and  the 
50%  paid  by  the  participantwill  not  apply  to  the  calendar  year  co-payment  limit. 
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3.  Second  Surgical  Opinion:  A  second  surgical  opinion  will  be  mandatory  for 
certain  elective  procedures  (listed  below).  A  second  opinion  will  not  be  required 
for  emergencies  or  maternity  cases.  The  cost  of  obtaining  the  second  opinion 
will  be  reimbursed  at  100%  with  no  deductible  and  will  include  the  physician's 
office  visit  and  all  related  charges.  The  second  opinion  does  not  have  to  concur 
with  the  first  opinion. 

Surgery  performed  after  the  second  opinion  will  be  reimbursed  at  80%  for 
covered  charges  for  the  surgeon,  assistant  surgeon,  and  anesthesia.  Without  the 
second  opinion,  the  surgery  will  be  reimbursed  at  50%  for  in-patient  or 
out-patient  professional  services  after  the  deductible. 

Second  surgical  opinions  are  required  for  the  following  procedures: 

-  spinal  surgery  -  tonsillectomy  and  adenoidectomy 

-  gastrectomy  -  hernia  repair  (including  hiatal  hernia) 

-  gall  bladder  -  hemorrhoidectomy 

surgery  -  prostatectomy 

-  coronary  artery  -  hysterectomy 

bypass  -  varicose  vein  surgery 

-  knee  surgery  -  cataract  surgery 

-  nasal  surgery  -  joint  replacement 

-  foot  surgery  -  breast  surgery 

(other  than  biopsy) 

4.  Pre-admission  Testing:  Medically  necessary  testing  done  as  an  out-patient  in 
the  hospital  within  72  hours  prior  to  having  surgery  performed  in  the  same 
hospital  will  be  reimbursed  at  100%  with  no  deductible. 

5.  Outpatient  Surgery:  If  surgery  is  performed  in  an  ambulatory  surgical  center 
or  the  outpatient  department  of  a  hospital  in  lieu  of  being  performed  on  an 
in-patient  basis,  then  professional  fees  and  facility  charges  will  be  reimbursed 
at  80%.   The  deductible  is  waived. 

6.  Private  Duty  Nursing  (LPN/RN):  When  medically  necessary.  The  limit  is  15 
shifts  per  admission  with  a  calendar  year  maximum  of  $10,000. 

III.    DENTAL  CARE  PROGRAM 

A.  Coverages  and  benefits  are  as  follows:

(G  -  limited  up  to  19  years  of  age) 
(G  -  limited  to  $1,000  lifetime) 

B.  The  Individual  dental  deductible  per  covered  person  per  calendar  year  is  $50.00. 
There  is  no  deductible  for  Type  A  expense. 

C.  The  maximum  coverage  is  $1,000  during  each  calendar  year  for  each  person. 
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D.  Waiting  Period:  A  participant  will  be  eligible  for  benefits  for  pre-existing  conditions 
only  after  three  months  from  the  effective  date  of  coverage  except  for  Endorsement 
B  (Diagnostic  &  Preventive).

B.      Payment  of  Premiums 

1.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  will  pay  1/2  of  the  Medical  and  Health  Care 
insurance  premium  for  a  surviving  spouse,  and  dependents,  under  age  65. 

2.  It  is  recommended  that  1/2  the  Medical  and  Health  Care  premium  be  paid  by 
the  local  church,  agency,  or  institution  being  served  by  a  minister  in  an  effective 
relationship,  and  that  the  minister  pay  the  remaining  1/2  premium.  The  local 
church,  agency,  or  institution  may  pay  the  full  premium  as  a  tax  benefit  for  the 
minister  or  employee. 

3.  Remittances  shall  be  sent  monthly,  IN  ADVANCE,  to  the  Conference  Office  of 
Financial  Affairs,  527  North  Boulevard,  Baton  Rouge,  LA  70802-5720.  Use  the 
Conference  Remittance  Report  Forms  and  report  premium  payments  on  line 
5914.   Checks  should  be  made  payable  to  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

V.     MEDICARE  SUPPLEMENT 

A.  Retired  persons  over  65  must  be  enrolled  in  Medicare/Medicaid  (as  applicable)  to 
participate.  When  a  participant  retires  after  the  age  of  65,  he/she  must  re-enroll  with 
Medicare  for  Medicare  to  begin  paying  claims  as  the  primary  insurance. 

B.  The  General  Board  of  Pensions  is  authorized  to  withhold  from  annuity  checks  the 
monthly  premium  for  those  enrolled  in  this  program.  All  shall  be  enrolled  unless 
they  submit  a  written  request  not  to  participate.  Written  evidence  of  having  other 
adequate  medical  and  health  care  insurance  programs  will  be  required. 

C.  A  summary  of  Medicare  Supplement  coverage: 

1.  The  first  $676.00  of  eligible  hospital  charges  not  paid  by  medicare  for  days  1 
through  60. 

2.  The  $161  per  day  co-insurance  from  the  61st  through  the  90th  day. 

3.  The  $338  per  day  co-payment  of  the  "Lifetime  Reserve"  for  the  60  additional 
days  whenever  these  days  are  approved  by  Medicare. 

4.  The  (PART  A)  hospital  benefits  after  the  150  Medicare  days  are  used  up.  This 
coverage  will  pay  90%  of  the  eligible  PART  A  Medicare  expenses,  for  up  to  365 
additional  days.   (Acute  care  only). 
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5.  The  $84.50  co-insurance  per  day  from  the  21st  through  the  100th  day  in 
Post -Hospital  Skilled  Nursing  Facilities. 

6.  Up  to  the  $100  deductible  on  the  PART  B  benefits  not  paid  by  Medicare. 

7.  The  20%  PART  B  co-insurance  up  to  a  calendar  year  maximum  of  $5,000. 

D.  Limitations  and  Exclusions: 

1.  Benefits  will  not  be  provided  for  charges  covered  by  or  available  under  the 
provision  of  Medicare. 

2.  Charges  for  routine  dental  care,  prescription  drugs,  eyeglasses,  hearing  aids  or 
for  nursing  care  are  not  covered. 

E.  It  is  recommended  that  you  retain  a  copy  of  all  claims  and  bills  for  your  personal 
records.

VI.    PRESCRIPTION  DRUG  PROGRAM 

This  is  administered  by  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  for  persons  over  65  who  are 
retired  and  enrolled  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  Self-funded  Medicare  Supplement  plan. 

A.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  will  pay  80%  of  prescription  drugs  (self 
administered)  after  a  $100  annual  deductible  per  person.  After  the  deductible  has 
been  met  generic  drugs  will  be  paid  at  100%  with  the  proper  labeling  "generic"  clearly 
indicated  by  the  pharmacist. 

B.  Prescription  drug  claims  are  to  be  mailed  to  The  Conference  Office  of  Financial 
Affairs,  527  North  Boulevard,  Baton  Rouge,  LA  70802-5720.  Send  a  copy  of  the  bill 
from  the  drug  store  with  your  individual  name  and  RX  number  on  the  bill  (a  drug 
store  computer  printout,  signed  by  your  pharmacist  is  acceptable).  Cash  register 
receipts  or  cancelled  checks  are  not  acceptable  as  prescription  drug  claims. 

VII.CANCELLATION  OF  BENEFITS 

A.  If  a  participant  in  any  of  the  Conference  insurance  programs  becomes  three  (3) 
months  in  arrears  on  payment  of  premiums,  his/her  coverage  will  be  discontinued. 


B.  Reinstatement  will  not  be  permitted  for  one  full  year.  Payment  of  the  amount  in 
arrears  plus  one  month  payment  in  advance  must  be  remitted  before  reinstatement. 

C.  Participants  who  have  been  discontinued  for  non-payment  may  not  be  reinstated 
without  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  Board  of 
Pensions.  The  filing  of  a  current  medical  report  will  be  required.  A  participant 
should  be  aware  that  such  a  report  might  deprive  him/her  of  coverage  for  certain 
existing  ailments,  or  may  even  make  him/her  ineligible  for  reinstatement. 
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VIII.REPORTING  CLAIMS: 

Claims  are  to  be  sent  to  Employee  Benefit  Services,  Inc.,  P.  O.  Box  70100,  Shreveport,  LA 
71137-0100.  Only  one  complete  claim  form  per  family  member  per  year  is  necessary;  any 
additional  claims  only  need  a  note  indicating  the  employee's  name,  employees  social 
security  number  and  group  number  1108.  DO  NOT  SEND  CLAIMS  TO  THE 
CONFERENCE  OFFICE.  Should  you  need  to  talk  with  a  claims  representative,  call 
Employee  Benefit  Services  at  (318)  424-1996. 

All  claims  must  be  sent  to  Employee  Benefit  Services  within  90  days  of  the  end  of  the 
calendar  year  in  which  the  expense  was  incurred  or  they  will  be  invalidated. 

IX.   It  is  recommended  that  persons  serving  appointments  beyond  the  age  of  65  retain  regular 
coverage  as  primary  carrier  with  Medicare  secondary  until  retirement.

III.  Resolution  Relating  to  Rental/Housing  Allowances  for  Retired  or  Disabled  Ministers  of 
this  Conference 

WHEREAS,  the  religious  denomination  known  as  The  United  Methodist  Church  has  and 
functions  through  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  who  are  duly  ordained  or  licensed;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  practice  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  to  provide  a  parsonage  or 
a  rental  allowance  as  part  of  the  gross  compensation  for  each  of  its  active  ordained  or 
licensed  ministers;  and 

WHEREAS,  pensions  paid  to  retired  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  are  considered  as  deferred  compensation  and  are  paid  to  said  retired 
ordained  or  licensed  ministers  in  consideration  of  previous  active  service,  and  disability 
benefits  are  considered  payments  in  lieu  of  compensation  for  active  service; 

WHEREAS,  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  has  recognized  that  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  is  the  appropriate  organization  to  designate  a  housing/rental  allowance  for 
retired  ordained  or  licensed  ministers  who  are  members  of  this  Conference;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  disabled  minister  has  the  same  legal  relationship  to  an  Annual 
Conference  as  does  the  retired  minister  and,  thus,  this  Annual  Conference  is  also  the 
appropriate  organization  to  designate  a  housing/rental  allowance  for  a  disabled  ordained 
or  licensed  minister  who  is  a  member  of  this  Conference; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

A  An  amount  equal  to  100%  of  the  pension  payments  received  by  a  retired  minister, 
or  100%  of  the  disability  benefit  payments  received  by  a  disabled  minister  during  the 
current  year  be,  and  is  hereby  designated  as  a  rental/housing  allowance  respectively 
for  each  retired  or  disabled  ordained  or  licensed  minister  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  who  is  or  was  a  member  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  at  the  time  of 
his  or  her  retirement  or  disability; 

B.  The  pension  or  disability  payment  to  which  this  rental/housing  allowance  applies  shall 
be  the  pension  or  disability  payment  resulting  from  all  service  of  such  retired  or 
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disabled  ordained  or  licensed  minister  from  all  employment  by  any  local  church, 
Annual  Conference,  General  Agency,  or  institution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church, 
or  from  any  other  employer  who  employed  the  minister  to  perform  services  related 
to  the  ministry  and  who  elected  to  make  contributions  to  the  pension  or  benefit  funds 
of  The  United  Methodist  Church  for  such  retired  minister's  pension  or  disabled 
minister's  benefits. 

NOTE:  The  rental/housing  allowance  which  may  be  excluded  from  a  minister's  gross  income 
is  limited  to  the  lesser  of  (1)  the  amount  of  the  rental/housing  allowance  designated 
by  the  minister's  employer  or  other  appropriate  body,  (2)  the  amount  actually 
expended  by  the  minister  to  provide  his  or  her  housing  or  (3)  the  legally-determined 
fair  rental  value  of  the  parsonage  or  other  housing  provided.  As  specified  in  Rev. 
Rul.  71-280,  1971  C.B.92,  "the  only  amount  that  will  qualify  for  exclusion  under 
section  107(2)  of  the  Code  as  a  'rental  allowance'  is  an  amount  equal  to  the  fair 
rental  value  of  the  home,  including  furnishings  and  appurtenances  such  as  a  garage, 
plus  the  cost  of  utilities.  Beginning  in  1984,  there  is  no  longer  a  sick  pay  or  disability 
income  exclusion  available  with  respect  to  disability  benefit  payments.  Therefore,  the 
full  amount  of  disability  benefit  payments  will  be  taxable  income  to  the  recipient 
beginning  in  1984." 

IV.  Investments 

A.  Recommend  the  continued  supervision  of  investment  of  Pension  Crusade  funds  by 
the  Investment  Committee  of  The  United  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana  with 
the  Chairperson  of  the  Board  and  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Board  serving  as 
ex-officio  members  of  the  committee. 

V.  Other  Matters 

A.  The  benefits  listed  in  this  report  relating  to  MRPF,  MPP,  and  CPP,  are  a  summary 
of  the  programs  in  which  this  Conference  participates  through  the  General  Board  of 
Pensions,  and  all  claims  are  subject  to  the  detailed  programs  and  interpretations  of 
The  General  Board. 

B.  The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  will  reimburse  (upon  receipt  of  voucher)  the 
necessary  moving  expenses  incurred  by  ministers  when  they  retire,  up  to  a  maximum 
of  $2,000  and  the  moving  expenses  of  surviving  annuitant(s)  of  a  minister  who  dies 
while  in  an  effective,  associate  or  probationary  relationship,  and  of  a  full-time  Local 
Pastor  under  appointment. 

C.  The  Board  of  Pensions  is  pleased  to  provide  housing  on  the  Centenary  Campus  for 
retirees  and  their  spouses  or  surviving  spouses  who  wish  to  attend  Annual 
Conference.  We  recommend  that  reservation  requests  be  submitted  to  Centenary 
NO  LATER  THAN  April  1st.  The  Board  is  not  responsible  for  any  other  housing 
arrangement.  Meals  will  also  be  provided  by  the  Board  in  the  Centenary  Cafeteria. 

D.  Retirees  who  are  concerned  about  late  pension  checks  should  not  contact  the 
General  Board  before  the  10th  of  the  month.

Addendum 
Report  V. 

The  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  recommends: 

1)  That  all  active  clergy  with  total  compensation  (base  plus  housing)  of  less  than 
$10,000  and  all  clergy  with  10  years  or  more  of  service  who  are  not  eligible  for  a 
death  benefit  under  any  other  death  benefit  plan  be  entitled  to  a  $5,000  benefit 
through  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  at  the  time  of  death.  This  includes 
clergy  with  conference  relationships  of  Part-time  Local  Pastor,  Other 
Denomination, Non -conference, Full-time  Local  Pastors  and  Associate  Members 
whose  compensation  falls  below  the  $10,000  ceiling. 

2)  That  clergy  eligible  for  the  Conference  Death  Benefit  of  $5,000  be  notified  of  that 
policy  by  letter  and  that  a  time  period  of  one  year  following  the  death  be  allowed 
for  a  claim  to  be  filed. 


3)  That  all  active  clergy  with  total  compensation  above  $10,000  but  below  60%  of 
the  DAC  be  enrolled  in  the  General  Board  of  Pensions  Death  Benefit  Plan  for 
1993  and  the  Basic  Protection  Plan  beginning  in  1994. 
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That  the  former  Death  Benefit  Plus  Program  be  eliminated  in  lieu  of  the  General  Board 
of  Pension's  new  Basic  Protection  Plan.  The  spouses  or  other  beneGciaries  will  receive  in 
addition  to  the  CPP  Death  Benefit,  $10,000  upon  the  death  of  active  clergy  persons. 

The  spouses  or  other  beneficiaries  will  receive  in  addition  to  the  CPP  Benefit,  $5,000  upon 
the  death  of  retired  clergy  persons. 

Active  clergy  persons  will  receive  a  $5,000  benefit  upon  the  death  of  their  spouses.

MINISTERS' EMERGENCY  AID  FUND 

The  Ministers'  Emergency  Aid  Fund  is  supported  by  conference  ministers  who  contribute 
one-half  of  one  percent  of  their  base  salary  annually.  At  the  beginning  of  1992,  there  was  a 
balance  of  $15,648.93  in  the  fund.  During  the  year,  33  ministers  received  a  total  of  $21,900 
from  the  fund  to  help  meet  various  emergency  needs.  Since  most  contributions  are  received 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  some  requests  could  not  be  fully  funded  because  of  severe  cash  flow 
problems  in  the  fund.  The  total  receipts  for  1992  were  $23,941.58.  The  balance  at  the  end  of 
1992  were  $17,690.51. 

We  recommend  the  following  guidelines  for  the  Ministers'  Emergency  Aid  Fund: 

1.  That  each  minister  under  appointment  in  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  be  asked 
to  give  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent  of  the  minister's  base  salary  for  1993 
to  the  Ministers'  Emergency  Aid  Fund. 

2.  That  this  fund  be  used  to  provide  emergency  benefit  aid  to  the  ministers  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  and  their  immediate  families  who  may  be  in  special  need;  and 
that  this  emergency  aid  be  given  subject  to  the  following  limitations: 

A       The  maximum  amount  allowed  for  a  single  emergency  shall  be  $1,000. 

B.       Exceptional  situations  may  be  given  special  consideration  by  the  Cabinet. 

3.  That  each  pastor  and  local  church  be  requested  to  provide  an  adequate  medical 
insurance  program  for  family  protection.

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B.  CONFERENCE  COUNCIL  ON  MINISTRIES 

The  1992-93  conference  year  heralded  the  start  of  a  new  quadrennium  for  United 
Methodists.  But  a  new  quadrennium  is  in  many  ways  only  a  building  on  the  work  of  the  past 
quadrennium.  We  owe  thanks  to  many  people  who  provided  leadership  and  hard  work,  but 
especially  to  the  chair  of  the  Annual  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  for  the  past  eight  years, 
Dr.  Charles  B.  Simmons.  Under  his  outstanding  leadership,  the  Annual  Conference  Council 
on  Ministries  began  many  programs  which  we  will  continue  to  utilize  and  build  on  to  better 
resource  and  meet  the  needs  of  Louisiana  United  Methodists. 

The  new  quadrennium  started  with  an  unexpected  twist  with  the  violent  entrance  of 
Hurricane  Andrew  into  south  Louisiana.  Through  the  guidance  and  help  of  hundreds  of 
Louisiana  United  Methodists  and  United  Methodists  from  all  over  the  country,  the  newly 
constituted  Annual  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  Committee  on  Disaster  Preparednessand 
Relief  received  rapid  on  the  job  training  in  meeting  the  many  needs  of  persons  devastated  by 
the  storm.  The  work  is  still  ongoing  and  we  have  much  to  do  still  in  helping  our  friends  and 
neighbors  who  are  continuing  to  suffer  from  the  effects  of  the  storm. 

The  priorities  of  VISION  2000  continued  the  momentum  begun  with  The  Louisiana 
Gathering  with  two  training  events  in  January,  1993.  Church  teams  from  each  of  the  local 
churches  which  had  continued  their  covenant  and  commitment  in  their  charge  conferences  were 
trained  in  their  specific  chosen  ministry  emphases  for  1993.  As  the  emphases  of  VISION  2000 
for  1993  are  implemented  in  the  local  churches  after  these  training  sessions,  the  plan  of  action 
approved  by  the  Annual  Conference  in  1992  steadily  moves  forward  to  enhance  and  empower 
the  covenant  between  the  Annual  Conference  and  its  600  congregations. 

The  reports  on  the  following  pages  set  forth  more  of  the  work  done  by  the  many  facets  of 
the  Annual  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  which  are  too  numerous  to  set  forth  in  this 
space.  I  invite  you  to  read  these  reports  carefully  in  order  to  obtain  a  fuller  understanding  of 
the  work  of  the  Annual  Conference  Council  on  Ministries.  The  depth  and  reach  of  Louisiana 
United  Methodism  is  awesome  in  its  scope,  but  with  God's  help  and  our  faithfulness,  will 
continue  to  expand  in  its  outreach  and  ministry. 

I  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  chair  of  the  Council  and  am  deeply  grateful  for  the 
dedication  and  professional  attention  of  the  Conference  staff  which  have  made  this  past  year 
a  joyous  experience  for  me.   We  seek  your  prayers  as  we  continue  on  this  journey  together.

VISION  2000  -  Forward  In  Faith 

Following  the  approval  of  a  plan  of  action  for  the  1993-96  quadrennium  by  the  1992  session 
of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  the  specific  details  of  VISION  2000  were  presented  at  every 
charge  conference  last  fall.  Each  church  selected  one  of  four  ministry  emphasis  to  be  pursued 
during  1993.  During  the  remaining  years  of  the  quadrennium  a  different  ministry  will  be  added 
until  all  four  will  be  pursued  by  every  church  of  the  Conference. 

This  past  January  in  Ruston  and  Baton  Rouge,  churches  sent  leadership  teams  to  be 
trained  and  resourced  in  the  ministry  emphasis  which  they  had  selected.  Presently  the  nearly 
600  congregations  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  are  seeking  to  be  Serving  Congregations 
(Mission/Outreach),  Nurturing  Congregations  (Christian  Educations),  Inviting  Congregations 
(Evangelism)  and  Celebrating  Congregations  (Worship). 
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A  consultant  for  each  of  the  four  ministry  emphasis  has  been  selected  for  each  of  the 
Districts.  These  consultants  will  monitor  the  ministries  undertaken  by  the  churches  of  their 
District,  offering  help  and  asking  for  evaluation  of  the  VISION  2000  training. 

Each  of  the  four  ministry  emphasis  will  also  produce  a  training  video  that  can  be  used  on 
a  district  level  to  follow-up  the  training.  The  1993  charge  conferences  should  be  a  time  to 
evaluate  the  progress  made  this  year  in  the  first  ministry  area  and  a  time  to  select  the  second 
emphasis  to  add  to  the  process. 

Training  events  in  the  four  ministry  areas  will  once  again  be  held  in  North  and  South 
Louisiana  in  early  1994.  A  process  for  VISION  2000  grants  to  Conference  Council  on 
Ministries  Boards,  Commissions  and  Committees  and  for  revitalization  grants  have  been 
approved.

Communications  Committee 

Every  person  has  experienced  the  urge  to  share  a  piece  of  good  news.  A  job  promotion...a 
new  car.. .the  impending  arrival  of  an  addition  to  the  family.  When  we  learn  the  good  news, 
we  immediately  want  to  share  it  with  others. 

However,  all  too  often,  many  churches  and  individual  church  members  are  hesitant  when 
it  comes  to  sharing  the  best  "good  news"  this  world  has  ever  had  to  offer.. .the  good  news  of 
Jesus  Christ.  It  is  the  goal  and  commitment  of  the  Communications  Committee  to  reserve  that 
trend  and  assist  Louisiana  United  Methodist  congregations  in  efforts  to  communicate  both 
externally  with  the  local  community  and  internally  with  members  of  their  church. 

The  year  1992  was  a  landmark  year  for  the  Communications  Committee.  On  August  29, 
we  presented  our  first  Communications  Workshop.  Despite  the  fact  that  our  workshop  was 
held  on  the  same  weekend  in  which  Hurricane  Andrew  decided  to  pay  a  visit  to  our  state,  we 
had  an  excellent  turnout  of  pastors  and  lay  leaders  from  throughout  Louisiana. 

Dr.  Kenneth  Chaulker,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.headed  an  outstanding  group  of  presenters  who 
shared  a  wide  variety  of  ideas  for  church  communications.  We  were  pleased  by  the  turnout 
and  content  of  the  workshop.  However,  what  we  were  most  excited  about  was  the  fact  that 
several  congregations  around  the  state  have  since  initiated  innovative  communications  efforts 
within  their  area. 

We  are  hoping  to  build  on  the  success  of  last  year's  event  and  are  now  in  the  process  of 
finalizing  plans  for  our  1993  workshop  which  is  tentatively  set  for  August  28,  in  Baton  Rouge. 
Details  will  be  released  prior  to  and  during  Annual  Conference. 

In  addition,  our  committee  is  working  with  the  Vision  2000  effort  and  is  preparing  radio, 
television  and  print  ads  as  direct  mail  pieces  which  can  be  utilized  by  local  congregations.  We 
were  also  involved  in  the  development  of  many  of  the  Vision  2000  materials  being  used 
throughout  the  Conference. 

The  need  for  church  communications  is  not  new.  Only  the  medium  has  changed.  In  this 
area,  John  Wesley  travelled  by  horseback  throughout  the  countryside  to  share  the  gospel. 
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Throughout  the  remainder  of  1993,  and  throughout  1994,  the  Communications  Committee  will 
work  to  assist  local  churches  and  the  Louisiana  Conference  to  use  current  communication 
techniques  to  share  the  good  news  of  Jesus  Christ.

Louisiana  CrossLines 

Local  churches  with  their  myriad  gifts  and  resources  and  their  many  connections  in  the 
communities  are  well-suited  to  ministries  of  nurture,  support  and  intervention  among  poor 
families.  Church -related  agencies  have  knowledge  in  children's  issues  and  expertise  in  program 
development  required  to  help  a  congregation  focus  on  needs  of  families  and  embark  on  new 
ministries  to  meet  those  needs.  Louisiana  CrossLines,  in  part,  functions  as  an  agent  of 
collaboration  to  bring  churches  and  agencies  together  to  serve  poor  families  in  new  and 
creative  ways. 

CrossLines  fulfills  its  purpose  by  educating  congregations  on  the  nature  of  poverty  and 
awakening  them  to  the  needs  of  the  communities  in  which  they  exist.  Secondly,  through  a 
consultation  process,  CrossLines  enables  churches  to  determine  more  specifically  areas  of 
missional  concern.  Thirdly,  CrossLines  facilitates  the  development  of  missional  programs  by 
providing  models,  training  and  other  expertise  as  necessary.  Finally,  CrossLines  functions  as 
an  advocacy  arm  of  the  Conference  by  interpreting  public  policies  which  may  hinder  or  help 
poor  families  and  motivating  churches  to  become  involved  in  the  public  arena. 

Following  are  some  of  the  highlights  of  CrossLines'  activities  in  the  past  year: 

As  a  resource  to  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  VISION  2000  "Serving 
Church"  task  group,  CrossLines  provided  numerous  congregations  with  the  models 
and  tools  to  plan  and  implement  local  mission.  Together  with  VISION  2000 
consultants,  CrossLines  is  prepared  to  provide  ongoing  support  to  "Serving  Churches" 
throughout  the  Conference. 

In  the  Fall  of  1992,  CrossLines  called  together  district  representatives  to  form  a 
conference-wide  child  advocacy  network.  The  purpose  of  the  network  is  to  better 
communicate  and  educate  local  groups  on  children's  issues.  The  network  discussed 
pertinent  needs  of  local  churches  regarding  their  outreach  to  families  at  risk.  A 
survey  of  existing  church-housed  or  sponsored  child  care  programs  will  enable  the 
Conference  to  provide  guidelines  and/or  assistance  where  needed.  The  network  co- 
sponsored  a  legislative  advocacy  forum  on  issues  pertaining  to  children  and  youth. 
Further  educational  and  training  events  are  expected  in  the  coming  year. 

A  CrossLines  sponsored  grant-writing  workshop  brought  together  a  wide  variety  of 
persons  representing  mission  at  every  level.  Follow-up  workshops  are  planned  to 
cover  proposal  and  project  development,  board  recruitment  and  training,  and  possible 
funding  sources. 

CrossLines  provides  ongoing  consultation  to  several  mission  initiatives.  Notably,  the 
United  Methodist  Mission  Center  in  Baton  Rouge  moved  from  the  Istrouma  facility 
to  Genesis  United  Methodist  Church.  The  move  marks  a  transition  in  the 
administration  of  the  mission  to  a  cooperative  council  made  up  of  partner  churches. 
In  New  Orleans,  Urban  Ministries  has  completed  surveys  of  local  churches  and  has 
embarked  on  a  long-term,  church -based  community  development  project.  Further, 
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CrossLines  has  assisted  in  the  creation  of  several  new  programs,  one  of  which  is  the 
S.T.AI.R.  (Start  Adventures  in  Reading)  tutorial  project  based  in  the  Napoleon 
Avenue  United  Methodist  Church. 

Several  years  ago,  CrossLines  assisted  two  interfaith  caregiver  projects  in  the  Lake 
Charles  district.  In  Merryville  and  Oakdale,  coalitions  of  churches  and  agencies 
identified  frail  and  isolated  elderly  and  disabled  persons  in  their  communities  and 
matched  their  needs  to  the  services  of  trained  church  volunteers.  It  is  CrossLines' 
hope  to  help  implement  at  least  one  new  caregiver  project  in  each  district  by  1995. 

Working  with  Legislative  Liaison,  Child  Advocacy  and  Louisiana  Interfaith  IMPACT, 
CrossLines  works  to  educate  churches  on  issues  pertaining  to  children  and  families  at  risk.  As 
in  previous  years,  legislative  forums  held  at  the  capitol  and  across  the  state  have,  as  their 
objective,  education  on  issues  and  motivation  to  action. 

Generations  of  United  Methodists  have  reached  out  to  the  poor  and  vulnerable  families 
in  their  communities.  We  have  welcomed  them  into  our  faith,  have  taught  them,  served  their 
spiritual  growth  and  have  offered  food,  shelter  and  help  at  times  of  need.  With  the  help  of 
CrossLines  and  other  Conference  resources,  we  hope  to  renew  this  commitment  and  build  on 
it.  CrossLines  enables  local  churches  to  bring  new  hope  and  concrete  help  to  a  generation  of 
families  in  need.  Commissioned  by  the  United  Methodist  Church  to  resource  local  churches 
in  mission,  CrossLines  shares  in  the  commitment  of  this  church  that  we  are  called  to  respond 
in  wisdom  and  in  love  to  those  most  in  need.

Disaster  Preparedness  and  Relief  Committee 

Nineteen  ninety  two  was  the  year  of  Hurricane  Andrew.  In  August,  Andrew  raked  across 
South  Florida  leaving  almost  nothing  in  its  path.  Mississippi,  Louisiana  and  Texas  began 
preparing  for  the  worst.  The  storm,  by  far  the  strongest  in  recent  years,  introduced  itself  to 
the  coast  of  Louisiana  and  moved  inland  right  through  the  heart  of  the  Acadiana  District.  As 
it  moved  back  to  the  Northeast,  it  spawned  a  tornado  that  did  extensive  damage  in  the  town 
of  LaPlace,  as  well  as  knocking  out  electricity  in  Baton  Rouge  for  several  days. 

A  representative  from  UMCOR  was  in  Louisiana  even  as  the  storm  was  coming  ashore. 
The  day  after,  a  response  team  including  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Oden,  and  District  Superintendent 
of  the  Acadiana  District,  Gerald  Richardson,  traveled  extensively  throughout  the  storm  hit 
areas. 

The  team  met  promptly  with  the  UMCOR  representatives  to  get  immediate  relief  to  the 
most  seriously  stricken  areas.  The  Sager-Brown  School  in  Baldwin,  Louisiana,  was  quickly 
established  as  the  headquarters  for  United  Methodist  hurricane  relief.  Sarah  Schoeffler,  a 
United  Methodist  lay  person  from  Lafayette  was  asked  to  supervise  relief  efforts  on  behalf  of 
our  Conference.  Her  commitment  to  this  task  from  the  beginning  has  been  remarkable.  She 
has  diligently  given  heart  and  hands  and  carries  the  vision  for  the  next  two  years  of  continued 
relief  in  that  part  of  our  state. 

The  wonder  of  our  "connectionalism"has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be  lived  out  as  work 
teams  from  all  over  the  country  have  been  arriving  at  Sager-Brown  since  the  days  after  the 
storm  and  are  scheduled  well  beyond  the  Summer  of  1993. 
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To  my  predecessor,  Rev.  Tom  Howe,  I  owe  a  great  debt.  The  organizational  structure  in 
place  when  I  came  on  board  saved  me  from  many  mistakes.  The  district  coordinators  already 
in  place  and  informed  were  invaluable.  As  well,  the  hands-on  attention  from  Bishop  Oden  and 
the  hours  of  work  done  by  Dr.  Don  Cottrill  made  my  first  disaster  not  so  personally  disastrous. 

Finally,  the  story  of  Hurricane  Andrew  and  the  relief  efforts  of  literally  thousands,  cannot 
be  told  in  this  report.  On  behalf  of  Sarah  Schoeffler,  let  me  invite  you  to  call  and  schedule 
your  own  work  team  to  visit  the  Acadiana  District  and  Sager-Brown  School.  The  opportunity 
for  "flesh  and  blood"  ministry  is  unparalleled,  and  in  the  midst  of  that  ministry,  you  will  not 
only  hear  and  see  the  story,  you  will  become  a  part  of  it.

Louisiana  Legislative  Liaison  Committee 

The  Legislative  Liaison  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  urges  all  United 
Methodists  to  become  involved  in  the  political  process  of  our  state.  The  financial  crisis  facing 
Louisiana  is  so  pervasive  that  it  needs  the  attention  of  all  concerned  citizens.  In  studying  this 
crisis  we  conclude  that  the  following  suggestions  will  begin  to  produce  long  term  solutions. 
These  are  the  recommendations  of  the  Public  Affairs  Research  Council  of  Louisiana  for  fiscal 
reform  which  we  endorse: 

1.  Constitutionally  limit  future  issuance  of  state-supported  debt. 

2.  Create  a  new  retirement  system  for  new  hires  in  state  government  and  public 
schools,  with  redesigned  benefits  and  contribution  levels. 

3.  Return  the  payment  schedule  for  the  unfunded  liability  payments  for  the  state- 
funded  retirement  systems  that  were  in  existence  prior  to  this  year. 

4.  Prohibit  the  creation  of  special  state  taxing  districts. 

5.  Prohibit  the  use  of  surplus  funds  for  recurring  expenses. 

6.  Transfer  to  the  taxpayers  at  the  local  level  the  decisions  for  whether  or  not  a 
variety  of  expenditures  are  needed  and  the  method  and  extent  of  financing 
them. 

It  is  clear  that  simply  adding  more  taxes  to  be  paid  by  Louisiana  taxpayers  will  not  resolve 
Louisiana's  annual  fiscal  crises.  Selective  spending  cuts  must  be  made  in  the  short  term  and 
across-the-board  cuts  avoided.  More  importantly,  policy  decisions  must  be  made  that  will 
profoundly  impact  the  spendingside  of  government  in  the  long  term.  Finally,  tax  policies  must 
be  changed  to  take  advantage  of  federal  tax  changes  and  to  allow  Louisiana  business  to 
compete  competitively  in  a  world  market. 

We  urge  Louisiana  United  Methodists  to: 

1.  Support  adequately  funded  quality  public  education  at  all  levels. 

2.  Support  the  elimination  of  corporal  punishment  in  child  care  center  and 
schools. 

3.  Oppose  the  proliferation  of  gambling. 

4.  Oppose  the  use  of  8g  funds  to  train  workers  in  the  gambling  industry. 

5.  Advocate  term  limits  and  strict  lobby  disclosure  guidelines. 

6.  Advocate  age  appropriate  family  life  education. 

The  Legislative  Liaison  Committee  sponsored  a  reception  by  Bishop  Oden  for  all  Senators 
and  Representatives  on  the  opening  day  of  the  current  legislative  session.  The  Committee  also 
sponsored  a  luncheon  and  open  forum  concerning  issues  in  Louisiana  that  featured  Mark 
Drennan,  Executive  Director  of  Public  Affairs  Research  Council;  Victor  Bussie,  President  of 
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the  AFL-CIO;  and  Dr.  Bud  Davis,  Chancellor  of  LSU. 

During  this  conference  year  the  Legislative  Liaison  Committee  is  planning  to  work  with 
other  groups  such  as  IMPACT  and  CrossLines  helping  persons  participate  in  the  legislative 
process.

Special  Ministries  Committee 

The  Louisiana  Conference  Special  Ministries  Committee  has  been  organized  to  comply  with 
paragraph  No.  726.5  of  the  1992  Book  of  Discipline  in  regards  to  the  Committee  on  Ethnic 
Local  Church  Concerns.  In  our  conference  structure  this  organizational  function  is  handled 
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by  the  Louisiana  Conference  Committee  on  Special  Ministries.  This  committee  will  continue 
to  work  with  all  conference  agencies  to  enable  the  incorporation  of  the  work  and  concerns  of 
the  Ethnic  Local  Church  in  the  agencies'  agenda,  programs,  budgets  and  assist  in  the 
implementation  of  the  conference's  Comprehensive  Plan  for  the  continued  development  and 
strengthening  of  the  Ethnic  Local  Church.  Representatives  have  been  designated  from  the 
Conference  Board  of  Ordained  Ministries,  Global  Ministries,  Discipleship,  Church  and  Society, 
Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns,  Status  and  Role  of  Women  and 
Religion  and  Race  to  insure  coordinated  efforts  in  shared  concerns. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Special  Ministries  the  following  procedures 
and  policies  were  established  to  be  used  in  the  implementation  of  grants  by  this  committee. 

GRANT  FUNDS 
Policies/Procedures 

1.  That  grants  be  made  on  a  one  time  basis  for  a  specific  program/project  in  the  local 
church.  Grant  request  for  other  types  of  needed  program/project  are  welcomed. 
Except  for  ethnic  institutions/agencies,  and  special  emergency  cases  in  the  local 
church. 

2.  That  all  approved  grant  funds,  be  sent  to  the  District  Treasurer  for  management  and 
distribution  to  the  local  church/agency,  as  approved  by  the  District  Superintendent. 

3.  That  a  written  report  be  filed  annually  in  the  Special  Ministries  and  District 
Superintendent's  office,  concerning  the  use  of  the  grant  (budget)  and  a  report  and 
evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  program/project.  If  this  is  not  done  that  local 
church/agency  will  not  be  granted  funds  in  the  future  as  needed. 

4.  When  a  grant  request  is  submitted,  the  local  church  or  agency  should  allow  a  site 
visit  to  be  made  to  determine  the  need,  and  that  a  training  seminar  be  conducted  in 
that  local  church  before  the  grant  is  approved. 

5.  That  grant  application  request  be  made  to  the  Special  Ministries  Office,  and  all 
applications  must  be  filed  no  later  than  October  1.  All  request  after  October  1,  will 
be  processed  the  following  year. 

The  new  guidelines  will  become  effective  with  the  distribution  of  the  funds  from  this 
committee  for  the  year  1993.   The  following  grants  have  been  approved  for  1993.

Task  Force  on  Clergy  Housing 

The  1991  session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  called  for  a  Conference  Task  Force 
on  Clergy  Housing  to  be  established.  A  committee  was  formed  with  the  authority  to:  (1) 
evaluate  the  options  for  providing  housing  for  the  clergy  of  this  Annual  Conference  and  their 
families  (includingfurnishedparsonages,unfurnishedparsonages,  and  housing  allowances);  (2) 
survey  clergy,  clergy  spouses,  and  Pastor/Staff-Parish  Relations  Committees;  (3)  investigate 
existing  policies  of  other  Annual  Conferences  and  (4)  recommend  appropriate  action  by  this 
Annual  Conference  when  it  meets  again  in  1993.  The  following  committee  was  appointed  by 
the  Bishop  and  Cabinet  to  carry  out  these  responsibilities:  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry,  Rev. 
Charles  B.  Humphreys;  two  pastoral  spouses,  Mrs.  Ginger  Horton  and  Mrs  Kay  Irby;  two 
pastors,  Rev.  Marie  P.  Williams  and  Rev.  Charles  R.  Langford;  two  Pastor/Staff  Relations 
Committee  Members,  Mr.  Robert  E.  Middleton  and  Dr.  James  Fortenberry. 

As  a  starting  point,  the  Committee  designed  and  distributed  a  survey  for  clergy,  clergy 
spouses,  and  Pastor/Staff  Parish  Relations  Committees  in  the  Fall  of  1992.  Approximately  47% 
of  the  clergy  surveys  mailed  out  were  returned  and  approximately  35%  of  the  laity  surveys  were 
returned. 


One  of  the  key  issues  both  surveys  addressed  was  that  of  housing  preference  for  clergy 
families.  The  results  from  these  surveys  indicate  that  both  clergy  and  laity  wanted  an 
alternative  to  the  present  furnished  parsonage  system. 

Ideas  about  what  that  alternative  should  be  were  varied.  While  33.2%  of  clergy 
respondents  wished  to  retain  the  present  system,  66.8%  wanted  something  else  (18%  partially 
furnished,  16. 1%  unfurnished  except  for  major  appliances;  1.9%  totally  unfurnished;  and  30.8% 
wanted  a  housing  allowance  to  rent  or  purchase  their  own  home).  In  the  laity  survey,  41.3% 
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were  content  with  the  present  system,  and  42.7%  wanted  something  else  (23%  partially 
furnished;  4.9%  unfurnished  except  for  major  appliances;  2.8%  unfurnished;  11.2%  housing 
allowance),  with  16%  not  responding  to  the  question.  Despite  the  variety  of  preferences,  the 
message  was  clear:  the  present  fully  furnished  parsonage  was  not  meeting  the  needs  of  a 
majority  of  clergy  families  and  proving  a  frustration  to  many  parsonage  committees. 

The  responsibility  to  offer  a  proposal  to  restructure  our  current  parsonage  system  has  been 
challenging.  We  tried  to  formulate  this  proposal  with  great  care  for  both  church  and  clergy 
family.  Change  always  brings  about  both  excitement  and  resistance  on  everyone's  part.  As  you 
read  the  proposal  set  before  you,  please  know  that  we  have  struggled  with  many  sides  of  the 
issues  and  tried  to  consider  its  impact  on  everyone,  including  those  entering  ministry,  those 
reaching  retirement  and  parsonage  committees  who  struggle  with  the  varying  needs  of  each 
parsonage  family.   There  is  much  at  stake  in  these  issues. 

The  response  given  to  us  through  the  survey  has  told  us  that  many  clergy  families  have 
already  begun  the  process  of  acquiring  their  own  furnishings  and  that  parsonage  committees 
are  frustrated  as  they  have  tried  to  accommodate  the  variety  of  needs  with  each  change  in 
clergy  family.  Therefore,  our  recommendation  is  to  move,  over  the  course  of  four  years,  from 
the  present  system  to  a  standardized  partially  furnished  system.  Gradual  acquisition  of 
parsonage  furnishings  during  salaried  years  will  help  ease  the  financial  impact  of  retirement, 
as  well  as  answer  the  need  for  more  choice  parsonage  residents. 

Based  on  survey  responses  and  information  gathered  from  the  policies  of  other  Annual 
Conferences,  the  Committee  makes  the  following  recommendations: 
(Throughout  this  proposal,  the  guidelines  described  shall  apply  to  each  clergy  family  unit 
occupying  a  parsonage,  including  single  ministers  and  clergy  couples  and  each 
church/charge  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  that  owns  and 
maintains  a  parsonage.) 

I.  As  of  June  1999,  all  clergy  families  will  provide  furnishings  for  all  bedrooms,  family 
room  and  kitchen  dinette.  The  Church/Charge  will  be  asked  to  continue  furnishing 
all  major  appliances,  including  washer,  dryer,  stove  and  refrigerator.  In  addition,  all 
formal  living  and  dining  room  furnishings  should  continue  to  be  the  Church/Charge 
responsibility.  The  following  timetable  shall  be  followed  as  a  guideline  by  the  clergy 
family  and  church  during  the  transition  period  between  "church -owned "and  "pastor- 
owned"  furnishings: 

1.  By  June  1995,  the  clergy  family  will  be  responsible  for  providing  furnishings  for 
the  master  bedroom  and  the  family  room. 

2.  By  June  1997,  the  clergy  family  will  be  responsible  for  providing  furnishings  for 
the  second  bedroom. 

3.  By  June  1998,  the  clergy  family  will  be  responsible  for  providing  furnishings  for 
the  third  bedroom. 

4.  By  June  1999,  the  clergy  family  will  be  responsible  for  providing  furnishings  for 
the  kitchen  (excluding  major  appliances)  and  any  other  bedroom/home  office 
area. 

II.  Effective  June  1995,  the  following  shall  be  accepted  as  recommended  policy  for 
furnished  parsonages: 

A.  Each  parsonage  shall  be  furnished  with  all  major  appliances,  including  washer, 
dryer,  stove  and  refrigerator.  The  kitchen  must  also  have  hot  and  cold  running 
water,  a  sink,  built-in  cabinets,  a  storage  supply  closet,  counter  work  surfaces 
and  adequate  electrical  outlets  properly  grounded.  It  is  strongly  urged  that  a 
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built-in  garbage  disposal  and  dishwasher  be  provided  where  possible  and 
adequate  telephone  outlets  throughout  the  home  be  provided. 

B.  The  parsonage  living  room  and  dining  room  furniture  will  continue  to  be 
provided  by  the  church/charge. 

C.  All  parsonage  wall-to-wall  floor  coverings  or  rugs  will  continue  to  be  furnished 
by  the  church/charge. 

D.  Window  shades  or  blinds  shall  be  provided  in  all  rooms.  Window  treatments 
shall  continue  to  be  provided  by  the  church/charge  for  the  living  room  and 
dining  room.  Other  window  treatments  may  be  provided  by  the  clergy  families 
to  accommodate  their  personal  tastes. 

E.  Lawn  care  equipment  necessary  to  maintain  the  yard  shall  be  provided  by  the 
church. 

F.  Use  and  placement  of  church-owned  furnishings  within  the  living  areas  of  the 
parsonage  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  parsonage  occupants. 

G.  Storage  of  excess  furnishings  during  the  transition  time  shall  be  the  shared 
responsibility  of  both  clergy  family  and  church/charge. 

III.  Disposition  of  excess  church-owned  furnishings  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  local 
church/charge.  In  the  event  of  transfer  to  church-owned  furnishings  of  the  parsonage 
to  the  minister,  either  by  sale  or  gift,  any  such  transfer  shall  be  conveyed  in  written 
form.  Prior  to  implementing  a  plan  for  the  local  church/charge,  those  responsible  for 
such  decision -making  at  the  local  level  should  seek  tax  counsel.  In  so  doing,  the  local 
church/charge  may  avoid  possibly  endangering  its  own  tax-exempt  status  or  creating 
undue  tax  burdens  for  the  pastor. 

It  is  recommended  that  any  money  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  furnishings  not  be 
absorbed  into  the  general  fund  of  the  local  church.  It  is  suggested  that  it  be  used  to 
set  up  a  fund  to  maintain  or  replace  the  required  furnishings  of  the  parsonage. 

IV.  The  responsibility  for  the  administration  and  supervision  of  the  transition  from  the 
"church-owned"furnishingstothe  "clergy-owned"  furnishings  shall  be  assumed  by  the 
Pastor/Staff  Parish  Relations  Committee  and  the  trustees  on  the  local  level.  During 
the  transition  years,  a  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  district  superintendent  at  each 
Charge  Conference  stating  the  progress  that  has  been  made.  The  cooperation  of  the 
churches  and  the  clergy  family  in  closely  following  these  guidelines  is  vital  to 
implementation  of  this  transition. 

The  responsibility  for  administering  the  transition  on  the  district  level  for  the  district 
parsonage  shall  be  assumed  by  the  district  trustees  and  the  Committee  on  the  District 
Superintendencyin  conjunction  with  the  district  superintendent. 

V.  At  the  time  of  the  writing  of  this  report  information  concerning  moving  expenses  is 
being  explored.  We  plan  to  have  further  information  for  distribution  by  Annual 
Conference  time. 

Please  be  aware  of  several  underlying  assumptions: 

Early  and  open  communication  between  pastor  and  committee  will  facilitate  the 

change. 

The  pastor  should  not  assume  that  current  parsonage  furnishings  will  be  offered  as 

a  gift 

The  church  should  not  assume  that  current  parsonage  furnishings  offered  as  a  gift 

will  be  accepted  by  the  pastor. 

All  clergy  will   follow  the  plan  as  outlined   so  that  it  may  be  phased  in  with 

uniformity. 

Where  specific  details  are  not  given,  the  goodwill  and  good  sense  of  both  pastor  and 
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people  will  provide  direction. 

While  we  recognize  that  30.8%  of  clergy  responding  to  the  survey  preferred  a  housing 
allowance  system,  we  could  not  propose  such  radical  change  at  this  time.  Our  system  of 
itineracy  makes  this  a  very  difficult  issue.  We  recommend  that  after  the  proposed  changes  are 
made,  these  issues  be  evaluated  again  in  the  year  2003.  Until  this  issue  is  addressed  again,  we 
recommend  that  housing  allowance  is  an  option,  as  it  has  been  in  special  cases,  and  that  it 
continue  to  be  worked  out  between  pastor,  district  superintendent  and  local  church. 

At  this  time  the  Parsonage  Standards  Task  Force  requests  permission  to  continue  work  for 
one  more  year  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  a  Parsonage  Standards  Handbook.  Not  only  would 
we  update  present  parsonage  standards,  we  would  also  address  other  issues  raised  by  the 
survey,  i.e.,  uniform  moving  policies,  including  payment  of  utilities,  repair  of  damages,  cleaning 
of  carpets,  general  cleanliness,  location  of  parsonages  and  safety. 

By  Annual  Conference  of  1994  we  see  our  work  as  a  policy-making  task  force  completed; 
however,  the  committee  would  like  to  remain  intact  to  handle  matters  of  clarification 
concerning  the  transition  that  may  occur  between  1995  and  1999.  Questions  should  be  directed 
through  the  office  of  Conference  Council  on  Ministries. 

Special  thanks  to  the  Clergy  Housing  Committee  in  the  Virginia  Conference  for  its 
guidance,  and  Mr.  David  Andrus  of  Lafayette  for  the  computer  program  to  tally  survey  results.

REPORTS  OF  PROGRAM  BOARDS 


BOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION 


The  Board  of  Church  Extension  is  one  of  the  newer  Boards  initiated  by  the  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference.  Previously,  the  work  of  Church  Extension  had  fallen  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Committee  on  Church  Revitalization  and  Church  Extension  of  the  Board  of  Global 
Ministries.  The  new  Board  of  Church  Extension,  in-hand  (partnership)  with  the  District  Boards 
of  Church  Extension,  seeks  to  spread  the  Good  News  by  extending  the  Body  of  Christ  through 
the  establishment  and  support  of  new  churches  and  the  transformation  of  existing  churches. 

Each  district  is  directed  to  have  a  District  Committee  on  Church  Extension  which  is  chaired 
by  a  member  (lay  or  clergy)  of  the  Conference  Board.  This  organization  emphasizes  the 
connectionalor  relational  relationship  between  the  districts  and  the  Conference.  Members  of 
the  District  Boards  have  begun  a  process  of  studying  their  district's  demographic  research, 
examining  a  ten  year  profile  of  each  local  congregation  in  their  district,  locating  patterns  of 
growth  and  decline,  which  will  lead  to  prayerful  consideration  of  evangelism  potential  within 
the  district.  Dr.  Jack  Heacock,  using  the  resources  of  the  Research  Office  of  the  National 
Program  Division,  the  United  Methodist  Church  and  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries 
in  New  York,  is  assisting  the  District  Boards  and  Conference  Board  in  creating  a 
Comprehensive  Plan  for  Congregational  Development  transformation  of  existing  churches. 
From  the  Comprehensive  Plan,  the  Annual  Conference  will  initiate  a  long-range  plan  for  new 
church  developments  and  transformation  which  will  lead  us  into  the  next  quadrennium.  The 
Comprehensive  Plan  will  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Conference  session  in  1994. 
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Actions  taken  by  the  Conference  Board  during  this  past  year  include: 

Salary  support  for  pastors  of  all  congregations  totaling  approximately  $134,000. 
$20,000  to  the  new  mission  center  at  Genesis  UMC  Church  in  Baton  Rouge. 
$43,000  to  assist  Shreveport  District  in  purchasing  additional  acres  for  Fellowship 

UMC. 
$100,000  to  assist  Shreveport  District  in  purchasing  land  for  the  Grace  Community 

UMC 
$25,000  to  assist  New  Orleans  District  in  purchasing  additional  land  for  LaPlace 

UMC. 
$12,000  to  assist  St.  Paul  UMC,  Monroe  District  for  an  addition  to  existing  building. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  quickly  begin  an  ethnic  congregation  in  south  Monroe.  Two 
other  areas  of  population  shift  are  being  studied  for  development  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  supports  a  proposal  for  a  task  force  to  be  established  to 
study  the  financial  support  of  churches  or  congregations  which  should  be  designated  as 
missional.  We  recognize  the  need  to  respond  to  the  continuing  needs  of  missional 
congregations  in  a  creative  and  compassionate  manner. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  recommends  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Trustees 
guarantee  the  loan  from  the  General  Board  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  to  Northwood 
United  Methodist  Church  in  Lafayette  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  $300,000. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  will  be  examining  alternatives  for  developing  resources  to 
initiate  new  congregations  and  transforming  existing  congregations.

Environmental  Justice  and  Survival 

Everyday  millions  of  Americans  contribute  to  the  growth  of  solid  waste  disposal.  The  daily 
use  of  items  can  quickly  pile  up  such  as,  newspapers,  cardboard  boxes,  clothes,  appliances  and 
toys.  Hence,  Solid  Waste  Programs  are  designed  to  emphasize  the  regulations  of  disposal  and 
set  standards  for  landfills.  Therefore,  it  has  become  imperative  that  individuals  become  aware 
of  the  environmental  crisis.  A  plan  of  action  should  be  the  agenda  for  individuals,  families, 
churches  and  other  social  institutions.  Consequently,  by  the  year  2000,  we  should  have  reduced 
and  controlled  waste.  Unlimited  time  and  energy  should  be  spent  in  organizing  recycling 
programs. 

A  suggested  list  of  activities  churches  may  implement  are: 

1.  In  preparing  for  church  activities  or  functions,  use  less  paper  containers  as  possible. 
Instead  use  fabric  tablecloths,  napkins  and  beautiful  dishes  and  utensils. 

2.  Each  local  church  congregation  should  observe  an  'Environmental  Sunday." 

3.  Local  church  congregations  should  adopt  a  street  or  block. 

4.  Encourage  parishioners  to  invest  in  recycling. 

5.  Each  local  church  should  organize  an  Environmental  Committee. 

6.  Continue  promoting  the  recycling  of  Christmas  Trees. 

7.  Invite  representatives  from  the  Church  Agencies,  Parish  and  State  Officials  to  discuss 
a  special  concern  of  the  congregation. 

8.  Gradually  build  an  Environmental  Library  in  your  local  church. 

9.  Write  letters  to  your  Parish  and  State  Officials  expressing  your  concerns  for  the  use 
and  misuse  of  a  healthy  environment. 

10.  Local  Churches  should  continue  and  maintain  an  annual  maintenance  check  of 
cooling  and  heating  units,  leakage  of  pipes,  electrical  outlets  and  other  concerns  of 
the  committee.

Health  and  Human  Welfare 

The  Health  and  Human  Welfare  Committee  is  very  interested  and  concerned  over  the  cost 
of  health  care  in  our  country.  We  are  praying  for  those  who  will  be  responsible  for  creating 
the  new  health  care  program,  that  they  will  create  a  program  that  will  be  effective  and  fair  for 
all  the  people  of  this  country. 

We  plan  to  focus  on  the  need  for  education  in  the  area  of  human  sexuality  as  it  deals  with 
adults,  teens  and  children  in  the  context  of  our  faith.  Our  growing  awareness  of  sexual  related 
problems  such  as;  pre-marital  sex,  sexual  abuse,  incest,  infidelity,  teen  pregnancies,  sexual 
harassment  and  sexually  transmitted  diseases,  many  of  which  are  dangerously  on  the  rise  in  the 
state  of  Louisiana,  must  lead  us  as  a  Christian  community  to  the  role  of  educators.  Our 
schools  are  too  limited  in  what  they  can  teach  our  youth  and  in  many  cases  parents  are  either 
unwilling  or  unable  to  teach  and  are  in  need  of  assistance.  Our  goal  would  be  to  establish  a 
retreat  for  the  entire  family  dealing  with  the  issues  of  human  sexuality  as  it  is  stated  in  the 
United  Methodist  Discipline  and  develop  and  train  one  or  more  task  forces  to  be  available  to 
the  local  church  for  family  workshops  on  this  subject. 

With  the  continued  rise  in  unwanted  pregnancies,  we  are  aware  of  the  unacceptable  use 
of  abortion  as  a  means  of  birth  control.  We  affirm  our  United  Methodist  stance  as  it  relates 
to  the  practice  of  abortion  found  in  our  Book  of  Discipline. 

The  Board  of  Church  and  Society  recognizes  the  general  breakdown  in  community, 
reflected  in  the  high  divorce  rate,  tensions  in  race  relations,  and  sometimes  in  the  increase  of 
litigation,  is  fundamentally  a  spiritual  issue.  We  believe  it  is  an  issue  for  which  the  church  is 
uniquely  gifted  and  called  to  address. 

As  the  second  chapter  of  Joel  states: 

Afterward  I  will  pour  out  my  spirit  on  everyone; 

your  sons  and  daughters  will  proclaim  my  message; 

your  old  men  will  have  dreams; 

and  your  young  men  will  see  visions. 
At  that  time  I  will  pour  out  my  spirit; 

even  on  servants,  both  men  and  women. 

We  believe  that  this  is  a  very  important  time  in  the  life  of  our  country  and  our  state.  We 
pray  that  God  might  pour  out  His  spirit  on  us,  as  the  body  of  Christ,  to  restore  His  community, 
bring  forth  justice  and  promote  peace.

Louisiana  Inter jaiih  IMF  ACT 

Louisiana  Interfaith  IMPACT  has  had  an  eventful  year.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  IMPACThas  received  its  non-profit  corporation  status,  501(c)3 
under  the  IRS  codes  and  received  its  postal  permit.  New  members  continue  to  join  on  both 
the  faith  group  and  individual  member  levels.  On  January  19,  1993,  IMPACT  presented 
seminars  during  the  meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  and  is  pursuing  a 
working  relationship  with  the  LIC.  IMPACT  has  continued  its  role  as  a  founding  member  of 
the  Interreligious  Health  Care  Access  Campaign  and  has  been  active  in  pursuing  reform  of  our 
health  care  system.  When  this  report  was  being  written,  regional  forums  were  in  the  planning 
stages  in  Lake  Charles  and  Shreveport,  as  well  as  the  main  Legislative  Forum  scheduled  for 
Baton  Rouge  in  May.   Also,  when  this  report  was  being  written,  IMPACTS  first  publication 
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was  being  readied  for  mailing.  This  year  will  see  an  intense  membership  drive  to  strengthen 
membership  in  IMPACT  at  all  levels  which  will  culminate  with  an  Assembly  early  in  1994. 
IMPACT  offers  judicatory/faith  group  memberships,  congregational  memberships  and 
individual  memberships. 

There  seems  to  be  a  constant  stream  of  people  appearing  on  the  media  who  say  they  are 
speaking  for  the  Christian  and/or  religious  community  when  they  are  actually  speaking  for  a 
radical  fringe  of  our  community.  IMPACT  seeks  to  develop  consensus  on  the  crucial  justice 
issues  facing  the  religious  community  so  that  we  can  have  an  impact  on  public  policy  decisions. 
The  leadership  of  IMPACT  urges  all  persons  and  congregations  who  are  interested  in  justice 
issues  and  the  empowering  people  of  faith  so  that  they  can  help  shape  public  policy  to  become 
a  member  of  our  coalition.  Our  purpose  is  to  cut  across  all  gender,  racial,  economic  and 
religious  lines  so  that  we  can  indeed  build  coalitions  and  consensus  around  common  issues  and 
empowered  to  make  systemic  change  in  the  making  of  public  policy. 

The  Board  of  Church  and  Society  of  this  Annual  Conference  has  been  a  leader  in  the 
establishment  of  IMPACT.  At  the  last  session  of  this  Conference,  the  Conference  voted  to  join 
IMPACT.  If  you  seek  involvement  in  creating  a  more  just  society  based  on  religious  principles, 
then  consider  becoming  a  part  of  Louisiana  Interfaith  IMPACT.

Peace  With  Justice 

Major  efforts  since  my  re-appointment  in  October,  1992,  have  focused  on  planning  for  the 
itinerary  of  our  new  Peace  With  Justice  Educator,  Dr.  Carol  C.  Walker.  Dr.  Walker,  a  United 
Methodist  missionary  for  19  years,  has  been  assigned  to  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  for 
9  months,  March  through  December,  1992,  by  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  and 
Church  and  Society.  Dr.  Walker  will  itinerate  throughout  Louisiana,  serving  congregations, 
large  and  small,  who  request  her  services.  Her  assignment  is  to  interpret  to  congregations  the 
church's  mission  relevant  to  local,  state  and  national  issues  of  Peace  With  Justice.  While  Dr. 
Walker  will  be  based  in  Baton  Rouge,  a  committee  of  representatives  from  all  nine  districts 
will  assist  in  planning  and  coordinating  her  visits.  Dr.  Walker  is  available  to  preach,  to  meet 
with  Sunday  Church  School  classes  of  all  ages  and  assemblies,  and  with  such  groups  as  UMW's 
and  UMM's  various  district  committees.  She  is  also  available  to  lead  workshops  and  retreats. 
Since  she  will  be  in  Louisiana  for  nine  months,  it  is  possible  that  she  might  be  able  to  meet 
with  a  local  congregation  more  than  once.  Each  church  may  decide  both  the  nature  of  the 
event(s)  and  the  specific  issues  of  peace  and  justice  to  be  discussed.  A  church  may  request  to 
be  placed  on  Dr.  Walker's  schedule  by  calling  her  direct  at  (504)  924-2870.  Congregations  and 
other  gatherings  at  which  Dr.  Walker  is  to  speak  are  requested  to  take  a  free-will  offering  to 
assist  in  her  travel  expenses.  We  hope  members  of  local  congregations  will  host  Dr.  Walker 
if  she  needs  to  spend  the  night. 

Dr.  Walker  has  been  active  in  peace  and  justice  issues  in  several  countries.  Her  experience 
includes  work  in  Manila,  Lebanon,  Uruguay,  Peru,  the  Republic  of  China,  Hong  Kong  and 
Texas  churches  in  the  U.S.A  Her  strong  commitment  to  ministries  of  peace  and  justice,  her 
experience  as  a  teacher  in  several  countries  and  her  eagerness  to  share  her  knowledge  and 
experiences  witness  to  the  meaningful  contributions  she  will  make  to  us. 

The  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  is  paying  for  Dr.  Walker's  salary  and  lodging.  Our 
Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society  is  responsible  for  providing  transportation  within 
Louisiana,  office  supplies  and  telephone  expenses.  Conference  responsibilities  will  be  paid 
from  the  Peace  With  Justice  Offerings,  one  of  six  special  offerings  throughout  United 
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Methodist  Churches  in  the  United  States.  Half  of  the  offerings  collected  in  Louisiana  will  go 
to  the  General  Board  of  Church  and  Society  for  leadership  efforts  and  resources  to  local 
churches.  The  other  half  of  the  offerings  will  go  to  the  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Church 
and  Society  for  our  share  of  Dr.  Walker's  expenses.  We  hope  all  churches  will  contribute 
generously  to  the  Peace  With  Justice  offering  on  the  date  designated  by  their  calendars. 

All  Louisiana  United  Methodist  churches  are  cordially  invited  to  participate  in  the 
opportunities  to  study  the  crucial  justice  and  peace  issues  of  our  time  and  to  reflect  on  how  we, 
as  individuals  and  congregations,  can  prayerfully  work  together  in  furthering  the  Kingdom  of 
God  in  our  communities.

Resolution  To  Observe  Peace  With  Justice  Sunday 

"Must  Jesus  bear  the  cross  alone,  and  all  the  world  go  free?  No,  there's  a  cross  for 
everyone,  and  there's  a  cross  for  me." 

This  famous  hymn  asks  and  answers  the  question  for  us  today  as  it  did  hundreds  of  years 
ago.  We  answer  this  question  in  our  own  daily  lives  as  Christians,  as  we  practice  trying  to  solve 
injustices  on  our  jobs,  in  our  communities,  cities  and  nation.  As  Christians,  this  is  our 
commitment.  The  Committee  on  Peace  With  Justice  is  asking  each  church  to  become  a  Peace 
With  Justice  Covenant  Congregation. 

WHAT  DOES  IT  MEAN  TO  BE  A  COVENANT  CONGREGATION? 

To  be  a  covenant  congregation,  you  must  contribute  annually  to  the  Peace  With  Justice 
Offering  and  involve  your  congregation  in  at  least  one  of  the  following  over  the  next  year: 

*  develop  a  style  of  worship  that  enables  and  encourages  shalom  living; 

*  encourage  members  of  your  congregation  to  receive  God's  peace  in  their  lives 
through  prayer  and  Bible  study  and  to  live  this  out  in  today's  world; 

*  form  a  Peace  With  Justice  Committee  in  your  local  church  to  work  within  the  church 
and  the  wider  community; 

*  enable  and  equip  members  of  the  congregation  to  grow  as  peacemakers  and  doers 
of  justice  within  their  families,  in  the  congregation  and  in  the  community; 

*  help  your  congregation  to  work  for  social,  racial  and  economic  justice,  and  to 
respond  to  people  in  the  community  who  are  caught  in  poverty,  hurt  by 
unemployment  or  burdened  by  other  problems; 

*  encourage  your  congregation  (and  others)  to  support  and  work  for  the  human  rights 
and  economic  justice  efforts  in  at  least  one  area  of  the  world,  such  as  Central 
America,  Southern  Africa,  the  Middle  East,  East  Asia,  the  Pacific,  Eastern  Europe 
or  Central  Asia; 

*  work  to  reverse  and  end  the  arms  race  and  the  world-wide  growth  of  militarism  and 
the  tension  among  nations  and  among  people; 

*  begin  an  in-depth  study  of  the  Bishops'  Pastoral  Letter,  "In  Defense  of  Creation"; 

*  participate  in  ecumenical  efforts  to  bring  about  peace  with  justice  by  joining  in  the 
national  Peace  With  Justice  Week,  which  is  held  every  year  between  World  Food 
Day  and  U.N.  Day  in  October; 

*  support  financially  your  annual  conference's  and  the  General  Board  of  Church  and 
Society's  Peace  With  Justice  programs  through  the  Special  Day  Offering  each  year; 

*  commit,  as  a  congregation  or  individual,  to  giving  a  minimum  of  one  hour  per  week 
to  a  community  justice  ministry  such  as  a  soup  kitchen,  homeless  shelter,  battered 
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women's  shelter  or  local  peace  group. 

Resolution  to  Observe  Peace  With  Justice  Sunday 

WHEREAS,  the  United  Methodist  Church  has  designated  Peace  With  Justice  Offering  as 
one  of  the  six  mandated  nation-wide  offerings,  and; 

WHEREAS,  half  of  this  offering  goes  to  the  General  Board  of  Church  and  Society  for 
leadership  to  local  congregations  in  their  community  efforts,  through  providing  educational 
materials,  making  available  Peace  With  Justice  Educators,  and  stimulating  local  churches  to 
become  Peace  With  Justice  Covenant  Congregations,  and; 

WHEREAS,  the  other  half  of  the  offering  goes  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Church  and 
Society  to  provide  for  special  ministries  of  Peace  With  Justice  and  to  receive  the  benefits  of 
Peace  With  Justice  Educators  itinerating  throughout  the  Conferences,  and; 

WHEREAS,  our  Lord  and  God  of  all  nations  has  admonished  us  to  be  responsible 
stewards  of  peacemaking  in  our  families,  our  local  state,  national  and  world-wide  communities; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  local  congregations  within  the  Louisiana 
Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  are  encouraged  to  observe  Peace  With  Justice 
Sunday  at  which  time  the  Peace  With  Justice  Offering  is  collected.

Resolution  On  Bosnia 

Whereas  we  are  deeply  touched  by  the  year-long  civil  and  ethnic  war  in  Bosnia  which  has 
led  to  destruction  of  people  and  properties  and  the  murders  of  innocent  victims,  largely  women 
and  children,  and; 

Whereas  we  deplore  the  ethnic  "cleansing"  of  Muslim  communities  and  the  destruction  and 
redistribution  of  Muslim  properties,  and; 

Whereas  we  are  shocked  by  the  barricading  and  shooting  of  trucks  and  vans  carrying  food 
and  medical  supplies  to  Moslem  communities  and/or  transporting  refugee  women,  children,  and 
wounded  from  danger  zones  to  hopefully  safe  havens,  and; 

Whereas  we  also  mourn  the  rapes  of  many  Bosnian  women  reportedly  assaulted  by  Serb 
military  or  held  in  rape  camps,  and; 

Whereas  the  United  Nations  diplomatic  efforts  through  sanctions  and  peace  treaties 
designed  by  Lord  David  Owen  and  Cyrus  Vance  have  been  unsuccessful  in  securing  a  lasting 
peace  treaty; 

Therefore  Be  It  Resolved  That 

1.  United  Methodists  of  Louisiana,  individually  and  collectively,  pray  that  throughout 
these  hostilities  God  in  His  love  will  comfort  and  strengthen  His  suffering  people  in  Bosnia  and 
in  His  wisdom  bring  lasting  peace  to  the  territories  of  former  Yugoslavia; 

2.  Our  national  leaders  be  urged  to  continue  their  peacemakingefforts  through  and  with 
the  United  Nations,  and  draw  upon  God's  grace  in  developing  effective  measures  with  the  least 
possible  loss  of  lives  and  property; 

3.  We  ask  forgiveness  for  our  prejudices  against  those  people  of  other  religions  and 
ethnic  backgrounds; 

4.  We  also  pray  that  our  hearts  and  minds  are  cleansed  of  callous  indifference  to  this 
tragic  violence  and  that  we  appreciate  the  possibility  of  this  terror  escalating  and  embroiling 
other  Baltic  countries; 

5.  We  salute  UMCOR's  efforts  in  (1)  establishing  in  both  Zenica  and  Split  bases  for 
providing  rehabilitation  housing  in  Bosnia;  (2)  sponsoring  a  community  health  clinic  program 
in  Vojvodina;  and  (3)  working  with  the  United  Methodist  Districts  of  Vojvodina  and 
Macedonia  to  implement  agricultural  programs  and  to  monitor  the  needs  and  movements  of 
refugees  within  these  areas; 
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6.       And  be  it  further  resolved  that  each  of  us  contribute,  as  generously  as  possible,  in 
participating  in  these  Bosnian  mission  projects  through  UM-COR  Advance  No.  333350-1. 


Political  and  Human  Rights/Social  and  Economic  Justice 

Men  and  Women  in  the  Criminal  Justice  System  in  Louisiana 

"In  the  love  of  Christ,  who  came  to  save  those  who  are  lost  and  vulnerable,  we  urge  the 
creation  of  genuinely  new  systems  for  the  care  and  support  of  the  victims  of  crime  for 
rehabilitation  that  will  restore,  preserve  and  nurture  the  humanity  of  the  imprisoned." 

United  Methodist  Social  Principles 

Prison  Ministries  For  Men 

People  often  make  excuses  for  not  being  involved  in  prison  ministries.  First  among  these 
we  will  hear  is,  "I  lack  the  talent,  or  gifts  necessary",  or  "I  have  not  had  a  calling  for  this 
ministry".  In  answer  to  this,  Jesus  did  not  tell  us  to  minister  only  when  we  had  the  gifts  or 
talents  or  calling.  The  second  most  prevalent  excuse  is,  "I  don't  know  what  is  needed  to  be 
done  or  what  I  could  do".   Just  inquire  and  you  will  find  there  is  plenty  to  do. 

If  these  had  been  your  responses  or  if  you  had  others,  we  submit  to  you  to  be  prayerful  and 
open  to  the  opportunities  available  to  you  through  "prison  ministries". 

'7  was  imprisoned  and  you  visited  me. "  Matthew  25:36

Prison  Ministries  For  Women 

At  the  suggestion  and  urging  of  United  Methodist  lay  women,  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Safety  and  Corrections  developed  a  State  Advisory  Board  for  Women 
in  the  Criminal  Justice  System  and  has  appointed  many  United  Methodist  women  to  this 
Board. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  gathering  information  relevant  to  the  programs  and  conditions  at 
Louisiana  Women's  Correctional  Institute  at  St.  Gabriel.  Preliminary  reports  indicate  there 
is  not  an  effective  pre-release  substance  abuse  program  for  women  and  currently  147  women 
offenders  are  serving  sentences  for  drug  offenses.  Of  these  96  offenders  65%  are  there  as 
repeat  offenders  and  of  the  96  multiple  offenders  35%  had  previous  sentences/commitments 
for  substance  abuse. 

Other  than  the  'Twelve  Step  Programs"  and  some  mental  health  counseling,  there  is  no 
other  program  available  to  them.  Hopefully,  when  the  fiscal  condition  of  the  State  improves, 
we  can  influence  and  work  with  State  Government  and  the  Louisiana  Legislature  to  provide 
funding  for  a  pre-release  substance  abuse  and  educational  program  for  women  inmates.  Also, 
there  is  presently  insufficient  space  at  the  facility  for  many  of  the  needed  educational  programs 
as  well  as  for  family  visitation,  especially  when  their  little  children  come  to  visit. 

The  Manual  of  The  Community  Corrections  Division  of  the  Federal  Government  states, 
"Since  women  tend  to  commit  less  serious,  non-violent  offenses,  and  do  not  generally  impose 
as  great  a  risk  as  men  do  to  the  communities  in  which  they  reside,  it  is  particularly  appropriate 
to  establish  functions  that  permit  supervision  in  the  community.  However,  little  attention  has 
been  paid  to  female  offenders  and  there  is  serious  lack  of  carefully  designed  effective 
community  supervision  and  programs  for  them." 

The  Advisory  Board  has  identified  several  sources  for  grants  to  provide  for  some  of  the 
important  rehabilitation  programs  for  women.  However,  they  all  require  state  funds  for 
matching  purposes. 
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When  the  state  funds  are  requested,  Louisiana  United  Methodists  will  be  called  upon  to 
help  provide  the  necessary  support  which  will  be  needed  in  order  to  acquire  these  funds. 

It  is  proper  and  necessary  for  the  Louisiana  Correctional  System  to  develop  programs  and 
to  provide  a  favorable  atmosphere  by  which  the  number  of  offenders  (especially  the  repeat 
offenders)  can  be  greatly  reduced.  This  state  can  do  no  less,  because  in  addition  to  it  being 
the  Christian  and  morally  correct  thing  to  do,  we  as  citizens  must  also  realize  that  the  number 
of  prisons  the  state  presently  has  in  its  system  will  never  be  enough  to  house  all  offenders  in 
addition  to  the  repeaters.  It  will  become  an  economic  nightmare  if  the  rate  of  recidivism  is  not 
greatly  reduced,  and  only  when  we  provide  the  proper  rehabilitation  will  this  be  stopped. 

As  United  Methodists,  we  can  provide  the  leadership  and  support  to  prison  ministries  and 
to  the  betterment  of  conditions  of  our  prisons.  We  call  on  the  Louisiana  United  Methodists 
to  become  involved  and  to  lend  prayerful  and  visible  support. 

We  are  researching  and  identifying  prison  ministries  needed  for  both  male  and  female 
inmates.

"Our  vision  is  to  weave  ourselves 

and  others  into  an  authentic  faith  tapestry 

through  empowering  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ." 

The  Board  of  Discipleship  began  this  quadrennium  in  celebration  for  the  task  ahead  and 
with  the  assurance  of  God's  grace  to  do  it.  As  our  first  step  we  came  together  for  a  day-long 
retreat  to  worship,  get  to  know  each  other  in  community  and  plan  for  the  next  four  years  and 
beyond.  Out  of  that  empowering  time  together,  we  formulated  our  vision  statement  (above) 
and  our  mission  statement  which  follows: 

The  mission  of  the  Board  of  Discipleship  is  to  develop  leaders  for  Christian 
discipleship.  The  objectives  of  this  mission  are:

We  also  began  AS  A  GROUP  to  work  on  various  programs  and  goals  to  meet  our 
objectives  in  accordance  with  our  vision  and  our  mission.  Our  committees  are  working 
diligently  on  workshops  and  events  to  train  Conference  leaders  in  discipleship  ministries  (see 
following  reports)  and  to  support  other  boards  and  agencies  in  developing  Christian  disciples. 
At  the  same  time,  a  task  force  has  been  appointed  to  find  a  method  to  integrate  our  total  work 
into  a  cohesive,  effective  system  for  teaching,  preaching  and  reaching  out  to  others  in 
accordance  with  God's  will.  We  expect  this  new  system  to  take  shape  in  1994  and  to  be  firmly 
in  place  by  1995.  The  Rev.  Tom  Dolph  and  Mr.  Mark  McMurry  are  co-chairing  this  important 
work. 

God  has  called  together  a  remarkable  group  of  individuals  to  serve  on  this  Board  at  this 
time.  There  is  no  doubt  that  great  things  will  come  out  of  the  dedications,  service  and  the 
wonderful  spirit  of  cooperation  and  love  that  guide  this  work.  Please  continue  to  pray  for  us 
and  our  journey  together.

Camping 

Church  sponsored  camping  helps  to  bring  about  the  union  of  God,  ourselves,  our  peers  and 
the  environment.  Through  the  outdoor  experience,  campers  are  encouraged  to  see  themselves 
in  a  new  way  as  they  learn  to  live  in  a  responsible  community,  caring  for  each  other  and  God's 
creation. 

The  Louisiana  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  has  three  camp  sites,  Caney 
Conference  Centre,  Istrouma  and  Uskichitto,  that  strive  to  provide  the  best  camping  programs 
possible  for  children  and  youth.  The  camps  are  also  utilized  for  retreats,  reunions,  workshops 
and  fellowship  by  all  ages. 

Our  goal  for  1993  was  to  stream  line  each  camp's  brochure  and  provide  additional  training 
for  all  directors  and  counselors  working  in  the  summer  camping  program.  Through  the 
combined  efforts  of  the  three  camps  a  camping  packet  was  distributed  that  contained  the 
camping  brochure,  suggested  Sunday  worship  service,  counselor  volunteer  form  and  example 
of  a  camp  offering  envelope.  The  response  from  this  approach  has  been  great. 

During  1992,  Caney  Conference  Centre,  supported  by  the  Shreveport,  Ruston  and  Monroe 
Districts,  had  366  participants  in  their  summer  camping  program.  More  than  2,500  persons 
utilized  the  camp  during  the  year. 

Istrouma  Camp,  supported  by  the  Acadiana,  Baton  Rouge,  New  Orleans  and  North  Shore 
Districts,  had  379  participants  in  their  camping  program  with  71  churches  represented.  Even 
though  the  dining  hall  facility  was  closed  for  three  months  due  to  a  storm,  nearly  2,500  persons 
utilized  the  camp  during  the  year. 

Uskichitto  Retreat  Center,  supported  by  the  Lake  Charles  District,  had  232  participants  in 
their  camping  program  with  27  churches  represented.  Due  to  Hurricane  Andrew,  one  of  their 
camps  was  canceled  and  only  about  2,000  persons  had  the  opportunity  to  use  the  camp. 
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Each  camp  site  has  done  extensive  work  on  their  buildings  and  grounds  in  anticipation  of 
the  summer  camping  season.  Through  their  continued  cooperation  and  three  camp  sites  are 
steadily  growing.

Education 

The  Education  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Discipleship  actively  responded  to  the  fol^wing 
goals  for  the  Conference  year  1992-1993: 

Goal  1.        To  assist  in  the  networking  of  local  churches'  worship  and  educational 
ministries.

At  the  Education  Committee  Retreat  in  October  we 
will  focus  on  the  issue,  "Local  Church  Teacher  Training  for  all  Age  Levels." 

Goal  3.        To  focus  on  children's  ministries  in  the  small  church.

At  the  conclusion  of  the  event  we  will  pool  our  resources  and  devise  a  method 
to  effectively  resource  the  small  churches  in  our  Conference.  This  dialogue  will 
continue  at  the  Education  Committee  Retreat  in  October. 

Goal  4.        To  provide  optimum  teach  training  for  the  local  church.

Our  goal  is  to  provide  3  lab  schools 
a  year  throughout  the  Conference,  (b)  Leslie  Akin,  Director  of  Christian 
Education  and  Worship  for  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  offers 
teacher  training  to  local  churches  throughout  our  Conference,  (c)  At  our 
October  Planning  Retreat  we  anticipate  developing  an  approach  which 
systematically  utilizes  our  district  education/age  level  chairs  in  local  church 
teacher  training. 

Goal  5.        To  encourage  the  local  church  to  use  Cokesbury  curriculum.

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a  comparative  basis,  (b)  Training  on  how  to  revitalize  the  use  of  Cokesbury 
curriculum  will  occur  at  the  Education  Committee  Retreat.  Each  participant 
will  apply  this  information  to  the  local  churches  in  his/her  district. 

Goal  6.        To  address  the  issue  of  violence  with  children  and  youth. 

R^sj^n^:  A  representative  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  will  attend  a  national 
workshop  on  this  issue  in  April,  1993.  He/she  will  commit  to  working  with  the 
Education  Committee  and  Conference  Staff  to  develop  an  effective  system  to 
educate/resource  the  local  church  about  this  critical  issue.

Evangelism 

A  key  element  to  the  Evangelism  Program  for  the  quadrennium  would  be  an  Evangelism 
Academy  to  begin  in  January  of  1994,  with  a  pastor  and  a  lay  person  from  about  ten 
congregations  participating.  Registrants  would  meet  monthly  on  Friday  and  Saturday.  It  would 
center  on  two  poles:  the  theological  and  the  practical  aspects  of  evangelism  ministries  in  the 
life  of  the  church  and  the  disciple. 

Beginning  with  a  study  of  the  theology  of  evangelism,  then  moving  into  a  case  study  and 
concluding  with  a  field  project,  this  would  involve  practical  work  within  the  congregation. 

With  a  different  class  each  year,  eighty  leaders  of  congregations  in  our  Conference  could 
complete  the  course  over  the  four  year  period. 

Strong  national  leaders  would  be  resource  persons.  Participants  will  be  encouraged  to  use 
continuing  education  time  for  this  project.  Results  of  these  experiments  would  be  made 
available  to  the  Conference  and  many  congregations  would  receive  the  benefits  over  many 
years  to  come. 

Specific  details  (i.e.,  dates,  locations,  cost,  scholarship  assistance)  will  come  as  plans  are 
finalized.

Family  Ministries  Coordinators,  Input  from  Special  Ministries,  back  to 
Board  of  Discipleship  Committee. 
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3.  To  determine  the  needs  of  the  individual  churches  in  the  area  of  Family 
Ministries  through  a  survey  tool. 

4.  To  develop  and  provide  resources  (training  events,  people,  media,  etc.)  to  help 
meet  those  needs. 

5.  To  identify  appropriate  resources  people  in  the  area  of  Family  Ministries  and 
make  that  list  available  to  each  District  and  Local  Church  Coordinator.  People 
identified  to  date  are: 

A.  Rev.  John  Downs,  Monroe  District,  Family  Research 

B.  Rev.  Fred  Wideman,  Lake  Charles  District,  Spiritual  Formation  of 
the  Family 

C.  Rev.  &  Mrs.  Henry  Blount,  Certified  Leaders  of  Celebrating 
Marriage  (Enrichment  Retreat) 

D.  Rev.  Don  Avery,  Alexandria  District,  Ethnic  Minority  Concerns 

E.  Rev.  Brady  Forman,  Baton  Rouge  District,  Leadership 
Development  &  Prepare-Enrich  Training  (Pre-marital  counseling 
skills) 

6.  To  coordinate  a  Family  Ministries  Conference,  offering  a  variety  of  workshop 
seminars  as  determined  by  survey  needs. 

7.  To  be  available  on  a  "consultant"  basis  to  local  churches  who  have  expressed 
a  desire  for  assistance  in  strengthening  Family  Ministries. 

8.  To  evaluate  our  effectiveness  in  equipping  disciples  for  Family  Ministries  and 
make  changes  as  needed.

5.  Encourage  consultation  for  the  local  church.  By  working  closely  with  the  local 
church,  the  Worship  Chair  and  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  seeks  to  render 
vital  assistance  in  the  area  of  worship.

BOARD  OF  GLOBAL  MINISTRIES 

In  Christ's  name,  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries  exists  to 
educate  and  cultivate  an  awareness  of  the  basic  needs  of  our  own  communities  and  the  world 
community.  We  will  promote  and  motivate  volunteerism  through  Christian  witness  and  service 
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as  we  relieve  suffering  and  enable  people  to  care  for  themselves.  (Adopted  January  29,  1993) 

At  the  end  of  the  last  quadrennium,the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  recommended  several 
structural  changes  to  the  Annual  Conference,  including  the  proposal  that  the  Committee  on 
Church  Extension  and  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  become  free  standing  and  separate 
boards.  This  recommendation  and  the  necessary  structural  changes  were  approved  by  the 
Annual  Conference.  Thus,  a  new  mission  statement  and  new  goals  for  1992-1996  were  in 
order. 

The  breadth  of  activity  that  takes  place  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Global 
Ministries  will  continue.  However,  specific  goals  have  been  approved  by  the  board  for  this 
quadrennium: 

1.  Each  local  church  pay  100%  of  World  Service  apportionment. 

2.  Each  local  church  have  at  least  one  mission  event  each  year,  in  addition  to  the 
annual  UMW  Missions  Study. 

3.  Each  local  church  be  involved  in  mission  outreach  to  the  local  community 
through  daycare  centers,  food  banks,  housing  the  homeless,  scouting,  etc. 

4.  By  1996,  have  100  local  churches  participating  as  "Covenant  Relationship 
Congregations,"  which  means  pledging  annually  $3.00  per  member  for  churches 
with  333  or  fewer  members,  or  $1,000  or  more  for  a  congregation  of  over  333 
members,  for  the  support  of  a  U.S.  missionary  through  Advance.  (Louisiana 
presently  has  45  such  churches.) 

5.  By  1996,  have  50  congregations  supporting  international  Persons-In-Mission 
(PIM).  This  program  calls  for  a  local  church  to  assume  support  ($2.00  per 
member  for  churches  of  333  or  fewer  members;  $1,000  or  more  for  a 
congregation  of  over  333  members)  of  PIM's  serving  in  their  own  country,  or 
in  another  country. 

6.  The  continued  encouragement  and  development  of  an  active  VIM  program  in 
our  Conference. 

7.  The  establishment  of  mission  events  in  all  districts  in  our  Conference  each 
year. 

We  begin  this  quadrennium  with  great  hope  and  thanksgiving  as  we  continue  the  process 
of  helping  spread  the  Good  News  of  Jesus  Christ  throughout  the  land  and  world.

The  FISH  Program 

The  FISH  Program  (Louisiana  United  Methodist  World  Hunger  Scholarship  Program) 
continues  to  serve  the  church  by  supporting  young  scientists  from  developing  countries  in  their 
Ph.D.  graduate  programs  in  various  fields  of  food  production  and  human  nutrition.  At  the 
present  time,  eight  students  are  being  supported.  Because  of  the  greater  hunger  problems  in 
Africa,  we  are  shifting  our  support  toward  African  students.  Four  of  the  students  now  in  the 
program  are  from  Africa.  Two  are  from  Uganda,  one  from  Ghana,  and  one  for  Kenya.  There 
are  also  two  students  from  the  Philippines,  one  from  Sri  Lanka,  and  one  from  India  in  the 
program. 
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Of  special  interest  this  past  year  was  the  receipt  by  one  of  our  former  FISH  students,  Dr. 
Violetta  Villegas  of  the  Philippines,  of  the  Outstanding  Young  Scientist  of  the  Philippines 
Award.  Dr.  Villegas  was  supported  in  her  Ph.D.  work  at  LSU  by  Broadmoor  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Shreveport.

Hunger  Task  Force 
Gleaning  Network 

For  several  years,  the  Hunger  Task  Force  has  actively  supported  a  gleaning  program  for 
senior  high  youth  called  the  Harvest  of  Hope.  In  1992,  the  Hunger  Task  Force  focused  on 
beginning  a  grass  roots  level  hunger  relief  program  that  would  be  on-going  throughout  the 
growing  season,  and  involve  people  from  many  different  age  groups.  The  new  program  is 
called  the  "Gleaning  Network."  Through  grants  from  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  the 
Hunger  Task  Force,  The  Society  of  Saint  Andrew  and  local  churches,  we  were  able  to  hire 
Kristen  Mikeal  as  founding  staff  person  for  the  "Gleaning  Network."  During  the  summer  of 
1992,  over  100  people  of  all  ages  representing  more  than  20  different  churches  came  together 
across  north  Louisiana  to  glean  over  12,000  pounds  of  produce  that  otherwise  would  have 
rotted  in  the  fields.  We  hope  to  expand  this  program  in  1993. 

United  Methodist  Committee  on  Relief 

One  of  the  primary  tasks  of  the  Hunger  Task  Force  is  to  promote,  educate  and  encourage 
participation  in  the  One  Great  Hour  of  Sharing  Offering.  Our  goal,  through  mailing  and 
articles  in  the  Conference  paper,  is  to  increase  Conference  participation  in  the  offering  by  at 
least  10%.

Conference  Mission  Secretary  of  Global  Ministries 

This  year  has  been  one  of  learning.  As  I  met  with  the  newly  reorganized  Conference 
Board  of  Global  Ministries,  we  started  to  get  acquainted,  to  explore  our  mandate  and  to  plan 
our  work  for  the  quadrennium.  Most  of  us  were  new  to  the  Board.  In  December,  the 
chairman  and  I  received  our  training  in  Dallas.  As  we  entered  the  new  year  our  vision  for 
mission  began  to  take  shape. 

Together  we  will  keep  before  you  the  opportunities  to  be  involved  in  missions  through 
missions  education,  through  support  of  the  undergirding  finances  of  World  Service  and  UMW 
Pledge  to  Missions,  through  Advance  Special  giving,  through  covenanting  to  support  U.S. 
missionaries,  as  well  as  international  Persons-in-Mission,  and  through  sharing  the  excitement 
and  joy  of  missions  with  other  churches  in  our  Conference.  Each  of  these  are  a  part  of  the 
Global  Missions  Partners  emphasis  of  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  which  we  are 
just  now  beginning  to  implement. 

Each  district  Secretary  of  Global  Ministries  (Missions  Chairperson)  has  been  furnished  a 
notebook  containing  materials  to  enable  them  to  work  with  and  train  Missions  Chairpersons 
in  the  churches  of  their  districts.  By  early  Fall  at  the  latest,  training  will  be  provided  for  them 
and  all  other  interested  persons  on  Global  Mission  Partners.  Then  together  we  will  seek  to 
increase  and  expand  missions  involvement  concentrating  primarily  on  present  Covenant 
Churches  and  those  churches  which  have  chosen  to  be  "Serving  Churches." 
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We  seek  to  build  on  the  covenant  relationships  enjoyed  by  some  43  churches  in  our 
Conference  with  several  missionaries.  The  following  missionaries  are  supported  in  part  by  the 
churches  of  our  Conference: 

Carlos  and  Sarojini  Welch  ( 17  churches)  -  First  UMC,  Natchitoches;  Winnfield 
UMC;  Broadmoor  UMC,  Baton  Rouge;  First  UMC,  Baton  Rouge;  First  UMC, 
Plaquemine;  Oakdale  UMC;  Centenary  UMC,  Rayne;  St.  Luke  UMC,  Lake  Charles;

All  the  churches  are  invited  to  become  Covenant  Churches  during  this  quadrennium  and 
to  consider  prayerfully  becoming  a  Global  Missions  Partner. 

The  following  are  the  requirements  to  participate  in  Global  Missions  Partners: 

1.  Pay  100%  of  apportionment. 

A  local  church  shall  pay  100%  of  apportionment  including  World  Service  asking. 

2.  Have  an  ongoing  program  of  mission  education. 

A  local  church  shall  have  a  mission  education  program.  This  requirement  is  not 
fulfilled  by  the  annual  UMW  missions  study.  This  mission  education  program  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Mission/Outreach  Council.  The  focus  of  this  program  will  be  to 
increase  congregational  awareness  in  order  to  raise  funds  for  missionary  support  and 
outreach. 

3.  Provide  congregational  service  to  the  local  community. 

A  local  church  shall  be  involved  in  mission  outreach  to  their  own  community  through 
day  care  centers,  food  banks,  housing  the  homeless,  scouting,  etc. 

4.  Are  a  Covenant  Relationship  Congregation. 

A  local  church  shall  participate  as  a  covenant  relationship  congregation  by  pledging 
to  annually  support  ($3.00  per  member  for  churches  of  333  or  fewer  members; 
$1,000.00  or  more  for  a  congregation  of  over  333  members)  a  U.S.  Missionary 
through  the  Advance. 

5.  Pledge  support  for  international  persons-in-mission  (PIM). 

A  local  church  shall  assume  the  responsibility  for  the  support  ($2.00  per  member  for 
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churches  of  333  or  fewer  members;  $1,000  or  more  for  a  congregation  of  over  333 
members)  of  international  PIMs  serving  in  their  own  country  or  in  another  country. 
The  initial  invitations  to  participate  in  this  aspect  of  Global  Mission  Partners  will  be 
extended  to  churches  who  are  already  Covenant  Relationship  Congregations 
(supporting  a  U.S.  missionary  through  the  Advance).  These  congregations  will  be 
asked  to  pledge  additional  support  on  behalf  of  international  PIMs.  Each 
congregation  may  indicate  a  preference  for  the  country  in  which  this  mission  work 
is  done  but  the  support  will  help  underwrite  a  position  rather  than  a  speciGc  person. 
6.  Share  their  story  with  specifically  selected  United  Methodist  congregations  in  their 
immediate  vicinity.

Dulac  Community  Center 

"Consider  yourselves  fortunate  when  all  kinds  of  trials  come  you  way,"  James  1:2b,  Today's 
English  Version. 

This  bible  quote  has  been  memorized  by  the  staff  at  the  Dulac  Community  Center.  For 
the  sixty-one  years  that  the  Center  has  carried  out  its  mission  in  Dulac,  many  trials  have  come 
its  way.  The  Center  has  faced  obstacles  from  the  weather,  floods,  hurricanes,  political  and 
social  miscontent,  lack  of  facilities,  lack  of  programming,  lack  of  finances  or  lack  of  staffing. 
Two  years  ago,  the  new  Hooper  multi-purpose  building  was  dedicated  and  the  renovated 
recreation  building  was  opened.  Several  programs  continued  with  space  in  the  new  building, 
while  other  programs  began  with  a  fresh  start,  and  plans  for  new  programs  were  launched. 

With  the  coming  of  Hurricane  Andrew  in  August  of  1992,  many  of  our  plans  were  stifled. 
There  was  a  difference  following  Hurricane  Andrew  in  comparison  to  Hurricane  Juan  in  1985. 
The  main  difference  was  that  the  Community  Center  opened  and  assisted  the  people  of  the 
community.  The  United  Methodist  people  should  be  proud  that  within  Dulac,  there  were  three 
separate  entities  serving  the  hurricane  victims:  Clanton  Chapel  United  Methodist  Church, 
Dulac  Community  Center  and  the  United  Methodist  Committee  on  Relief.  Even  though  there 
has  been  some  misunderstanding  of  how  everything  fits  together  in  the  relationship  with  the 
three,  many  families  have  been  assisted  by  the  three.  The  three  entities  have  disbursed  food, 
clothing,  cleaning  supplies,baby  items,  personal  hygiene  supplies,  water  and  buildingmaterials. 
From  the  records  that  the  Community  Center  has  kept,  approximately  2800  families  have  been 
served  from  Dulac,  Grand  Caillou  and  Bayou  DuLarge  communities.  The  radius  of  service  has 
been  approximately  thirteen  miles. 

The  challenge  that  the  Community  Center  now  faces  is  getting  back  to  the  social,  economic 
and  educational  needs  of  our  community.  At  this  time  dialogue  is  taking  place  with  the 
attempt  to  find  more  viable  programs  in  reaching  the  needs  of  the  people,  such  as  programs 
in  nutrition,  post  high  school  training  (college  preparation  classes),  GED  classes,  specific  skills 
training  and  other  useful  programs. 

The  Center  is  presently  a  project  related  to  the  National  Division  of  the  General  Board  of 
Global  Ministries  for  the  United  Methodist  Church.  The  buildings  and  grounds  are  owned  by 
the  Women's  Division  of  the  General  Board.  The  Center  has  for  its  primary  goal  to  provide 
social  services  to  the  disadvantaged,  low-income  population  of  the  Dulac  area.  Many  of  the 
programs  are  directed  to  the  Houma  Indians,  due  to  their  large  number  within  the  Dulac  area, 
but  the  programs  are  open  to  anyone  living  int  he  vicinity  of  the  Center.  The  Center's  main 
purpose  is  to  seek  ways  in  meeting  the  social,  emotional,  economical  and  physical  needs  of 
people.  The  Center's  primary  focuses  have  been  placed  upon  children,  women  and  families, 
and  will  remain  so.

MacDonell  United  Methodist  Children's  Services,  Inc.,  is  a  child  care  agency  located  on 
an  oak  tree  shaded  campus  at  1210  East  Main  Street  in  Houma,  Louisiana.  The  property  is 
owned  by  the  Women's  Division  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.  The  National  Division  of 
the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  is  responsible  for  our  program.  The  agency  is 
governed  by  a  Board  of  Directors  made  up  of  15  elected  citizens  from  across  the  state  of 
Louisiana.  There  are  also  two  ex-officio  and  five  honorary  members  on  the  board. 

Since  1919,  MacDonell's  mission  has  evolved  to  meet  the  ever-changing  needs  of  the 
children  of  south  Louisiana.  Over  the  last  decade,  MacDonell  has  grown  into  a  very  different 
type  of  child  care  agency.  We  are  now  licensed  to  provide  24  hour-a-day  care,  education  and 
Christian  nurturing  for  36  permanent  residents.  Residential  care  is  provided  for  children  with 
problems  that  prevent  them  from  living  in  a  family  setting.  The  majority  of  admissions  are  for 
boys  and  girls  between  the  ages  of  five  and  sixteen  who  have  the  potential  to  achieve  in  public 
schools.  Even  though  children  are  accepted  from  anywhere  within  the  state  of  Louisiana,  most 
children  in  our  care  are  from  the  parishes  of  Lafourche,  St.  Mary  and  Terrebonne  so  services 
may  be  rendered  to  the  families  whenever  there  is  a  possibility  of  reconciliation.  The  rules  for 
acceptance  and  participation  in  the  program  at  MacDonell  are  the  same  for  everyone  without 
regard  to  religion,  race,  color,  national  origin,  age,  sex  or  physical  challenge.  Anyone 
considering  placing  children  at  MacDonell  should  contact  our  office. 

The  goal  of  treatment  at  MacDonell  is  to  work  in  partnership,  whenever  possible,  with 
parents  and  children  and  to  assure  the  child  of  his  right  to  his  own  family.  Professional 
counseling  services  are  arranged  for  and  provided  by  MacDonell. 

Life  at  MacDonell  utilizes  the  unit  plan  of  group  living  in  three  residences  on  our  campus. 
The  child  care  staff  is  on  three,  eight-our  shifts  similar  to  that  of  a  hospital  setting.  The 
"cottages",  as  the  residences  are  called  here,  are  decorated  with  modern  colors  and  furnishings 
to  instill  a  sense  of  love  and  warmth  in  the  environment.  The  children  are  encouraged  to  learn 
self-reliance  by  assisting  with  routine  household  tasks. 

Last  year  12,639  child  care  days  were  provided  through  the  residential  program.  During 
this  past  year,  50  children  used  our  residential  program.

Most  of  our  children  attend  public  schools.  An  on-campus  classroom  with  limited  student- 
teacher  ratio  is  available  for  children,  both  in  our  residential  program  and  the  immediate 
community,  who  meet  the  criteria  by  the  Terrebonne  Parish  School  Board. 

MacDonell  welcomes  all  inquiries  concerning  services.  Representatives  from  our  staff  are 
available  for  speaking  engagements  to  interested  groups  and  organizations.  We  are  always 
happy  to  arrange  tours  for  groups  and  individuals  by  appointment.  We  do  not  give  tours  while 
the  children  are  on  campus  in  order  to  protect  the  confidentiality  and  preserve  the  dignity  and 
trust  of  the  children  we  serve. 

As  recommended  by  the  Child  Welfare  League  of  America,  the  president  is  required  to 
hold  a  Master's  Degree  in  social  work  (MSSW).  The  Board  of  Directors  requires  that  the 
president,  G.  J.  "Jerry"  Bridges,  be  certified  and  licensed  by  the  State  of  Louisiana  (BCSW), 
to  practice  social  work  and  belong  to  the  Academy  of  Certified  Social  Workers  (ACSW). 

Michael  Guidroz,  (ACSW,  BCSW)  is  vice-president  of  social  services  and  is  also  required 
to  have  a  Master's  Degree  in  social  work.  He  is  responsible  for  completing  an  intake  study 
when  a  child  is  referred  here  that  determines  the  needs  of  the  child  and  assists  in  the  decisions 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  agency  can  meet  those  needs.  Each  child  receives  counseling  on  a 
one-to-one  basis. 


The  children  in  care  at  MacDonell  have  been  frequently  exposed  to  a  tremendous  amount 
of  stress  prior  to  entering  our  program.  A  great  deal  of  loving,  nurturing  care  is  required  to 
help  them  grow  and  develop  toward  their  greatest  potential. 

MacDonell  depends  heavily  on  the  Louisiana  Office  of  Community  Services  for  fee 
payment  for  children  placed  in  custody.  Due  to  the  economic  climate,  these  funds  were 
drastically  cut  during  the  past  few  years.  We  also  receive  assistance  from  the  Board  of  Global 
Ministries  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  and  private  donations  from  churches  and 
individuals.  Seventy-six  percent  of  all  income  goes  directly  to  help  the  children  we  serve.  The 
remaining  24%  is  utilized  for  administrative  salaries  and  expenses  such  as  printing,  office 
supplies  and  equipment,  etc.  Each  day  we  become  increasingly  reliant  on  the  generosity  of 
individuals  and  organizations.  It  is  vital  that  we  count  on  your  continued  prayers  and  financial 
support  through  proper  channels  to  bring  MacDonell  into  the  21st  century.  We  are  so  thankful 
to  The  United  Methodist  Women  for  their  concern  and  support.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  MINISTRIES 

During  the  Twenty-Second  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  a  new  Board  of 
Health  and  Welfare  Ministries  was  elected  for  the  new  quadrennium. 

This  board  is  comprised  of  the  following:  (1)  one  layperson  from  each  district  and  nine 
ministers-at-large,  one  member  designated  in  each  district  as  the  District  Chairperson  for 
Health  and  Welfare  Ministries;  (2)  a  youth  18  years  or  younger;  (3)  three  members-at-large; 
(4)  a  cabinet  liaison;  (5)  a  young  adult;  (6)  Ex -officio  without  vote:  a  representative  of  each 
of  the  Conference  Health  and  Welfare  agencies.  Additionally,  the  board  complements  and 
supports  the  AIDS  Task  Force,  chaired  by  Peter  Braswell,  and  the  Committee  on  Ministries 
to  Persons  With  Handicapping  and  Challenging  Conditions,  chaired  by  Sarabeth  Atkins.

To  help  facilitate  in  interpreting  and  promoting  the  mission  of  the  board,  missional  and 
goal  statements  were  presented  at  the  Convocation  of  Boards  in  January,  1993.  Therefore,  the 
following  recommendation  is  made  for  the  1993-96  quadrennium: 

Mission  Statement 

The  mission  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare 
Ministries  is  to  establish  and  maintain  the  relationship  between  the  Health  and 
Welfare  Agencies  related  to  the  Conference  and  to  encourage  local  churches  to 
develop  ministries  in  response  to  local  community  needs. 

This  mission  shall  be  provided  by  assisting  agencies  and  congregations  to  link 
to  existing  resources  and  develop  new  support  systems  through  advocacy, 
communications,  research,  teaching  and  models  in  order  to  make  available  the 
holistic  healing  of  God's  power  to  mind,  body  and  spirit.

To  this  end,  the  Conference  Budget  Committee  recommends  $  13,770.00  for  the  Conference 
Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries,  1993.  These  funds  will  strengthen  present  ministries 
and  help  to  develop  new  programs. 

The  board  will  continue  to  promote  the  two  Good  Samaritan  Offerings  and  the  two 
Children  Homes'  Offerings  that  support  the  five  Health  and  Welfare  institutions  of  the 
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Conference.  They  are  Pendleton  Memorial  Methodist  Hospital,  Lafon  Home,  People's 
Community  Center,  Methodist  Home  of  New  Orleans,  and  Methodist  Children's  Home  in 
Ruston.  Access  Sunday  will  be  observed  on  October  17,  1993,  and/or  Golden  Cross  will  be 
observed  on  the  first  Sunday  in  May. 

We  were  enlightened  by  Donovan  Gardner,  Consultant  to  Annual  Conferences  of  Health 
and  Welfare  Ministries,  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  who  presented  invaluable 
information  on  various  goals  regarding  our  ministry. 

Terrell  DeVille,  Executive  Director  of  the  Methodist  Children's  Home  in  Ruston  and 
Stephen  Fleming,  Chaplain  of  the  Baton  Rouge  General  Hospital,  and  Richard  Hodges, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Methodist  Home  of  New  Orleans,  were  participants  of  an  EAGLE 
(Educational  Assessment  Guidelines  Leading  Towards  Excellence)  Peer  Review  Team  in 
Anaheim,  California,  February,  1993. 

Methodist  Children's  Home  in  Ruston,  was  granted  EAGLE  designation  by  the  United 
Methodist  Association  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries,  January  8-9, 1993,  in  Daytona  Beach, 
Florida  at  the  Association's  EAGLE  Committee  meeting. 

A  formal  presentation  of  the  EAGLE  plaque  of  recognition  was  conferred  upon  Jimmy 
Love,  Chairperson,  Board  of  Directors,  and  Terrell  DeVille,  Executive  Director,  board 
colleagues,  management  and  staff  of  the  Louisiana  Methodist  Children's  Home  in  Anaheim, 
California,  February,  1993. 

The  New  Orleans  District  United  Methodist  Church  Council  on  Ministries  (Health  and 
Welfare  Committee)  sponsored  a  workshop  on  AIDS,  February  13,  1993,  at  Cornerstone 
United  Methodist  Church.  The  AIDS  workshop  was  resourced  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Regional  AIDS  Interfaith  Network  (RAIN). 

The  Conference  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries  is  a  challenging  and  fulfilling 
ministry  designed  to  help  and  heal  God's  children.  All  of  us  are  partners  in  a  common  mission 
through  which  God's  grace  and  love  are  made  real  to  others.

AIDS  Task  Force 

"We  ask  for  God's  Guidance  that  we  might  respond  in  ways  that  bear  witness  always  to 
Jesus'  own  compassionate  ministry  of  healing  and  reconciliation.. ..with  the  same  unmeasured 
and  unconditional  love  that  Jesus  embodied." 

With  the  above  quotation  from  the  statement  on  AIDS  from  the  General  Board  of  Global 
Ministries,  Health  &  Welfare  Department  and  with  a  strong  commission  from  our  own  Bishop, 
the  AIDS  Task  Force  has  had  an  incredibly  busy  year.  The  chairman  and  task  force  member 
with  AIDS  traveled  to  Washington,  D.C.  to  attend  the  National  Skills  Building  Conference 
sponsored  by  AIDS  National  Interfaith  Network.  A  generous  scholarship  was  provided  for  the 
member  with  AIDS  that  paid  for  most  of  his  expenses.  Topics  and  workshops  of  interest  were 
for  fund  development,  congregational  outreach,  and  educational  presentation  techniques. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Names  Project  AIDS  Memorial  Quilt  was  displayed  in  its  entirety. 
The  massive  quilt  memorializing  persons  who  have  died  of  AIDS  encompassed  an  area  the  size 
of  16  football  fields.    The  conference  concluded  with  a  worship  service  at  the  Washington 
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National  Cathedral  attended  by  approximately  3,500  participants.  We  arrived  home  with  not 
only  a  sense  of  accomplishment,  but  with  a  profound  sense  of  the  gravity  of  the  AIDS 
pandemic. 

As  of  December  1992,  AIDS  has  moved  into  the  top  ten  causes  of  death  in  the  U.S.,  with 
AIDS  being  ranked  9th.  AIDS  is  the  2nd  leading  cause  of  death  of  U.S.  men  between  the  ages 
of  25-44  years  and  5th  leading  cause  of  death  of  U.S.  women.  The  number  of  AIDS  cases  are 
growing  most  rapidly  in  the  southern  part  of  the  United  States.  Currently  there  are  at  least 
38,000  people  in  Louisiana  infected  with  the  AIDS  virus. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  Board  of  Health  &  Welfare,  newly  created  since  Annual 
Conference  1992,  the  AIDS  Task  Force  has  been  able  to  provide  workshops  for  various  church 
groups  around  the  state,  and  held  a  seminar  for  the  Senior  High  Retreat  at  Tall  Timbers 
Retreat  Center  in  Alexandria  by  260  students.  We  were  extremely  well  received  and  in 
addition  to  providing  them  with  the  most  current  medical  information,  they  also  received  all 
social,  ethical,  and  spiritual  information  surrounding  the  AIDS  epidemic,  and  what  the  true 
Christian  response  should  be. 

A  special  project  has  been  realized  this  year  with  the  mailing  of  a  resource  portfolio  to 
every  charge  in  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  Additional  information  will  be  sent  out  as 
funds  and  information  are  available.  This  was  a  very  large  and  tedious  project,  and  I  would 
like  to  thank  all  the  volunteers  who  worked  so  diligently  to  make  this  possible. 

All  summer  camps  around  the  state  will  again  be  provided  with  workshops  this  year,  as 
teens  comprise  the  fastest  growing  group  of  persons  infected  by  HIV,  the  virus  that  causes 
AIDS.

On  January  29, 1993,  the  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  met,  at  which  time  our  committee's 
proposed  1993  budget  was  submitted  and  approved.  At  this  meeting  our  group  gained  the 
interest  of  several  others  willing  to  become  involved  with  our  very  important  ministry. 

The  greatest  lift  for  our  efforts  was  the  1992  passage  of  the  American  Disabilities  Act  by 
the  U.S.  Congress.  It  was  immediately  effective  in  the  Louisiana  Conference,  judging  by  the 
phone  calls  received  by  the  writer  from  local  churches'  inquiries.  To  date,  we've  been  able  to 
supply  answers  to  all  fielded  questions,  for  which  I  am  very  thankful.  We  have  restocked  our 
library  with  material  on  the  "how  to's"  and  hope  that  when  questions  arise,  the  chairs  and 
pastors  of  the  local  churches  will  call  their  district  superintendent  or  one  of  our  members. 

We  hope  to  hold  our  Spring  '94  Seminar  in  the  Alexandria  District.  Again,  I  ask  for  the 
voluntary  support  of  all  local  churches.  We  do  have  work  to  be  done  toward  the  Spring 
Seminar  and  need  your  assistance  (leg  work,  paper  work,  etc.) 

October  17, 1993,  is  to  be  observed  as  Access  Sunday  in  all  local  churches  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference.  We  urge  each  local  pastor  to  emphasize  this  particular  observance  in  their  church. 

The  committee  will,  again  this  year,  partially  fund  the  trip  to  the  Seminar  for  Physically 
Challenged  Ministers  in  Dallas,  Texas,  for  Rev.  Mickey  Stringfield. 
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In  the  many  ways  that  we  may  make  our  churches  totally  accessible,  more  comfortable  and 
welcoming  to  EACH  member  of  the  body  of  Christ,  we  MUST  do  so.  On  behalf  of  our 
committee,  I  solicit  the  support  of  all  Christians  of  the  Louisiana  Conference.

Lafon  Home 

The  Lafon  Home  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  continues  to  fulfill  its  purpose  by 
initiating  projects,  developing  programs,  and  promoting  activities  and  experiences  designed  to 
satisfy  the  health  needs,  social,  mental  and  moral  needs  of  its  residents  without  reference  to 
race,  religion  or  any  other  factor. 

The  new  Physical  Plant  with  its  modern  equipment  and  material  resources  together  with 
dedicated  professional  and  skilled  workers  are  the  means  for  developing  more  comprehensive 
programs  adequate  for  the  emergent  needs  and  concerns  of  its  residents  and  the  community. 

Among  the  recent  innovations  now  available  is  the  counseling  program  for  both  residents 
and  their  families.  Residents  feel  more  comfortable  and  at  home  as  they  are  given  the 
opportunity  for  expressing  themselves  concerning  health  and  personal  needs.  Family  members 
also  are  afforded  this  opportunity  for  expressing  their  concerns  and  as  they  participate  in  this 
process  they,  too,  obtain  a  favorable  impression  of  the  work  at  Home.  Moreover,  the  staff 
becomes  aware  of  and  alert  to  this  process  of  counseling;  consequently,  they  prepare  and  plan 
their  work  in  response  to  these  new  demands. 

Seasonal  social  programs  and  projects  are  developed  with  the  participation  of  the  women's 
auxiliary  and  volunteer  workers  from  the  community.  The  residents  eagerly  await  these 
programs  and  activities  for  they  add  meaning  and  vitality  to  abundant  living. 

The  development  office  continues  to  seek  ways  and  means  for  future  expansion.  The  long 
range  plans  include  the  erection  of  an  additional  building  on  the  triangular  land  facing  the 
present  site.  It  is  felt  that  publicizing  the  Lafon  Home  citing  its  achievements,  its  history  and 
its  plans  for  the  future  in  the  New  Orleans  community  with  attractive  buildings  conveniently 
located,  administering  to  the  health  care  of  senior  citizens  should  bring  desirable  results. 

While  financial  aid  has  come  from  the  Kendall  Fund,  the  Samaritan  Offerings,  Advance 
Special,  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  the  local  churches  in  the  New  Orleans  Community, 
there  still  remains  the  untapped  resources  of  the  entire  New  Orleans  community.  This  is  our 
challenge.

Louisiana  Methodist  Childrens  Home 

The  Board  and  staff  are  pleased  to  report  that  1992  was  a  very  successful  year  in  terms  of 
services  provided  to  children,  youth,  and  families  with  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  In 
fact,  it  will  probably  rank  as  one  of  the  "Great  Years"  in  the  ninety  year  history  of  the 
Children's  Home.  The  direct  care  services  remained  populated  at  operational  capacity 
throughout  the  year.  A  total  of  817  individual  children  were  referred  for  residential  services. 
We  were  able  to  admit  261  (32%)  of  the  new  applicants.  A  total  of  364  individual  children 
were  served  in  the  total  aggregate  programs  of  direct  care. 
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There  were  a  total  of  323  families  that  received  family  counseling  services  at  the  Family 
Development  Center.  In  addition,  134  individuals  attended  the  various  training  services 
offered,  such  as  Pre-Marriage  Training  and  Children  Coping  with  Divorce.  Finally,  a  total  of 
56  families  (117  individuals)  participated  in  the  Court  Referral  Family  Training  Program.  In 
all,  approximately  a  thousand  (1,000)  individuals  received  services  through  the  Family 
Development  Center. 

Financially,  1992  was  better  than  recent  years.  Total  operating  income  for  the  year  was 
$2,848,681.  Total  operating  expenses  were  $2,778,030.  We  completed  the  year  with  a  positive 
balance  of  $70,651.  The  response  from  our  contributors  during  the  month  of  December  is  one 
of  the  main  reasons  that  we  concluded  the  year  on  a  positive  note.  This  is  indeed  encouraging 
considering  the  economic  condition  our  state  continues  to  experience. 

Quality  of  service  continues  to  be  our  focus.  The  achievement  of  E.A.G.L.E.  Recognition 
indicates  that  we  are  focussed  on  our  goals.  As  we  conduct  our  Strategic  and  Long  Range 
Planning  process  during  the  next  six  months  we  will  seek  to  improve  on  our  delivery  of  care. 
We  realize  that  we  will  be  confronted  with  new  challenges  and  we  welcome  these  for  that  is 
what  keeps  us  accountable  and  responsive.  This  is  an  exciting  time  to  be  a  part  of  the  ministry 
of  the  Children's  Home.

RESOLVED,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Louisiana  Non-Profit  Corporation  Law,  LSA- 
R.S.  12:201  et  seq.,  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation  of  The  Louisiana  Methodist 
Orphanage  are  amended  and  restated,  as 
follows: 

ARTICLE  1 

NAME 

§1.1   Name.   The  name  of  this  corporation  is 
Louisiana  United  Methodist  Children  and 
Family  Services,  Inc.  (the  or  this 
"Corporation" ) . 

ARTICLE  2 

PURPOSE 

§2.1   Purpose.   The  purpose  for  which  the 
Corporation  is  formed  is  to  engage  in  any 
lawful  activity  for  which  corporations  may  be 
formed  under  the  Louisiana  Non-Profit 
Corporation  Law. 

ARTICLE  3 

DURATION 

V. 

§3.1   Duration.   The  duration  of  this 
Corporation  shall  be  in  perpetuity,  or  such 
maximum  period  as  may  be  authorized  by  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana. 
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ARTICLE    4 

NON-PROFIT  CORPORATION 

§4.1   Non-profit  Corporation.   The 
Corporation  shall  be  a  non-profit  corporation 
organized  pursuant  to  the  Louisiana  Non- 
profit Corporation  Law. 

ARTICLE  5 

NON-STOCK  ORGANIZATION 

§5.1   Non-Stock  Organization.   The  Corporation  is 
organized  on  a  non-stock  basis. 

ARTICLE  6 

MEMBERSHIP 

§6.1   Membership.   There  shall  be  only  one 
member  of  the  Corporation,  which  is  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  (the  "Louisiana  Annual 
Conference" ) . 

ARTICLE  7 

CORPORATE  AUTHORITY 

§7.1   Corporate  Authority.   The  Louisiana 
Annual  Conference  grants  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Corporation  (the  "Board") 
all  powers  and  authority  of  the  Corporation, 
with  the  exception  of  the  powers  reserved  to 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  as  referred 
to  in  Article  8,  and  otherwise  in  accordance 
with  the  Book  of  Discipline  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church. 

ARTICLE  8 

OWNERSHIP  OF  PROPERTY 

§8.1   Ownership  of  Property.   The  ownership 
of  all  property,  immovable  or  movable,  owned 
in  the  name  of  the  Corporation,  shall  vest  in 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  to  be  held 
in  trust  and  administered  by  the  Corporation 
through  its  Board  for  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference.   It  is  specifically  declared  and 
provided  that  this  trust  is  administrative 
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and  general,  but  shall  otherwise  not  affect 
in  any  manner  the  power  and  authority  of  the 
Board  of  this  Corporation,  as  referred  to  in 
Articles  7  and  9 . 

ARTICLE  9 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

§9.1   Management ,  Power  and  Authority.   The 
property,  business  and  affairs  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  managed  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  and  all  corporate 
power  and  authority  thereof  shall  be  vested 
in  and  exercised  by  a  Board  of  Directors. 

§9.2   Number .   The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  five  (5)  nor  greater 
than  thirty  (30)  natural  persons,  who  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference,  based  on  nominations  from  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Corporation.   In 
addition,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  designate 
not  more  than  ten  (10)  Ex-Officio  members  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  pursuant  to  such 
qualifications  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
Board. 

§9.3   Reference  to  By-Laws .   The  election, 
terms  of  office,  duties  and  qualifications, 
meetings,  vacancies  and  all  other  matters 
relating  to  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be 
set  forth  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Corporation. 

ARTICLE  10 

BY-LAWS 


§10.1   Adoption.   The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
adopt  By-Laws  for  the  Corporation,  which  may 
include  provisions  for  the  regulation  and 
management  of  the  Corporation,  its  rights  or 
powers,  and  other  matters  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Louisiana  Non-Profit  Corporation  Law  or  the 
Articles  of  Incorporation. 

§10.2   Amendment .   Amendment  of  the  By-Laws, 
which  shall  include  supplement  or  repeal, 
shall  be  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws. 
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ARTICLE    11 

LIABILITY  AND  INDEMNIFICATION 

§11.1   Liability.   No  member  of  this 
Corporation,  nor  its  Board  of  Directors, 
shall  be  held  liable  or  responsible  for 
contracts,  debts,  obligations  or  liabilities 
of  this  Corporation. 

§11.2   Indemnification .   Indemnification 
of  members,  directors,  officers,  employees  or 
others  shall  be  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Corporation. 

ARTICLE  12 

AMENDMENT  OF  ARTICLES 

§12.1   Amendment  of  Articles.   Amendment  of 
the  Articles  of  Incorporation,  which  shall 
include  supplement  or  repeal,  must  be 
approved  by  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds 
(2/3)  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Corporation  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Board  or  Directors 
called  specifically  for  the  purpose  of 
amendment  of  the  Articles  of  Incorporation. 

§12.2   Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Approval . 
After  approval  of  any  amendment  to  the

Louisiana  Annual  Conference  for  approval.

Since  1968,  Pendleton  Memorial  Methodist  Hospital  has  offered  a  full  range  of  acute  care 
services,  ministering  to  the  physical  as  well  as  spiritual  needs  of  our  patients.  The  focus  of  this 
care  is  delivered  within  the  context  of  our  Christian  mission  reflecting  the  spirit  of  the  greatest 
healer  of  all,  Jesus  Christ. 

Methodist,  celebrating  its  25th  Anniversary  of  service  to  the  East  New  Orleans  community, 
is  a  317-bed  acute-care  hospital  situated  on  22  acres.  As  a  non-profit  organization,  Methodist 
provided  inpatient  services  to  over  10,200  patients,  and  outpatient  services  for  nearly  18,625 
visits  during  this  past  fiscal  year.  Approximately  1,750  babies  were  born  at  the  hospital  during 
that  time.   Over  26,000  patients  were  seen  in  our  Emergency  Department. 

Methodist  Hospital  is  blessed  with  over  1,067  highly  motivated  employees  imbued  with  the 
spirit  of  caring  instilled  by  the  Louisiana  Conference.  These  individuals  discharge  their 
responsibilities  keeping  the  spiritual,  as  well  as  physical,  needs  of  the  patients  foremost  in  mind. 
In  addition,  Methodist  is  served  by  a  staff  of  over  350  physicians  covering  virtually  all  the 
specialties  and  subspecialties  of  medicine. 

ExpendituresassociatedwiththeservicesprovidedbyMethodisttotaled  approximately  $79.5 
million  last  fiscal  year.  During  this  same  time,  donations  from  the  United  Methodist  Churches 
in  the  Louisiana  Conference  totaled  $21,235.  These  contributions  helped  provide  a  portion  of 
the  over  $500,000  of  free  care  which  Methodist  Hospital  provided  during  this  past  fiscal  year 
through  its  financial  assistance  program. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Methodist  Health  System  Foundation,  Inc.  includes:  M.

The  Foundation,  which  functions  as  a  holding  company,  has  a  number  of  subsidiary 
corporations  and  operations.  The  purpose  of  the  Foundation,  as  well  as  the  subsidiaries,  is  to 
provide  additional  economic  resource  to  Methodist  Hospital,  particularly  in  this  time  of 
increasing  competition  and  general  economic  downturn.  As  such,  the  Foundation's  primary 
goal  is  that  of  ensuring  that  Methodist  Hospital  is  able  to  build  upon  its  tradition  of  providing 
healthcare  to  the  Greater  East  New  Orleans  community  and  beyond.  While  most  of  these 
subsidiary  operations  are  involved  in  activities  outside  the  hospital  proper,  they  are  all  involved 
with  healthcare-related  services,  most  of  which  are  on  a  freestanding  basis. 

The  Methodist  Psychiatric  Pavilion  is  a  good  example  of  a  subsidiary  operation  which 
provides  an  unmet  clinical  need  within  the  community  in  the  area  of  mental  health  and 
substance  abuse.  At  the  same  time,  it  provides  an  economic  return  to  the  Foundation  and 
subsequently  to  the  Methodist  Hospital. 

Current  social  and  economic  forces  encourage  that  surgery  be  performed  on  a  same  day 
basis  whenever  possible.  Advances  in  clinical  technology  also  enable  more  surgical  cases  to  be 
done  on  a  same  day  basis.  Methodist  Ambulatory  Surgery  Center  assists  Methodist  Hospital 
in  competing  effectively  on  this  front  by  offering  cost-effective,  high  quality,  and  convenient 
surgical  services.  The  Center  is  a  joint  venture  between  the  Foundation  and  a  group  of 
surgeons  associated  with  Methodist  Hospital. 
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Methodist  Hospital  recently  acquired  the  latest  medical  advancement  for  the  treatment  of 
kidney  stones.  Methodist  is  the  only  hospital  in  the  East  New  Orleans  area  to  provide  the 
lithotriptor  to  the  community. 

One  of  the  fundamental  changes  which  has  occurred  within  the  healthcare  delivery  and 
payment  system  has  been  the  development  of  "managed  care"  programs.  As  such,  Methodist 
Hospital  has  proactively  sought  to  be  a  major  force  within  the  realm  of  managed  care  in  the 
New  Orleans  marketplace.  By  virtue  of  its  convenient  location,  and  broad-based,  high  quality 
services  offered  at  competitive  prices,  Methodist  Hospital  has  been  sought  as  an  institutional 
provider  by  virtually  all  of  the  managed  care  programs  entering  the  community,  and  has 
become  the  provider  of  choice  in  East  New  Orleans. 

The  Methodist  Occupational  &  Industrial  Medicine  Clinic  provides  prompt  economical 
health  care  services  for  employees  of  metropolitan  area  businesses  by  providing  a  wide  variety 
of  services  from  emergency  treatment  for  injured  or  ill  employees  to  rehabilitative  care. 

The  Physicians  Medical  Plaza  is  the  newest  addition  to  the  complex.  The  Plaza  is  a  three- 
story,  50,000  square  foot  structure  with  150  associated  parking  spaces.  Suites  are  custom 
designed  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of  the  practice  of  each  physician. 

The  Methodist  Cancer  Center  recently  celebrated  its  third  anniversary.  While  Methodist 
has  the  capability  to  provide  for  surgery  and  chemotherapy,  radiation  therapy  treatment  has 
not  been  available  in  East  New  Orleans.  The  Methodist  Cancer  Center  adds  the  dimension 
of  radiation  therapy  and  allows  us  to  provide  a  comprehensive  cancer  treatment  program. 

Due  to  high  volume  of  utilization,  which  far  exceeds  projections  for  the  first  two  years,  the 
Methodist  Cancer  Center  was  expanded  to  accommodate  the  increase  in  patient  usage. 

The  Jonathan  Owen  Nelson  Cancer  Fund  has  been  established  at  the  Methodist  Health 
System  in  memory  of  Jonathan  Nelson,  son  of  Chaplain  Judy  Nelson.  Through  his  mother's 
dedicated  services  as  a  Chaplain  at  Methodist  Hospital,  and  as  a  result  of  his  illness,  Jonathan 
became  interested  in  supporting  cancer  research  and  treatment  programs  associated  with  the 
Hospital.  Funds  designated  for  this  special  fund  will  be  used  for  treatment,  research, 
equipment  and  any  other  needs  that  will  advance  the  cure  of  cancer  through  the  Methodist 
Health  System. 

The  Methodist  Neurosurgery  Center  provides  treatment  for  disorders  of  the  brain,  spinal 
cord  and  major  peripheral  nerves. 

Over  8,879  members  have  joined  Senior  Focus  for  adults  55  and  over.  Recognizing  the 
special  health  care  and  financial  needs  of  older  adults,  Senior  Focus  offers  a  package  of  health- 
related  services  and  activities. 

This  summer,  Methodist  Hospital  will  embark  upon  a  comprehensive  $21  million  master 
facilities  and  site  workplan  project,  which  includes  the  construction  and  development  of  a 
131,000  square  foot  East  Tower  addition  to  the  main  hospital.  The  two-year  project  also 
includes  site  improvements  to  its  healthcare  campus  and  capital  acquisitions  to  meet  the 
everchanging  technological  demands  of  today's  healthcare  environment. 

Methodist  Hospital  has  made  an  educational  commitment  to  the  United  Methodistministers 
of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  offering  a  series  of  lectures  and  programs  that  qualify  for 
continuing  education  credits.  The  Hospital  again  hosted  a  Clergy  Orientation  Day  for  ministers 
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throughout  the  state  of  Louisiana.  In  addition  to  the  Health  Care  Update  Seminar,  Chaplains 
Durbin  and  Nelson  hosted  a  tour  of  the  Hospital,  as  well  as  the  freestanding  facilities. 

Members  of  the  United  Methodist  clergy  will  receive  a  special  20%  discount  on  their 
portion  of  the  bill  for  services  rendered  at  Methodist  Hospital.  Clergy  from  other 
denominations  may  receive  a  10%  discount  under  this  program. 

The  Methodist  Psychiatric  Pavilion,  through  a  special  arrangement  with  the  Louisiana 
Conference,  offers  psychiatric  evaluations  for  individuals  who  enter  the  ministry. 

Methodist  Hospital  requests  the  reappointment  of  Chaplain  Paul  Durbin  as  Chaplain  and 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care,  and  the  reappointment  of  Chaplain  Judy  Nelson 
as  Associate  Chaplain.

Peoples  Methodist  Community  Center 

This  report  covers  the  last  six  months  of  operation  for  the  year  1992  under  the  Center's 
newly  appointed  Executive  Director,  Rev.  Marva  L.  Mitchell.  During  this  brief  period,  under 
new  administration,  Peoples  was  faced  with  challenges  that  needed  immediate  attention  in 
order  to  keep  its  door  open  and  its  seventy  year  old  heritage  and  legacy  alive  and  viable. 
Through  the  aid  of  staff,  Peoples  Board,  Felicity  UMC,  MunhollandUMC,  the  Ruth  B.  Carter 
Auxiliary,  some  United  Methodist  Women's  and  Men's  Units  and  the  Louisiana  Conference, 
we  are  still  in  operation  today  fulfilling  our  call  to  ministry  that  is  so  desperately  needed  in 
times  such  as  these. 

For  the  first  time  in  thirty  years,  Peoples  was  awarded  a  Class  A  License  by  the  Louisiana 
State  Licensing  Board  having  met  all  of  the  minimum  standard  requirements.  This 
achievement  was  accomplished  in  only  four  months  by  committed  individuals,  churches  and 
organizations  so  previously  named. 

Peoples  continues  to  meet  the  needs  of  children  and  families  in  the  metropolitan  New 
Orleans  area  despite  its  continued  struggles  with  the  lack  of  an  adequate  operational  cash  flow 
and  a  non-existent  cash  reserve  base  from  which  to  draw  from  in  case  of  emergencies. 
Nevertheless,  we  are  determined  to  continue  to  face  the  challenges  with  a  vision,  and  with  an 
intentional  desire  to  provide  nurturing,  the  best  quality  child  care  and  learning  center  that  will 
equip  children  and  families  for  their  future  and  community. 

A  Parent-Teachers  Association  has  been  organized  and  is  very  active.  The  enrollment  for 
child  care  (ages  infant-5)  reached  a  peak  of  76  children  with  an  average  of  68  children  in 
attendance  daily.  The  enrollment  goal  has  been  set  to  reach  the  center's  capacity  of  100. 
These  numbers  are  separate  from  the  Summer  Camp  enrollment  which  was  a  total  of  55 
children.  During  these  six  months,  the  Therapeutic  Ministry  Program  was  discontinued  and 
the  funding  from  United  Way  for  this  project  was  redirected  to  the  other  two  programs  with 
United  Way  approval,  namely  Child  Care  and  Tutorial  Latch  Key. 

All  long  outstanding  debts  have  been  paid  and  as  we  operate  each  day,  we  are  hopeful  that 
the  future  will  be  more  promising  and  less  stressful. 

Peoples  Center  was  awarded  a  substantial  Community  Block  Grant  by  the  City  of  New 
Orleans  for  capitol  improvements  on  the  main  Day  Care  Facility  and  the  completion  of  work 
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to  the  Annex  Building.  In  addition,  the  grant  will  allow  inclusion  of  the  purchase  and 
installation  of  outdoor  playground  equipment.  The  installation  of  the  equipment  purchased 
with  the  grant  will  also  include  a  separate  unit  from  a  cash  memorial  gift  given  by  a  couple 
from  another  Conference. 

We  are  extremely  fortunate  to  have  working  with  Peoples  the  newly  appointed  Institutional 
Development  Director,  Dr.  George  W.  C  Calvin,  Sr.,  the  Commission  on  Health  and  Welfare 
(the  executive  director  is  a  member  at-large),  and  recently,  from  the  organization  known  as 
Louisiana  Affiliation  of  Methodist  Ministries  (LAMM)  of  which  Peoples  is  one  of  its  co- 
founders,  represented  by  Peoples  Executive  Director.  Peoples  has  a  sixteen  member  Board  of 
Directors.  Our  future  plans  are  to  broaden  our  mission  work  to  other  age  groups  and  other 
community  needs. 

In  1992,  Peoples  celebrated  its  seventieth  anniversary  at  a  worship  service  celebration  at 
Felicity  UMC.  The  service  was  attended  by  Bishop  William  B.  Oden,  Dr.  George  Calvin, 
Councilwoman  At -Large  Mrs.  Dorothy  Mae  Taylor  and  many  other  guests  from  across  the 
connection.  New  Orleans  District  Superintendent,Dr.  George  Duerson,  was  the  preacher  for 
the  event.  It  is  hoped  that  Peoples  will  be  able  to  continue  to  be  a  beacon  of  light  for  those 
persons  in  need  of  affordable,  quality  child  care  for  the  children  of  this  city  and  a  proud 
institution  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  It  is  also  the  hope  of  the  Peoples  Board  and 
the  Executive  Director  that  the  churches  around  the  connection  will  be  as  excited  about  what's 
happening  at  Peoples  and  take  ownership  to  the  ministry  that  serves  the  needs  of  the  people. 
Peoples  needs  the  support  of  the  people  through  Good  Samaritan  Offerings,  Advance  Specials, 
a  local  church  budget  line  item,  volunteers,  wills  and  endowments. 

We  appreciate  and  thank  everyone  who  has  supported  us  and  those  who  continue  to  do  so 
as  "People  for  Peoples." 

Peoples'  1992  budget  ended  with  a  shortfall  of  $2,200.68.  The  budget  for  1993  has  been  set 
at  $262,000.00.

Methodist  Home  of  New  Orleans 

The  Board  of  Directors  and  staff  of  The  Methodist  Home  of  New  Orleans  are  pleased  to 
report  that  1992  was  a  most  successful  year  for  services  to  the  children,  youth  and  families  of 
Louisiana. 

During  1992,  The  Methodist  Home  of  New  Orleans  continued  its  ministry  of  Licensed 
Residential  Treatment,  Licensed  Therapeutic  Foster  Care  (TFC),  and  Marriage,  Family  and 
Parent  Education.  The  direct  care  services  remained  populated  at  or  near  capacity  throughout 
the  year.  A  total  aggregate  number  of  238  children  were  served  in  The  Methodist  Home  of 
New  Orleans'  various  programs. 

During  1992,  The  Methodist  Home  of  New  Orleans  provided  services  under  a  continuum 
of  care  through  Licensed  Residential  Treatment  of  Moderate  and  Severe  Intervention  to 
emotionally  disturbed  children.  These  children  ranged  in  age  of  birth  through  fourteen  years. 
These  children  are  victims  of  abuse  (sexual,  physical,  verbal  and  psychological),  abandonment 
and  neglect. 
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During  1992,  The  Dr.  George  W.  C.  Calvin,  Sr.,  was  appointed  to  work  on  behalf  of  The 
Methodist  Home  of  New  Orleans  as  Director  of  Special  Ministries/Institutional  Development. 
Dr.  Calvin  worked  to  create  and  develop  a  plan  for  increasing  financial  resources  and  the 
endowment.  Dr.  Calvin  will  now  turn  his  attention  to  implementation  of  the  developed  plan 
to  include  the  cultivation  of  potential  donors  and  interpretation  in  local  churches. 

The  Methodist  Home  of  New  Orleans  received  operating  income  of  $2,128,937.00  during 
1992. 

Church  Contributions  =  $56,024.00 

Children's  Homes  Offerings  =    12,887.00 

Individual  Gifts  =   96,035.00 

Wills  &  Legacies  =  100,000.00 

Interests  accrued  from  The  Home's  Investment  Funds  managed  through  the  Louisiana 
United  Methodist  Foundation  provided  $14,400.00  of  the  total  income.  The  remaining  funds 
came  from  the  state  purchase  of  services.

I.  NAME:   The  name  of  this  affiliation  shall  be: 

LOUISIANA  AFFILIATION  OF  METHODIST  MINISTRIES 

II.  MISSION  STATEMENT: 

"The  mission  of  the  Louisiana  Affiliation  of  Methodist  Ministries  is  to  provide  the 
linkage  between  its  membership  and  United  Methodist  of  Louisiana  through 
advocacy,  communications,  education  and  support  systems  that  affirm  the  Wesleyan 
Christian  tradition  for  health,  social  and  spiritual  well  being." 
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III.  PURPOSE: 

1.  To  be  a  voluntary  affiliation  of  United  Methodist  Health  and  Welfare  institutions 
and  ministries  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

2.  To  be  a  covenanting  organization  through  which  opportunities  and  problems  of 
mutual  interest  and  concern  may  be  identified  and  solved. 

3.  To  provide  a  means  of  interchange  of  interest,  needs  and  desires  among  the 
participants  of  the  affiliation,  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Health  and 
Welfare  and  other  Agencies  and  Boards  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference;  also 
of  State,  Regional  and  local  community  agencies,  organizations  and  population  for 
the  purpose  of  advocacy  of  issues  related  to  health  and  welfare  within  the  community 
of  the  State  of  Louisiana. 

4.  To  provide  leadership  training  and  development  for  its  participants  (including  Board 
and  staff)  in  order  to  enhance  the  quality  of  care  rendered  to  those  receiving  services 
through  the  institutions  and  ministries  related  to  a  connectional  unit  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

5.  To  serve  as  a  coordinating  and  innovating  force  for  Louisiana  United  Methodist 
Health  and  Welfare  institutions  and  ministries  to  share  experience, ideas  and  strength 
by  participation  in  a  systematic  process  of  Long  Range  and  Strategic  Planning. 

6.  To  assist  its  participating  organizations  by  encouraging  each  to  share  experience  and 
ideas  for  the  purpose  of  enhancing  the  education  of  persons  and  groups  regarding 
the  activities  and  financial  needs  of  each  in  order  to  develop  and  maintain  the 
required  resources  to  provide  ministry. 

7.  To  encourage  inclusion  of  the  spiritual  diversion  in  all  United  Methodist  related  to 
Health  and  Welfare  services  and  programs  within  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

IV.  MEETINGS: 

Regular  meetings  including  all  participating  organizations  shall  be  held  three  (3)  times 
each  year.  Each  meeting  will  be  scheduled  just  prior  to  other  regularly  scheduled 
meetings  of  the  Annual  Conference  or  the  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare  of  the  Annual 
Conference. 

First  Meeting:  Prior  to  the  Health  and  Welfare  Board  Meeting  at  the  Annual 
Convocation  of  Boards  held  in  Baton  Rouge  during  the  month  of  January. 
Second  Meeting:  Prior  to  the  Health  and  Welfare  Board  Meeting  or  during  the 
Louisiana  Annual  Conference  Meeting  in  Shreveport  during  the  month  of  June. 
Third  Meeting:  Prior  to  the  Health  and  Welfare  Board  Meeting  during  the  Fall  with 
the  site  location  for  the  meeting  rotating  among  the  Institutions  relating  directly  to 
the  Board  of  Health  and  Welfare. 

V.  FINANCIAL  REQUIREMENTS: 

Each  participating  organization  voluntarily  joining  the  affiliation  shall  be  responsible  for 
all  of  their  individual  expenses  incurred  as  a  result  of  their  participation.  No  individual, 
group,  institution  or  ministry  may  incumber  this  affiliation  with  any  financial  obligation 
of  any  type,  at  any  time. 
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VI.    ORGANIZATIONAL  STRUCTURE: 
A     Officers: 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  January  each  year  the  affiliation  participants  will  elect  a 
Chairperson,  Vice  Chairperson  and  a  Secretary  to  serve  for  a  one  (1)  year  term.  At 
the  end  of  that  year  term  each  officer  will  mandatorily  rotate  out  of  office  in  order 
to  spread  the  duties  among  the  participating  institutions  and  ministries.  An 
individual  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  in  another  office. 

B.  Each  institution  or  ministry  participating  in  the  affiliation  shall  have  one  vote  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  officers. 

C.  Task  Forces: 

A  task  force  shall  be  formed  to  address  each  goal  and  or  area  of  concern  identified 

by  the  Affiliation.  A  chairperson  and  a  secretary  for  each  task  force  shall  be  selected 

at  the  January  meeting.  The  selection  process  shall  be  to  solicit  volunteers,  should 

thatmethodbe  unsuccessful  the  Chairperson  of  the  Affiliation  shall  appointthe  Task 

Force  Chairperson  and  Secretary. 

Membership  on  a  task  force  shall  be  selected  by  the  same  method  that  the 

Chairperson  and  Secretary  of  a  task  force  is  selected.  There  shall  be  no  less  that  five 

(5)  nor  more  than  ten  (10)  members  on  any  task  force. 

A  constituted  task  force  shall  serve  for  one  (1)  year  or  until  that  task  is  completed, 

whichever  comes  first.  A  standing  task  force  and  its  membership  may  be  eligible  to 

continue  to  serve  after  the  one  (1)  year  term  ends. 


BOARD  OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION  AND  CAMPUS  MINISTRY 

Your  Board  of  Higher  Education  continues  to  support  the  work  of  higher  education  and 
campus  ministry  at  our  institutions  within  the  Louisiana  Conference  and  beyond.  We,  in 
Louisiana,  have  been  given  a  wonderful  history  of  higher  education  at  Centenary  College  in 
Shreveport  and  Dillard  University  in  New  Orleans.  But  we  not  only  celebrate  a  wonderful 
history,  we  celebrate  two  institutions  with  high  academic  standards,  Christian  values  and  person 
centered  education.  Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Samuel  DuBois  Cook,  Dillard  strives  for  and 
has  attained  excellence  among  its  faculty  and  students.  Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Kenneth 
Schwab,  Centenary  continues  to  grow  and  develop  in  its  pursuit  of  high  standards  for  faculty 
and  students  as  well.  Centenary  students  have  the  highest  ACT  scores  of  entering  students  for 
any  university  in  Louisana  including  Tulane. 

It  has  been  one  of  the  goals  of  our  Board  that  both  Dillard  and  Centenary  develop  an 
exchange  program  of  faculty  and  students.  Both  institutions  are  moving  toward  such  an 
exchange  in  the  year  1994. 

Our  responsibility  for  higher  education  moves  even  beyond  Louisiana  and  the  United 
States.  We  have  initiated  and  are  erecting  new  buildings  for  the  first  private  United  Methodist 
University  in  Zimbabwe,  Africa.  It  is  called  Africa  University.  Its  first  students  are  a  part  of 
the  School  of  Theology  where  it  is  training  new  pastors  for  the  many  new  congregations 
growing  in  all  of  Africa.  There  will  be  a  School  of  Agriculture  and  then  a  School  of  Economics 
and  Business.  United  Methodism  is  helping  train  leaders  with  Christian  values  in  business  and 
agriculture  so  that  new  leaders  will  make  a  better  day  in  Africa.  It  is  exciting  to  know  we  will 
help  to  shape  tomorrow  in  that  large  continent  of  our  world. 
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Your  Board  has  recently  restructured.  It  not  only  has  an  executive  committee  of  officers, 
it  has  six  important  committees  that  do  the  work  of  the  Board.   They  are  as  follows:

Scholarships  -  Rev.  Ted  Stanley,  Convener 
Publicity  -  Rev.  Dale  Branch,  Convener 

Our  goals  for  the  quadrennium  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  increase  the  awareness  of  Junior  and  Senior  High  Youth  of  Campus 
Ministry  on  our  twelve  campuses  in  Louisiana. 

2.  To  encourage  local  church  awareness  of  and  support  of  Campus  Ministry. 

3.  To  encourage  pastors  to  invite  campus  ministers  to  preach  in  local  churches, 
to  share  leadership  in  camp  settings  and  other  places  of  ministry. 

4.  To  enable  local  churches  to  include  a  "Chairperson  of  Higher  Education  and 
Campus  Ministry"  on  the  Council  on  Ministries  who  will  keep  up  with  their 
students  on  college  campuses,  send  names  to  Campus  Ministry  Center  on 
campuses  where  their  students  live,  encourage  their  pastors  to  visit  those 
campuses  and  their  students  once  a  year,  and  to  encourage  support  of  their 
Campus  Ministry  Centers  in  the  Louisiana  area. 

5.  To  encourage  the  use  of  Campus  Ministry  facilities,  as  well  as,  Centenary 
College  and  Dillard  University  at  district  and  conference  levels. 

6.  To  encourage  pastors  and/or  the  Chairperson  of  Higher  Education  and 
Campus  Ministries  to  provide  names  and  addresses  of  students  to  campus 
ministers. 

7.  To  encourage  United  Methodist  Women  to  support  students  entering  and 
continuing  their  college  year  on  college  campuses,  and  supporting  the  work  on 
campus  ministry  where  their  churches  have  campus  ministry. 

8.  To  initiate  local  church-based  campus  ministries  on  campuses  where  there  is 
no  campus  ministry. 

9.  To  provide  district  training  for  local  church  chairpersons  on  Higher  Education 
and  Campus  Ministry. 

10.  To  utilize  the  interest  on  funds  invested  through  the  Louisiana  Methodist 
Foundation  and  to  seek  other  funds  to  maintain  the  Campus  Ministry  facilities 
that  our  Conference  owns  and  operates. 

A  Feasibility  Study  Committee  was  initiated  in  April  1993  to  investigate  the  possibility  of 
developing  a  new  model  of  Campus  Ministry  in  Shreveport  where  there  are  five  institutions  of 
higher  education  but  where  there  is  no  United  Methodist  presence.  These  institutions  include 
LSU-S,  LSU-Medical  School,  Southern -S, Northwestern  University  Nursing  School  and  Bossier 
Community  College.  Betsy  Alder  from  the  Oklahoma  Conference  is  leading  the  group  in  these 
discussions.  The  new  model  will  embrace  greater  denominational  participation  and  greater 
local  church  support.  A  grant  of  $2,000  has  been  given  by  the  General  Board  to  study  the  issue 
and  hopefully  develop  this  new  ministry. 

The  Board  hopes  to  encourage  greater  scholarship  development.  It  sponsors  a  $1,000 
scholarship  which  is  funded  by  Student  Day  Offering  and  which  is  taken  by  local  churches  every 
year  in  April.  This  is  for  a  student  planning  to  attend  a  United  Methodist  College  or 
University.  This  year  a  new  scholarship  of  $1,000  will  be  funded  by  the  United  Methodist 
Foundation  Scholarship  Program  of  the  General  Board  for  students  attending  a  United 
Methodist  College  or  University. 
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The  Board  wants  to  encourage  local  churches  to  fund  several  scholarships  through  Wesley 
Foundation  or  Campus  Ministry  units  at  our  state  colleges  or  universities.  It  is  our  hope  that 
we  can  support  students  with  scholarships  as  well  as  encourage  participation  in  our  Campus 
Ministry  programs.

Two  special  grants  have  been  given  to  two  of  our  Campus  Ministry  Units  this  year  for 
special  programs.  At  Louisiana  Tech,  the  Wesley  Foundation  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Andy 
Hurst,  has  been  given  a  grant  by  the  General  Board  of  Higher  Education  for  a  "Campus 
Ministry  Intern"  who  works  with  the  director  in  developing  special  programs.  At  the  Wesley 
Foundation  at  UNO,  SUNO,  and  Delgado,  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Dale  Branch,  a  special 
grant  has  been  awarded  to  develop  an  outreach  program  to  ethnic  minority  students.

Campus  Ministry 

The  Louisiana  Conference  is  engaged  in  a  massive  project— ministry  at  14  state  and  private 
universities  in  Louisiana.  Our  Conference  leads  United  Methodism  in  this  arena.  The  nature 
of  campus  ministry  is  as  complicated  as  our  universities  are.  But  always  our  ministries  seek  to 
enter  the  life  and  structure  of  a  great  agency  for  change  in  the  world— the  university. 

Traditionally,  we  have  thought  of  campus  ministry  as  a  church  on  campus  for  18  to  22- 
year-old  adults  who  have  left  home  to  pursue  a  college  degree  and  who  will  return  home  in 
four  years  to  take  their  places  in  society.   That  picture  is  terribly  inadequate! 

Less  than  a  third  of  Louisiana  college  students  live  on  campus,  and  of  that  group,  three- 
fourths  travel  home  each  weekend.  The  average  age  of  college  students  is  rapidly  approaching 
30,  and  over  25  percent  are  over  35  years  of  age  on  most  campuses.  The  average  stay  on 
campus  is  close  to  six  years  for  an  undergraduate  degree. 

An  overwhelming  majority  of  students  change  majors  at  least  twice  and  a  high  percentage 
are  preparing  for  jobs  which  did  not  exist  when  they  enrolled  as  first-year  students.  The  high 
cost  of  public  education  in  Louisiana  and  the  drastic  cuts  in  student  aid  have  caused  up  to  75 
percent  of  our  students  to  hold  full  or  part-time  jobs. 

This  student  profile  gives  a  hint  that  "business  as  usual"  in  campus  ministry  will  not  impact 
today's  students.  Our  campus  ministries  are  on  the  cutting  edge  in  offering  the  Gospel  to  the 
entire  higher  education  network  of  Louisiana.  Each  of  our  units  takes  very  seriously  the 
concept  that  everyone  on  campus,  from  the  university  president  to  the  cafeteria  worker,  is  to 
be  reached  in  some  manner,  so  the  Christian  ethic  will  be  firmly  fixed  in  the  life  of  the  campus 
and  thus  in  all  society. 

Campus  ministry  is:  denominational,  ecumenical,  international,  intercultural,  non-racist,  non- 
sexist,  prophetic,  priestly,  pastoral,  recreational,  worship,  study,  counselling,  issues  exploration,  day 
care  for  students  with  children,  fine  arts  promotion,  Habitat  for  Humanity,  Peace  Links,  Earth  Day, 
World  Game,  talking,  listening,  prayer,  play,  evangelism,  nurture.  .  .  . 
....  and  on  the  list  grows  each  year. 

Campus  ministry  has  been  asked  to  do  a  super-human  job,  and  with  the  regular  guidance 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  this  happens.  Campus  ministry  covets  your  prayers,  appreciates  your 
generosity  in  finance  and  begs  you  to  inform  your  students  of  our  presence  on  campus.

Major  campus-wide  renovations  are  slated,  with  a  particular  emphasis  placed  on 
emerging  technology  and  facilities  that  will  be  equipped  to  meet  the  progressive 
rigors  of  higher  education  in  the  21st  Century. 
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Other  Highlights 

Centenary-Dill ard  Exchange  Program 

Faculty  and  staff  from  Centenary  and  Dillard  University  have  been  meeting  and 
planning  an  exchange  program  between  the  two  institutions.  Dillard  has  hosted 
representatives  from  Centenary  and  the  next  step  is  to  host  Dillard  faculty  and  staff 
at  the  Centenary  campus.  The  Conference  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus 
Ministry  has  been  invaluable  in  this  endeavor. 

Centenary  Church  Council 

The  Centenary  Church  Council  has  adopted  a  new  covenant  for  the  future  of  the 
Council  and  is  meeting  twice  annually  to  work  on  projects  and  goals  that  will 
continue  to  enhance  the  relationship  between  Centenary  and  the  United  Methodist 
Church. 

Outstanding  Freshman  Class  for  1992 

The  1992  freshman  class  was  the  largest  in  many  years,  and  one  of  the  brightest.  The 
average  ACT  score  was  24.5.  The  average  grade  point  was  3.3.  And  of  the  226  who 
enrolled,  approximately  one  third  were  United  Methodist  students. 

School  of  Church  Careers

Dillard  University 

Dillard  University's  continuous  growth  as  a  significant  institution  of  higher  learning  is 
evidenced  in  a  number  of  recent  developments  and  program  offerings.  This  growth  was  made 
dramatically  apparentin  the  completion  of  Dillard  University's  first  major  capital  project  in  25 
years,  the  hosting  of  high  profile  guests,  and  the  sponsoring  of  several  programs  dedicated  to 
the  improvement  of  cross-cultural  relations. 


The  dedication  ceremony  for  the  Fine  Arts  and  Communications  Center  at  Dillard 
University  took  place  on  March  21, 1993  at  3:00  p.m.  The  50,000  square  foot,  state-of-the-art 
facility  will  provide  new 

additional  and  more  efficient  space  for  the  University's  art  and  drama,  mass  communications, 
and  music  programs. 

On  November  22, 1992,  Dillard  held  a  Convocation  in  honor  of  Bishop  and  Mrs.  William 
B.  Oden,  and  in  celebration,  thanksgiving,  and  appreciation  of  the  contributions  of  United 
Methodism  in  Louisiana.  The  event  was  historic,  symbolic,  and  inspiring.  Mrs.  Marilyn  Brown 
Oden  was  presented  the  Dillard  Distinguished  Achievement  Award  for  her  contributions  and 
achievements.  Bishop  William  Bryant  Oden  was  presented  the  Dillard  Medal  of  Honor  for  his 
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remarkable  leadership,  accomplishments,  and  vision.  There  have  only  been  two  previous 
recipients  of  the  Dillard  Medal  of  Honor:  the  late  Bishop  Walter  L.  Underwood  and  President 
George  Bush. 

United  States  President  Bill  Clinton  and  Vice  President  Al  Gore  made  an  important 
political  stop  at  Dillard  University  on  October  16,  1992  during  their  presidential  campaign, 
along  with  members  of  the  Congressional  Black  Caucus,  two  United  States  Senators  from 
Louisiana,  and  other  public  officials.  At  the  rally,  both  candidates  addressed  a  large  crowd  of 
over  1,000.  Other  distinguished  visitors  for  the  current  academic  year  include  the  highly 
acclaimed  novelist  Ernest  Gains,  who  lectured  on  March  26,  1993. 

Dillard  University  sponsored  a  gala,  on-campus  luncheon  on  October  2,  1992,  for  the 
United  Negro  College  Fund  (UNCF)  National  Board  of  Directors'  annual  fall  meeting  being 
held  in  downtown  New  Orleans.  Dillard  University  was  honored  to  host  the  luncheon  of  the 
first  UNCF  board  meeting  held  outside  of  New  York  since  the  UNCF  was  founded  in  1944. 

On  November  21, 1992,  Dillard  University  held  its  Second  Japan  Business  Study  Program 
Seminar,  which  is  designed  to  provide  vital  information  to  business  people,  educators,  travelers, 
and  students  with  an  interest  in  international  affairs  on  how  to  capitalize  on  Japan's  growing 
economic  presence  in  the  world. 

The  4th  Annual  Dillard  University  National  Conference  on  Black -Jewish  Relations  was 
held  on  April  14th  and  15th.  Two  nationally  prominent  keynote  speakers,  Dr.  Leonard  Fein, 
Senior  Visiting  Scholar  at  the  Religious  Action  Center  of  Reform  Judaism,  and  Dr.  William 
E.  Gray,  III,  President  and  CEO  of  the  United  Negro  College  Fund,  Inc.,  was  on  hand  for  this 
year's  conference.  This  year's  theme  will  center  on  the  determination  to  involve  leading  Black 
and  Jewish  journalists  of  today  in  a  constructive  and  candid  dialogue  regarding  the  state  of 
Black -Jewish  relations  in  the  United  States  as  impacted  by  the  media.  There  were  three  Jewish 
and  three  African -American  presenters  who  are  each  prominent  in  the  field  of  journalism. 

Dillard  University  held  its  Fourth  Summer  Intensive  English  Program  for  Japanese 
Teenagers.  On  August  1,  1992,  a  group  of  39  Japanese  teenagers  from  the  all-male  Kwansei 
Gakuin  Junior  High  School  in  Nishinomiya,  Japan,  arrived  on  Dillard's  campus  for  three  weeks 
of  exciting  and  effective  instruction  in  cross-cultural  communications  and  cultural  diversity. 

Dillard  University  signed  a  Sister-School  Agreement  on  September  2, 1992,  with  Hinomoto 
Women's  College  of  Hyogo  Prefecture,  Japan,  creating  a  mutually  beneficial  cultural  and 
academic  relationship  between  the  two  schools.  The  Sister-School  agreement  promotes 
educational  and  cultural  enrichment  for  both  Dillard  and  Hinomoto  students.

Candler  School  of  Theology 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  1992-1993  academic  year  at  Candler  School  of  Theology  was 
the  culmination  of  a  series  of  conversations  designed  to  restate  our  mission  to  reflect  more 
accurately  both  our  institutional  priorities  and  our  vision  for  the  future.  While  located 
primarily  within  the  Candler  faculty,  these  conversations  have  also  involved  Candler's  alumni/ae 
and  friends.  The  resulting  mission  statement  affirms, 

"Candler  School  of  Theology  is  grounded  in  the  Christian  faith  and  shaped  by  the 
Wesleyan  tradition  of  evangelical  piety,  ecumenical  openness,  and  social  concern.  Its 
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mission  is  to  educate-throughscholarship,teaching,  and  service-faithful  and  creative 
leaders  for  the  church's  ministries  in  the  world." 

To  live  in  accordance  with  our  mission,  we  have  made  service  to  our  students  a  priority. 
By  adding  professional  staff  in  the  admissions  and  student  services  offices,  we  have  enhanced 
our  ability  to  assist  men  and  women  who  are  responding  to  God's  call  to  them  to  ministry.  We 
continue  to  seek  new  sources  of  financial  aid  and  scholarships  for  our  students  so  that  they  will 
not  enter  ministry  burdened  by  excessive  debt.  We  appreciate  the  support  of  the  local  churches 
for  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  (MEF).  Increased  support  of  the  MEF  will  directly  reduce 
student  debt. 

In  the  classroom  and  through  research  which  benefits  local  congregations,  the  Candler 
faculty  seek  to  educate  creative  and  faithful  leaders  for  the  church's  ministries.  More  than 
fifteen  books  were  published  by  Candler  faculty  authors  in  1992-1993.  We  welcomed  four 
persons  to  the  faculty  in  fall  1992:  Dr.  Luke  Timothy  Johnson,  Woodruff  Professor  of  New 
Testament;  Dr.  Lyndon  Reynolds,  assistant  professor  of  Historical  Theology  and  director  of  the 
Aquinas  Center  of  Theology;  Dr.  Don  C.  Richter,  assistant  professor  of  Christian  Education 
and  director  of  the  Youth  Theology  Institute;  and  Bishop  James  Thomas,  churchman-in- 
residence. 

Our  mission  of  educating  leaders  to  accomplish  God's  work  in  the  world  requires  that  we 
reinvigorate  a  conversation  between  the  seminary  and  the  church.  We  need  the  input  of  the 
congregations  to  which  our  graduates  will  be  appointed  as  we  continuously  refine  our  program 
of  education  for  ministry.  In  a  profound  sense,  the  work  for  preparing  leaders  for  the  church 
is  work  which  the  church  and  seminary  share. 

We  encourage  the  participation  of  alumni/ae  and  friends  in  our  mission.  With  your  help, 
the  Candler  School  of  Theology  at  Emory  University  will  continue  to  prepare  creative  and 
faithful  leaders  for  the  churches  of  this  Conference.

A  deep  commitment  to  Christian  Service,  academic  excellence,  openness  and  diversity  has 
characterized  The  Biff  School  of  Theology  in  Denver,  Colorado,  for  over  100  years.  Because 
it  has  never  imposed  narrow  dogmas  on  its  students  or  professors,  it  always  has  been  a 
theological  community  in  search  of  truth. 

One  of  thirteen  United  Methodist  seminaries,  Iliff  seeks  both  to  be  closely  related  to  our 
sponsoring  denomination  and  to  serve  God's  broader  ecumenical  communities  of  faith.  Diff 
is  grateful  especially  to  United  Methodists  for  their  generous  gifts  via  the  Ministerial  Education 
Fund.  Without  MEF,  Iliff  could  neither  survive  nor  serve  in  Christ's  name. 

Enrollment  at  Iliff  in  1992-93  to  a  head  count  total  of  368.  Students  came  from  all  over 
the  United  States,  thirteen  countries  outside  the  USA,  and  from  over  twenty  denominations. 
United  Methodists,  of  course,  were  the  predominate  denomination  represented. 

A  high  point  of  the  year  was  sponsoring  "Celebrate  God's  Call"  with  the  Bishops  and 
Boards  of  Ordained  and  Diaconal  Ministries  in  the  Nebraska,  West  Kansas,  South  Dakota, 
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Yellowstone,  and  Rocky  Mountain  Conferences.  Another  high  point  was  a  special  conference 
on  institutional  racism  sponsored  for  the  Western  Jurisdiction  in  cooperation  with  the  General 
Commission  on  Religion  and  Race.  Commemorating  Iliffs  Centennial  was  a  special 
conference  on  "Justice,  Peace,  and  the  Integrity  of  Creation"  with  scholars/pastors  from  around 
the  world. 

Iliffs  master  of  divinity  curriculum  is  designed  especially  to  emphasize  theological 
education  in  a  global  context.  By  accenting  both  scholarly  academic  excellence  and  practical 
theological  understanding,  Iliff  seeks  to  break  through  the  false  dichotomy  of  theory  and 
practice.  Preparing  persons  for  effective  pastoral  ministry  is  a  high  priority. 

Each  year  Iliff  sponsors  many  programs  of  continuing  education  for  clergy  and  laity.  Iliff 
Week  of  Lectures  and  Rocky  Mountain  Pastors'  School  regularly  brings  to  the  campus  more 
than  600  persons.  Additionally,  the  Iliff  Institute  has  sponsored  a  variety  of  programs  both  on 
and  off  campus  on  subjects  such  as  prison  ministry,  rural  and  urban  immersions,  sexual  abuse, 
etc.   Eiff  Week  is  next  scheduled  for  January  24-27,  1994. 

Iliffs  faculty  speak  regularly  to  many  church  conferences  and  groups  around  the  world. 
If  we  can  be  of  special  service  to  your  conference  or  church,  please  let  us  know.

Saint  Paul  School  of  Theology 

The  1992-93  school  year  has  been  filled  with  many  exciting  developments  as  Saint  Paul 
seeks  to  remain  ever  faithful  to  its  mission  to  prepare  competent  and  dedicated  leaders  for  the 
church. 

Last  fall's  entering  class  was  the  largest  in  history.  The  entering  class  was  thirty  percent 
larger  than  the  year  before.  While  Saint  Paul  has  reflected  steady  growth  since  its  beginning 
in  1959,  this  dramatic  increase  is  unprecedented. 

The  establishment  of  an  Evangelism  teaching  position  is  being  made  possible  through  a 
partnership  between  The  Foundation  for  Evangelism  and  Missouri  United  Methodists.  The 
Foundation  has  agreed  to  fund  the  faculty  position  while  the  funds  are  being  raised  within 
Missouri  for  a  permanent  endowment  for  this  position. 

The  Mabee  Foundation  in  Tulsa  issued  a  $700,000  Challenge  Grant  to  Saint  Paul  in 
support  of  the  renovation  of  the  entire  seminary  campus.  By  raising  $1,400,000  in  new  gifts 
and  pledges,  the  seminary  will  earn  the  Mabee  grant.  Although  Saint  Paul  is  a  relatively  young 
school,  the  campus  goes  back  to  the  early  years  of  the  century  when  it  was  used  as  a  Methodist 
college.  The  campus  renewal  project  calls  for  renovation  of  buildings,  complete  accessibility, 
conversion  to  a  pedestrian  campus,  and  the  razing  of  some  buildings  which  have  not  been  used 
in  recent  years. 
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A  new  specialization  in  Town  and  Country  Ministries  is  now  available  for  Saint  Paul 
students.  This  specialization  was  developed  to  strengthen  Saint  Paul's  commitment  to 
preparation  for  ministry  in  rural,  open  country,  and  small  town  settings.  It  seeks  to  build  on 
the  work  of  the  Town  and  Country  Ministries  Chair  at  Saint  Paul  occupied  by  the  Reverend 
Edward  A.  Kail. 

From  the  beginning,  Saint  Paul  has  focused  on  preparing  leadership  for  the  local  church. 
While  SaintPaul  graduates  continue  to  render  distinguished  service  in  many  forms  of  ministry, 
the  original  mandate  for  Saint  Paul  was  to  meet  a  need  for  a  seminary  to  emphasize  local 
church  ministry.  That  emphasis  remains  today,  with  Saint  Paul  continuing  to  have  the  highest 
percentage  of  its  graduates  serving  in  local  churches  of  all  the  United  Methodist  seminaries. 

Saint  Paul's  commitments  to  the  church  and  to  uncompromising  academic  excellence  were 
highlighted  this  year  during  the  regular  ten-year  review  by  the  University  Senate  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church.  In  recommending  renewed  approval,  the  Senate  review  team  said  in  their 
report,  "The  quality  of  the  educational  program  is  high.  They  have  maintained  their  focus  on 
preparing  persons  for  pastoral  ministry.  Its  curriculum,  outreach,  and  attitude  are  deeply 
appreciated  by  the  church  in  the  region.  Some  years  ago  there  were  some  negative  perceptions 
of  Saint  Paul.   This  seems  to  have  been  replaced  with  a  high  level  of  confidence." 

Saint  Paul  School  of  Theology  is  preparing  a  new  generation  of  leaders  for  the  church  in 
the  Wesleyan  tradition.  There  is  no  more  worthy  endeavor  to  which  any  of  us  could  give  our 
energies  and  resources.   We  thank  you  for  being  partners  with  us  in  this  mission.

McElvaney,  Le  Van  Professor  of  Preaching  and  Worship;  Richard  Murray,  Seneker  Professor 
of  Christian  Education;  Schubert  M.  Ogden,  University  Distinguished  Professor  of  Theology; 
and  David  Switzer,  Professor  of  Pastoral  Care.  Their  combined  service  in  our  community  totals 
139  years.   We  will  miss  them  all. 

A  search  is  being  conducted  for  Professor  Murray's  replacement;  Professors  William  F. 
May  and  Charles  Curran  will  combine  to  provide  courses  in  Christian  Ethics  formerly  taught 
by  Mr.  Carney.  At  current  levels  of  enrollment  in  the  M.Div  program,  we  will  not  be  required 
immediately  to  replace  Bill  McElvaney.  Dr.  Ellen  Charry  and  Dr.  Patricia  Howery  Davis  are 
already  in  the  positions  formerly  filled  by  Schubert  Ogden  and  David  Switzer.  We  are  grateful 
to  these  persons  for  their  years  of  dedicated  service  which  have  positively  influenced  so  many 
of  our  lives,  and  for  their  contributions  to  Perkins. 

Two  current  members  of  the  faculty  have  been  recognized  by  professional  organizations. 
Victor  Furnish  is  serving  this  year  as  President  of  the  Society  of  Biblical  Literature,  and  Joe 
Allen  is  just  completing  his  term  as  President  of  the  Society  of  Christian  Ethics.  William  J. 
Abraham  has  been  awarded  a  $100,000  grant  from  the  Pew  Trust.  Professors  Clifton  Black  and 
Danna  Nolan  Fewell  are  being  reviewed  for  promotion  to  the  rank  of  Associate  Professor  with 
tenure  at  Southern  Methodist  University.  Dr.  Michael  Hawn  joined  the  faculty  in  September 
as  Associate  Professor  of  Church  Music.  He  is  an  outstanding  church  musician  who  has  just 
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completed  a  term  as  President  of  the  Choristers  Guild  of  America.  Some  of  you  were 
privileged  to  hear  him  during  Minister's  Week.  He  was  formerly  on  the  faculty  at  Southeastern 
Baptist  Seminary  in  Wake  Forest,  North  Carolina. 

Major  revisions  have  been  made  in  the  curriculum  of  the  Master  of  Religious  Education 
and  Master  of  Sacred  Music  Degrees.  These  changes  will  strengthen  both  programs,  and 
enable  us  better  to  make  use  of  the  Meadows  School  of  the  Arts  in  our  sacred  music  program. 

Enrollment  continues  steady  at  340.  We  currently  have  252  M.Div  students,  83%  of  whom 
are  United  Methodists;  22%  of  our  students  are  persons  of  color;  40%  are  women.  The 
options  available  to  students  for  completing  the  intern  requirement  and  the  new  schedule  of 
evening  classes  have  been  well  received. 

We  are  currently  seeking  to  raise  endowments  for  the  new  Center  for  the  Advanced  Study 
of  Evangelism,  the  Zan  Holmes  Diversity  Scholarship  for  persons  of  color,  and  to  construct  the 
link  between  Selecman  and  Kirby  Halls.  When  completed,  this  addition  will  enable  us  to  make 
all  our  facilities  fully  accessible  for  physically  challenged  persons  and  will  also  provide  thirteen 
thousand  additional  feet  of  much  needed  floor  space.  It  is  a  three  and  a  quarter  million  dollar 
project.  Church  wide  giving  to  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  was  down  in  1992.  It 
performed  at  78.97%  of  its  apportioned  amount.  I  urge  your  continued  attention  to  this  item 
in  your  budgets. 

We  are  grateful  to  all  of  your  continuing  interest  and  support  as  Perkins  seeks  to  carry 
out  its  mission  on  behalf  of  the  Church.

Several  new  academic  initiatives  for  1992-93  have  strengthened  our  educational  mission. 
Among  them: 

*  A  new  major  and  minor  in  international  studies. 

*  A  summer  Institute  in  Mexico  as  part  of  SMU's  study  abroad  programs. 

*  A  School  of  Engineering  and  Applied  Science  graduate  program  in  hazardous  and  waste 
materials  management,  a  response  to  the  need  for  more  expertise  in  environmental 
engineering. 

*  A  new  Bachelor's  degree  in  Dedman  College  in  environmental  geology  in  response  to 
industry  demand  for  earth  scientists  who  understand  the  environment. 

*  A  new  dual -degree  undergraduate  program  in  music  and  computer  science  offered  by  SEAS 
and  Meadows  School  of  the  Arts. 

*  Opening  of  the  Greer  Garson  Theatre,  including  facilities  for  the  Southwest  Film/Video 
Archives. 
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♦Introduction  of  a  new  urban  studies  course  in  Dedman  College  with  a  major  volunteer 
component:  tutoring  children  in  East  Dallas;  some  students  live  in  a  Habitat  for  Humanity 
house  in  the  neighborhood  to  provide  round-the-clock  mentoring  to  the  children. 

Our  fiscal  stability  continues  to  be  precarious,  but  we  again  anticipate  a  balanced  budget 
for  1992-93.  As  our  enrollment  stabilizes,  we  will  be  able  to  make  clear  projections  for 
balanced  budgets  for  the  next  several  years.  We  hope  you  will  continue  to  send  us  your 
outstanding  United  Methodist  Scholars! 

The  United  Methodist  Campus  Ministry  at  SMU,  under  the  able  leadership  of  Reverend 
Greg  Ligon,  continues  to  be  significant  in  the  United  Methodist  students'  lives  at  SMU.  The 
new  apportionment  passed  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  in  July  1992  is  vital  to  our  mission 
in  serving  United  Methodist  students. 

SMU  continues  to  make  significant  progress  in  a  variety  of  areas.  The  1992-93  year  has 
been  eventful  and  productive.  During  the  Fall  semester  a  task  force  I  appointed  focused  on 
the  issue  of  whether  or  not  SMU  should  remain  in  Division  I-A  athletics.  The  task  force, 
chaired  by  Dr.  Leighton  Farrell,  Pastor  of  the  Highland  Park  United  Methodist  Church, 
recommended  that  SMU  remain  in  Division  I-A  athletics  of  the  NCAA  and  the  Southwest 
Conference.  The  Board  of  Trustees  approved  this  recommendation  at  its  meeting  in  December 
1992.  As  part  of  the  affirmation  of  staying  in  the  Southwest  Conference  and  Division  I-A,  the 
Mustang  Club  has  agreed  to  raise  1.6  million  dollars  to  ensure  that  athletics  expenses  do  not 
drain  academic  resources.  This  will  be  a  significant  task,  but  the  Mustang  Club  leadership  has 
confidence  it  can  be  achieved. 

On  February  8, 1993,  Ray  L.  and  Nancy  Ann  Hunt  (members  of  our  Lovers  Lane  United 
Methodist  Church  in  Dallas)  announced  a  $25  million  commitment  to  SMU  to  be  used  for 
scholarships.  These  scholars  are  to  be  students  who  have  demonstrated  both  achievement  in 
the  classroom  and  high  ideals  through  outstandingleadershipin  their  schools  and  communities. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hunt  have  made  it  possible  for  a  broader  range  of  students  to  learn  from  and 
contribute  to  our  University.  We  are  extremely  grateful  for  the  Hunts'  generosity. 

We  deeply  appreciate  your  interest,  gifts,  prayers,  and  leadership,  all  of  which  strengthen 
our  vision   for  SMU.

United  Methodist  Campus  Ministry 
Southern  Methodist  University 

What  do  "Friday  Forum,"  'Takin'  it  to  the  Streets,"  "Club  F.R.E.D.,"  "Vision  2000," 
"Exploration  '92,"  "Crosstraining,"  "Stepping  Our  of  the  Comfort  Zone,"  and  "Hardcore  B.S." 
have  in  common?  They  are  all  programs  of  the  United  Methodist  Campus  Ministry  at 
Southern  Methodist  University  designed  to  "prepare  students  to  make  a  difference."  As  a 
newly  funded  ministry  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  UMCM  at  SMU  is  doing  just  that: 
preparing  students  to  make  a  difference  as  Christ-centered  disciples.. .of  their  campus,  in  their 
community  and  throughout  their  world. 

SMU's  United  Methodist  Campus  Ministry  is  dedicated  to  starting  where  students  are: 
accepting  and  understandingtheir  needs  duringthe  transitional  universityyears.  Startingwhere 
students  are  finds  staff  and  student  leadership  helping  new  students  move  into  the  residence 
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halls,  playing  intramural  volleyball,  building  a  homecoming  float,  and  helping  students  one-on- 
one  or  in  small  groups  sort  out  questions  concerning  vocation,  relationships  and  faith. 

The  UMCM  Board  of  Directors,  in  its  establishment  of  the  ministry's  mission  and  purpose, 
also  recognized  the  importance  of  drawing  students  into  a  community  where  growth  could 
occur.  This  commitment  finds  its  fulfillment  in  a  weekly  bible  study  promoted  on  campus  as 
Hardcore  B.S.*  (*Bible  Study).  Each  week  40-50  students  gather  for  fellowship,  prayer,  singing 
and  study  of  the  scriptures.  A  junior  student  from  Arkansas  said,  "Hardcore  B.S.  on  Thursday 
nights  acts  as  a  release  from  the  pressures  of  school.  Greg  teaches  us  how  to  apply  what  the 
Bible  says  to  our  own  lives.   He  makes  us  think  without  MAKING  us  think." 

"Crosstraining"  is  a  ministry  developed  by  the  UMCM  Staff  as  a  result  of  their  dedication 
to  calling  students  to  life  changing  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  Each  spring  a  group  of  12-15  students 
meets  weekly  to  study  the  basics  of  the  Christian  faith  and  what  it  means  to  be  a  member  of 
the  Church  in  general  and  the  United  Methodist  Church  in  particular.  The  multiplication  of 
the  ministry  on  campus  is  also  seated  here  as  students  are  equipped  to  share  their  faith  and 
lead  small  groups.  This  fall  four  students  are  leading  freshman  bible  studies  in  the  residence 
halls  and  others  are  leading  studies  in  fraternity  and  sorority  houses. 

UMCM  also  seeks  to  empower  students  to  be  spiritually  equipped  and  hope-filled  in  their 
faith.  This  goal  is  met  in  a  variety  of  ways  in  the  weekly  program  and  is  also  encouraged 
through  participation  in  special  programs  on  campus  and  through  jurisdictional  and  general 
church  programming.  An  active  senior  said,  "The  programs  and  opportunities  offered  through 
UMCM  has  given  me  direction  in  findingmy  place  in  the  world  as  I  face  the  challenges  of  each 
new  day."  Students  have  participated  in  Exploration  1992,  the  church's  program  for  those 
considering  the  call  to  ministry  and  others  shared  in  VISION  '93,  a  South  Central  Jurisdiction 
endorsed  leadership  conference,  held  on  the  SMU  campus  in  January  of  this  year. 

The  United  Methodist  Campus  Ministry's  mission  of  preparing  students  to  make  a 
difference  would  not  be  complete  without  a  dedication  to  commissioning  them  to  answer  the 
call  to  discipleship,  evangelism  and  service.  Each  week  students  are  involved  in  urban  ministry 
in  West  Dallas.  They  tutor,  love  and  serve  as  a  mentor  to  hundreds  of  kids  each  week.  Others 
serve  in  the  Wesley  Rankin  Community  Service's  ministry  through  involvement  in  the  exciting 
"brickmaking"  project  which  will  transform  the  residential  community  of  SW  Dallas.  Still  others 
are  committed  to  serving  beyond  the  local  community  as  Mayterm  1993  will  find  a  group  of 
students  ministering  in  the  country  of  Panama  through  a  Volunteers  in  Mission  project. 

The  United  Methodist  Campus  Ministry  at  SMU  is  a  ministry  of  the  South  Central 
Jurisdiction  and  is  staffed  by  Director,  Rev.  Greg  Ligon  and  Interns,  Kathryn  Bennett  and  Jeff 
Jacob.  Reestablished  three  years  ago,  after  25  years  with  no  full-time  director,  the  ministry  is 
an  intentional  effort  to  strengthen  the  ties  between  the  university  and  local  UM  churches  of 
the  jurisdiction.  In  addition  to  campus  programming,  UMCM  hosts  over  1600  UM  Youth  in 
an  annual  Jurisdictional  UMYF  Day  —  Go  for  the  Goal.  Students  are  also  involved  in  local 
church  outreach  where  they  lead  youth  events,  participate  in  worship  and  teach  Sunday  school 
in  area  churches. 

Preparing  people  to  make  a  difference  as  Christ-centered  disciples  on  their  campus,  in 
their  community  and  throughout  the  world  —  the  mission  and  ministry  of  the  United  Methodist 
Campus  Ministry  at  Southern  Methodist  University!  The  staff,  the  board  of  directors,  and  the 
students  would  like  to  thank  you  for  your  commitment  and  support  of  this  vital  ministry!

This  does  not  include  approximately  $12,900  that  was  sent  directly  to  the  Dulac  Community

held  in  July  at  Centenary  College,  as  it  will  be  in  1993.  Among  the  study  group  leaders  for  the 
'93  School  will  be  Marilyn  Oden  and  Bishop  Oden. 

"Here  Am  I"  was  the  theme  of  the  Annual  Meeting  held  in  September  1992  at  the  First 
United  Methodist  Church,  Slidell  with  Edith  Ming  as  guest.  She  has  served  as  World  President 
of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women.  She  delivered  great  messages  in  word  and  song 
to  the  565  registered. 

The  1992-1993  Annual  Report  and  Directory  was  dedicated  to  Lydia  Istomina,  pastor  of 
the  United  Methodist  Church  in  Ekaterinburg,  Russia. 

UMW  SUNDAY  is  held  the  fourth  Sunday  in  January  each  year.  Two  hundred -ten  units 
reported  observances  in  1992. 

United  Methodist  Women  are  Church  Women  United.  Members  from  130  units 
participated  in  the  World  Day  of  Prayer.  The  state  president  of  Church  Women  United  is  a 
United  Methodist  woman,  Joyce  Reed. 

The  bi-annual  conference  UMW  Retreat  was  held  in  March  at  Tall  Timbers  Baptist 
Conference  Center  with  150  present.  'Take  Time  to  be  Holy"  was  the  theme  directed  by  Gwen 
White  of  Nashville,  TN.  (wife  of  Bishop  Dale  White).  Marvelous  music  was  led  by  Judy  and 
George  Gross  of  Pineville  and  Doris  Brown  of  Baton  Rouge. 

A  $100  gift  to  mission  Special  Mission  Recognition  pin  and  certificate  is  presented  each 
year  during  Annual  Conference.  The  '92  pin  was  given  in  appreciation  of  LaFern  Collins, 
resident  director  of  the  James  Dormitory  at  Centenary  College.  The  '93  presentation  will  be 
made  in  honor  and  appreciation  of  Sarah  Schoeffler  who  has  so  ably  directed  the  volunteers 
in  the  relief  work  following  Hurricane  Andrew.

The  1992-93  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministries  has  truly  been  a  great  witness  for 
Christ  through  Celebrating,  Inviting,  Nurturing  and  Serving  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference. 

The  year  began  with  District/Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministries  Training  June  4-6, 
at  Centenary  College.  The  nine  districts  came  together  to  enhance  their  knowledge  of 
district/conference  responsibilities,  Youth  Service  Fund,  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  and  to  elect 
the  new  youth  officers  for  1992-93.  There  were  215  youth  and  adults  from  all  over  the 
Louisiana  Conference  in  attendance. 

The  Conference  Council  on  Youth  Ministries  traveled  to  Mt.  Sequoyah  in  Fayetteville, 
Arkansas,  for  Jurisdictional  Youth  Ministries  Organization  Convocation  (JYMO)  on  July  6-11, 
1992.  Here  the  youth  team  learned  leadership,  communication,  patience  and  experienced  the 
joy  of  meeting  new  people  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction.  The  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  was  represented  by  51  youth  and  adults.  Kristin  Hunt  of  the  Monroe  District  was 
elected  to  represent  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Youth  Team  on  the  General  Council  on 
Ministries. 

The  first  big  event  was  "Fall  Convocation"  at  Louisiana  College  in  Pineville  on  September 
29,  1992.  SpiritSongwas  our  musical  leaders  and  the  Alleluia  Dance  Ensemble  facilitated  a 
liturgical  dance  session  to  teach  youth  how  to  spread  the  word  of  Jesus  through  celebratory 
dance.  There  were  683  youth  and  adults  in  attendance. 

On  November  13-15,  the  youth  team  sponsored  a  Junior  High  Retreat  (7th  and  8th 
graders)  at  Tall  Timbers.  The  topic  was  "Friendship"  led  by  Dolores  Giles.  There  were  166 
youth  and  adults  in  attendance. 

On  February  5-7,  1993,  the  youth  team  held  a  Senior  High  Retreat  (9th-12th  grade)  at 
Tall  Timbers.  The  topic  was  "It's  Killing  Us.. .Aids,  Rape,  Teen  Pregnancy"  coordinated  by 
Faye  Ross.   There  were  242  persons  attending. 

On  March  6,  the  Conference  Center  Round-Up  was  held  in  Alexandria  with  over  200 
youth  participating.  Youth  distributed  balloons,  danced,  served  as  ushers  and  gave 
affirmations.  The  affirmations  were  done  by  Brian  Smith,  CCYM  President  1989-90,  Lori 
Bridges  CCYM  President  1991-92  andKishia  Green  current  president.  Through  Youth  Service 
Fund  the  youth  gave  $1,050.00  for  the  Conference  Center.   And  this  in  only  the  beginning. 
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The  youth  of  Louisiana  Conference  contributed  $8, 1 10.05  to  Youth  Service  Fund  for  1992. 
The  district  that  had  the  largest  percentage  of  increase  in  giving  was  the  Monroe  District.

The  new 
Basic  Course  for  Lay  Speakers  with  copyright  date  of  1993,  and  for  Advance  Courses  for 
recognition  as  certified  lay  speakers  will  be  ordered  and  issued  to  our  districts.  The  new 
courses  of  study  are  also  in  Spanish. 

The  Conference  Committee  on  Lay  Speaking  will  publish  a  listing  of  Certified  Lay 
Speakers,  set  up  guidelines  and  establish  criteria  for  our  districts.  Each  district  is  requested 
to  name  a  District  Committee  on  Lay  Speaking  which  will  be  responsible  for  the  following: 

1.  Assisting  in  recruiting  and  developing  service  opportunities. 

2.  Overseeing  the  training,  interviewing  and  certification  process. 

3.  Matching  the  availability  and  capabilities  of  lay  speakers  with  projects  and 
program  needs  of  the  district  and  conference. 

4.  Supporting  lay  speakers  as  they  serve. 

We  are  enthusiastic  and  overwhelmed  with  joy  about  the  new  direction  for  lay  speaking 
and  will  work  assiduously  to  make  this  an  effective  serving  ministry.

Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship 

In  1991,  the  Conference  Board  of  Laity  agreed  that  because  of  the  high  cost  of  attending 
college,  the  Daughenbaugh-MathenyScholarship  would  be  more  help  to  the  young  people  who 
receive  it  if  each  scholarship  were  larger.  At  that  time  we  voted  to  increase  the  amount  each 
year  until  it  reached  $1,000.  We  have  started  this  policy  and  last  year  we  awarded  six 
scholarships  of  $800  each. 

We  planned  to  award  only  five  scholarships  in  1992,  but  we  had  the  largest  number  of 
applicants  we  have  ever  had,  and  probably  the  best  qualified.  When  we  had  completed  the 
interviews  and  began  the  judging,  it  became  obvious  that  we  needed  to  award  six  that  year. 
The  applicants  were  so  outstanding  that  we  could  have  awarded  several  more. 

Even  though  we  had  the  most  applicants  we  have  had  for  the  scholarship,  we  had  very  few 
applicants  to  Dillard.  We  can  only  award  scholarships  to  those  who  apply  and  we  would  like 
for  Dillard  students  to  receive  some  of  these  awards. 

The  students  receiving  the  Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship  for  1992  were:  Afreda 
Hygh,  a  senior  at  Dillard;  Angie  Smith,  a  senior  at  Centenary;  Leigh  Ann  Boston,  a  junior  at 
Centenary;  and  Lynd  Matt,  Samantha  Earl  and  Aaron  Hoppe,  freshmen  at  Centenary. 
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This  year  we  plan  to  award  at  least  five  scholarships  of  $900  each.  These  will  be 
announced  as  always  at  Annual  Conference  in  June. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  District  Boards  of  Laity  for  the  contributions  they  have  made 
to  the  Daughenbaugh-Matheny  Scholarship.  It  takes  a  lot  of  work  to  put  on  the  Laity 
Banquets  and  other  functions  to  raise  this  money,  and  on  behalf  of  these  young  people,  I  thank 
you  for  your  dedication  and  devotion.  God  bless  you  and  all  those  in  your  districts  who 
participated.

D.  CONFERENCE  CENTER 

Report  No.  I 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Conference  Center  gratefully  received  the  vote  of  confidence 
from  the  1992  Annual  Conference  on  its  report  to  accept  the  Master  Plan  for  the  Conference 
Center  as  presented  by  the  architects,  Barron,  Heinberg  and  Brocato  of  Alexandria,  La. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  met  in  July  and  acknowledged  the  gift  of  the  services  of  the  T.  L. 
James  Company  which  included  the  construction  and  the  clearing  of  a  road  into  the 
Conference  Center  site.  This  excellent  piece  of  work  has  enabled  the  Conference  Center  to 
begin  plans  and  preparation  for  the  building  of  a  lake  and  a  dam,  as  well  as  for  the 
construction  of  the  buildings  after  the  financial  campaign  has  been  completed. 

Rev.  Jarrell  Morgan,  Pastor  of  the  Glenmora  United  Methodist  Church,  was  asked  by  the 
Board  to  serve  as  the  coordinator  of  volunteers  who  might  come  to  the  site  to  give  their  time 
and  labors  in  doing  additional  clearing  of  the  property.  Services  of  volunteers  are  badly  needed 
to  clear  the  area  where  the  buildings  will  be  constructed  and  to  do  further  work  on  the  area 
where  the  lake  will  be  developed. 

The  ongoing  work  of  the  Search  Committee  continued  during  the  summer  months  as  a 
result  of  Annual  Conference  action  authorizing  a  financial  drive  to  undergird  the  construction 
of  phase  one  of  the  Master  Plan.  The  committee  conducted  interviews  with  various 
professional  consulting  firms  who  were  capable  of  leading  the  Conference  in  a  Capital  Funds 
Campaign.  In  the  month  of  August,  an  agreement  was  signed  with  the  consulting  firm  of 
Ward,  Dreshman  and  Rinehardt  of  Worthington,  Ohio,  to  lead  the  Conference  in  this 
endeavor.  A  four  part  campaign  goal  was  adopted:  a)  raise  $6,000,000;  b)  grow  spiritually; 
c)  give  every  United  Methodist  in  Louisiana  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  this  campaign; 
and  d)  have  fun  in  doing  the  campaign. 

The  Head  of  the  various  Chairs  for  the  campaign  were  selected  and  announced  by  the 
Conference  Center  Board  of  Trustees  and  they  are  as  follows:  Co-Chairs,  Mr.  Luther  Jordan 
and  Mr.  O.  Fred  Loy,  Jr.;  Clergy  Co-Chairs,  Rev.  Chris  Andrews  and  Rev.  Freddie  Henderson; 
Memorials  Chair,  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth;  Publicity  Chair,  Dr.  Don  Cottrill;  Rally  Chair,  Mrs. 
Carolyn  Dove;  Auditor/  Treasurer,  Dr.  Stone  Caraway;  Speaker's  Bureau  Chair,  Judge  Carl 
Stewart;  and  Spiritual  Emphasis  Chair,  Ms.  Claudia  "Peewee"  Hathorne. 

During  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March,  Methodists  from  across  the 
Conference  were  asked  to  serve  in  many  capacities  as  a  part  of  the  Campaign  organization. 
The  story  of  "The  Dreams  of  the  Conference  Center"  was  repeated  over  and  over  again  in  local 
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churches,  district  rallies,  over  luncheons  and  at  dinners.  On  March  6,  a  Conference  wide 
round-up  was  held  in  Alexandria  at  the  Rapides  Coliseum  in  order  to  actually  kick-off  the 
financial  part  of  the  campaign.  Methodist  from  all  over  the  state  visited  the  Conference  Center 
site  and  were  afforded  an  opportunity  to  walk  around  the  proposed  lake  and  dam  and  to 
visualize  the  location  of  each  of  the  buildings  on  the  site.  A  gigantic  western  style  celebration 
in  the  coliseum  brought  together  over  3,000  folks  who  enjoyed  a  barbecue  dinner  and 
unbelievable  entertainment.  The  story  of  the  Conference  Center  was  told  once  again  and  the 
theme  for  the  campaign  was  introduced,  "Building  Together:  Centering  Our  Faith." 

At  its  December  meeting,  the  Conference  Center  Board  of  Trustees  accepted  a  gift  by  the 
Istrouma  congregation  in  Baton  Rouge  for  the  furniture  in  their  sanctuary  to  be  used  in  the 
new  chapel.  This  furniture  includes  a  pulpit,  lectern,  pews,  communion  rail  and  the  electronic 
organ.  The  property  was  purchased  by  the  Exxon  Corporation  and  since  they  did  not  want  the 
furniture,  the  Istrouma  congregation  gave  this  as  a  gift.  The  architect  informed  the  Board  that 
the  furniture  could  certainly  be  used  and  would  be  incorporated  in  the  overall  design  of  the 
proposed  chapel. 

This  has  been  an  extremely  busy  year  for  the  Conference  Center  Board  of  Trustees  and 
it  wishes  to  express  appreciation  to  the  laity  and  clergy  of  the  Conference  for  their  support, 
their  concern  and  interest  in  this  project. 

In  addition,  now  that  the  financial  campaign  is  well  underway  and  is  apparently  going  to 
be  successful,  the  Conference  Center  Board  as  well  as  the  Conference  Board  of  Trustees  needs 
authority  to  borrow  funds  against  future  revenues  in  order  to  begin  construction. 

We  would  recommend  and  ask  for  authority  for  the  President  and/or  Vice  President  of 
the  Board  to  negotiate  for  such  loans,  and  sign  any  and  all  documents  that  are  necessary  to 
accomplish  this.  Therefore,  the  Conference  Center  Board  and  the  Conference  Board  of 
Trustees  recommend  to  the  Annual  Conference  that  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  both  bodies  be  authorized  to  sign  any  and  all  appropriate  documents  to  accomplish  that 
purpose,  including  any  mortgages. 

We  would  further  recommend  and  ask  for  authority  for  the  President  and/or  Vice 
President  of  the  Board  to  negotiate  with  the  Village  of  Woodworth  for  the  Conference  Center 
area  to  be  within  the  village  limits  of  the  Village  of  Woodworth. 

We  further  recommend  and  ask  for  authority  for  the  President  and/or  Vice  President  of 
the  Board  and  the  Executive  Committee  to  continue  to  negotiate  with  the  Martin  Land 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  extend  and/or  exercise  the  option  on  the  additional 
property.

The  Conference  Center  Board  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  amendment  to 
the  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  the  Conference  Center: 

AMENDMENT  TO  ARTICLES  OF  INCORPORATION 

OF 

LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  CENTER  OF  THE 

UNITED  METHODIST  CHURCH 

STATE  OF  LOUISIANA 
PARISH  OF  TANGIPAHOA 

BEFORE  ME,  the  undersigned  Notary  Public,  duly  commissioned  and  qualified  in  and 
for  the  State  and  Parish  aforesaid,  personally  came  and  appeared: 

TOM  MATHENY,  President,  of  the  Louisiana  Conference 
Center  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 

who  did  declare  that  pursuant  to  a  resolution  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Board  of  the 

Louisiana  Conference  Center  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  on  the day  of , 

1993,  as  is  more  fully  shown  by  a  certified  copy  of  the  Resolution  adopted  by  said  Board, 
hereto  attached,  he  now  appears  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  amendments  to  several  articles 
of  its  Articles  of  Incorporation  so  as  to  make  said  articles  read  as  follows,  to-wit: 


Article  V,  paragraph  4  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Members  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  to  their  position  by  nomination  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  and  election  at  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference.  The  Committee  on 
Nominations  shall  meet  annually  to  prepare  a  list  of  nominees  for  the  Board  to  act 
upon  prior  to  the  Annual  Conference  election." 


Article  V,  paragraph  5  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"The  membership  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Center  shall  be  divided  into  three 
groups  with  each  group  consisting,  as  nearly  as  possible,  of  an  equal  number  of 
members,  so  arranged  that  the  terms  of  one-third  of  the  membership  shall  expire 
each  year." 


Article  VIII,  section  B,  is  deleted  from  said  Articles  and  replaced  to  read  as  follows: 

"The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Vice-President  and 
Secretary  of  the  Corporation  as  well  as  the  presiding  Bishop  of  the  Louisiana  Area, 
The  United  Methodist  Church,  and  the  Project  Coordinator  of  the  Conference 
Center,  shall  be  members  with  full  rights  and  privileges." 
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In  addition,  the  Conference  Executive  Director  of  Administration-Treasurer, 
Chairman  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  the  Executive  Director  of 
the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  and  the  Chairperson  of  Conference  Council 
on  Ministries,  The  United  Methodist  Church,  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  but  shall  not  have  the  right  to  vote. 


Article  DC  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Initially,  those  committees,  in  addition  to  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  consist  of 
a  Nominating  Committee,  Program  Committee,  Personnel  Committee,  Site  Planning 
Committee,  Policy  Committee,  Development  Committee,  Long  Range  Planning 
Committee,  and  an  Environmental  Committee."

E.  UNITED  METHODIST  FOUNDATION  OF  LOUISIANA 

Several  months  ago  the  Foundation  contracted  with  Mr.  Robert  F.  Sharpe,  Sr.,  of  the 
National  Planned  Giving  Institute  to  give  us  guidance  in  planning  for  the  future  of  the 
Louisiana  Foundation.  He  suggests  that  the  biggest  problem  facing  the  Foundation  is  how  to 
reach  all  United  Methodists  within  the  Conference  with  our  message.  That  message  is  that 
bequests,  trusts,  life  insurance,  retirement  plans  and  other  major  current  and  deferred  gifts  of 
assets  are  both  needed  and  can  be  arranged  for  the  benefit  of  local  churches,  conference 
agencies  and  the  Conference  itself.  Mr.  Sharpe  is  right  on  target.  My  experience  reveals  that 
we  are  not  even  scratching  the  surface  in  reaching  out  to  prospective  deferred  planned  giving. 

We  do  see  some  progress.  Foundation  assets  almost  doubled  in  1992.  Not  including  the 
funds  from  the  Stafford  Estate,  thirty-four  new  accounts  were  opened  for  a  total  of  $1.6 
million.  We  started  1993  with  assets  totaling  $21.7  million  and  with  unrealized  assets  estimated 
to  be  worth  approximately  $2  million.    You  can  see  the  rapid  growth  we  are  experiencing. 

It  was  a  good  year  for  our  investment  accounts.  Our  short-term  pool  paid  6%  for  the  first 
half  of  1992  and  5.5%  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Our  long-term  pool  had  a  total  return 
of  8%.   The  Pension  account  showed  a  total  return  of  8.1%.   The  trust  fund  which  the 
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Foundation  manages  on  behalf  of  the  Methodist  Home  of  New  Orleans  had  a  total  return  of 
9.5%.  We  invite  those  churches  and  agencies  who  want  to  realize  the  best  possible  return  from 
their  surplus  money  to  give  us  a  call  —  we  can  help!!! 

Again  we  would  like  to  remind  the  members  of  the  Conference  that  the  Foundation  works 
in  primarily  three  areas: 

1.  Managing  local  church,  conference  and  institution  funds: 

Contact  our  ofGce  Baton  Rouge  to  set  up  a  fund  or  funds  for  the  Foundation  to 
manage  your  assets. 

2.  Local  church  and  institution  assistance: 

Remember  to  call  the  Foundation  to  get  assistance  in  the  areas  of:  Permanent 
Endowment  Committees,  Will  and  Estate  Planning  Seminars  and  Budget/Capital 
Fund  Drives.  The  Executive  Director  is  also  available  to  preach  and  meet  with 
Sunday  School  d asses. 

3.  Identify  and  Develop  Planned  Gifts: 

We  believe  there  is  tremendous  potential  in  all  our  churches  to  find  and  develop  gifts 
from  accumulated  resources.   We  can  help  you  develop  these  gifts.

F.  PROFESSIONAL  MINISTRIES 
BOARD  OF  DIACONAL  MINISTRY 

The  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  interprets  the  meaning  of  diaconal  ministry  to  the  church, 
assists  in  enlisting  persons  for  diaconal  careers,  counsels  and  guides  persons  in  the  process  of 
professional  certification  and  renewal  and  provides  general  on-going  support  for  all  persons 
employed  by  the  church  in  non-clergy  related  careers. 
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Persons  who  wish  to  serve  the  church  in  fields  of  Christian  education,  church  music,  youth 
work,  counseling,  health  science,  etc.  are  encouraged  to  seek  professional  certification  and 
become  candidates  for  consecration  as  diaconal  ministers.  The  process  begins  with  a  personal 
letter  of  intent  to  the  chairperson  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry.  A  mentor 
will  then  be  assigned  to  assist  the  person  in  the  process  of  sorting  out  the  various  ministry 
options  available  and  clarifying  God's  call  to  ministry.  After  preliminary  work  in  the  candidacy 
journal  with  a  mentor,  the  interested  person  will  seek  approval  by  his/her  Pastor/Parish  or 
Staff/Parish  Relations  Committee  and  Charge  Conference  and  will  then  be  interviewed  by  the 
Conference  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry. 

Scholarship  funds  for  those  seeking  consecration  and  certification  are  available  through 
the  Conference  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry.  Other  scholarship  assistance  is  also  available  from 
the  General  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry,  Division  of  Diaconal  Ministry,  but  the 
interested  person  will  have  to  contact  the  General  Board  at  his/her  own  initiative.  All  requests 
for  scholarship  aid  from  the  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Diaconal  Ministry  must  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  scholarship  registrar  of  the  Conference  Board  by  January  first  of  the  year  in 
which  the  candidate  expects  to  receive  that  aid.

BOARD  OF  ORDAINED  MINISTRY 

During  the  past  few  years,  the  Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  has  been  involved  in 
confronting  the  issues  of  sexual  ethics  in  ministry.  Originally,  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
develop  a  document  that  would  address  the  issues  and  provide  a  standard  of  action  for  our 
Conference.  The  work  of  this  committee  was  of  vital  importance  in  breaking  through  our 
hesitancy  in  dealing  with  this  critical  subject.  While  we  recognize  the  sensitive  nature  of  this 
issue,  we  have  delayed  the  development  of  a  written  ethical  standard  for  ministry  long  enough. 
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In  fact,  the  1992  session  of  General  Conference  mandated  that  every  Conference  have  a  set 
of  policies  and  procedures  addressing  sexual  harassment  and  abuse  by  1995. 

Now,  as  a  new  quadrenniumhas  begun,  a  new  committee  has  been  appointed  to  continue 
the  work.  Through  their  efforts,  a  three  fold  document  will  be  presented  to  the  executive 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference  this  year.  It  will  offer  a  theological  statement  on  ethical 
behavior;  an  ethical  standard  for  ministry;  and  policies  and  procedures  for  dealing  with  sexual 
misconduct.  This  document  will  be  distributed  to  all  persons  in  ministry  relationship  within  the 
Conference  for  study.  District  workshops  will  then  be  held,  beginning  in  late  summer  and  early 
fall  to  clarity  the  purpose  and  use  of  the  document,  and  to  offer  insight  to  the  clergy  on  sexual 
abuse  in  the  ministerial  relationship. 

The  final  objective  of  this  process  is  to  have  in  place  a  comprehensive  document  on  clergy 
sexual  ethics  that  can  be  adopted  by  the  executive  session  of  the  1994  Annual  Conference.

G.  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  COMMISSIONS 
COMMISSION  ON  ARCHIVES  AND  HISTORY 

While  the  work  of  the  Conference  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  is  usually 
considered  to  be  largely  administrative  in  nature,  it  is  in  fact,  a  vital  form  of  ministry.  We  seek 
to  challenge  district  superintendents,local  and  district  historians,  archivists  and  any  others  who 
are  custodians  of  the  living  records  of  the  church  to  be  good  stewards  of  the  past.  We 
encourage  the  leaders  of  the  church  to  be  celebrants  of  its  history.  We  exhort  those  who  make 
history  to  learn  history  before  they  seek  to  make  it  anew.  In  the  simplest  of  terms,  we  witness 
to  God's  work  in  the  spirit  of  the  question,  "what  does  God  teach  us  since  the  Bible  was 
canonized?"  With  the  acceptance  of  the  above  perceptions,  we  consider  ourselves  to  be  under 
the  same  spiritual  mandate  as  any  other  servants  of  the  church. 

The  Commission  has  a  history  of  its  own.  The  Conference  has  greatly  benefitted  by  three 
earlier  achievements:  the  completion  of  our  Conference  repository  in  the  Sam  Peters  Research 
Center  on  the  campus  of  Centenary  College;  the  publication  of  a  major  history  of  Louisiana 
Methodism  entitled  Becoming  One  People  by  Walter  Vernon;  and  the  guidelines  for  the 
Conference  in  the  area  of  Archives  and  History,  prepared  in  collaboration  with  the  commission 
by  its  then  chairperson,  Lewis  Morris,  Jr.,  and  adopted  at  the  1991  session  of  Annual 
Conference  (Pp.  321-323,  1992  Journal^ 

With  these  achievements  strengthening  the  present  work  of  the  Commission,  and  with  the 
awareness  that  there  are  significant  needs  remaining,  we  adopted  the  following  goals  for  this 
quadrennium: 

"During  the  1993  Conference  year: 

The  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  will  help  to  establish  the  following 
procedures  and  policies  for  our  Conference  Archives  at  Centenary  College  to  be 
finalized  at  the  Annual  Conference  meeting  in  June,  1993: 

1.  A  records  retention  policy. 

2.  A  list  of  Conference  records  generating  from  agencies. 

3.  A  transfer  schedule  from  these  agencies. 
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During  the  remainder  of  the  quadrennium,  we  will: 

1.  Organize  a  Conference  historical  society. 

2.  In  consultation  with  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions: 

A.  Solicit  a  sermon  manuscript  from  each  retiring  minister  to  be 
retained  in  the  archives. 

B.  Develop  a  program  of  oral  history,  routinely  solicited  from  each 
class  of  retiring  ministers. 

C       Seek  such  histories  from  those  already  retired." 

In  reorganizing  the  Conference  Commission  for  the  new  quadrennium,  persons  with 
considerable  expertise  in  the  area  of  its  work  were  newly  appointed  or  were  retained  from  its 
earlier  membership,  including  four  professional  archivists  and  a  librarian.  With  their  facility 
and  contribution  to  the  work  of  the  Commission,  we  are  hopeful  of  establishing  sound  policies 
which  will  more  effectively  conserve  both  our  historical  records  and  the  vitality  of  our  earlier 
witness.

COMMISSION  ON  CHRISTIAN  UNITY  AND  INTERRELIGIOUS  CONCERNS 

Unity  is  biblically  based,  is  a  part  of  our  United  Methodist  tradition  and  should  be  a  part 
of  our  overall  mission.  The  Commission  on  Christian  Unity  and  Interreligious  Concerns  sees 
its  roll  as  an  enabler  for  local  congregations  in  seeking  a  broader  presence  through  worship, 
mission,  study  and  other  means.  Unity  can  be  accomplished  by  reaching  an  understanding  of 
the  biblical  mandates  for  Christian  unity  and  the  importance  that  such  unity  has  upon  the 
religious  world  and  the  institutional  church.  We  encourage  our  congregations  to  value 
interfaith  discussions,  dialogues  and  understandings. 

Around  the  Louisiana  Conference,  there  are  numerous  ecumenical  events  taking  place 
that  are  providing  for  dialogue,  worship,  study  and  mission.  In  addition,  the  established 
organizations  such  as  ministerial  alliances,  Church  Women  United,  ecumenical  study  groups 
for  both  lay  and  clergy,  food  pantries,  Habitat  for  Humanity,  emergency  relief  aid  agencies, 
pulpit  and  choir  exchanges  are  all  functioning.  Other  coalitional  ecumenical  groups  are 
working  together  and  addressing  the  immediate  needs  of  their  geographical  areas.  We  all 
learned  the  importance  of  unity  following  the  devastation  caused  by  Hurricane  Andrew  in 
August  of  1992,  as  well  as  in  other  natural  disasters  that  have  affected  our  state  and  region  in 
the  past  year.  In  such  disasters  as  our  state  has  experienced  in  the  past  year,  it  is  not 
uncommon  to  find  unity  to  be  ecumenical  but  to  also  discover  that  unity  is  interreligious  as 
well.  We  can  work  together,  non -Christians  working  beside  Christians,  for  the  sake  of 
humanity  in  need. 

The  Commission  continues  to  offer  a  limited  number  of  scholarships  for  youth  of  other 
denominations  to  participate  in  our  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Church  Camp  Program.  We 
are  continuing  to  provide  start-up  funding  in  assisting  to  develop  a  new  "Ulster  Project"  in  a 
town/city  in  Louisiana  where  Protestants  and  Roman  Catholics  will  be  working  together  for 
teaching  and  experiencing  our  peaceful  coexistence  in  the  world.  We  continue  to  be  involved 
with  the  ongoing  activities  with  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  and  its  annual  meeting. 
The  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  continues  to  be  an  active  advocate  for  dialogue  within 
not  only  the  Christian  communities  but  also  other  faith  communities,  cultures  and  idealogies. 
We  are  currently  working  on  a  directory  listing  persons,  places  and  activities  from  around  our 
Conference  that  demonstrate  Christian  unity. 
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Unity  and  covenanting  relationships  were  first  introduced  to  the  early  church  through 
Paul's  writings  to  the  various  communities  of  faith.  Let  us  hear  anew  the  words  of  Paul  when 
he  stated,  "For  as  in  one  body  we  have  many  members,  and  not  all  the  members  have  the  same 
function,  so  we,  who  are  many,  are  one  body  in  Christ,  and  individually  we  are  members  one 
of  another.  We  have  gifts  that  differ  according  to  the  grace  given  to  us"  (Romans  12:4-6).  Let 
us,  therefore,  use  our  gifts  and  our  graces  in  our  ecumenical  and  interreligious  enterprises.

COMMISSION  ON  EQUITABLE  COMPENSATION 

1.  The  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation,  with  the  approval  of  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration,  is  requesting  the  Annual  Conference  to  increase  the 
Apportionment  to  $150,000  a  year  beginning  January  1,  1994.  If  approved,  the  formula 
for  grants  will  be  based  on  the  1992  Conference  Average  Compensation. 

A.     In  this  plan,  a  minister's  Conference  relationship  sets  the  equitable  compensation  a 
pastor  may  receive  as  outlined:

B.  Ministers  receive  an  additional  $100  for  each  year  of  service  as  a  full-time  minister 
up  to  a  maximum  of  10  years  of  service. 

C.  Ministers  receive  an  additional  $200  a  year  for  each  church  over  one. 

D.  These  rules  shall  apply  to  changes  in  appointments  or  new  applications.  No  minister 
receiving  a  grant  when  this  legislation  goes  into  effect  shall  receive  less  than  currently 
granted. 

E.  Equitable  Compensation  pays  its  share  of  MPP  and  CPP  based  on  the  minister's 
income. 

F.  Equitable  Compensation  pays  Continuing  Education  equal  to  the  cost  of  Minister's 
School  at  Centenary  College. 

G.  The  Charge  should  contibute  at  least  $10,000/year  to  the  minister's  compensation. 

H.      The  Charge  should  pay  at  least  1/2  of  the  pastor's  total  compensation. 

I.  Annual  grants  approved  by  the  Commission  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  installments  on 
the  basis  of  available  funds  at  the  beginning  of  the  calendar  year.  Appropriations 
shall  be  made  on  a  pro-rata  basis,  in  the  event  of  insufficient  funds. 

J.  Each  church/charge  is  encouraged  to  increase  its  ministerial  support  a  minimum  of 
5%  per  year. 
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K  A  church/charge  should  pay  in  full  all  apportioned  ministerial  items  (Pensions, 
Equitable  Compensation,  Episcopal,  District  Superintendents  Funds)  and  World 
Service  and  Conference  Benevolences. 

L.  A  charge  receiving  Equitable  Compensation  Funds  is  encouraged  to  support  the 
program  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  by  conducting  a  Conference-approved 
Stewardship  Program. 

M.  All  income  from  salary,  wages  or  compensation  from  services  rendered  will  be 
considered  in  determining  eligibility  for  EC  grants. 

N.  District  Superintendentsmust  submit  to  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation 
chairperson  all  applications  from  charges  seeking  assistance  from  the  Equitable 
Compensation  Fund.  These  are  to  be  sent  after  Charge  Conference  but  no  later  than 
December  31  and  for  new  appointments,  as  soon  as  possible,  using  application  forms 
furnished  by  the  Commission. 

O.  All  charges  receiving  Equitable  Compensation  support  are  required  to  renew  their 
application  when  receiving  a  change  in  appointment,  and  to  notify  the  chairperson 
of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation  of  any  change  in  compensation  or 
Conference  relationship. 

P.  Special  consideration  will  be  given  in  unique  cases  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Cabinet  and  concurrence  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Commission  on 
Equitable  Compensation. 

Q.  Ministerial  members  appointed  for  less  than  full-time  service  as  defined  by  the  Book 
of  Discipline  will  be  considered  for  participation  in  the  Equitable  Compensation 
Fund  upon  recommendation  of  the  Cabinet. 

II.  REGARDING  MOVING  EXPENSES:  Charges  of  250  members  or  less  which  have 
frequent  changes  in  ministers  shall  be  eligible  for  assistance  from  the  Conference  with 
moving  expenses  on  the  following  basis: 

A  If  the  minister  is  moved  after  one  year  and  the  charge  has  not  initiated  the  change, 
the  Commission  shall  pay  to  the  charge  1/2  of  the  actual  moving  expenses  up  to  a 
maximum  of  $500. 

B.  If  the  minister  is  moved  after  two  years  and  the  charge  has  not  initiated  the  change, 
the  Commission  shall  pay  to  the  charge  1/2  of  the  actual  moving  expenses  up  to  a 
maximum  of  $300. 

C  If  the  minister  is  moved  after  three  or  more  years,  no  assistance  shall  be  available  to 
the  charge. 

D.  The  minister  must  be  living  on  the  charge  in  order  for  the  charge  to  receive  such 
assistance. 

E.  Verification  of  moving  expenses  shall  be  made  by  submitting  a  copy  of  the  bill  to  the 
District  Superintendent  in  whose  district  the  charge  is  located. 
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F.  Requests  for  assistance  shall  be  initiated  by  the  charge,  approved  by  the  District 
Superintendent  (in  whose  district  the  charge  is  located),  then  submitted  to  the 
Chairperson  of  the  Commission  on  Equitable  Compensation. 

G.  In  certain  unique  cases  which  do  not  fit  the  criteria  above,  25%  of  the  allowable 
moving  expense  reimbursement  will  be  paid  by  the  Commission  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Cabinet  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Commission  on 
Equitable  Compensation.  In  order  for  this  grant  to  be  made,  the  District  will  agree 
to  pay  the  other  25%  of  the  allowable  moving  expense  reimbursement.

H.  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  COMMITTEES 

COMMITTEE  ON  CONFERENCE  RULES 

The  following  proposed  changes  to  the  Rules  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  have 
been  considered  by  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  are  hereby  forwarded  with  our 
recommendations  of  concurrence/non-concurrence. 

ARTICLE  IV:   DISTRICTS 

Insert  this  new  rule  as  Paragraph  "C"  and  identify  the  current  Paragraph  "C"  as  Paragraph 
"D". 

C.  Each  district  shall  establish  a  District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
composed  of  at  least  four  laypersons  and  three  ministers.  The  District 
Superintendent,Conference,  Jurisdictional, and  General  Conference  members  of  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  within  the  bounds  of  the  district  shall  be  ex- 
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officio  members  of  the  District  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.    Every 
consideration  should  be  given  to  ethnic  minority  representation.

Rationale:  The  content  of  the  proposed  rule  is  identical  to  the  recommendation 

included  as  part  of  the  report  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  for  years  (1992  Journal,  Page  233,  Item  4).  This  rule 
would  provide  a  functional  structure  for  financial  administration  within 
each  district  parallel  to  conference  and  local  church  structures. 

The  Committee  recommends  concurrence. 


ARTICLE  VI,  Rule  7 

Replace  the  first  sentence  of  the  current  rule  with  the  following: 

All  Councils,  Boards,  Commissions,  and  Committees  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conferenceshallsendtheir  Annual  Conference  reports,  resolutions,  and  recommendations 
to  the  Conference  Secretary  seventy-five  (75)  days  before  the  opening  date  of  Annual 
Conference  Session.  The  Conference  Secretary  shall  compile  and  duplicate  these  reports 
and  mail  a  copy  to  each  minister  and  each  lay  member  of  the  Annual  Conference  thirty 
(30)  days  before  the  Session  convenes.

Rationale:  The    current    rule    specifies    that    the    reports,    resolutions,    and 

recommendations  shall  be  sent  to  the  "Conference  Council  Director"  who 
shall  then  compile  and  distribute  them.  This  task  is  properly  the  work 
of  the  duly  elected  Secretary  of  the  Conference  -  not  necessarily  the 
responsibility  of  the  Conference  Council  Director,  who  is  not 
automatically  elected  as  Conference  Secretary. 

The  increasing  amount  of  information  submitted  and/or  required  for 
inclusion  in  the  Pre-Conference  Report  makes  the  slightly  earlier 
deadline  desirable  —  to  facilitate  the  work  of  those  who  must  compile 
and  distribute  the  booklet.  Many  groups  have,  in  effect,  completed  their 
preparations  for  Annual  Conference  during  the  Convocation  of  Boards 
in  January  or  shortly  thereafter.  In  1993,  for  example,  reports  would 
have  been  submitted  on  or  before  24  March  ~  rather  than  8  April. 
The  current,  first  sentence  should  appear  as  two  sentences  rather  than 
one. 

The  Committee  recommends  concurrence. 

This  report  reflects  the  Committee  on  Rules'  considerations  and  recommendationsrelative 
to  the  Rules  Change  Proposals  as  submitted.  All  votes  on  concurrence/non -concurrence  were 
unanimous.  Members  voting  were:  Steven  W.  Caraway,  Inez  Chrisentery,  Tom  Harrell,  Tim 
Lawson,  and  Byrl  J.  Moreland.

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COMMITTEE  ON  EPISCOPACY 

The  committee  met  on  September  14,  1992,  in  the  home  of  the  chairperson.  This  was  the 
first  meeting  since  the  organizational  meeting  at  Annual  Conference.  In  keeping  with  the 
desire  to  meet  on  a  more  regular  basis,  the  committee  has  planned  a  minimum  of  three 
meetings  each  year.  At  the  September  meeting,  the  members  were  given  their  duties  and 
responsibilities  as  outlined  in  the  Discipline  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.  It  was  decided 
that  the  committee  would  have  a  "Celebration"  of  Bishop  and  Marilyn  Oden's  first  four  years 
in  Louisiana  and  a  "Looking  Ahead"  to  their  second  quadrennium.  This  was  held  at  the 
regular  Thursday  evening  banquet  during  the  Convocation  of  Boards  in  January. 

Several  key  leaders  in  the  conference  spoke  on  the  events  of  Bishop  Oden's  first  four  years 
in  Louisiana  at  the  banquet.  Ms.  Marian  Eggerton  reported  on  the  consecration  service  held 
at  St.  Louis  Cathedral  in  New  Orleans;  Dr.  Carole  Cotton-Winn  reviewed  the  Shepherd's  Visits 
whereby  the  Oden's  visited  every  church  in  the  Conference;  Rev.  Leslie  Norris  remembered 
"The  Gathering"  in  Baton  Rouge  with  over  11,000  in  attendance;  Dr.  Charles  Simmons 
highlighted  the  Vision  2000  work;  Dr.  Ken  Schwab  reminded  the  group  of  his  selection  as  the 
new  President  of  Centenary  College  during  this  quadrennium;  Dr.  Tom  Matheny  reported  on 
the  plans  and  dreams  of  the  Conference  Center  and  Rev.  Dwight  Ramsey  spoke  on  the 
beginning  and  continued  work  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  in  Russia.  The  evening  was 
further  enhanced  with  the  arrival  of  Tal  Oden  of  Oklahoma  to  review  other  history  of  his 
cousin,  our  Bishop  Oden. 

The  January  meeting  was  held  on  the  29th  in  the  Episcopal  Residency  with  Bishop  and 
Mrs.  Oden,  our  delightful  host  and  hostess.  The  Bishop  spoke  of  his  work  beyond  our 
conference  boundaries  and  his  desire  that  he  always  maintain  at  least  70%  of  his  time  in  his 
home  conference.  He  is  presently  serving  as  Chairperson  of  the  World  Methodist-Anglican 
Dialogue  Committee  which  has  necessitated  his  visiting  in  Jerusalem  and  Ireland. 

Mrs.  Oden  continues  to  contribute  much  to  United  Methodism,  having  written  a  book  on 
the  Russian  Church,  as  well  as,  devotions  for  an  advent  publication. 

The  Louisiana  Conference  has  been  greatly  blessed  to  have  had  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Oden 
these  past  five  years  and  we  look  forward  to  the  next  three  with  much  anticipation,  hoping  that 
the  dreams  of  the  Odens  and  our  Conference  will  become  realities!

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I.  ORGANIZATIONS  AND  AGENCIES 
LOUISIANA  INTERCHURCH  CONFERENCE 

On  February  26,  1970,  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  was  organized  in  response 
to  God's  call  "to  demonstrate  the  oneness  we  already  share  through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  as 
Lord  and  Savior,"  and  we  constituted  ourselves  into  the  Conference  "as  a  contemporary 
instrument  of  our  obedience."  We  give  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  our  worship,  work  and 
witness  during  these  past  twenty-two  years. 

"The  Challenge  of  Ecumenical  Ministry  in  a  Multicultural  Society"  was  the  theme  of  the 
Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  Annual  Assembly  held  in  Monroe,  January  19-20, 1993,  and 
keynoted  by  Dr.  Luther  Smith,  Associate  Professor  of  Church  and  Community,  Candler  School 
of  Theology,  Emory  University,  Atlanta,  Georgia.  "The  work  of  ecumenism,"  Dr.  Smith  said, 
"is  to  'affirm  particularity'."  He  cautioned  against  the  tendency  to  feel  that  one  Christian 
tradition  is  superior  to  another.  "All  of  our  theological  buckets  have  leaks,"  he  quipped, 
supporting  a  view  of  respect  for  denominational  differences.  Dr.  Smith  named  hospitality  as 
"a  key  Christian  discipline."  Hospitality  "helps  create  the  climate  in  which  the  Holy  Spirit  can 
work  miracles."  The  church  should  concentrate  on  being  "a  good  neighbor—offering  hope  and 
being  sensitive  to  other's  needs."  He  called  his  listeners  to  "shun  stereotypes"  and  to  "say  yes 
to  the  covenant  of  relationship  with  others  regardless  of  the  consequences."  He  concluded  with 
a  challenge  for  churches  to  find  the  laity  and  clergy  who  will  take  the  leadership  in  vital 
ecumenical  ministry. 

In  addition,  the  Conference  in  1992  again  made  significant  contributions  to  the  quality  of 
life  in  Louisiana.  The  Task  Force  on  Television  has  had  an  impact  on  getting  the  interfaith 
network,  VISN/ACTS,  on  cable  channels  in  Louisiana.  The  task  force  has  encouraged  pastors 
and  layperson  to  contact  cable  companies  to  encourage  them  to  carry  this  quality  programming. 
Workshops  are  planned  to  assist  congregations  to  develop  local  programming  for  VISN/ACTS 
and  other  networks. 

The  Conference  continued  significant  work  in  1992  with  farmers  in  distress.  The 
Conference's  farm  credit  counselor,  Betty  Puckett,  has  received  national  recognition  for  her 
work  in  this  area  and  serves  on  boards  of  national  farm  advocacy  groups. 

The  Commission  on  Aging  has  developed  workshops  throughout  the  state  to  encourage 
pastors  and  laity  to  develop  programs  for  the  elderly  in  churches  and  communities.  In  addition, 
the  Gerontological  Institute  of  Louisiana  is  giving  leadership  to  major  programs  to  improve  the 
life  of  the  elderly. 

Through  its  member  churches  and  Church  World  Service,  the  Conference  has  responded 
with  aid  to  victims  of  Hurricane  Andrew.  An  economic  conference  is  planned  targeting 
possible  solutions  to  assisting  victims  in  economically  deprived  areas  to  overcome  the  disaster 
and  have  the  quality  of  their  lives  improved. 

The  work  of  the  Louisiana  Interchurch  Conference  will  also  focus  on  the  problems  of 
housing  for  low  income  families  and  the  poor,  and  the  issue  of  racism  in  the  church  and 
society.

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LOUISIANA  MORAL  AND  CIVIC  FOUNDATION 

Introduction 

On  September  25,  1942,  LMCF's  first  organizational  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Dr. 
W.  L.  Doss,  Jr.,  DS  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District,  Louisiana  Conference  (South  Central 
Jurisdiction).  Since  then  LMCF  has  strived  to  serve  as  a  front-line  agency,  a  channel  of 
communication,  a  forum  for  discussion,  an  instrument  of  cooperative  Christian  action,  and  an 
agency  through  which  all  Christian  denominations  work  together  to  do  something  effective 
about  serious  moral  issues  which  would  be  difficult  to  solve  alone.  LMCF  serves  not  only  its 
members  and  the  religious  community  but  the  entire  state  of  Louisiana  by  providing,  promoting 
and  protecting  a  positive  moral  climate  for  our  state  whenever  and  however  the  opportunity 
presents  itself. 

Administration 

In  the  fiscal  year  1992  LMCF  received  total  gifts  of  $184,215.65.  Approximately  $3,931.60 
was  given  by  Louisiana  United  Methodists.  This  amount  is  up  from  1991's  total  of  $2,421.84 
but  down  from  1990's  United  Methodist  total  of  $5,356.56.  Our  asking  of  $1.00  per  member 
per  year  in  1992  remains  the  same  in  1993.  We  pledge  anew  to  be  good  stewards  of  that  which 
is  given  and  want  you  to  know  of  our  sincere  appreciation  for  each  gift  received. 

Ministry 

LMCF  in  1992  ministered  through  four  major  programs:  Awards,  Educational,  Legal  and 

Legislative. 

In  the  Awards  Program,  the  1992  J.  Henry  Bowdon  Preaching  Award,  named  after 
J.  Henry  Bowdon,  Sr.,  one  of  our  founders,  was  awarded  to  Reverend  John  Lee, 
pastor  of  the  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Monroe.  The  W.  L.  "Bill"  May 
Christian  Businessman  Award  was  presented  to  Mr.  Hale  Shadow,  a  member  of  the 
Trinity  United  Methodist  Church  in  Ruston. 

In  the  Educational  Program,  LMCF  continued  to  conduct  seminars,  research  and 
distributed  literature,  as  well  as  giving  assistance  to  other  organizations  in  conducting 
programs. 

The  Legal  Program  of  LMCF  again  provided  a  resource  for  concerned  citizens  who 
actively  involved  themselves  in  the  struggle  to  improve  the  moral  climate  of  their 
community  and  state.  This  program  includes  a  very  up-to-date  law  library,  highly 
responsible  legal  counsel,  and  a  monitoring  service  of  major  agencies  of  state 
government,  Attorney  General's  Opinions,  and  court  decisions. 

In  the  Legislative  Program,  religious  denominational  leaders,  including  key  United 
Methodist  leaders,  received  during  the  first  14  days  of  the  1992  session  a  brief  digest 
of  each  bill  filed.  They  were  given  the  opportunity,  along  with  LMCF's  staff  to  select 
the  bills  that  in  their  opinion  could  possibly  influence  the  moral  climate  of  our  state. 
After  this  "monitoring  list"  was  established,  each  of  these  leaders  were  provided  with 
a  Weekly  Digest  of  all  the  action  taken  upon  these  bills.  As  the  session  progressed 
they  were  kept  abreast  by  frequent  "Moral-A-Grams"  on  the  status  of  those  bills 
which  seemed  to  call  for  a  timely  response  from  the  religious  community.  To  the 
Legislators,  LMCF  continued  to  be  a  ready  resource  for  research  on  moral  issues  and 
a  timely  reminder  when  legislation  of  moral  consequence  was  pending.  Each  time 
the  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Liaison  Committee  or  the  office  of  the  Bishop  called 
upon  LMCF,  we  responded  as  quickly  and  completely  as  possible. 
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Conclusion 

Louisiana  United  Methodists  will  in  1993  continue  to  exercise  their  influence  on  LMCF 
through  their  elected  Board  members:  Jimmie  D.  Pyles,  First  Vice-President;  Bill  Ford, 
Treasurer;  as  well  as  Board  member  Bob  Nash.  Additional  participation  and  influence  from 
Louisiana  United  Methodists  comes  from  the  Conference's  members  on  the  State  Advisory 
Council.  LMCF  shall  always  seek  to  follow  the  directions  and  suggestions  of  the  Bishop  and 
those  in  leadership  positions  in  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

Throughout  1992,  LMCF's  50th  Anniversary,  and  now  in  1993,  our  prayer  remains  to 
better  serve. ..the  people  in  Louisiana  called  United  Methodists.  Thank  you  for  this  privilege.

LYDIA  PATTERSON  INSTITUTE 

In  1992,  Lydia  Patterson  experienced  many  blessings  as  well  as  the  unfortunate  loss  of  our 
President,  Dr.  Alfredo  T.  Grout. 

Lydia  Patterson  continues  to  provide  a  bilingual  education  in  a  Christian  environment  to 
students  of  predominantly  Hispanic  background.  The  purpose  of  this  United  Methodist 
Institution  located  in  El  Paso,  Texas,  a  border  that  unites  two  countries,  three  states  and  two 
cities,  is  to  create  leaders  with  a  solid  education  and  strong  Christian  values  to  serve  the  church 
and  humanity. 

Lydia  Patterson  presently  holds  an  enrollment  of  315  students  in  grades  9-12  in  the 
English-as-a-Second-Language  Program.  The  LPI  student  generally  comes  to  us  unable  to 
speak  English,  enrolls  in  the  ESL  program,  learns  the  language  and  is  later  integrated  into  our 
fully  accredited  High  School  Program.  Ninety-percent  of  our  graduating  seniors  in  1992 
continued  their  education  in  a  college  or  university. 

In  1993,  Lydia  Patterson  celebrates  80  years  of  ministry  with  Hispanics.  Numerous  events 
have  been  planned  throughout  the  year  including  a  $6  Million  campaign  for  Endowment  Funds 
with  a  goal  of  $2  Million  within  the  churches  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  and  $4  Million 
outside  the  boundaries  of  the  church  during  a  period  of  three  years.  The  Jurisdictional 
campaign  is  being  planned  in  coordination  with  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  of 
each  annual  conference. 

As  a  part  of  this  cross-cultural  ministry,  Lydia  Patterson  offers  a  Summer  Spanish 
Conversational  Course  as  a  means  to  teach  Spanish  as  well  as  provide  an  overview  of  the 
Hispanic  culture  to  those  persons  interested  in  doing  ministry  with  Hispanics. 

There  is  a  new  vision  for  Lydia  Patterson  Institute  as  we  prepare  to  enter  into  a  new 
century  and  as  we  respond  to  the  needs  of  the  fastest  growing  ethnic  minority  in  this  country, 
the  Hispanic  community.  As  we  prepare  our  long-range  planning,  we  think  of  the  need  to 
continue  this  crucial  ministry  by  providing  the  best  quality  education  and  developing  more 
programs  that  will  make  this  institution  a  center  of  resource  for  Hispanic  ministries  throughout 
the  South  Central  Jurisdiction. 
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We  are  happy  to  report  that  in  1992  we  experienced  a  5%  increase  in  the  participation 
of  apportionments  from  the  conferences  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction.  We  ask  for  your 
continued  support  as  we  join  hands  to  embrace  this  ministry,  and  we  respond  in  unison  to  the 
calling  of  God.

MOUNT  SEQUOYAH  CONFERENCE  AND  RETREAT  CENTER 

The  mission  of  Mount  Sequoyah  as  the  South  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference  and 
Retreat  Center  is  to  enable  persons  to  find  fullness  in  Jesus  Christ  and  to  provide  opportunities 
for  these  persons  to  experience  training  in  leadership  development,  Christian  discipleship, 
inspiration  and  worship,  to  the  end  that  they  may  better  serve  God  in  the  church  and  in  the 
world.  The  theme  for  1993  is  "Mount  Sequoyah  -  The  Future."  We  have  celebrated  seventy 
years  of  life  commitments  and  calls  to  higher  service  and  now  we  look  to  the  future.  The 
future  holds  for  us  the  fulfillment  of 'Team  Sequoyah"  so  that  we  can  truly  meet  the  challenge 
of  the  future. 

Since  going  public  last  June  with  our  two  million  dollar  capital  funds  campaign,  we  rejoice 
at  the  nearly  $500,000  committed  in  1992.  This  means  that  we  need  to  raise  $1,000,000  in 
1993,  and  conclude  the  campaign  in  1994  with  the  final  $500,000.  The  commitments  to  date 
include  gifts  from  clergy  and  lay,  corporations,  foundations  and  many  other  persons  that  love 
Mount  Sequoyah. 

Our  pilot  gift  to  date  is  from  an  anonymous  foundation  grant  for  $243,587.50  for  our 
outdoor  recreation  and  family  wellness  center  which  includes  swimming  pool,  tennis  courts, 
basketball,  volleyball,  Wesley  Hall  renovation  and  the  addition  of  a  Programming  Staff  person. 
Architects'  plans  have  been  approved  by  our  Building  and  Grounds  committee  and  construction 
of  the  first  phase  is  well  underway.  Some  phases  will  be  complete  by  Annual  Conference  time. 

Applications  for  the  Programming  position  have  come  from  the  entire  nation  and  that 
person  will  be  on  duty  when  these  lines  are  read.  This  action  will  make  Mount  Sequoyah  more 
of  a  Programming  Center  as  well  as  a  Hosting  Center.  The  long-range  aim  of  this  action  is 
that  sharp  cutting-edge  programs  will  be  offered  on  the  Mountain  that  are  relevant  to  our 
jurisdiction  and  United  Methodist  churches  that  are  not  available  elsewhere. 

1992  was  a  "record  attendance" year.  Mount  Sequoyah  had  more  that  26,500  people  days 
in  1992.  This  reflects  an  increase  of  more  than  25%  above  the  past  record  attendance  year  of 
22,000.  We  feel  very  good  about  this  and  think  that  it  reflects  many  of  the  positive  things  going 
on  at  Mount  Sequoyah.  Our  "Team  Sequoyah"  fund  campaign  seems  to  be  increasing  the 
awareness  of  the  good  things  that  the  Mountain  has  to  offer,  plus  offering  the  funding  to  do 
capital  improvements.  Our  experience  shows  that,  if  we  can  get  a  person  or  group  to  come  to 
the  Mountain  once,  most  of  them  will  return  for  future  times  and  events. 

Our  Mount  Sequoyah  Programming  Committee  is  getting  off  to  a  good  start.  They  have 
begun  with  the  addition  of  the  Stewardship  Event  "How  to  put  SIZZLE  into  your  stewardship 
Strategies"  in  1993.  This  is  the  start  of  many  event  offerings  we  expect  to  offer  in  the  future. 
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The  addition  of  a  full-time  event  ProgrammingPerson  also  should  increase  the  effective  United 
Methodist  usage  of  the  Mountain. 

The  first  construction  of  our  expansion  planned  items  will  be  those  items  mentioned 
above.  These  became  priority  due  to  three  primary  reasons:  1)  The  need  to  expand  our 
ministry  to  the  whole  family  is  being  recognized.  This  includes  youth,  who  historically 
continued  to  come  back  after  a  "good  experience"  on  the  Mountain  as  a  youth.  Many  of  our 
current  "regulars"  coming  to  Mount  Sequoyah  were  here  as  a  youth  and  remembered  the 
influence  their  experience  had  on  their  lives;  2)  The  funding  was  available  first,  due  to 
Foundation  matching  fund  gift  for  these  projects;  and  3)  The  need  to  begin  "real  progress"  with 
the  planned  construction  items.  A  review  of  the  past  minutes  of  Mount  Sequoyah  historically 
reflects  the  possibilities  of  new  construction  items  being  discussed,  planned,  and  no  actual 
construction/improvements  being  accomplished.  We  want  to  show  that  the  contributions  and 
gifts  are  making  a  "real  difference".  We  still  have  a  long  ways  to  go  to  meet  our  $2,000,000 
goal,  but  we  have  a  very  positive  attitude  towards  our  early  response  and  feel  that  the  actual 
progress,  being  shown  in  construction  of  new  facilities,  will  continue  to  make  a  difference. 

The  normal  operations  of  the  Mountain  are  continuing  with  new  roofing,  new  ramp  and 
handicap  access  to  buildings,  new  improvements  to  cottages  and  grounds,  and  "reaching  out" 
to  new  guests  coming  to  the  Mountain. 

TRUSTEES  from  the  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  are  Bishop  William  B.  Oden,  Dr. 
Stone  W.  Caraway,  Dr.  Nancy  Carruth,  and  Dr.  L.  Ray  Branton.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Ron  Easterling 
have  been  Ambassadors  and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  James  Poole  are  the  new  Ambassadors. 

Many  sociologists  and  others  in  human  dynamics  have  us  looking  for  the  future.  The  year 
2000  will  soon  be  upon  us.  However,  we  at  Mount  Sequoyah  believe  the  future  is  now.  It  is 
our  prayer  that  you  will  join  us  in  that  future. 

Make  a  commitment  to  Team  Sequoyah.  Come  to  the  Mountain.  Allow  those  of  us  at 
the  Mountain  to  come  to  you.  Encourage  your  church  to  be  a  model-lead  church  with  a  mini- 
campaign  to  spotlight  our  progress.  The  future  is  now!

RETIRED  MINISTERS'  HOMES  BOARD 

The  Retired  Ministers'  Homes  Board,  Inc.,  has  experienced  a  year  of  transition  because 
of  a  turnover  in  leadership.  Upon  the  retirement  of  Rev.  Angus  Carruth  and  Mr.  Mike  John, 
Jr.,  Rev.  Henry  Bowdon,  Jr.,  was  elected  to  be  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Board  and  Mrs. 
Shirley  Hoffpauir  was  elected  as  Treasurer.  We  express  appreciation  for  all  that  these  outgoing 
officers  did  for  the  Board.  We  especially  appreciate  the  long  years  of  service  rendered  by  Mr. 
Mike  John,  Jr.,  as  Treasurer  of  this  Board.  We  deeply  regret  his  death.  As  a  memorial  to  him 
our  Board  has  established  the  Mike  John,  Jr.  Memorial  Administrative  Trust  Fund.  Money 
received  to  this  fund  will  be  invested  with  the  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana  and  only  the 
interest  will  be  used  to  supplement  our  Administration  Budget. 
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The  Board  meeting  at  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Pineville,  LA,  on  Friday,  January 
15, 1993  was  an  exceptionally  inspiring  meeting.  All  of  the  Board's  investment  money  has  been 
placed  with  the  Methodist  Foundation  of  Louisiana;  approximately  two-fifths  in  a  long-term 
account  and  three-fifths  in  a  short-term  account.  This  resulted  in  a  substantial  increase  in 
interest  received  with  the  money  being  readily  available  when  needed  to  build  new  homes.  A 
Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  was  adopted  that  puts  into  writing  all  the  procedures  that  are 
to  be  followed  in  conducting  the  business  of  the  Board.  Approval  was  given  to  the  building 
of  a  new  home  in  Monroe,  LA.,  in  memory  of  Elizabeth  Langford.  A  large  portion  of  the  cost 
of  this  home  was  derived  from  the  sale  of  her  home  which  she  left  to  our  Board  as  a  bequest. 
It  was  voted  that  the  Administration  Budget  for  1993  be  set  at  $18,075.00.  A  final  action  at 
this  meeting  consolidated  all  insurance  for  liability  and  property  damage  with  a  single  agent, 
Hubert  Blanchard  of  the  Sulphur  Insurance  Center.  This  action  resulted  in  about  twenty 
percent  savings  for  insurance. 

We  encourage  all  churches  to  observe  the  month  of  September  as  Retired  Ministers' 
Homes  month  with  an  offering  being  taken  on  one  of  the  Sundays  of  that  month.  If  it  is  not 
convenient  for  your  church  to  take  a  special  offering  during  that  month,  please  consider 
receiving  a  communion  offering  at  some  other  time  of  the  year.  Presently  about  15%  of  our 
churches  present  our  cause  to  their  people.  Think  of  all  the  good  that  could  be  done  for  our 
retired  ministers  if  the  other  85%  were  given  the  opportunity  to  contribute  to  this  cause  that 
has  real  appeal  to  our  laity.

SOUTH  CENTRAL  JURISDICTION 

The  South  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference  of  1992  restructured  the  Jurisdictional  office. 
It  kept  the  Executive  Director's  post  and  responsibilities  while  eliminating  two  full-time  staff 
positions  (Korean  Ministries  and  Volunteers  in  Mission).  It  gave  those  responsibilities  also  to 
the  Executive  Director. 

The  Jurisdiction's  Korean  Caucus  elected  Rev.  Won  Kie  Kim  of  Dallas  as  its  chair.  He 
works  with  the  Executive  Director  as  volunteer  Korean  Ministries  Director.  He  has  led  a 
celebration  of  the  anniversary  of  Korean  Ministries,  a  meeting  with  new  Korean  pastors  and 
a  meeting  with  young  adult  United  Methodists  of  Korean  origin.  He  has  cooperated  in  plans 
for  a  new  Korean  Church  in  Topeka  and  consulted,  upon  request,  with  several  District 
Superintendents  about  Korean  appointments. 

Hundreds  of  Volunteers  in  Mission  went  to  south  Louisiana  and  many  more  are  scheduled 
to  go.  Many  other  projects  in  the  Jurisdiction  need  VIM  teams,  too,  and  the  office  informs 
persons  about  them  through  periodic  mailings  and  through  responding  to  all  requests  for 
information  and  other  help.  Superserve,  the  VIM  weekend  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  (September  4-6), 
will  have  a  new  look  this  year.  The  Jurisdiction  is  working  with  leaders  in  the  Northwest  Texas 
and  New  Mexico  Conferences  to  plan  a  VIM  rally  similar  to  Superserve  for  the  western  part 
of  the  Jurisdiction. 
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The  Jurisdictional  Lab  School,  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  (July  11-17),  has  a  new  name  and  a  new 
vitality.  It's  called  "Journey  to  Excellence."  It  includes  numerous  short  courses  in  addition  to 
lab  classes. 

The  Youth  Team  has  been  hard  at  work  planning  SpiliRa  (Spiritual  Life  Rally)  for  800 
to  1000  youth  at  the  University  of  Arkansas  in  Fayetteville  (July  6-10).  This  could  be  a  life- 
changing  experience  for  many. 

At  the  Jurisdiction's  heart  are  numerous  networks  of  church  leaders  who  meet  to  foster 
excellence  through  sharing  insights,  supporting  and  teaching  one  another.  These  include: 
Black  Pastors,  Church  Growth,  Conference  Christian  Education  Staff,  Conference  Lay  Leaders, 
Conference  United  Methodist  Men's  Officers,  Conference  VIM  Coordinators,  Council 
Directors,  Fellowship  of  Communicators,  Large  Membership  Church  Pastors,  Outdoor 
Ministries  Staff,  Singles'  Ministry  Task  Force  and  Urban  Ministries  Workers.  The  Jurisdiction 
office  works  with  and  supports  each  of  these.  Persons  with  ideas  for  new  networks  that  may 
be  needed  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  Executive  Director. 

The  Jurisdiction  office  moved  this  year  due  to  the  relocation  of  the  Cokesbury  store  where 
it  was  housed.

SPANISH-AMERICAN  MINISTRIES 

The  Spanish-American  Ministry  is  located  in  North  Kenner.  We  are  privileged  to  share 
the  facilities  and  the  pastor  with  Messiah  United  Methodist  Church.  Our  address  is:  420 
Esplanade,  Kenner,  LA  70065.   We  have  only  been  at  this  location  for  one  year. 

As  an  outreach  program  to  the  Spanish  Community,  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  our 
building  has  been  the  site  of  workshops  directed  to  educate  the  adults  and  the  youth  in  the 
human  aspects  of  AIDS  and  drug  abuse.  Through  the  ministry  we  have  been  able  to  distribute 
literature  in  the  above  mentioned  subjects.  But  what  is  even  more  important  is  that  we  have 
been  referring  people  to  the  drug  abuse  program  in  Spanish  sponsored  by  the  United  Way. 
In  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  we  have  been  taking  care  of  people  afflicted  with  AIDS. 

Responding  to  our  petition,  the  Gideon  group  distributed  the  New  Testament  in  Spanish 
to  the  inmate  population  of  Hispanic  heritage  in  one  of  the  jails  in  Louisiana.  The  distribution 
was  made  by  Mr.  George  Coverdale,  a  member  of  Messiah  United  Methodist  Church. 

With  the  support  and  faithful  dedication  of  Mr.  Roy  Swayze,  we  can  continue  offering  a 
three  hour  weekly  program  to  the  teenagers.  The  program  includes  Bible  Study,  workshops, 
music,  outings  and  recreation. 

Thanks  to  the  cooperation  of  St.  Matthew,  Munholland  and  St.  Paul  United  Methodist 
Churches,  the  Spanish  Ministry  offered  Food  Baskets  at  Thanksgiving  and  toys  and  clothes  at 
Christmas. 
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Also  during  the  past  year,  Messiah  paid  for  the  construction  of  a  ramp  for  the  benefit  of 
an  elderly  Hispanic  lady  who  is  handicapped. 

We  just  received  a  grant  of  $3,000  from  the  Special  Ministry/Institutional  Development. 
This  money  will  facilitate  the  Summer  Program  for  children  and  youth  and  will  be  a  great  help 
in  the  process  of  surveying  the  Spanish  Community  around  the  church.  We  want  to  find  out 
their  hopes  and  fears  with  the  purpose  of  serving  them  better. 

As  we  have  already  declared  many  years  ago,  what  we  are  doing  is  only  a  drop  in  the  big 
bucket  of  needs  of  the  150,000  persons  that  are  the  constituents  of  the  Spanish  population  in 
the  Greater  New  Orleans  area. 

Each  contribution  sent  to  the  Spanish  Ministry  through  the  Advance  Special  program  is 
invested  in  serving  the  needs  of  the  people. 

Because  we  firmly  believe  that  the  Gospel  of  Christ  has  to  be  preached  not  only  by  actions 
but  also  by  the  words  and  the  means  of  Grace  that  the  church  offers,  we  keep  a  Spanish 
Ministry  pastoral  charge.  We  have  added  new  members  to  our  roles.  Once  a  week  we  come 
together  for  Bible  study.  Each  week  in  a  different  site  of  the  Greater  New  Orleans  area; 
Marrero,  Gretna,  the  Mid  City  area  in  New  Orleans  and  Kenner  are  the  places  of  this  Bible 
Study.  A  Bilingual  Sunday  School  takes  place  each  Sunday  at  10:30  a.m.  at  church.  The 
Sunday  Worship  Service  is  held  at  11:30  a.m. 

We  would  like  to  thank  Messiah  United  Methodist  Church  for  their  mission  toward  the 
Spanish  Ministry,  for  the  unselfish  way  they  share  their  building,  their  talent,  their  money,  their 
pastor  and  the  courage  to  incorporate  our  name  in  the  lawn  sign. 

The  Spanish  Ministry  is  a  mission  of  the  Louisiana  Conference.  It  is  your  mission  among 
the  second  fastest  growing  minority  in  the  United  States.  There  is  much  more  to  do.  We 
thank  you  for  all  your  support  and  challenge  you  to  "come  to  New  Orleans  and  help  us."

We  mourn  the  loss  of  Dr.  Rex  Squyres,  who  passed  away  this  past  year,  but  continue  to 
laud  and  praise  God  for  the  provision  he  made  personally  through  the  establishment  of  the  Rex 
Squyres  Fund,  which  continues  to  serve  the  efforts  of  ministry  designed  to  help  strengthen  and 
improve  the  work  of  the  rural  and  small  membership  churches  of  our  Conference.  One  of  our 
committee's  goals  is  to  continue  planning  and  offering  exciting  events  for  pastors  of  these 
important  churches. 

On  March  16-17,  1993,  the  Fifth  Annual  Rural  Pastors'  Fellowship  Retreat  (which  will 
henceforth  be  called  the  "Rex  Squyres  Town  and  Country  Retreat")  was  held  at  the  Uskichitto 
Retreat  Center  near  LeBlanc,  La.

PROPOSED  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  - 1 

On  May  15,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  680,  yes;  189,  no.  It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

In  Division  One,  Paragraph  4,  Article  IV,  insert  the  word  "status"  in  two  places. 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  4  would  read: 
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Inclusiveness  of  the  Church. —The  United  Methodist  Church  is  a  part  of  the  Church 
Universal,  which  is  one  Body  in  Christ.  Therefore  all  persons,  without  regard  to  race, 
color,  national  origin,  status,  or  economic  condition,  shall  be  eligible  to  attend  worship 
services,  to  participate  in  its  programs,  and,  when  they  take  appropriate  vows,  to  be 
admitted  into  its  membership  in  any  local  church  in  the  connection.  In  The  United 
Methodist  Church  no  conference  or  other  organizational  unit  of  the  Church  shall  be 
structured  so  as  to  exclude  any  member  or  any  constituent  body  of  the  Church  because 
of  race,  color,  national  origin,  status,  or  economic  condition. 


Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  II 

On  May  11,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  882,  yes;  34,  no.   It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

In  Section  II,  Paragraph  12,  Article  1.1,  change  "ministers"  to  "clergy." 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  12,  Article  1.1  would  read: 

The  General  Conference  shall  be  composed  of  not  less  than  600  nor  more  than  1,000 
delegates,  one  half  of  whom  shall  be  clergy  and  one  half  lay  members,  to  be  elected  by  the 
Annual  Conferences.  The  Missionary  Conferences  shall  be  considered  as  Annual 
Conferences  for  the  purpose  of  this  article. 

Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  HI 

On  May  11,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  884,  yes;  21,  no.   It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

In  Section  II,  Paragraph  14,  Article  III,  change  "ministerial"  to  "clergy." 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  14,  Article  III  would  read: 

The  General  Conference  shall  fix  the  ratio  of  representation  in  the  General, 
Jurisdictional,  and  Central  Conferences  from  the  Annual  Conferences,  Missionary 
Conferences,  and  the  Provisional  Annual  Conferences,  computed  on  a  two-factor  basis: 
(1)  the  number  of  clergy  members  of  the  Annual  Conference  and  the  Missionary 
Conference,  and  (2)  the  number  of  church  members  in  the  Annual  Conference  and  the 
Missionary  Conference;  provided  that  each  Annual  Conference,  Missionary  Conference, 
or  Provisional  Conference  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  clergy  and  one  lay  delegate  in 
the  General  Conference  and  also  in  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference. 

Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  IV 

On  May  15,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  802,  yes;  25,  no.   It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 
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In  Section  III,  Paragraph  18,  Article  IV,  change  "ministers"  to  "clergy." 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  18,  Article  IV  would  read: 

The  General  Conference  shall  not  do  away  with  the  privileges  of  our  clergy  of  right 
to  trial  by  a  committee  and  of  an  appeal;  neither  shall  it  do  away  with  the  privileges  of 
our  members  of  right  to  trial  before  the  church,  or  by  a  committee,  and  of  an  appeal. 


Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  V 

On  May  12,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  727,  yes;  31,  no.  It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

If  Section  IV,  Paragraph  23,  Article  III,  change  "ministerial"  to  "clergy." 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  23,  Article  III  would  read: 

The  General  Conference  shall  fix  the  basis  of  representation  in  the  Jurisdictional 
Conferences;  provided  that  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  be  composed  of  an  equal 
number  of  clergy  and  lay  delegates  to  be  elected  by  the  Annual  Conferences,  the 
Missionary  Conferences,  and  the  Provisional  Annual  Conferences. 


Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  VI 

On  May  14,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  792,  yes;  123,  no.  It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

In  Section  IV,  Paragraph  24,  Article  V.4,  change  "ministers"  to  "clergy." 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  24,  Article  V.4  would  read: 

To  determine  the  Boundaries  of  their  Annual  Conferences;  provided  that  there  shall 
be  no  Annual  Conference  with  a  membership  of  fewer  than  fifty  clergy  in  full  connection, 
except  by  the  consent  of  the  General  Conference;  and  provided  further  that  this  provision 
shall  not  apply  to  Annual  Conferences  of  the  former  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church 
during  the  first  three  quadrenniums  after  union. 


Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  VII 

On  May  11,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  897,  yes;  43,  no.   It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

In  Section  V,  Paragraph  27,  Article  II,  change  "ministerial"  to  "clergy." 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  27,  Article  II  would  read: 
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The  Central  Conferences  shall  be  composed  of  as  many  delegates  as  shall  be 
determined  by  a  basis  established  by  the  General  Conference.  The  delegates  shall  be 
clergy  and  lay  in  equal  numbers. 


Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  VIII 

On  May  11,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  881,  yes;  24,  no.   It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

Amend  Section  VI,  Paragraph  30,  Article  I  by  deletion. 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  30,  Article  I  would  be  deleted. 

Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  IX 

On  May  11,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  915,  yes;  18,  no.   It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

Amend  Section  VI,  Paragraph  31,  Article  II  by  deletion. 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  31,  Article  II  would  be  deleted. 

Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  X 

On  May  11,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  917,  yes;  13,  no.   It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

Amend  Section  VI,  Paragraph  32,  Article  III  by  deletion. 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  32,  Article  III  would  be  deleted. 

Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  XI 

On  May  11,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  917,  yes;  9,  no.   It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

Amend  Section  VI,  Paragraph  33,  Article  IV  by  deletion. 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  33,  Article  IV  would  be  deleted. 
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Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  XII 

On  May  11,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  928,  yes;  19,  no.   It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

Amend  Section  VI,  Paragraph  34,  Article  V  by  deletion. 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  34,  Article  V  would  be  deleted. 

Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  ■  XIII 

On  May  14,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  843,  yes;  75,  no.  It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

In  Section  VII,  Paragraph  35,  Article  I,  change  "ministerial"  and  "minister"  to  "clergy." 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  35,  Article  I  would  read: 

The  Annual  Conference  shall  be  composed  of  clergy  members  as  defined  by  the 
General  Conference,  together  with  a  lay  member  elected  by  each  charge,  the  diaconal 
ministers,  the  conference  president  of  the  United  Methodist  Women,  the  conference 
president  of  United  Methodist  Men,  the  conference  lay  leader,  district  lay  leaders,  the 
president  or  equivalent  officer  of  the  conference  young  adult  organization,  the  president 
of  the  conference  youth  organization,  and  two  young  persons  under  twenty-five  (25)  years 
of  age  from  each  district  to  be  selected  in  such  manner  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
Annual  Conference.  In  the  Annual  Conferences  of  the  Central  Conferences,  the  four-year 
participation  and  the  two-year  membership  requirements  may  be  waived  by  the  Annual 
Conference  for  young  persons  under  twenty-five  (25)  years  of  age.  Such  persons  must  be 
members  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  and  active  participants  at  the  time  of  election. 
Each  charge  served  by  more  than  one  clergy  shall  be  entitled  to  as  many  lay  members  as 
there  are  clergy  members.  The  lay  members  shall  have  been  for  the  two  years  next 
preceding  their  election  members  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  and  shall  have  been 
active  participants  in  The  United  Methodist  Church  for  at  least  four  years  next  preceding 
their  election. 

If  the  lay  membership  should  number  less  than  the  clergy  members  of  the  Annual 
Conference,  the  Annual  Conference  shall,  by  its  own  formula,  provide  for  the  election  of 
additional  lay  members  to  equalize  lay  and  clergy  membership  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  XIV 

On  May  14,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  841,  yes;  63,  no.   It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

In  Section  VII,  Paragraph  36,  Article  II,  change  "ministerial"  and  "ministers"  to  "clergy." 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  36,  Article  II  would  read: 
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The  Annual  Conference  is  the  basic  body  in  the  Church  and  as  such  shall  have 
reserved  to  it  the  right  to  vote  on  all  constitutional  amendments,  on  the  election  of  clergy 
and  lay  delegates  to  the  General  and  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conferences,  on  all 
matters  relating  to  the  character  and  conference  relations  of  its  clergy  members,  and  on 
the  ordination  of  clergy  and  such  other  rights  as  have  not  been  delegated  to  the  General 
Conference  under  the  Constitution,  with  the  exception  that  the  lay  members  may  not  vote 
on  matters  of  ordination,  character,  and  conference  relations  of  clergy.  It  shall  discharge 
such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  the  General  Conference  under  the  Constitution 
may  determine.

Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  830,  yes;  62,  no.   It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

In  Section  VIII,  Paragraph  37,  Article  III,  change  "ministerial"  to  "clergy"  and  add  the 
following  sentence: 

These  reserve  clergy  and  lav  delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conferences  may  act  as 
reserve  delegates  to  the  General  Conference  when  it  is  evident  that  not  enough  reserve 
delegates  are  in  attendance  at  the  General  Conference. 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  37,  Article  III  would  read: 

The  Annual  Conference  shall  elect  clergy  and  lay  delegates  to  the  General 
Conference  and  to  its  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference  in  the  manner  provided  in  this 
section,  Articles  IV  and  V.  The  persons  first  elected  up  to  the  number  determined  by  the 
ratio  for  representation  in  the  General  Conference  shall  be  representatives  in  that  body. 
Additional  delegates  shall  be  elected  to  complete  the  number  determined  by  the  ratio  for 
representation  in  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference,  who,  together  with  those  first 
elected  as  above,  shall  be  delegates  in  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference.  The 
additional  delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference  shall  in  the  order  of  their 
election  be  the  reserve  delegates  to  the  General  Conference.  The  Annual  Conference 
shall  also  elect  reserve  clergy  and  lay  delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conference 
as  it  may  deem  desirable.  These  reserve  clergy  and  lay  delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  or 
Central  Conferences  may  act  as  reserve  delegates  to  the  General  Conference. 


Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  ■  XVI 

On  May  14,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  872,  yes;  41,  no.   It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

In  Section  VIII,  Paragraph  43,  Article  IV,  amend  by  addition  and  deletion  as  follows: 

Add  "and  episcopal  areas  shall"  after  Annual  Conference. 

Add  "and"  after  United  States  of  America. 

Add  "and  pursuant  to  the  respective  structures"  after  respective  powers. 
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If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  43,  Article  IV  would  read: 

Changes  in  the  number,  names,  and  boundaries  of  the  Annual  Conferences  and 
episcopal  areas  shall  be  effected  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  in  the  United  States  of 
America  and  by  the  Central  Conferences  outside  the  United  States  of  America  according 
to  the  provisions  under  the  respective  powers  and  pursuant  to  the  respective  structures  of 
the  Jurisdictional  and  Central  Conferences. 


Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  XVII 

On  May  15,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  757,  yes;  38,  no.  It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

In  Division  Three,  Paragraph  52,  Article  V  (4),  amend  by  deletion  and  addition  as  follows: 

Delete  "Conferences  which  are  involved  after  consideration  by  the"  after  "of  the 
Jurisdictional." 

Add  "of  the  jurisdictions  which  are  involved"  after  "Committees  on  Episcopacy." 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  52,  Article  V  would  read: 

The  bishops  shall  have  residential  and  presidential  supervision  in  the  Jurisdictional 
or  Central  Conferences  in  which  they  are  elected  or  to  which  they  are  transferred. 
Bishops  may  be  transferred  from  one  jurisdiction  to  another  jurisdiction  for  presidential 
and  residential  supervision  under  the  following  conditions:  (1)  The  transfer  of  bishops 
may  be  on  either  of  two  bases:  (a)  a  jurisdiction  which  receives  a  bishop  by  transfer  from 
another  jurisdiction  may  transfer  to  that  jurisdiction  or  to  a  third  jurisdiction  one  of  its 
own  bishops  eligible  for  transfer,  so  that  the  number  transferred  in  by  each  jurisdiction 
shall  be  balanced  by  the  number  transferred  out,  or  (b)  a  jurisdiction  may  receive  a  bishop 
from  another  jurisdiction  and  not  transfer  out  a  member  of  its  own  College  of  Bishops. 
(2)  No  bishop  shall  be  transferred  unless  that  bishop  shall  have  specifically  consented.  (3) 
No  bishop  shall  be  eligible  for  transfer  unless  the  bishop  shall  have  served  one 
quadrennium  in  the  jurisdiction  which  elected  the  bishop  to  the  episcopacy.  (4)  All  such 
transfers  shall  require  the  approval  be  a  majority  vote  of  the  members,  present  and  voting, 
of  the  Jurisdictional  Committees  on  Episcopacy  of  the  jurisdictions  which  are  involved. 
After  the  above  procedures  have  been  followed,  the  transferring  bishop  shall  become  a 
member  of  the  receiving  College  of  Bishops  and  shall  be  subject  to  residential  assignment 
by  that  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

A  bishop  may  be  assigned  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  for  presidential  service  or  other 
temporary  service  in  another  jurisdiction  than  that  which  elected  the  bishop,  provided 
request  is  made  by  a  majority  of  the  bishops  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  proposed  service. 

In  the  case  of  an  emergency  in  any  jurisdiction  or  Central  Conference  through  the 
death  or  disability  of  a  bishop  or  other  cause,  the  Council  of  Bishops  may  assign  a  bishop 
from  another  jurisdiction  or  Central  Conference  to  work  of  the  said  jurisdiction  or  Central 
Conference  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  bishops  of  that  jurisdiction  or  Central 
Conference. 
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Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  XVIII 

On  May  12,  1992,  at  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  727,  yes;  31,  no.   It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

In  Division  Three,  Paragraph  53,  Article  VI,  change  "ministerial"  to  "clergy." 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  53,  Article  VI  would  read: 

The  bishops,  both  active  and  retired,  of  The  Evangelical  United  Brethen  Church  and 
of  The  Methodist  Church  at  the  time  union  is  consummated,  shall  be  bishops  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church. 

The  bishops  of  The  Methodist  Church  elected  by  the  jurisdictions,  the  active  bishops 
of  The  Evangelical  United  Brethen  Church  at  the  time  of  union,  and  bishops  elected  by 
the  jurisdictions  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  shall  have  life  tenure.  Each  bishop 
elected  by  a  Central  Conference  electing  him  shall  have  determined. 

The  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  elect  a  standing  Committee  on  Episcopacy,  to 
consist  of  one  clergy  and  one  lay  delegate  from  each  Annual  Conference,  on  nomination 
of  the  Annual  Conference  delegation.  The  committee  shall  review  the  work  of  the 
bishops,  pass  on  their  character  and  official  administration,  and  report  to  the  Jurisdictional 
Conference  its  findings  for  such  action  as  the  conference  may  deem  appropriate  within  its 
constitutional  warrant  of  power.  The  committee  shall  recommend  the  assignments  of  the 
bishops  to  their  respective  residences  for  final  action  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment  -  XIX

Church  held  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  made  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  816,  yes;  70,  no.  It  is  now  presented  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  vote. 

In  Division  Four,  Paragraph  61,  Article  IV,  change  "ministers"  to  "clergy." 

If  voted  and  so  declared  by  the  Council  of  Bishops,  Par.  61,  Article  IV,  would  read: 

The  General  Conference  shall  establish  for  the  Church  a  judicial  system  which  shall 
guarantee  to  our  clergy  a  right  to  trial  by  a  committee  and  an  appeal  and  to  our  members 
a  right  to  trial  before  the  church,  or  by  a  committee,  and  an  appeal.
